The report of the Standing Committee on the Revision of the 
Journal was concurred in and adopted and the Journal of the Hous 
for the Thirty-First Legislative Day was approved. 


INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


On a call of counties, bills were introduced, severally read one 
time and referred to appropriate Standing Committees as follows: 
By Mr. Sanford: 

H. 751. To prohibit the use of hoop nets, fish baskets and cer- 
tain other fishing devices in artificially impounded public waters 
of this State, and in the public waters within one mile below any 
lock or dam ; to prohibit the sale of bass, commonly called trout or 
green trout, within the State of Alabama, regardless of where tak- 
éa; to provide for penalties for violations of this Act; to make the 
possession of prohibited fishing devices on, at or within one-half 
mile of such waters or on a boat on the waters in which the use of 
such devices is prohibited a violation of law; to provide for the 
confiscation of prohibited devices; and to repeal all laws or parts 
of laws in conflict with this Act. 

Game, Fish and Fisheries. 


By Mr. Sanford: 

H. 752. For the relief of E. B. Moody and to appropriate for 
the relief of the said E. B. Moody the sum of $1000.00 by reason of 
personal injuries and the permanent loss of the full use of his right 
leg substained by him when the horse which he was riding ran into 
a timber or post on the Convict or State farm at Atmore, Alabama, 
on or about November 11, 1931 while he was what was known as 
Dog Warden at the State Penitentiary at Atmore, Alabama, the 
said E. B. Moody being then and there an employee of the State of 
Alabama as said Dog Warden and acting within the line and scope 
of his duties as such employee and said Moody received such in- 
juries without any fault or negligence on his part whatsoever. 


Appropriations, 
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By Mr. Welch: 

H. 753. To provide that courts of record of the State of Ala- 
bama shall have the power to render declaratory judgments and to 
provide for practice and procedure in such cases. ot 

Judiciary. 
By Mr. Welch: 

H. 754. To further regulate the practice of law in Equity or 
Chancery cases in the Circuit court of Alabama or courts of like 
Equity jurisdiction; to prescribe the duties of attorneys and solici- 
tors with reference to pleading and other papers filed in Equity or 
Chancery causes; and to prescribe and regulate the duties of Reg- 
isters of said courts with reference to causes filed and pending there- 
in, and to fix the Registers’ fees for services rendered under this 
Act; to provide for notices to be given for the submission to the 
court of motions for orders or decrees, and for the submission of 
causes for final decrees and for final decrees in said causes; and to 
prescribe the contests of decrees rendered by Judges when demur- 
rers are sustained to bills, cross bills and other pleadings. 

Judiciary. 
By Mr. Adams: 

H. 755. To provide and regulate in all counties in this State 
having a population of 300,000 or more according to the last or any 
subsequent Federal census the ownership, operation and mainten- 
ance of county passenger automobiles; to provide that such pas- 
senger automobiles shall be owned by such counties for the ex- 
clusive use of the sheriffs and their deputies ; to provide for the dis- 
position of other such automobiles; to provide that such sheriffs’ 
and their deputies’ cars be distinctively colored, and operated and 
maintained by written orderes which are recorded in public books; 
and to provide that any violation of this Act shall constitute a mis- 
demeanor. 

Local Legislation No. Two. 
By Mr. Connor: 

H. 756. A bill to be entitled An Act to submit to the qualified 
voters of the State at the._.__._____election to be held on 
ea A Ae ee for their consideration, an amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Alabama, to be known as Section Two 
and Section Three of Amendment Number II, so as to authorize 
and empower the Legislature from time to time by general or lo- 
cal laws to change, merge, alter consolidate, or abolish county of- 
ficers or the functions of office in Jefferson County, and to author- 
ize the Legislature to create new or different officers to perform 
the services hitherto performed by those officrs or offices which 
may have been changed, merged, altered, consolidated, or abolished, 
and to authorize the Legislature by general or local laws to revise 
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and change the existing laws relating to the assessment or collec- 
tion of:taxes or other revenue in Jefferson County. 
.: Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
.of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
voters of Alabama for their consideration as hereinafter set forth, 
namely: 

. “Amendment to Constittution by the Addition of Sections Two 
and Three to Amendment Number II: 

(2) The Legislature of Alabama may hereafter from time to 
time by general or local laws change, merge, alter, consolidate, or 
abolish county officers or the functions of office in Jefferson Coun- 
ty, and the Legislature may create new or different officers to per- 
form the services hitherto performed by those officers or offices 
which may have been changed, merged, altered, consolidated, or 
abolished. 

(3) And the Legislature by general or local laws may revise 
and change the existing laws relating to the assessment or collec- 
tion of taxes or other revenues in Jefferson County. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 
notice by proclamation to be published in one newspaper in each 
county in the state at least eight successive weeks next preceding 
the general election in November, 1936 of the election and the 
amendment proposed by this Act to be submitted to the qualified 
voters of the State for their consideration, together with the pro- 
posed amendment. 

Section 3. That on an election shall 
be held for the vote of the qualified electors of the State upon the 
proposed amendment. Upon the ballots used at such election shall 
be printed the following, namely: 

“Amendment to Constitution by the Addition of Sections Two 
and Three to Amendment Number II: 

(2) The Legislature of Alabama may hereafter from time to 
time by general or local laws change, merge, alter, consolidate or 
abolish county officers or the functions of office in Jefferson Coun- 
ty, and the Legislature may create new or different officers to per- 
form the services hitherto performed by those officers or offices 
which may have been changed, merged, altered, consolidated or 
abolished. 

(3) And the Legislature by general or local laws may revise 
and change the existing laws relating to the assessment or collec- 
tion of revenues in Jefferson County for the purpose of increasing 
the efficiency or lowering the cost of such collections.” 

Following the proposed amendment on the ballot shall be print- 
ed the word “Yes” and immediately under that shall be printed the 
word “No”. The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross 
mark by him beside the word expressing his desire. 
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Section 4. The officers of such general election shall open a 
poll for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amend- 
ment. The election shall be held in all things in accordance with 
the law governing general elections. In the election upon such 
proposed amendment the votes cash thereat shall be canvassed, 
tabulated and the returns*thereof be made to the Secretary of State 
and counted in the same manner as in elections for representatives 
to the Legislature, and if it shall thereupon appear that amajority 
‘of the qualified electors who voted upon the proposed amendment 
voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be valid to all 
intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of Alabama. 
The result of such election shall be made known by the proclama- 
tion of the Governor. 

The above and foregoing bill, H. 756, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution, was read one time at length and referred to the 
Standing Committee on Constitution and Constitutional Amend- 
ments. 

By Mr. Connor: 

H. 75%. To provide and regulate in all cities in this State hav- 
ing a population of 200,000 or more according to the last or any 
subsequent Federal census the ownership, operation and mainte- 
nance of city passenger automobiles; to provide that such passen- 
ger automobiles shall be owned by such cities for the exclusive use 
of the police and fire departments; to provide for the disposition of 
other such automobiles; to provide that such police and fire depart- 
ment automobiles be distinctively colored, and operated and main- 
tained by written orders which are to be recorded in public books; 
and to provide that any violation of this Act shall constitute a 
misdemeanor. 

Local Legislation No. Two. 
By Mr. Douglass: 

H. 758. For the relief of Frederick Alton Taylor, who was in- 
jured February 4, 1931, while an employee of the State Highway 
Department of the State of Alabama. 

Appropriations. 
By Mr. Douglass: 

H. 759. A bill to be entitled An Act to propose an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama to be known and designated as Ar- 
ticle XXIV thereof, to declare public education to be an essential 
and primary function of government, and to provide that the Legis- 
lature shall from time to time, in addition to funds specifically set 
aside for educational purposes, and in such a manner as in its opin- 
ion will encourage local initiative and support, appropriate monies 
out of the State treasury for educational purposes which shall be 
paid on the same basis, or proportionately as, all other appropria- 
tions made by the legislature are paid, except appropriations for 
the payment of principal and interest of the public debt. 
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Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That an amendment to the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama to be known as Article XXIV is hereby proposed, the 
proposed amendment being as follows: 

ARTICLE XXIV. Public education is hereby declared to be 
an essential and primary function of government in this State. The 
legislature shall from time to time, in addition to funds specifically 
set aside for educational purposes, and in such manner as in its 
opinion will encourage local initiative and support, appropriate 
monies out of the State treasury for educational purposes which 
shall be paid on the same basis, or proportionately as, all other ap- 
propriations made by the legislature are paid, except appropriations 
for the payment of principal and interest of the public debt. 

Section 2. An election by the qualified electors of the State 
upon such proposed amendment is hereby ordered by the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama, and the day hereby appointed for 
such election is the first Tuesday next after the expiration of ninety 
days from and after the final adjournment of the session of the 
Legislature at which this amendment is proposed. Notice of the 
election hereby ordered, together with the amendment hereby pro- 
posed shall be given by proclamation of the Governor which shall 
be published in one newspaper once a week in every County in the 
State for four successive weeks next preceding the day appointed 
for such election. 

Section 3. At the election hereby ordered to be held the quali- 
field electors shall vote on said proposed amendment; and on the 
official ballot printed for such election there shall be printed the 
following, viz: “Shall the following be adopted as Article XXIV 
of the Constitution of Alabama?” This shail be followed by setting 
out said proposed amendment verbatim and in extenso, and there- 
upon there shall be placed on said ballot the words: 


“No. eee att 

The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross-mark 
made by him or under his direction expressing his desire. 

Section 4. Officers to hold such election shall be the same and 
shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same officials 
as now provided by the election laws of the State for the appoint- 
ment of officers to hold elections in this State, and the election shall 
be held in all things in accordance with this Act, the law governing 
general elections, and the Constitutional provisions concerning 
amendments to the Constitution. 

Section 5. The votes cast at such election shall be canvassed, 
tabulated and returns thereof made to the Secretary of State in the 
same mariner as in elections of representatives to the Legislature; . 
and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the qualified elec- 
tors who voted at said election upon the proposed amendment voted 
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in favor of the same, such amendment shall be valid to all intents 
and purposes as a part of the Constitution of the State of Alabama. 
The result of such election shall be made known by a proclamation 
of the Governor. 

The above and foregoing bill, H. 759, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution, was read one time at length and referred to the 
Standing Committee on Constitution and Constitutional Amend- 
ments. 

By Mr. Hill (By request): 

H. 760. ‘To authorize and provide for the payment of $5,000.00 
for the relief of Ethel Trimm of Marion County, Alabama, on ac- 
count of the death of her husband Joel B. Trimm, who was injured 
in an automobile wreck on the Bee Line Highway, near Athens, in 
Limestone County, Alabama, on the 18th day of August, 1931, 
while in the employment of the State Highway Department, and 
while in the discharge of his duties under said employment, from 
which injuries he died on the 19th day of August, 1931.

Public Notice is hereby given that it is the intention of the Representa- 
tive and Senator of said County in the present Legislature, either one or 
both, to apply to the present Legislature of Alabama now in session for 
the enactment of a Local Law which is as follows: 


A BILL 


Entitled—An Act, to regulate, fix and limit, the duties and powers of 
the Court of County Commissioners of Escambia County, Alabama. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1—That for the purpose of better enabling the County Gov- 
erning Body to establish and maintain a more economical administration 
of the financial affairs of Escambia County, Ala., the duties, powers, and 
authority of the Court of County Commissioners of said County with 
references to purchases made for the account of the County, are hereby 
regulated, fixed and limited as hereinafter prescribed: 
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Section 2—-That said Court is charged with the duty of purchasing 
all County Furniture, Fixtures, Implements, Machinery, Tools, Books, 
Printing, Stationery, and all other materials of every kind, authorized 
or required by law for the use of the County, and which are required by law 
to be paid out of the funds of the County. 

Section 3—That every County Officer, Agent, and Department of said 
County in need of materials, equipment, and supplies of any kind for 
which the County is chargeable shall make requisition upon said Court or 
its purchasing Agent and obtain the consent and approval of said Court or 
Purchasing Agent, one or both, before obtaining the same. 

That all purchases made for supplies, goods, wares, and merchandise, 
and material of every kind, for the use of the County and which may be 
lawfully paid out of the County Funds before they, or any of them, shall 
be binding obligations upon said County, shall be first assented to, made 
or allowed, by the Court of County Commissioners of said County or some 
Purchasing Agent appointed and designated by said Court for that pur- 
pose, either one or both, and the Minute Records of said Court shall show 
said prior assent of the same: That competition shall be obtained in se- 
curing all materials and supplies for the County where possible and prac- 
tical, and in the event of competition, contracts shall be awarded to the 
lowest and best bidder: That all obligations, debts, and contracts, of said 
County made without the recorded authority or approval of said Court, or 
contrary to the foregoing provisions are prohibited: Provided, however, 
that each County Commissioner may make purchases of Road and Bridge 
material and machinery for use in his road district without previous au- 
thority of the Court, in the event of emergency or breakdown of road 
equipment, but which purchase shall afterwards be reported to and ratified 
by said Court; That no compensation shall be allowed and paid to any 
Purchasing Agent. To the end and purpose that said County Governing 
Body shall establish and maintain all County Funds on a cash basis insofar 
as the County Revenues will permit. This Act shall be in full force and 
effect upon its approval by the Governor. 

This notice is duly published as required by the Constitution once a 
week for four consecutive weeks, prior to the introduction of said Bill and 
proposed law, into the Legislature of 1935 and without cost to the State,

continued for a period of more than 25 years from the date of the 
levy thereof. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed by the Legislature for the consider- 
ation of the qualified electors of Alabama, namely: 

Lawrence County may become indebted and may issue bonds 
therefor in an amount not exceeding $130,000 in addition to that 
now authorized, for the construction of and equiping of a court- 
house in said county. To pay said indebtedness, and interest there- 
on, Lawrence County may levy and collect an annual tax on all 
property situated therein at a rate not in excess of 3 mills. The 
indebtedness, the bonds and the tax authorized hereby shall be in 
addition to those authorized prior to the adoption of this amend- 
ment. But no such additional indebtedness shall be incurred, no 
such bonds shall be issued and no such tax shall be levied until the 
estimated cost of the construction and equipping of said courthouse 
hereby proposed to be built, its time of completion, and the amount 
of the increased indebtedness, the rate of interest to be paid there- 
on, and the period over which the bonds to be issued will be re- 
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funded, shall have been determined upon and made public by the 
county Governing Body of said County; and the proposed increase 
in indebtedness and the issuance of bonds and the increase in rate 
of taxation first shall have been authorized by-a majority of. the 
qualified electors of said county voting upon such proposal at an 
election to be called by said county governing body for. said pur- 
poses to be held not less than sixty (60) nor more than (120) One 
hundred twenty days after the adoption of this amendment. 

Section 2. It is ordered by the Legislature that an election by 
the qualified electors of this State upon the aforesaid proposed 
amendment be held at the general election next succeeding the 
present session of the Legislature. On the official ballot provided 
for such election, there shall be printed the following: 

Lawrence County may become indebted and. may issue bonds 
therefor in an amount not exceeding $130,000 in addition to that 
now authorized, for the construction of and equipping of a court- 
house.in said:county. .To pay said indebtedness, and interest there- 
on, Lawrence County may levy and collect an annual tax on all 
property situated therein at a rate not in excess of 3 mills. The 
indebtedness, the bonds and the tax authorized hereby shall be 
in addition to those authorized prior to the adoption of this amend- 
ment. But no such additional indebtedness shall be incurred, no 
such bonds shall be issued and no such tax shall be levied until the 
estimated cost of the construction and equipping of said courthouse 
hereby proposed to be built, its time of completion, and the amount 
of the increased indebtedness, the rate of interest to be paid there- 
on, and the period over which the bonds to be issued will be re- 
funded, shall have been determined upon and made public by the

It is my opinion the Legislature and especially the people of Ala- 
bama would respect the provisions of the proposed Federal Child La- 
bor Amendment. On the other hand, I believe any kind of Ala- 
bama labor bill will meet the approval of every member of the 
Legislature as well as the people themselves. 
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“You have been referred to by the President of the United 
States as the outstanding Governor of the Nation, and I believe 
Alabama will cooperate with you wholeheartedly in your every ef- 
fort to relieve unemployment conditions by starting at home toward 
recovery.

Mr. Speaker: 
The Senate has concurred in and adopted the report of the Com- 


mittee of Conference on the disagreement of the two Houses on the 


Senate amendment to the bill: 
H. 324. Tio provide for the general Revenue of the State of 


Alabama. 
Said Conference report being in the following words and figures 


to-wit: 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of Alabama: 


We, your Conference Committee appointed on the disagreement on the 
Senate Substitute to the Bill, House 324, beg leave to report as follows: 


WE RECOMMEND: 


1. That the Substitute Bill be amended by striking Sub-section “q” of 
Section 2 of Article 1 from said Bill. 

2. That the Substitute Bill be amended by striking out the words and 
figures “Forty-eight Hundred Dollars ($4800:00) net” where they appear in 
the first paragraph of Section 29-a, and insert in lieu thereof the words and 
figures “Five Thousand Four Hundred Dollars ($5400.00), net annually. Pro- 
vided, that after the term of office beginning with the first of October, 1935, 
expires, then the fees, compensation and earnings of the Tax Assessor al- 
lowed under the revenue laws of the State, shall not together with all other 
fees, compensations, allowance, and earnings to them, exceed four thousand 
dollars ($4000.00) net annually.’ 

3. Amend Section 29-a of said Substitute Bill by striking therefrom the 
last paragraph beginning with the words: “Provided; however, in‘counties of 
fifteen hundred square miles.” 
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4. .Amend said Substitute Bill by adding Section 36 as follows: “Section 
:36. Between the first day of October and the first day of January of each 
year, the Tax Assessor shall in all counties having a population of one hun- 
dred thousand or less, visit each voting place in each precinct for the purpose 
of listing property for taxation, and he shall remain there one day in all 
county precincts and towns of less than one thousand inhabitants, from eight 
o’clock A. M. until four o’clock P. M. In towns other than county seats, 
of five thousand inhabitants or more, he shall remain at each place of appoint- 
ment for one week, either by himself or deputy. In places of one thousand 
inhabitants and not over five thousand, he shall remain at the place of ap- 
pointment for three days, either by himself or deputy. The Assessor shall 
give at least ten days notice by advertisement in a newspaper, if there be 
one published in the county, and by bill posted at five or more public places 
in each election precinct, of the time when he will attend to receive the tax 
returns. Upon the failure of the Tax Assessor to give the notice required 
by this Section, or to attend any appointment made by him in any precinct, 
he shall after legal notice, fill new appointments, or forfeit all claims to fees 
from such persons in such precinct as were disappointed by his non-attend- 
ance. He shall keep the office open at the court house all the year round. 
Provided, -that the Court of County Commissioners or court of like jurisdic- 
tion, may by order duly entered on its minutes as other orders and decrees 
of the court are entered, relieve the Tax Assessor from making visits to 
each voting place in each precinct as above provided, when in the opinion of 
the court it is deemed advisable.” 

5. Amend said Substitute Bill by striking out the first two paragraphs 
of Section 85, and insert in lieu thereof the following: “All appeals from the 
rulings of the Board of Review fixing values of property shall be taken with- 
in thirty days after the final decision of said Board fixing the assessed valu- 
ation as provided in this Act. The taxpayer shall file notice of said appeal 
with the secretary of the Board of Review and with the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court, and shall file bond to be filed with and approved by the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court, conditioned to pay all costs and the taxpayer or the State shall 
have the right to demand a trial by jury by filing a written demand therefor, 
within ten days after the appeal is taken. 

When an appeal is taken the taxpayer shall pay the taxes due as fixed 
for assessment for the preceding tax year before the same becomes delin- 
quent, and upon failure to do so, the court upon motion ex mero motu must 
dismiss the appeal, unless at the time of taking the appeal the taxpayer has 
executed a supersedas bond with sufficient sureties to be approved by the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court in double the amount of taxes, payable to the 
State of Alabama, conditioned to pay all taxes, interest and costs due the 
State, County or any agency or subdivision thereof.”

Coleman substitute for Senate bill No. 81: 


A BILL 


To be entitled An Act to provide for the leasing, buying, con- 
demning, otherwise acquiring, and/or freeing of any and all toll 
bridges within the State by the State Highway Department, with 
the approval of the Governor, and to provide the method and man- 
ner in which said leasing, purchasing, condemning, otherwise ac- 
quiring, and/or freeing of any and all of said bridges shall be ac- 
complished ; and to authorize and empower the State Highway De- 
partment to make, enter into and execute, with the approval of the 
Governor, any and all contracts or agreements necessary for the 
accomplishment of the purposes of this Act and to set aside and 
pledge from its revenues a sum not in excess of $300,000,00, an- 
nually, therefor, for a period not exceeding thirty years. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The State Highway Department is hereby authoriz- 
ed, directed and empowered to lease, buy condemn, otherwise ac- 
quire, and/or free any and all toll bridges within the State of Ala-~ 
bama, by and with the approval of the Governor. 
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«Section 2. The said State Highway Department may lease 
from the Alabama: State Bridge Corporation all the toll. bridges 
and property in the State of Alabama on such terms and conditions 
as may be mutually agreed upon by and between the said State 
Highway Department, with the approval of the Governor, and the 
Alabama State Bridge Corporation. In the event said lease is con- 
summated by and between the State Highway Department and the 
Alabama State Bridge Corporation for the lease of the bridges and 
properties owned by it, then and in that even the lease shall specify 
that the State Highway Department shall at all times keep repair- 
ed and in good condition each and every bridge and other property 
so leased as a part of the Public Highway System of the State of 
Alabama, without expense to the Alabama State Bridge Corpora- 
tion, and shall also contain the provision that in case of destruction 
of any of such properties or bridges during the term of said lease 
the State Highway Department shall construct such properties or 
bridges as are destroyed and this in addition to any annual rental 
provided for in said lease.

Section 5. In the event that the said State Highway Depart- 
ment is not able to lease, buy or otherwise acquire for the purpose 
of freeing any or all of the toll bridges within the State of Ala- 
bama, then and in that event the State Highway Department is 
hereby. authorized, empowered and directed to condemn any and 
all toll bridges within the State of Alabama, and to this end to 
exercise all and singular the lawful and constitutional rights of 
the State or any public corporation by proper proceeding in any 
court of law in the State of Alabama having jurisdiction thereof the 
right of eminent domain in condemning and freeing any or all the 
toll bridges within the State of Alabama.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby established in and for Jefferson County, 
except that portion hereinafter particularly described, an inferior court of law 
which shall be called the Intermediate Civil Court of Birmingham. 

Section 2. That the court hereby established shall be a Court of record 
and have and exercise civil jurisdiction in all civil matters of which justices 
of the peace and inferior courts in lieu of justices of the peace have jurisdic- 
tion under the general laws of the state, concurrently with the several 
justices of the peace and inferior courts in Jefferson County, and, in addition 
thereto, the said court shall have jurisdiction concurrently with the circuit 
court in all civil cases where the amount in controversy exceeds the juris- 
diction of justices of the peace but does not exceed the sum of Three Hundred 
Dollars ($300.00), but the court shall not have jurisdiction in such cases 
where the amount in controversy exceeds Three Hundred Dollars nor of ac- 
tions of libel, slander, assault and battery, ejectment or actions in the nature 
of ejectment. Where the action is in detinue in which the plaintiff seeks 
to recover on a chattel mortgage or a conditional sale contract, the amount 
in controversy shall for the purpose of jurisdiction be the balance of the 
mortgage debt or purchase price as the case may be. ; 

Section 3. That the territorial jurisdiction of this court shall not ex- 
tend over that portion of Jefferson County which is included in the follow- 
ing precincts as now constituted, to-wit: Williams Precinct No. 1, Jones- 
boro Pretinct No. 2, Parson’s Precinct No. 3, Aaron’s Precinct No. 4, Short 
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Creek Precinct No. 5, Bethlehem Precinct No. 7, Meeks Precinct No. 24, 
YToadvine Precinct No. 27, Bessemer Precinct No. 33, Gwin’s Precinct No. 
35, Huey’s Precinct No. 40, Parkwood Precinct No. 41, Muiga Precinct No. 
49, Virginia Mines Precinct No. 51, Fairfield Precinct No. 53, and Brighton 
Precinct No. 55. 

Section 5. That the judge of this court shall have power to punish for 
eontempt in all cases where judges of the Circuit Courts of this state can 
punish for contempt, by fine not exceeding $50.00 and by improvement not 
exceeding five days, either or both. 

Section 6. That the judge of this court shall be learned in the law 
and at the time of his election or appointment and during his tenure in of- 
fice be a resident of that portion of the county comprising the territorial 
jurisdiction of the court. The term of office of the judge of said court 
shall be four years and until his successor is elected or appointed and quali- 
fied, provided that the first term of said judge shall end January 1, 1939, 
and that the judge of the Municipal Court of Birmingham, First Division 
at the time this act goes into effect shall be the judge of the court hereby 
established for the term ending January 1, 1939. The judge of said court 
for the term commencing January 2, 1939, and for each term thereafter 
shall be elected or appointed by a majority in number of the judges of the 
other courts of record of Jefferson County, Alabama, exclusive of the judge 
of the Bessemer Division of Circuit Court and all vacancies in the office of 
judge shall be filled for the unexpired term in the same manner. For the 
purpose of making such appointments or elections the Judge of the Probate 
Court of Jefferson County or in his absence or disability the Presiding 
Judge of the Circuit Court shall call a meeting of all of said judges at a 
place to be designated by him giving at least one day’s notice of the time 
and place of said meeting, at which said meeting the judge calling said 
meeting shall preside and shall designate some clerk of one of the courts of 
record of Jefferson County to act as Secretary of said meeting, and the 
person receiving the vote of a majority of said judges so attending said meet- 
ing shall be declared elected or appointed and the Judge presiding shall cer- 
tify the same in writing and the same shall be recorded in the office of the 
Judge of Probate of Jefferson County, Alabama. A majority of said 
judges so entitled to vote shall constitute a quorum for the purpose of hold- 
ing said election. 

Section 7. That the judge of said court shall receive an annual salary 
of Four Thousand Dollars ($4,000.00), payable in equal monthly install- 
ments out of the county treasury of Jefferson County. 

Section 8. That if the judge of said court shall be unable to discharge 
the duties of his office by reason of sickness, disqualification or inability, to 
hold said court it shall be the duty of the clerk to so certify to the Presiding 
Judge of the Circuit Court who shall appoint some practicing attorney, resi- 
dent of the county as special judge, and such special judge shall perform 
all the duties of judge of said court during the illness, disqualification or 
inability of said judge, which said special judge shall receive the same com- 
pensation as the regular judge of said court during the time he serves. If, 
however, the illness, disqualification or inability to serve of the regular 
Judge shall exceed thirty days in each twelve months, the compensation of 
the special Judge for all time served by him in excess of thirty days shall 
be deducted from the salary or compensation of the regular Judge of this 
court. 

Section 9. That there shall be a clerk of said court who shalf be ap- 
pointed by and hold office at the pleasure of the judge of said court and 
who shall give bond in such penal sum as the county commission or other 
like governing body of the county shall prescribe, which bond shall be ap- 
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proved: by. :and filed in the office of the Judge of Prohate of Jefferson Couri- 
ty, and which bond shall be conditioned to faithfully discharge the duties 
of such office and to pay over all monies to the proper officers and .per- 
sons to.whom it is payable, and to faithfully account for all monies coming 
into his or her hands by virtue of such office, and upon the said bond there 
‘shall be the same liabilities and remedies as upon the bond of the clerk of the 
circuit court, the premiums on said bond to be paid out of the county treas- 
ury.. The county commission or other like governing body of the county 
shall prescribe or change the number of deputy clerks which it deems neces- 
sary to assist the clerk in the performance of the clerical duties of said 
court, and shall fix the salaries of the clerk and deputy clerks which shall 
be payable out of the county treasury as other county employes are paid, 
hut the deputy clerks shall be appointed by and serve at the pleasure of the 
elerk of said court, and the county commission or other like governing body 
of the county may also require said deputy clerks, or any of them, to give 
bond conditioned to account for all monies coming into their hands, the 
premiums on such bonds to be paid out of the county treasury. The first 
clerk of said court to be appointed shall be the clerk of the Municipal Court 
of Birmingham, First Division, at the time this act goes into effect. The 
clerk of said court and the deputy clerks thereof shall, notwithstanding the 
provisions of this section, be governed and controlled with respect to their 
appointment, tenure of service, classification, grading, and compensation by 
the terms of any civil service law which may be in effect from time to time 
in Jefferson County, and such clerk and deputy clerks shall be entitled in 
determining their status under any such civil service law to have added to 
their terms of service any previous service in similar positions, provided such 
previous service immediately ante-dates their term of service as clerk or 
deputy clerks as the case may be of this court. 

Section 10. That the constables of Precincts 9, 10, 21, 34, 37, 42, 46, and 54 
of Jefferson County and the Sheriff of Jefferson County shall be ex officio 
officers of said court and shall execute all processes from said court and 
make return thereof, and shall receive the same fees as are now provided by 
law for similar services, with respect to processes issuing from the courts 
of justices of the peace in said county, but the fees of the sheriff shall be 
covered into the county treasury. All processes in cases where the amount 
in controversy is over $100.00 shall be served by the sheriff, but processes 
in other cases may be delivered by the clerk to the sheriff or to the said 
constables under such rules of the court as the judge may prescribe. 

Section 11. That the clerk of said court shall issue all processes out of 
said court, approve all bonds, keep a docket of said court, certify all appeals 
and perform such other duties as are usually required of clerks of courts. 
The bailiff’s duties for said court shall also be performed by the clerk or 
one of the deputy clerks. The fees and costs that are now allowed by law 
to justices of the peace in Jefferson County, or which may hereafter be al- 
lowed by law in courts of justices of the peace in said county shall be taxed 
and collected and paid into the county treasury. There shall also be taxed, 
collected, and paid into the county treasury a suit fee in each case filed in said 
court of fifty cents where the amount in controversy is not over One Hun- 
dred Dollars, and Two Dollars where the amount in controversy is more 
than One Hundred Dollars. 

That the practice, procedure, judgments and records in this 
court shall conform to and be governed by the laws applicable to practice 
and procedure in justice of thé pedce courts in so far as applicable and except 
as otherwise provided ‘in this act.. All judgments required to be signed shall 
be signed: by the. judge. Judgments and the records theréof shall not be 
required to. be. more formal than. those in courts of justices of the peace 
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‘and shall be governed by the same laws as judgments in the courts of 
justices of the peace. 

Every intendment is in favor of the sufficiency and validity of pro- 
ceedings in this court, when brought in question either directly or collaterally 
in any of the courts of this state where it appears on the face of the pro- 
ceedings that this court had jurisdiction of the subject matter and the par- 
ties. 

Section 13. That the owner of any judgment of this court may file a 
certificate of same in the office of the judge of probate under the same pro- 
cedure and in the same manner as is now or may hereafter be provided for 
filing certificates of judgments rendered in the ‘Circuit Court, which judg- 
ments when so registered shall be a lien on all property of the defendant 
‘subject to levy and sale under execution and such lien shall continue for six 
years from the date of registration and the registration shall be notice to 
all persons of the existence of a lien and during said period execution or 
other process to enforce collection of said judgments may issue. 

Section 14. That the summons must be issued by the clerk of the 
court, and accompanied by the complaint of the plaintiff or by an endorse- 
‘ment setting forth the cause of action, but a complaint shall be sufficient 
if it contains such information as is required by law with respect to endorse- 
ments on the summons of courts of justices of the peace. The summons 
must. be executed by the constable, sheriff or other officer authorized to 
serve process by leaving a copy of the summons and complaint, or sum- 
-mons with the cause of action endorsed thereon with the defendant which 
fact he must return with the process. All garnishments shall be answerable 
at or before nine o’clock A. M. of the return day of the writ and the court 
may render a conditional judgment against any garnishee who after proper 
service of the writ fails to answer at or before such time.

That each calendar month shall constitute a term of said 
court, except that after five-days from the rendition of a judgment in any 
cause the said judgment shall be beyond the jurisdiction and out of the 
power of the court the ‘same as if the term of the court ended on said fifth 
day after the rendition of said judgment, but the court shall have the 
power to set asidé, vacate or modify its judgments upon motion made with- 
in five-days after the rendition of same, which said motion must be promptly 
determined. And the court may be open for business and render default 
or other judgments at any time after nine o’clock in the morning’ of each 
day, and all processes of the court where ‘no time is otherwise fixed shall 
be returnable at nine o’clock A. M. of the return day. 
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Section 17. That in cases of emergency the judge of said court may 
appoint a suitable person to act as special constable without bond except 
as hereinafter provided; and the person so appointed must perform the same 
duties and is liable to same pains and penalties and is entitled to the same 
fees as regular constables; but such special constable is not authorized to 
act in any case where the amount in controversy is over one hundred do!- 
lars, nor to levy or collect executions, attachments or writs of detinue, un- 
less prior to levying or collecting of executions, attachments or writs of 
detinue he executes a bond in the sum of twice the amount of the property 
to be levied on payable to defendant as required of special constables ap- 
pointed by justices of the -peace, and with securities to be approved by the 
clerk of the court. 

Section 18. That in all cases the said court shall be tried by the judge 
of said court without the intervention of a jury, the judge determining both 
the law and facts and any party shall have the right to appeal to the Circuit 
Court within five days from the entry of judgment and on appeal either 
party may demand a trial by jury under the same rules as are provided by 
law for demand of jury trials in cases-of appeal from judgments of justices 
of the peace and the trial in said Circuit Court shall be de novo and ac- 
cording to the same procedure as apply to appeals from judgments of justices 
of the peace. 

Section 19. ‘That appeals from judgments of said court to the Circuit 
Court in cases of forcible entry and unlawful detainer shall be taken with- 
in the same time and in the same manner and upon the same conditions 
with respect to bonds and surety as are applicable to appeals in like cases 
from justices of the peace courts. 

Section 20. That any party desiring to appeal shall give bond with 
sureties to be approved by the clerk conditioned to pay all costs which may 
be taxed against him in the Circuit Court. If the judgment appealed from 
is for the payment of money or for the recovery of personal property and 
the party appealing desires to have the judgment superseded, he shall give 
bond with sureties to be approved by the clerk and payable to the party or 
parties in whose favor the judgment was rendered and in such penalty as 
the judge may prescribe conditioned to pay and satisfy such judgment and 
costs as may be awarded and taxed against him on the trial of the case in 
the Circuit Court. And all such bonds shall be filed with and approved 
by the clerk within five days from the rendition of the judgment from which 
appeal is taken. This section shall not be applicable to judgments in forcible 
entry and unlawful detainer cases. 

Section 21. Certioraris from judgments of this court may be granted 
by judges of the Circuit Court and trials de novo had in the Circuit Court 
for the same causes, and upon the same conditions and according to the 
same procedure as apply to statutory certioraris from judgments of justices 
of the peace, and all certificates and notices with respect to such certioraris 
shall be issued by the clerk. 

Section 22. That in any case in said court wherein the parties in in- 
terest shall either before or after final judgment file in the cause a written 
waiver of their rights to jury trial and waiver of appeal to the Circuit Court, 
then the appeal in such case shall lie direct to the Court of Appeals to be 
taken within five days from final judgment and in such cases the appeals 
and costs thereof shall be taken, regulated, controlled, governed and dis- 
posed of in the same manner and according to the same procedure as apply 
to appeals from judgments of the Circuit Court except as herein provided. 
The bills of exceptions in such cases shall be presented to the judge within 
30 days from the date of judgment and must be signed by him within 30 
days after presentation and the date of presentation and signing of such 
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bills of exception must be endorsed thereon by the trial judge. In cases 
of such appeals to the Court of Appeals the clerk shall make up a record 
and transcript of all the proceedings in the cause including the bill of ex- 
ceptions and certify the same to the Court of Appeals. 

Section 23. That it shall be the duty of the County Commission or 
other like governing body of Jefferson County to provide a suitable place 
in the Courthouse for the holding of said court and for the transaction of 
its business, and furnish all the books, stationery, papers and other things as 
provided by law for the Circuit Court and that may be necessary for the 
operation and maintenance of said court. 

The Judge of this Court shall be authorized to take and 
have a vacation of 30 days, with pay during such vacation, in each calendar 
year, and to absent himself from said Court for said number of days in each 
calendar year. The said number of days hereby allowed as a vacation to the 
Judge of this Court may be taken on successive days or at different inter- 
vals. Whenever the Judge desires to take a vacation as herein provided and 
absent himself from the Court, he shall certify to the Presiding Judge of 
Circuit Court of such county the fact that he will be absent from the Court 
on a vacation and request said Presiding Judge of Circuit Court to appoint a 
Judge to act as special Judge in his absence, whereupon the said Presiding 
Judge of Circuit Court shall appoint a practicing attorney residing in the 
county over which said Court has jurisdiction as special Judge during the 
absence of the Judge of the Court, not to exceed thirty days. Such special 
Judge shall perform all the duties of the regular Judge of said Court, and 
while acting as such Special Judge shall perform all the duties of the reg- 
ular Judge of said Court, and while acting as such Special Judge, shall have 
and exercise all the powers and authority of the said regular Judge and he 
shall be paid out of the Treasury of the County for the time he acts as spe- 
See Judge the same compensation fixed herein to be paid the regular 
udge. 

Section 25. That it shall be the duty of the clerk to issue an execution 
on all judgments rendered in said court after five days from the entry there- 
of and place the same in the hands of the sheriff or other officer of the 
court who shall return such execution within thirty days thereafter, said 
return to show that he has collected said judgment and paid the same or 
the amount collected, or is unable to find property of the person against 
whom said process issued out of which said execution can be satisfied in 
whole or in part.

Section 27. That when in any case execution against the defendant is 
returned “No property found” execution may issue against the plaintiff, in 
the name of the clerk, for all costs created by him in obtaining his judgment 
or attempting to collect the same. 

Section 28. Neither party to a suit in this court as a matter of right 
may file interrogatories to be propounded to the opposite party, but for good 
cause shown, the judge of this court may allow such interrogatories to be 
propounded, in which case the judge shall fix the time in which they shall be 
answered, and the said filing and answering of said interrogatories, except as 
herein provided, shall be governed as far as applicable by practice and pro- 
cedure of the circuit court, and the same costs shall be taxed and collected 
with respect to such interrogatories as is provided in the circuit court. 
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Section 29. That this court shall have no jurisdiction of criminal of- 
fenses and no jurisdiction in equity, and the judge of this court shall not 
have authority to grant writs of certiorari, supersedeas, quo warranto, man- 
damus, nor writs of injunction or ne exeat. 

Section 30. That the judge of this court shall have the same powers and 
authority with respect to taxation, retaxation and apportionment of costs as 
are conferred upon judges of the circuit court. 

Section 31. That all laws both local and general in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed.

NOTICE OF PROPOSED LOCAL LAW RELATING TO MUNICIPAL 
TAXES IN THE CITY OF OPELIKA, ALABAMA. 


Notice is hereby given of the intention to apply to the Legislature of 
Alabama at its present session for the passage and enactment of a law to 
provide for and regulate the assessment, levy and collection of Municipal 
taxes of City of Opelika, in Lee County, Alabama, and to define the duties 
of State, County and Municipal offices in regard thereto, and to fix the tax 
year for said City of Opelika and to make the Tax Collector of Lee County 
ex officio collector of property taxes for said City of Opelika. 

The substance of the proposed law is: 

Sec. 1. To fix the tax year for the City of Opelika so that it will com- 
mence on the first day of October of each year and end on the 30th day of Sep- 
tember in the succeeding year, and to provide that on and after October 1, 
1936, Municipal taxes will be due City of Opelika for the tax year in ad- 
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vance on the first day of each tax year and be delinquent when State and 
County taxes for the next preceding tax year are delinquent. ; 

Sec. 2, That City taxes payable for and during the Municipal tax year 
1935 will be collected under existing laws, but from and after October 1, 
1936 no Municipal property taxes shall be due or collectable except under 
the provisons of this Act. 

Sec. 3. That the City Council during the month of May, 1936, and 
during the month of May each year thereafter shall levy a tax on property 
in the City for the next succeeding tax year on*the value of property as as- 
sessed for State taxation as shown by the books of assessment for the State 
and County tax year ending September 30 next, suceeding the levy; the levy 
to go into effect on October 1, next, succeeding the levy and to be a lien 
on said October 1 next, succeeding the levy; a copy of the ordinance or reso- 
lution levying the tax shall be delivered to the Tax Assessor of Lee County 
on or before the first day of June next succeeding the levy, but if the City 
Council fail in any year after 1936 to make such levy or to give copy of or- 
dinance or resolution to the Tax Assessor, then the levy for the preceding 
year shall be continued and the taxes be assessed in accordance with such 
levy. 

Sec. 4. That the Tax Collector of Lee County shall, on and after Octo- 
ber 1, 1936 be ex officio Tax Collector of property taxes for Opelika at 
the same time and in the same manner, and under the same laws that State 
and County taxes are collected. 

Sec. 5. That from and after October 1, 1936, the City of Opelika shall 
have a lien, subject to the lien of the State and County for their taxes upon 
the first day of October of each Municipal tax year hereunder, upon all 
property subject to taxation in Opelika for the payment of Municipal taxes 
for that year, said lien to have priority over all other liens except those of the 
State and County for their taxes, and to exist as to all land bid in by the 
State at tax sales for the annual tax thereafter assessed on property so pur- 
chased in the event of tax title failing. 

Sec. 6. That the Tax Assessor of Lee County on and after October 1, 
1935 shall show on assessment lists made up each year thereafter the property 
on said lists situated in the City of Opelika, and ascertain the value of each 
item of such property separately from the value of each item of property in 
Lee County in such way to make easy ascertainment the assessed value of 
the property within the City of Opelika. 

Sec. 7. In preparing the form of assessment blank or return blank, and 
other forms for use by the Tax Assessor of Lee County, the State Tax Com- 
mission shall provide for the indication and statement of properties subject 
to taxation in the City of Opelika. 

Sec. 8. After the first day of October, 1935, the books and records re- 
quired to be made by the County Tax Assessor of Lee County shall show 
property subject to Municipal taxes in Opelika, the amount of City taxes 
charged to each tax payer in the City of Opelika. 

Sec. 9. After taxes have been levied by the City Council and certified 
to the Tax Assessor of Lee County, the Tax Assessor must compute the 
amount of taxes at the rate levied by the City Council and enter the same in 
the books of assessments for the then current State tax year and foot up thé 
same. 

Sec. 10. The presiding officer of the Court of County Commissioners or 
other like body required to make certificates in regard to State and County 
taxes shall embrace in such certificate a statement in substance as follows: 
“The amount of Municipal taxes for the City of Opelika for the next Munici- 
pal tax year is $.. , the total amount, and this certificate shall be a war- 
rant to the Tax Collector of Lee County to proceed to collect such Municipal 
taxes in the manner directed by law when due.” 
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Sec. 11. The Tax Collector when he collects taxes shall embrace in his 
receipt a statement of the amount of City of Opelika taxes, if any, paid on 
real estate and on personal property, with interest paid, if any, such receipt 
to be prima facie evidence of full payment by the tax payer. 

Sec. 12. The Lee County Tax Collector in making the monthly report 
required of him by law in regard to State and County taxes shall embrace a 
statement showing the amount of City of Opelika taxes collected by him, 
and a copy of his report shall by him be sent to the Mayor of the City of 
Opelika, and within five days after making the report, the Collector must 
pay to the Cty of Opelika the taxes theretofore collected by him for it. 

Sec. 13. The Lee County Tax Collector must before July of each year 
make final settlement under oath with the City of Opelika, and then pay 
over to it the balance of City taxes due from him, and not theretofore paid. 

Sec. 14 The Lee County Tax Collector shall not be required to keep 
a separate account of any special taxes collected for the City of Opelika, 
but shall keep such account only in gross of the total tax levied by the City 
of Opelika. If any part of such tax for the City of Opelika is set apart for 
a special purpose the City of Opelika, or its Treasurer or Clerk shail keep 
a separate account thereof as required by law. 

Sec. 15. The Court of County Commissioners, or other body of like 
jurisdiction shall credit the Tax Collector with City taxes shown in ‘the list 
of insolvent taxes, and of taxes in litigation. 

Sec. 16. On allowance and credit to the Tax Collector of Lee County 
of insolvent, taxes and taxes in litigation, the Court of County Commission- 
ers shall in behalf of the City of Opelika state a new account against the Tax 
Collector for the amounts of such credits in like manner in regard to such 
taxes for the State and County, and the County Tax Collector shall remain 
charged with such sums until discharged under the provisions of law. 

Sec. 17. Presiding officers of the County Court of Commissoners or 
body of like jurisdiction shall embrace in the list of insolvent taxes furnished 
to the County Collector under the provisions of law, the name of each in- 
solvent tax payer of the City of Opelika, taxes, the amount thereof and costs, 
if any, due from the insolvent to said City. 

Sec. 18. The Lee County Tax Collector shall collect insolvent taxes 
and make monthly reports, payment, and settlement of the City of Opelika 
taxes in like manner as in regard to State and County taxes. 

Sec. 19. The County Tax Collector when making final report of un- 
collected balances of insolvent taxes as to State and County taxes shall em- 
brace as a part of his report the uncollected balance of insolvent City of 
Opelika taxes, and taxes in litigation. 

Sec. 20. The Lee County Tax Coilector shall embrace in the docket of 
lands made by him under the provisions of law in regard to State and County 
taxes the amounts due the City of Opelika, both from known and unknown 
owners, stating the Municipal tax year for which the taxes are due. 

Sec. 21. Decrees for sales of property rendered by the Probate Judge 
of Lee County shall embrace taxes due to the City of Opelika, where the 
property is located in the City of Opelika. 

Sec. 22. A certificate of sale by the Lee County Tax Collector of the 
property in Opelika shall embrace the amount of taxes due the City of 
Opelika on such property. 

Sec. 23. In case of appeal by the State from a tax sale decree, the ap- 
peal shall be in behalf of the City of Opelika. 

Sec. 24. The Judge of Probate of Lee County in executing to a pur- 
chaser a tax deed to property in Opelika shall convey to the purchaser the 
lien and claim of the City of Opelika, as well as the State and County. 

Sec. 25. From and after the first of October 1935, the Lee County Tax 
Assessor shall calculate and enter the taxes due the City of Opelika in the 
descriptive lists coming to him under and in accordance with the provisions 
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of law in regard to State and County taxes, and all provisions, proceedings, 
and requirements as to State and County taxes shall be applicable to the City 
of Opelika. 

Sec. 26. An invalid tax sale shall pass to the purchaser the lien of the 
City of Opelika as to taxes paid by such purchaser at the sale and as to 
taxes subsequently paid by the purchaser. 

Sec. 27. The Judge of Probate at the time he remits to State Treasurer 
and County Treasurer redemption money under the provisions of law in 
regard to State and County taxes shall also pay to the City of Opelika the 
proportion of redemption money, if any, belonging to it, and all provisions of 
law in regard to such matters as to State and County taxes shall be applicable 
to the City of Opelika taxes. 

Sec. 28. The State Auditor shall enter in books prepared at his direc- 
tion under the requirements of law in regard to State and County taxes the 
amount of taxes due the City of Opelika on property described in his books, 
in the same manner as he is required to enter the amount of State and County 
taxes thereon, and in making sales of said property, the amount for which the 
property is sold shall not be less than the whole amount of taxes including 
City of Opelika taxes, interest, costs, and officer’s fees as provided for and 
required to be paid in case of redemption of lands from tax sales.

When land in the City of Opelika, bid in at a tax sale by the 
State has been sold by the State, and the State refunds taxes on account of 
an invalid sale, the Auditor shall ascertain the amount of the purchase money 
theretofore paid to the City of Opelika, if any, certify the same to the Mayor, 
and thereupon the Mayor shal! present the claim to the City Council which 
shall order issuance of a warrant payable to the State for the amount shown 
to be due the State, which warrant shall be forthwith delivered to the State 
Treasurer, notice thereof being given to the State Auditor. 

When the Judge of Probate cancels a tax sale to a private pur- 
chaser in accordance with law as to State and County taxes, he shall give to 
the purchaser a certificate to the Mayor of Opelika, if the property lies in 
Opelika, showing the amount of City taxes received by the City from the tax 
sale, and upon delivery of that certificate to the Mayor, he shall present to 
the City Council, which shall refund the amount thereof to the purchaser.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 


To the House of Representatives, 
Montgomery, Alabama 
Gentlemen : 

I am herewith returning to you, the House in which it originated, House 
bill No. 584 without my approval. 

I suggest the following Executive Amendment to said bill, which if adopted 
will clarify the bill and meet the objections thereto: 

Strike from Section I thereof the word “of” where it occurs between the 
words “into by” and the words “the existing Boards”. 

Further amend said bill in Section 1 thereof by striking out the word “are” 
as it appears in next to the last line in said bill between the word “settlements” 
and the word “heretofore”, . 
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Further amend said bill by adding at the end of said Act the following: 

“The Board is authorized to keep insured against loss by fire or other cas- 
ualty, all or any of its school buildings or other improvements. For that pur- 
pose, as well as for the purpose of paying any indebtedness heretofore incurred 
for carrying such insurance, and also for the purpose of meeting current ex- 
penses, the Board may borrow money on the credit of the school fund, when the 
current funds on hand are insufficient, and as security for any such loan, or 
loans, may pledge all current school revenues for the current school year. All 
such loans shall be payable not later than April lst next after the end of the cur- 
rent schol year in which such loan or loans, are made, and from the funds for the 
support of the schools accruing within the current tax year in which the loan 
is procured, or from any other available fund. The amount so borrowed shall 
at no time exceed one-third of the sum paid out for current expenses during the 
preceding school year. To obtain such loan or loans, the Board is authorized to 
issue its interest bearing warrant or warrants, or its negotiable note or notes, and, 
if necessary, it is authorized to have any such warrant or note discounted at not 
exceeding the legal rate of interest. 

“Section 2. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of this 
Act shall be, and the same are, hereby repealed. 

“Section 3. The provisions of this Act shalf become effective on its ap- 
proval by the Governor.”

That Section 8 of said Act be amended to read: Section 8, 
That all warrants or writs of arrest issued by Justices of the Peace, Notaries

A bill to be entitled An Act to provide and submit to 
the qualified electors of the State of Alabama, at an election to be 
held on the second Tuesday next after the expiration of three 
months from the date of the final adjournment of the present ses- 
sion of the Legislature an amendment to the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama, continuing the amount of taxes which may be 
levied by the Governing Body of the Municipality of Attalla, Ala- 
bama. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama is hereby proposed, and an election by the qualified elec- 
tors of the State, is hereby authorized upon such proposed amend- 
ment and the day appointed for such election is the second Tues- 
day next after the expiration of three months from the date of the 
final adjournment of the present session of the Legislature at 
which this amendment is proposed. The amendment proposed is 
as follows: 

(a) That the Municipality of Attalla, Alabama, through its gov- 
erning body, may levy and collect from and after the date of this 
amendment the present rate of one per cent ad valorem tax per 
annum, and said amount to be devoted to the payment of outstand- 
ing bonds, provide for schools, and such other purposes as may be 
designated by the governing body of said Municipality, but before 
any additional tax now authorized by law can be levied, it must be 
voted by a majority of qualified electors of the Municipality voting 
on such propositions at an election called by the governing body of 
said Municipality for such puroses; providing that the total tax 
levied for all purposes by the said Municipality of Attalla shall not 
exceed one per centum in any one year on the property situated 
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therein, based on the valuation of such property as assessed for 
State taxation. 

(b) That the adoption of this amendment shall in no wise ef- 
fect, limit, modify, abridge or impair the power, authority or right 
of such Municipality to levy and collect the special school taxes 
now or hereafter vested in or conferred upon it under the Consti- 
tution or any amendment thereto. 

(c) Each election held under the provisions of this amendment 
shall be ordered, held, canvassed and may be contested in the same 
manner as is or may be provided by the law applicable to Municipal 
Corporations, for elections to order the issuance of municipal bonds. 
The ballots used at such election shall contain the following words: 

“For authorization of a continuation of taxation at a rate not to 
exceed one per cent per annum for the purpose of the payment of 
outstanding bonds, provide for schools, and such other purposes as 
may be designated by the governing body of said Municipality.” 

“Against authorization of a continuance of taxation at a rate 
not to exceed one per cent per annum for the purpose of the pay- 
ment of outstanding bonds, provide for schools, and such other pur- 
poses as may be designated by the governing body of said Muni- 
cipality.” 

The rate of taxation proposed shall be printed upon the ballot 
in the space indicated therefor and for the year or years in which 
the proposed rate is to apply, and the purpose or purposes for which 
said tax is to be used shall likewise be placed in the respective places 
therefor. The voter shall record his choice either for or against 
authorization of the proposed rate for the proposed purpose or pur- 
poses by placing a cross mark before or after the words expressing 
his choice. Nothing herein contained shall in any wise change or 
effect the rights of any holder of bonds of said Municipal Corpor- 
ations heretofore issued. Elections in said Municipality to order 
the levy of such tax may be held as often as ordered by the gov- 
erning body thereof, but when a proposition is submitted to the 
said municipality hereunder and such proposition is defeated, no 
second election shall be held in such municipality for one year there- 
after.

A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To define, regulate and license barbers and barber colleges, and other 
like businesses in Mobile County, State of Alabama; and create a Barbers’ 
Commission for said County; and to provide a penalty for the violation 
hereof, and to fix the powers and duties of said Commission. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That after the passage of this act it shall be unlawful for 
any person, co-partnership, association or corporation to act as a barber, 
operate a barber college, barber shop or other like business, to advertise or 
assume to act as such without a license issued by the Barbers’ Commission 
of Mobile County. No co-partnership, association or corporation shall be 
granted a license, unless every member or officer of said co-partnership, 
association or corporation, who actively engage in the barber business, bar- 
ber college or like business of such co-partnership, association or corpora- 
tion, shall hold a license as a barber as hereinafter provided for. 
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Section 2. A barber, barber shop, barber college or other like business 
within the meaning of this Act is any person, firm, partnership, co-partner- 
ship, association or corporation, who, for a valuable consideration or hire, 
shaves or trims the beard, gives facial or scalp massages, or treats the same 
with oils or other preparations, singes, shampoos, cuts or dyes the hair of 
a human being, or applies hair tonic or other cosmetic preparations, clays, 
or lotions to the scalp, neck or face, or engages in the teaching of any per- 
son or persons in the art of barbering as in this paragraph defined. Pro- 
vided, however, the provisions of this Act shall not apply to (1) persons 
engaged in the practice of medicine, surgery or beauty culture, (2) persons 
actively engaged in the military service of the United States Government 
while acting in line of duty, (3) registered nurses in the course of their 
employment as such, (4) persons who render any of said services to mem- 
bers of their immediate families, or other persons who receive such services 
without charge therefor. 

Section 3. There is hereby created a Barbers’ Commission for Mobile 
County, State of Alabama. The Governor shall appoint three (3) persons, 
each of whom immediately prior to the date of his appointment has been a 
resident of Mobile County, State of Alabama for three (3) years and who 
has had at least five years’ experience as a barber, one member to be appointed 
for a term of one year, one member to be appointed for a term of two 
years, and one member to be appointed for a term of three years, and until 
their successors are appointed and qualify, thereafter, the term of the mem- 
bers of said Commission shall be for three years, and until their successors 
are appointed and qualify. Members to fill vacancies shall be appointed 
and vacancies caused by the expiration of the term shall be by said person 
appointed from time to time as required. The Commission immediately 
upon the qualification of the member appointed each year, shall organize 
by selecting from its members a Chairman, and may do all things necessary 
or convenient for carrying into effect the provisions of this Act. Each 
member of the Commission shall receive as full compensation for each day 
actually spent in the work of said Commission the sum of six dollars per 
day and his actual and necessary expenses thereby incurred. The Commis- 
sion shali appoint and at its pleasure discharge, a secretary-treasurer and 
such assistants as may be deemed necessary to discharge the duties imposed 
by the provisions of this Act; The treasurer so appointed shall be required 
to enter into a bond to be approved by the Commission in the sum of not 
less than One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars conditioned to pay any shortage 
or loss of funds on hand by said Treasurer during his term of office or at 
the time that he is holding office. Said Commission shall outline the duties 
and fix the compensation of the Treasurer. The Commission shall obtain 
such office space, furnishings, and other proper conveniences as shall be 
reasonably necessary for carrying out of the provisions of this Act. The 
principal office of said Commission. to be located in the City of Mobile, pro- 
vided however, that upon the request of said Commission, the Board of 
Revenue and Road Commissioners shall furnish an office in the Court 
House without charge. The Commission shall adopt a seal with such de- 
sign as it may prescribed engraved thereon, by which it shall authenticate 
its proceedings. Copies of all records and papers in the office of the Com- 
mission duly certified and authenticated by its seal shall be received in evi- 
dence in all courts with like effect as the original. All records kept in the 
office of the Commission under authority of this Act shall be open to public 
inspection under such rules and regulations as shall be prescribed by the 
Commission. All fees and charges collected by the Commission under the 
provisions of this Act, shall be paid into the Treasury of the Commission; 
said funds shall be used and kept exclusively in the hands of the Treasurer 
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of this Commission, and shall be used under the direction of the Commis- 
sion, not inconsistent with this Act. Funds may be disbursed by an order 
of the Commission on a check being drawn by the Treasurer against such 
funds, as may be on hand, and approved by the Chairman of the Board 
for the purpose of paying all expenses incurred by the Commission, includ- 
ing the compensation of members and their employees and their assistants 
and the Treasurer, provided the total expenses for every purpose incurred 
shall not exceed the total fees and charges collected and paid into the 
Treasury of this Commission, and all monies remaining in said separate fund 
at the end of the fiscal year not expended as herein provided, shall become 
a part of the funds of said commission and shall be retained by the said 
Commission and may be deposited in any bank on Savings Account or 
otherwise. 

Section 4. Licenses shall be granted only to persons of good moral 
character, who have an elementary school education, or its equivalent in the 
judgment of the Commission, and shall be at least 18 years of age, and have 
practiced as an apprentice for a period of at least one year and pass a satis- 
factory examination conducted by the Commission. Provided, however, 
any person or persons engaged in the occupation of barbering for a period 
of less than one year may be licensed as an apprentice barber, provided he 
is 17 years of age, and has an elementary school education, or its equivalent 
in the judgment of the Commission, upon successfully passing said Commis- 
sioner’s examination for licensing a barber, as herein set forth. 

Section 5. Whenever the masculine gender is used in this Act it is 
to include the feminine gender. Every applicant for a barber’s license, ap- 
prentice-barber’s license, or for a license to operate a barber shop or barber’s 
college, or other like business shall apply therefor in writing on blanks 
prepared for and furnished by said Barber’s Commission. It shall be ac- 

companied by the recommendation of at least two barbers doing business 
in said County of Mobile, not related to applicant, certifying that the appli- 
cant is of good reputation, is qualified to practice the trade of barbering and 
recommending that a license be granted. Said application shall be accom- 
panied by the application fee hereinafter provided, and a reputable doctor’s 
certificate certifying that said applicant has no communicable or contagious 
or infectious disease. The Commission, after applications in proper form 
have been filed, shall set the application down for a hearing (before refusing 
to issue a license) and determination as hereinafter provided in this Act. 
The Commission shall issue a license in such form as it may prescribe, 
which shall show the name and address of the licensee and the barber shop 
or college in which he is employed. The seal of the Commission shall be 
imprinted on the license, and such other additional matter placed thereon as 
the Commission may designate. It shall be the duty of each person, co- 
partnership, association or corporation to conspiciously display his license 
in his place of business. The Commission shall issue to each licensee a 
pocket card, on which shall be an imprint of the seal uf the Commission 
certifying that the person whose name appears thereon is a licensed barber 
or operator of one of the businesses herein named as the case may be. The 
original fee for each barber’s license shall be $7.50, and the annual renewal 
fee shall be $7.50. The original fee for any non-resident barber coming into 
this State shall be $15.00. Every license shall expire on the 31st day of 
December of each year. The Commission shall issue a new license for the 
ensuing year in the absence of any person or condition that might warrant 
the refusal of granting of the license upon the receipt of the written request 
of the applicant accompanied by the annual fee therefor, as herein required, 
and accompanied, also, by a certificate of a reputable physician asserting 
that the applicant then has no contagious, communicable or infectious 
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disease. The Commission may upon its own motion, and shall upon the 
verified complaint in writing of any three persons making out a prima facie 
case, investigate the actions of any persons hereby affected, and shall have 
the power to suspend or to revoke any license issued under the provisions of 
this Act at any time where the licensee has fraudulently obtained the license, 
or where the licensee in performing or attempting to perform any of the 
acts mentioned herein is deemed to be guilty of (a) the violation of any 
State, County or City statute or ordinance pertaining to the operation of 
the business hereby affected, (b) the violation of any rule or regulation 
established by the Commission, (c) or who has failed upon request of the 
Secretary-Treasurer to give evidence and/or proof of the compliance with 
the same. The Commission shall, before denying an application for license, 
or before suspending or revoking any license, set the matter down for a 
hearing, and at least ten days prior to the date set for the hearing, notify 
the applicant or licensee in writing, which notice shall contain an exact 
statement of the charges made, and the date and place of hearing. The 
’ applicant or licensee at all hearings, shall have the opportunity to be heard 
in person or by counsel or both. Such notice may be served by delivery 
of the same personally to the applicant or licensee, or by mailing the same 
by registered mail to the last known business of such applicant or licensee. 
In preparation and conduct of hearing, the Commission shall have power 
to require by subpoena the appearance and testimony of witnesses and the 
production of papers, and any member of the Commission may sign sub- 
poenas, administer oaths and examine witnesses. The fees and mileage shall 
be the same as prescribed by law in judicial procedure in the courts of this 
State in civil cases. Any party to a hearing shall have the right to the at- 
tendance of witnesses in his behalf. In case of disobedience to a subpoena, 
any member of the Commission may invoke the aid of any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction in requiring the attendance and testimony of witnesses 
and the production of papers, and such court may issue an order requiring 
the persons to appear before the Commission, and give evidence, or produce 
papers, as the case may be, and any failure to obey such erder of the Court 
may be punished by the Court as a contempt thereof. Any person so re- 
fusing to appear and give testimony required by such Commission shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof by a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction as provided by the provisions of this Act. If the Com- 
mission shall determine that any applicant is not qualified to receive a 
license, or that any licensee is guilty of a violation of any of the provisions 
of this Act, a license shall not be granted, or the same suspended or re- 
voked as the case may require. Upon request of the applicant or licensee in 
writing, the Commission shall furnish said party with a definite statement 
of its findings of facts and its reason or reasons for refusing to grant the 
license or for its suspension or revocation of same. The findings of the 
Commission may be appealed to the Circuit Court of the County in which 
the principal office of the Commission may be located, provided an appeal 
is taken within 10 days after such final determination of the Commission. 
Anv person desiring to appeal under this section shall file with the Com- 
mission or some member thereof, a notice in writing that he appeals to the 
Circuit Court with at least one solvent surety payable to the County of 
Mobile, conditioned to prosecute such appeal to effect, ard upon failure to 
do so, to pay all costs and damages which may be taxed against him by 
the Circuit Court on such appeal. Such bond to be approved by the Cir- 
cuit Clerk of Mobile County, and and cause so appealed shall be tried de 
novo in said Circuit Court. The Commission shall at least every three 
months hold an examination for the purpose of determining the qualifica- 
tions of any applicants to become barbers or barber-apprentices, and shalt 
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conduct said examination in accordance with the provisions hereof and in.“ 
accordance with the rules and regulations promulgated by said Commission 
not inconsistent with this Act. Said examination to be conducted in the 
City town, or village where the principal office of the Commission is located. 

Section 6. Any person violating the provisions of this Act shall upon 
conviction be punished by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars, or 
by imprisonment for a term not to exceed six months or by both fine and 
imprisonment in the discretion of the Court. This provision shall have ap- 
plication to any officer or agent of a corporation, co-partnership or associa- 
tion operated in violation of this Act. Any Court of competent jurisdiction 
in said County shall have full power to try any violation of this Act, and 
upon conviction the Court may at its discretion revoke the license of the 
person, co-partnership, association or corporation violating the terms hereof. 
Before the Commissioners herein provided for shall receive a commission 
and enter upon the discharge of their duties each shall take and subscribe 
the oath provided by law to be taken by elective officers of the State of 
Alabama. 

Section 7. If any section, sub-section, sentence, clause, phrase or re- 
quirement of this Act is for any reason held to be unconstitutional, such 
decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions thereof. The 
Legislature hereby declares that it would have passed this Act and each 
section, sub-section, sentence, clause, phrase and requirements thereof, ir- 
respective of the fact that any one or more sections, sub-sections, sentences, 
clauses, phrases, or requirements be declared unconstitutional. 

Section 8. All laws, or parts of laws, in conflict with this Act be, and 
the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 9. Nothing in this Act contained shall affect the power of the 
State, County or municipality to tax, license and regulate persons, co-part- 
nerships, associations or corporations, operating barber shops barber col- 
leges, or other like businesses. The requirements hereof shall be in addition 
to the requirement of any existing or future law or ordinances of any State, 
County, or municipality so taxing, licensing or regulating persons, co- 
partnerships, associations, or corporations operating barber shops, barber 
colleges, or other like businesses. 

Section 10. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor.

To the House of Representatives, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: 

I herewith return to you, the House in which it originated, without my ap- 
proval, House Bill No. 139, commonly known as the “Anti-Sedition Bill’. 

I think we now have on our law books as strong a law on this line as we 
can write. To pass more law on this line is to say to the World—we have no 
faith in our courts—we have no faith in ourselves—in our ability to execute 
the laws of our State. 

I call you attention to Chapter 72 in our Code on Criminal Anarchy. This 
law will surely meet any ends that should be met along this line. Extreme 
laws will not accomplish the ends sought. Thought is never killed by force. 
We may be sure that we will stay safe so long as our speech, our press and 
our right to meet are all free. We all want any thought, if that thought is 
true, to live. No thought that is not true can sell itself in the marts of free 
trade in thought. The spotlight of pitiless publicity will kill any thought that 
is not true. 

We are taught to “know the truth and the truth will make us free’. Let 
us not fear the enlightened opinion of our public. 
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I think this bill, if made a law, will add to, rather than cure, any ills it 
seeks to cure. 
I, therefore, veto it, and, under the provisions of our Constitution, return 
it to you to take such action as to you seems best.

Such solicitor shall 
hold office for a term of four years beginning on the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January, 1939, and until his successor is elected and 
qualified.

County, to represent. the State in 
preliminary proceedings in felony cases and habeas corpus. proceedings aris- 
ing. in Cullman County. To aid. or act for the Circuit Solicitor before the 
Grand Jury in all matters in the Circuit Court and the performing of the 
duties of: the Circuit Solicitor in his absence. That the said county solicitor 
shall be. clothed with all other powers and shall be charged with all duties 
now. given or imposed upon the Deputy Solicitor of said Cullman County, 
Alabama, by any. laws now in force or which may be given or imposed by 
any laws. hereafter passed and adopted by the Legislature of this State. 

Section 4. That the County Solicitor of Cullman County, Alabama, 
shall receive a salary of Twelve Hundred Dollars per year to be paid out 
of the general Fund of said County, in Twelve equal installments in the 
same manner as. was paid the Deputy Solicitor of said County prior to the 
abolition of said office. ; 

Section 5. It is the intention of. this act that said County. Solicitor 
shall take the place of the Deputy Solicitor of said County and prosecute 
all cases in which the Deputy Solicitor is required to prosecute.

County prior 
to the abolition of said office shall remain in force and apply to the County 
Solicitor hereby created except those in conflict with the provisions of this 
act. 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Commissioner’s Court of Cull- 
man County, Alabama, to furnish, rent free, a suitable office in the Court 
House, or other convenient place, at the County site, and in addition shall 
furnish a telephone for his office, pay the monthly rental bill for same and 
also pay for all telephone calls in connection with the proper and ‘efficient 
discharge of the duties of the office and for postage used in connection with 
the discharge of his official duties. Proof of salary and other items herein 
provided for shall be made against the County of Cullman as other claims 
are made, allowed and paid, except that same shall be a preferred ciaim 
against the general revenues of the county. 

Section 7. It shall be the duty of the County Solicitor to act as at- 
torney for the County Board of Education and the Court of County Com- 
missioners, or of any like or similar governing body of said county. 

Section 8. That if for any reason any section, provision or clause of 
this act shall be held unconstitutional or invalid then that fact would not 
destroy the constitutionality of this act, except as to that clause or section. 

Section 9. All laws or parts of laws both local and general in con- 
flict with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed insofar as they relate 
to Cullman County. , 

Section 10. That this act shall go into effect upon the approval by the

‘The Senate has originated and adopted the following Joint 
Resolution, and sends same herewith to the House: 
By Mr. Mooneyham: 

S. J. R. 86. WHEREAS, it is more than 390 miles from points 
in North Central Alabama to the nearest veterans hospital for the 
treatment of nervous and mental diseases, namely, Augusta, Geor- 
gia, and more than 456 miles to the hospital to the West where such 
veterans can be treated, namely, North Little Rock, Arkansas, 402 
miles to the hospital to the south, namely, Gulfport, Mississippi, 
451 miles to the hospital to the north, namely, Lexington, Ken- 
tucky, and there are at present more than 300 Alabama veterans 
in the four facilities named, or in other facilities more distant from 
their homes; and, 

WHEREAS, the hospitals-named are now filled to overflowing 
and there are veterans now confined in public institutions in the 
State of Alabama whose relatives and friends are unwilling that 
they be transferred so far beyond the borders of the state as that 
they will be unable to see them from time to time, and for the 
reason that such veterans in part are awaiting beds in hospitals in 
facilities capable of caring for and treating them on account of the 
overcrowded condition of such facilities; and, 

WHEREAS, it is the desire of the people of the State of Ala- 
bama, speaking through their representatives in the State Legisla- 
ture, to bring back to their home state such of the said veterans 
as are now confined in the distant facilities herein named, and the 
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State is willing and will be happy to cooperate in every way with 
the Federal Government in establishing a facility for their treat- 
ment within its borders; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate of 
Alabama, the House concurring, that the State of Alabama hereby 
extends to the Federal Government an invitation to construct a vet- 
erans hospital for the treatment of nervous and mental diseases 
within its borders, and pledges to the Federal Government the 
cooperation of all of the facilities of the state in building and main- 
taining such institution.

Said Conference Report being in the following words and 
figures to-wit: 


REPORT ON CONFERENCE COMMITTEE 


To the President of the Senate and Speaker of the House of Represen- 
tatives: 
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We, the undersigned Committee of Conference, heretofore appointed by 
you on disagreement of the two Houses to the House Amendments to Sen- 
ate Bill 226, beg leave to report and recommend as follows: 

We recommend that the following Amendment to Section 12 be fur- 
ther amended so as to read as follows and then Concurred in: . 

“Amend S. B. No. 226 Section 12 by adding the following immediately 
after the word “State” in line 5, page 4.—Provided that, such Field Assistant, 
Chief Game Warden and all other game and fish wardens shall, before enter- 
ing upon their duties as such Field Assistant and game and fish wardens 
take the oath of office as required by law for Sheriffs in this State and shall 
give bond in the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars with a surety com- 
pany authorized to do business in this State as surety on said bond which 
said bonds shall be approved by the Governor and filed as the bonds of State 
and County officers are filed, and conditioned as bonds of deputy Sheriff 
of this State. Premiums on said bonds shall be paid out of the Game and 
Fish Fund.” 

2. We recommend that the Senate concur in the following House 
Amendment: 

“Amend the title of the original Bill, S. 226, and the body of the bill 
by inserting the words quote Approved October Ist, 1923 unquoted after the 
words quote Chapter 20 of the Code of 1907 unquote wherever those last words 
occur.” 

3. We recommend that the House Amendment to Section 11 reading as 
follows be concurred in: 

“Amendment Number 3. 

“Amend Section 11 of Senate Bill 226 by striking from said Section the 
following words: “and to appoint, for a term of six years, the successor to 
the Commissioner at the expiration of his term of office, and every six years 
thereafter,” where they appear together in said Section.” 

We recommend that the House Amendment to Section 3 reading 
as follows be concurred in: 
“Amendment Number 2. 

“Amend Senate Bill Number 226 by striking Section 3 and inserting in 
lieu thereof the following: 

Section 3. The successor to the present Commissioner of Game and 
Fisheries shall be appointed by the Governor and shall hold office for a term 
of four years, beginning on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in 
January, 1937; and every four years thereafter the Governor shall appoint 
a successor to the Commissioner of Game and Fisheries, who, shall, in like 
manner hold his office for a period of four years, ending on the first Mon- 
day after second Tuesday in January, or until his successor is appointed and 
qualified. Any vacancy in the office shall be filled by appointment of the 
Governor, and the appointee shall hold for the unexpired term.” 

We recommend that Section 15 be restored and that said section be 
amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 15. Game and fish wardens shall have power to enforce all laws 
of this State relating to birds, animals and fish; to execute all warrants and 
search warrants for the violation of the game, fish and fur laws of the State; 
to serve subpoenas issued for examination, investigation and trial of all of- 
fenses against the law relatng to game, fur-bearers, birds, and fish; to carry 
fire arms as provided by law for enforcement officers when in the discharge 
of their official duties; to confiscate all game, birds, animals or fish or parts 
thereof which have been caught, taken, killed or held at a time, in any man- 
ner, or for any purpose, or had in possession or under control, or have been 
shipped, carried or transported contrary to the laws of this State, and game, 
fur-bearers, birds, fish or parts thereof so confiscated shall be held as evi- 
dence in the court in which the defendant is held for trial, and upon convic- 
tion of the defendant said game, fur-bearers, birds, fish or parts thereof, shall

be disposed of by written order of the court; to enter upon any land or water 
in the performance of their duty; to assist individual citizens, clubs, groups, 
and organizations of sportsmen and conservation clubs by furnishing in- 
formation and such other assistance as may be found necessary in the con- 
struction of fish ponds, the establishment of feeding grounds for migratory 
wild fowl, the planting of fish from the State and Federal fish hatcheries, 
the reclaiming of stranded fish, the control of predators on useful forms of 
wildlife; and such other additional duties as the Commissioner may direct. The 
Chief Game Warden shali constantly keep in touch with the game and fish 
‘wardens; assist and advise them in their work; see that all wardens are con- 
tinuous in the performance of their duties; make reports to the Commissioner 
or any dereliction of duty; investigate all charges of alleged misconduct or 
other alleged wrongful acts on the part of any warden and make special re- 
ports thereon to the Commissioner; assist in the prosecution of violations of 
all laws relating to the Department; and perform such other duties as the 
Commissioner may direct.

S. 31%. To provide for the payment of the fees of state’s wit- 
nesses in criminal cases in the County Court, the Circuit Court 
and before the Grand Jury in Chambers County, Alabama, out of 
the general fund of said County. 
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With notice and proof thereto attached and herewith exhibited 
as follows: 


NOTICE OF PROPOSED LOCAL LEGISLATION 


Under and by virtue of the provisions of the Constitution of Alabama, 
notice is hereby given that the following local Bill applicable only to 
Chambers County, Alabama, will be introduced in the Legislature of Ala- 
bama at the regular session of said Legislature, which convened on January 
8, 1935, said Bill being, substantially, in words and figures as follows: 


AN ACT 


To provide for the payment of the fees of state’s witnesses in criminal 
cases in the County Court, the Circuit Court and before the Grand Jury 
in Chambers County, Alabama, out of the general fund of said County. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That witnesses for the State in all criminal cases who at- 
tend before the County Court, the Circuit Court, and the Grand Jury of 
Chambers County, Alabama, shall be entitled to seventy-five cents per day 
and five cents per mile actually traveled by the most direct route in going 
to court and returning home. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Clerk of the County Court 
and the Clerk of the Circuit Court to issue to each state witness attending 
before said Courts when discharged, a certificate for his or her per diem 
and mileage in accordance with this Act, and shall keep a record of every 
such certificate so issued, with its date and number and to whom issued, 
and party against whom said witness was called and appeared. 

Section 3. That every certificate issued in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this Act must be paid in cash by the County Treasurer, or by 
the depository of said County out of the general fund upon presentation, 
endorsed on the back by the witness to whom issued. 

Section 4. That after the passage of this Act that when any person is 
subpoenaed as a witness before the Grand Jury of said County in a crim- 
inal case and procures a certificate of his attendance before said Grand 
Jury as a witness signed by the foreman of the Grand Jury, said certificate 
shall be paid in cash upon presentation to the County Treasurer out of 
the general fund, and when endorsed on the back by the witness to whom is- 
sued. 

Section 5. That any witness attending on the same day as a witness 
for the state in more than one case shall only be entitled to pay in one case, 
and whenever a witness has attended as a witness for the state on the 
same day in more than one case, the Court may direct in which case a 
certificate may be issued.

BILL ON THIRD READING 


H. 423. A biil to be entitled An Act to propose an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama to be known as Article pro- 
hibiting on or after January 1, 1936, cities, towns or counties from 
levying or collecting any excise, license, privilege or sales tax on 
or from any person, firm, corporation, association or other entity 
for engaging in or carrying on the business of selling, distributing, 
refining or withdrawing from storage gasoline, naptha or any other 
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liquid motor fuels or any device or substitute therefor commonly 
used in internal combustion engines, measured or determined by 
the quantity of any such commodities sold, distributed, refined 
or withdrawn from storage, or measured or determined by the 
receipts from any such’ business, but not prohibiting the levy and 
collection of such taxes for state purposes or the levy and collec- 
tion of such taxes by the state under general laws or for the benefit 
of all the cities and towns or all the counties. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama is hereby proposed and an election is hereby 
ordered by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the 
proposed amendment and the day hereby appointed for such elec- 
tion is the first Tuesday after the expiration of ninety days from 
and after the final adjournment of the present session of the Legis- 
lature. The proposed amendment is as follows: 

ARTICLE On or after January 1, 1936, no city, town 
or county in the state shall levy or collect any excise, license, 
privilege or sales tax on or from any person, firm, corporation, as- 
sociation or other entity for engaging in or carrying on the busi- 
ness of selling, distributing, refining or withdrawing from storage 
gasoline, naptha or any other liquid motor fuels or any device or sub- 
stitute therefor commonly used in internal combustion engines, 
measured or determined by the quantity of any such commodities 
sold, distributed, refined or withdrawn from storage or measured 
or determined by the receipts from any such business, but this 
shall not prohibit the levy and collection of such taxes for state 
purposes or the levy and collection of such taxes by the state under 
general laws for the benefit of all the cities, towns and counties 
or for the benefit of all the cities and towns or all the counties. 

Section 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together 
with the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by proclama- 
tion of the Governor, which shall be published in one newspaper 
once a week in every county in the state for at least eight suc- 
cessive weeks next preceding the day hereby appointed for such 
election. 

Section 8. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on said proposed amend- 
ment, and on the official ballot printed for such election shall be 
printed the following: 

“Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama? 

“Article On or after January 1, 1936, no city, town or 
county in the state shall levy or collect any excise, license, privilege 
or sales tax on or from any person, firm, corporation, association 
or other entity for engaging in or carrying on the business of sell- 
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ing, distributing, refining or withdrawing from storage gasoline, 
naptha or any other liquid motor fuels or any device or substitute 
therefor commonly used in internal combustion engines measured 
of determined by the quantity of any such commodities sold, dis- 
tributed, refined or withdrawn from storage or measured or de- 
termined by the receipts from any such business, but this shall not 
prohibit the levy and collection of such taxes for state purposes or 
the levy and collection of such taxes by the state under general 
laws for the benefit of all the cities, towns and counties or for the 
benefit of all the cities and towns or all the counties.” 

Mr. Kelly offered the following amendment to 
the Bill, H. 423: 

Amend H. B. 423 by adding the following immediately after 
the word “Counties” in the last line of the Caption of the Bill, 
and immediately after the word “Counties” in the last line of 
Section 1 & 3 of the Bill: Provided that nothing herein shall pro- 
hibit any town, city, or municipality from levying and collecting 
a flat occupational license tax which is not based upon quantity 
and/or volume of business done by any such business or from 
such person, firm, corporation, association or other entity engaging 
in or carrying on any such business.

The report of the Standing Committee on the Revision of the 
Journal was concurred in and adopted and the Journal for the 
Thirty-Sixth Legislative Day was approved. 


INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


On a call of counties, bills were introduced, severally read one 
time and referred to appropriate Standing Committees as follows: 
By Mr. Robertson (Cullman), (with notice and proof): 

H. 878. To regulate the maintenance, repair and construction 
of the Roads and Bridges of Cullman County, Alabama; to create 
the office of Road and Bridge Superintendent for Cullman County, 
Alabama, to prescribe the qualifications, powers and duties of said 
Superintendent, to provide for his appointment, to fix his salary 
and term of office, and to require him to give bond, and to relieve 
the Judge of Probate and County Commissioners of all road duties, 
and to provide that said Commissioner shall receive no compensa- 
tion for any road services that may be rendered. 

Local Legislation No. One. 


Notice and proof H. 878: 

Notice is hereby given that a bill will be introduced in the Legislature 
of Alabama during the present session, or at any adjourned or special ses- 
sion thereof, the purport of which will be to create the office of Road and 
Bridge Superintendent for Cullman County, Alabama, the wording of which 
bill will be substantially as set out below: 


A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To create the office of Road and Bridge Superintendent for Cullman Coun- 
ty, Alabama, to prescribe the qualifications, powers and duties of said 
Superintendent to provide for his appointment, to fix his salary and 
term of office, and to require him to give bond, and to relieve the Judge 
of Probate and County Commissioners of all road duties and deprive 
them of any compensation for road services. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is hereby created in and for Cullman County, Ala- 
bama, the office of Road and Bridge Superintendent, which office shall be 
held and administered by a competent road builder who shall be skilled in 
the work of constructing roads and bridges, and who shall have executive 
ability sufficient to qualify him to exercise the duties of the office. The said 
Road and Bridge Superintendent shall be appointed by the State Highway 
Commission of Alabama within thirty days after the approval! of this act, 
and the term for which he is first appointed shall expire on Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January, 1937, or when his successor shall have 
been appointed and qualified, and for a two year term following the first 
appointment made hereunder, said terms beginning on Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January. The said Superintendent shall be paid a 
salary of not less than $200.00 nor more than $250.00 per month, which 
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salary shall be paid out of the road and bridge fund of Cullman County. 
The said Road and Bridge Superintendent shall be required to provide at 
his own expense, a suitable passenger automobile, for use in the performance 
of his duties and he shall be allowed not exceeding $50.00 monthly for gaso- 
line and maintenance of said automobile. Said maintenance or expense ac- 
count shall be filed monthly, setting out in itemized form, the total expenses 
and for what purpose made. The appointee made by the State Highway 
Commission hereunder must meet the approval of the Representative from 
Cullman County in the Legislature of Alabama, and shall be subject to re- 
moval on complaints filed with the said Highway Commission and duly 
substantiated. 

Section 2. The said County Road Superintendent shall have the ex- 
clusive supervision and care of maintaining, repairing and improving the 
public roads and bridges of the County, and he may build or Construct 
new roads and bridges when, in his judgment, such new roads and bridges 
are desirable and demanded by the public interest. The said Superintendent 
shall also have entire supervision over and shall fix the compensation of all 
overseers, workmen, and laborers required for constructing or maintaining 
the roads and bridges of the county, and shall purchase necessary road 
machinery and other equipment upon the terms set out in this act. 

Section 3. That before entering upon the duties of his office, said 
Superintendent shall make and enter into a surety bond of not less than 
Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars conditioned payable to Cullman County, 
Alabama for the faithful discharge and performance of the duties of his of- 
fice and for the faithful accounting for all moneys and property of the said 
County which may come into his possession, or for which he is responsible, 
which said bond must be made by a surety company authorized and qualified 
to do business in the State of Alabama. 

Section 4. That the said Superintendent shall render quarterly state- 
ments to the public showing all moneys received and spent during the three 
months period, said statements to be published in condensed form in a news- 
paper published in the City of Cullman by one insertion only within ten 
days after the first days of January, April, July and October of each year. 

Section 5. Said Superintendent is authorized to employ a competent 
clerk or office assistant at a salary of not more than One Hundred ($100.00) 
monthly, who shall have charge of all records having reference to receipt 
and payment of money, and shall keep such county records and correspon- 
dence as may be necessary to provide a complete record of al! transactions 
concerning the building and maintaining of roads in Cullman County, and 
the records kept by the said clerk shall at all times be open to public in- 
spection during the office hours of each week day from 8 a. m. to 5 p. m. 

Section 6. That the said Road and Bridge Superintendent shall be: 
clothed with full authority to incur such necessary expenses as may be 
deemed proper for the building and improving of the roads of the County, 
but ail purchases of machinery must be made in accordance with the State 
law requiring the advertising for bids for machinery, the purchase of which 
is contemplated, and it shall be unlawful, and is hereby declared a mis- 
demeanor to expend any funds accruing to the Road and Bridge Fund of 
Cuilman County for any purpose other than the construction, repair and 
maintenance of roads and bridges, or for expenses actually incident thereto. 

Section 7. That all funds coming into the County Treasury from the 
distribution of the state gasoline tax to the county or from the automobile 
license tax collected in the County or the special road and bridge tax, shall 
be held by ‘the County Treasury in a special Road and Bridge Fund, which 
fund shall be paid out by the County Depository only on warrants signed 
by the Road and Bridge Superintendent and contersigned by the clerk 
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herein provided for. The said Superintendent shall carefully estimate total 
annual receipts of the County Road and Bridge Fund, and it shall be a mis- 
demeanor to incur indebtedness for any purpose or puposes, or to make con- 
tracts calling for the expenditure of Road and Bridge Funds in any one 
year in excess of the total estimated receipts of such funds. Provided, how- 
ever, that said Superintendent is hereby permitted, and it shall be his duty, 
to pay any existing valid indebtedness against the said Road and Bridge 
Fund existing when he takes office, including any and all interest on Bonds 
of the County heretofore, or that may hereafter be issued for the purpose 
of building or constructing Roads and Bridges in Cullman County, Ala- 
bama. 

Section 8. That the said County Road Superintendent shall have the 
authority and it shall be his duty to employ from citizens of Cullman 
County such foremen and laborers as may be required to efficiently care 
for the roads of the County with the funds provided therefor; and he shall 
be held responsible for any failure or neglect of any person or persons 
employed by him to satisfactorily perform the duties assigned. 

Section 9. That not less than one-third of the Road and Bridge Funds 
accruing in any one year must be spent for some type of improved roads, 
and improved roads shall be held to mean some type of surface, either stone, 
chert, or tar-bound macadam, or other low cost type of road. Such im- 
proved roads shall be constructed wholly in accordance with plans and 
specifications of the State Highway Commission who shall direct and 
prescribe all construction of improved roads and shall give general instruc. 
tions respecting the improving of graded roads as well as the construction 
of bridges. 

Section 10. That the Judge of Probate and the Board of County 
Commissioners of Cullman County are hereby relieved from and absolved 
from all responsibility or authority relating to the roads and bridges of Cull- 
man County, which said authority is hereby conferred on the County Road 
and Bridge Superintendent herein created, nor shall either of said named of- 
ficials be hereafter entitled to receive any compensation for road services. 

Section 11. That the said Road Superintendent shall prepare a map. 
or sketch of the County showing the locatior of all public roads of the 
County, and indicating the character of improvements which have been 
made on each road, a tracing of which map or sketch shall be made and de- 
posited for safe keeping in his office in the City of Cullman, Alabama. 

Section 12. That said Road Superintendent shall be custodian of all 
road tools and machinery of Cullman County, and it shall be his duty to 
properly house and take care of same, except where such tools and machin- 
ery are being used on the roads for road work. To this end, the Road 
Superintendent is given all incidental powers necessary to carry this Section 
into effect. 

Section 13. That said Road Superintendent shall be accountable at 
all times for each and all of the tools, machinery, gasoline, motor fuel, 
materials, or other road supplies belonging to Cullman County. 

Section 14. The said Road and Bridge Superintendent shall maintain 
and keep open a suitable office, accessible to the public, at some point in 
the City of Cullman, with the clerk mentioned in Section 5, on duty each 
business day, and if unable to secure a suitable office otherwise, he is hereby 
authorized to pay such reasonable rent as may be necessary to secure such 
office, said rent, as well as necessary office equipment, shall be paid for out 
of the Road and Bridge Fund of Cullman County. 

Section 15. That if any clause, sentence, section or part of this act 
shall be declared invalid, it shall not render the remaining parts of the same 
invalid, but they shall remain in full force and effect.

to provide power ahd authority for the City Commissioners in case of 
serious conflagration, riot or other emergency, to provide for the granting 
of vacations with pay to said members of said Fire Department; to provide 
for the manner and notice of hearing charges preferred against members 
in said Fire Department of the City of Mobile; to provide for full power in 
the said City Commission to make rules and regulations not in conflict with 
this act; and to provide for the repeal of any law, or laws, or parts thereof 
or of any City Ordinance or Fire Department rules or regulations or parts 
thereof which are contrary to the provisions of this Act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. In the interest of efficiency in the maintenance and opera- 
tion of the Fire Department of the City of Mobile that the following shall 
apply. 

Section 2. The Chief of the Fire Department of the City of Mobile 
shall upon the passage and approval of this Act divide the members of the 
Fire Department of the City of Mobile into two bodies or platoons, one to 
perform day service and the other to perform night service, the day body 
or platoon to go on duty at 8:00 A.M. and off duty at 6:00 P.M., and the 
night body or platoon to go on duty at 6:00 P.M., and said night body or 
platoon to go off duty at 8:00 A.M., provided, however, that on every third 
day, for the purpose of alternating the day force with the night force and 
vice versa, and for the purpose of giving one force or platoon of men 
twenty-four hours off duty every six days, the force or platoon of men who 
go on duty at 8:00 A.M. on said third day thereafter will remain on duty 
until 8:00 A. M. the following morning. The members of said Fire De- 
partment shall not be required to perform any hours of service longer than 
those hereinabove set forth, except as otherwise hereinafter provided. Equal 
recognition and compensation shall be received for equal performance of 
duty and responsibility, provided further that the Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment, with the approval of the Commissioner of the City of Mobile who 
shall be then acting as Fire Commissioner, shall have the authority to trans- 
fer a fireman from one platoon to another whenever such action shall be 
deemed to be for the good of the service. 

Section 3. In case of serious conflagration, riot or other emergency, 
the Commissioners of the City of Mobile shall have full power and au- 
thority to summon, assign and keep on continuous duty any or all of the 
members of said Fire Department for so long a time as an emergency shall 
exist. 

Section 4. Each member of said Fire Department shali be entitled to 
an annual vacation of fifteen (15) consecutive days with full pay and the 
right to said annual vacation shall not be forfeited by any member of the 
said Fire Department who is ill and unable to be on duty, nor the duration 
of said vacation diminished thereby unless such illness is occasioned by his 
own willful misconduct or culpable indiscretion. 

Section 5. The two platoon system herein established shall not ap- 
ply to the Chief of the Fire Department, First Assistant Chief, Second As- 
sistant Chief, Third Assistant Chief, Acting Chief or Secretary to the Chief, 
who shall remain on duty at such times as the Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall direct. 

Section 6. In case any member of said Fire Department shall be 
brought or called before the Chief of the Fire Department or the Com- 
missioners of the City of Mobile, or any one or more of them on charges, 
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which may possibly result in a finding of guilt and in his being dismissed, 
suspended or otherwise disciplined, such member shall be entitled to three 
days’ notice in writing of the accusation preferred against him, shall be al- 
lowed to obtain counsel and shall be given a reasonable time to prepare his 
defense; and he shall be confronted with the witnesses against him, and have 
the right, either in person or through his counsel, to examine or cross-ex- 
amine such witnesses. 

Section 7. The Board of Commissioners of the City of Mobile are 
hereby vested with full power and authority to make and adopt rules and 
regulations not in conflict with the provisions of this Act for the govern- 
ment and management of the said Fire Department. 

Section 8. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are expressly 


repealed. 

Section 9. Be it further enacted that in the event that any Section or 
provision of this Act shall be held or deemed unconstitutional or invalid 
for any reason, the remaining sections and provisions of the Act shall not = 
be affected thereby. ; 

Section 10. This Act shall go into effect upon its passage and approval.

That Section 1 of An Act entitled An Act “To provide 
and require that the Sheriff of Tallapoosa County, Alabama, shall appoint 
and maintain a regular Deputy Sheriff at each of the following places in 
said county, to-wit: Dadeville, Alexander City and East Tallassee. To 
prescribe the duties of such deputies and to provide for their compensation

Amend Senate Bill No. 36 by striking therefrom Section 1 and sub- 
stituting in lieu thereof the following: 

Section 1. That a child who is six years of age on or before October 
first shall be entitled to admission to the public elementary schools at the 
opening of such schools for that school year or as soon as practicable there- 
after; that a child who is under six years of age on October first shall not 
be entitled to admission to such schools during that school year, except that 
a child who becomes six years of age on or before February first may, on 
approval of the board of education in authority, be admitted at the beginning 
of the second semester of that school year to schools in school systems 
having semi-annual promotions of pupils. 
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This, I am sure, is the desire of the Educational Department of the 
State.

scribe the fiscal year for the purposes of this Act; to provide for the 
registration of all outstanding general obligations, other than bond- 
ed indebtedness, at the time this act becomes effective, and for the 
refunding of such outstanding obligations; to more effectively pro- 
vide for the preparation and adoption of annual budgets; to provide 
that boards may make special levies of ad valorem tax out of the 
Constitutional allowance for general purpose; to provide that no 
warrants or orders for money shall be issued under the authority 
of such boards until the cash is available for their payment; to 
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provide for a record of the financial status of counties; to vest in 
such boards authority to appoint a county Comptroller, and to pre-

And to authorize the refunding of outstanding general obliga- 
tions, other than bonded indebtedness, so that the provisions of this 
Act may be put into effective operation. 

Section 83. ANNUAL BUDGETS. It shall be the duty of the 
Board of Revenue, County Commissioners or other similar govern- 
ing body of the counties, by whatever name they bear, at some 
meeting in September of each calendar year, or not later than their 
first meeting in October following, to prepare and adopt an esti- 
mate of the income of the county for the fiscal year beginning on 
October first of the current calendar year, for what is known as 
the general fund, and for the various special funds under their su- 
pervision and control; and to estimate for the same fiscal year the 
expenses of operations, and to appropriate for the various purposes 
the respective amounts that are to be used for each of such pur- 
poses.

When any such special levies are so made the funds derived 
therefrom shall be kept separate from all other funds, and shall be 
ae out only for the particular purpose for which the levy was 
made.

AVAILABLE. No warrant or order for money shall be issued 
in pursuance of authority of the Board of Revenue, County Com- 
missioners or other like governing body until the cash is available 
for its payment upon presentation to the Treasurer or depositary. 

It shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue, County Commis- 
sioners or other like governing body, to provide and appropriate 
funds for paying warrants or orders drawn by other county offi- 
cials in pursuance of law, which warrants or orders are not re- 
quired by law to be approved and authorized by such Board. 

Section 7 RECORD OF FINANCIAL STATUS. The 
Boards of Revenue, County Commissioners and other like govern- 
ing bodies of the counties shall provide for a record of the financial 
status of the respective counties to be made up and kept in a book 
suitable for the purpose, which said record and book shall be avail- 
able to the public at all reasonable times for examination and in- 
formation. This record shall be kept up to date at all times and 
reflect the true status of all outstanding obligations of the county, 
and the estimated income for the current fiscal year. Provided, 
however, that warrants or orders issued by county officers author- 
ized to issue them without the approval and authority of Boards 
of Revenue, County Commissioners and other like governing bodies, 
may be reported to the officer charged with keeping this record at 
least once each month. 

Section 8. SHALL REFUND OUTSTANDING WAR- 
RANTS. It shall be the duty of all Boards of Revenue, County 
Commissioners and other like governing bodies of the counties to 
refund all warrants, except those payable out of some special funds, 
which are unpaid at the time this Act goes into effect, and for 
which there is no money available at that time. 

Refunding warrants may be sold at not less than par and the 
money used to pay the owners of old warrants or they may be ex- 
changed for old warrants upon any practicable plan such Boards 
may fix; provided, that refunding warrants may not be issued for 
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amounts greater than the old warrants, plus any interest that may 
have legally accrued on such old warrants as bear interest them- 
selves. 

Such refunding warrants may be issued under the law now in 
force, except that they may be made to mature annually over a 
period not exceeding twenty years. 

In the issuance of such refunding warrants care should be exer- 
cised to avoid favoritism in the matter of maturities. 

Provided, however, that if there is outstanding at the time this 
Act goes into effect what is known as temporary loans which are 
secured by a pledge of a portion of the income for a specific year, 
the said Board shall be authorized, in its discretion to refund such 
loans from year to year, and pledge taxes therefor from year to 
year, but, such loans shall be reduced by the payment each year of 
not less than five per centum of the original amount of such loan. 

Section 9. REGISTRATION OF OLD WARRANTS. The 
Board of Revenue, County Commissioners or other like governing 
body, shall by notice published in some newspaper published in the 
County, if any, and if not then in some newspaper published in an 
adjoining county, call in for registration anew all warrants and 
certificates of indebtedness payable out of the general fund, or spe- 
ciaf funds subject to the provisions of this Act, other than bonds 
and other than special obligations for which funds have been pro- 
vided, which remain unpaid at the time this Act becomes effective. 
Such warrants and certificates shall be filed with the County 
Treasurer, the county depositary, or with such other bonded offi- 
cer as may be designated in the notice. The notice to be published 
for eight consecutive weeks. 

All such warrants or certificates shall be deposited with the 
officer so designated not later than three months after this Act 
becomes effective, and such officer shall give the owner thereof 
an appropriate receipt for the same. 

Such warrants and certificates shall be held by such officer for 
the purpose of surrender to the proper authority, and shall be sur- 
rendered in exchange for cash or for refunding certificates of in- 
debtedness contemplated by this Act, in the discretion of said 
Board. Such officer shall then make prompt settlement with the 
owners of the warrants, or turn over to such owners refunding 
warrants. 

It is the purpose of this Act to provide that said old warrants 
or certificates shall be refunded and settlement made with the 
owner in cash if practicable, and if not then in refunding warrants, 
as early after the expiration of said three months after the Act 
becomes effective as may be reasonably and fairly done.

At the end of 
every fiscal year any unexpended balances, remaining in the gen- 
eral funds set up under the provisions of this Act shall go for- 
ward into the general fund of the succeeding year; and such bal- 
ance or balances shall constitute a part of the income available for 
such fiscal year, and be handled, appropriated and disbursed as any 
other income for that year. 

Section 7—NO WARRANTS ISSUED UNTIL CASH IS 
AVAILABLE. No warrant or order for money shall be issued in 
pursuance of authority of the Board of Revenue, County Com- 
missioners or other like governing body until funds are available 
for its payment upon presentation to the Treasurer or depository. 

It shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue, County Commis- 
sioners or other like governing body, to provide and appropriate 
funds for paying warrants issued upon orders drawn by other 
county officials in pursuance of law, which orders are not required 
by law to be approved and authorized by such Board. 

Section 8—RECORD OF FINANCIAL STATUS. The Boards 
of Revenue, County Commissioners and other like governing bod- 
ies of the counties shall provide for a record of the financial status 
of the respective counties to be made up and kept in suitable form 
for the purpose, which said record shall be available to the pub- 
lic at all reasonable times for examination and information. This 
record shall be kept up to date at all times and reflect the true 
status of all outstanding obligations of the county, and the esti- 
mated income for the current fiscal year. 

Provided, however, that orders issued by county officers au- 
thorized to issue them without the approval and authority of 
Boards of Revenue, County Commissioners and other like govern- 
ing bodies, must be presented to the officer authorized to issue 
warrants therefor without the approval of said governing body of 
the county. 

Section 8%—-WHO SHALL KEEP SUCH RECORD. The 
record provided for in the next preceding section shall be kept un- 
der direction of the Judge of Probate, or the Chairman of the 
Board, whose duty it shall be to keep this record up to date at all 
times, and to perform any other duties with reference to account- 
ing, auditing claims, issuing warrants, and supplying such Board 
with information, as they may deem necessary for the administra- 
tion of the financial affairs of the County; provided that the Board 
of Revenue, Court of County Commissioners, or other governing 
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body shall provide for the payment of reasonable compensation 
for the work of keeping this record. 

Section 9—SHALL REFUND OUTSTANDING WAR- 
RANTS. It shall be the duty of all Boards of Revenue, County 
Commissioners and other like governing bodies of the counties to 
refund all warrants, which are unpaid and past due at the time 
this Act goes into effect, and for which there is no money available 
at that time. 

Refunding warrants may be sold at not less than par and the 
money used to pay the owners of old warrants or they may be 
exchanged for old warrants upon any practicable plan such Boards 
may fix; provided, that refunding warrants may not be issued for 
amounts greater than the old warrants, plus any interest that may 
have legally accrued on such old warrants as bear interest them- 
selves. 

Such refunding warrants may be issued under the law now in 
force, except that they may be made to mature annually over a 
period not exceeding twenty years. 

In the issuance of such refunding warrants care should be 
exercised to avoid favoritism in the matter of maturities. 

Provided, however, that if there is outstanding at the time this 
Act goes into effect what is known as temporary loans which are 
secured by a pledge of a portion of the income for a specific year, 
the said Board shall be authorized, in its discretion, to refund such 
loans from year to year, and pledge taxes therefor from year to 
year; but such loans shall be reduced by the payment each year 
of not less than five per centum of the original amount of such 
loan. 

Section 10.—REGISTRATION OF OLD WARRANTS. The 
Board of Revenue, County Commissioners or other like govern- 
ing body, shall by notice published in some newspaper published 
in the County, if any, and if not then in some newspaper published 
in an adjoining county, call in for registration anew all warrants 
and certificates of indebtedness payable out of the general fund, 
other than bonds, which are past due and remain unpaid at the 
time this Act becomes effective. Such warrants and certificates 
shall be filed with the County Treasurer, the county depositary, 
or with such other bonded officer as may be designated in the no- 
tice. The notice to be published for three consecutive weeks. 

All such warrants or certificates shall be deposited with the 
officer so designated not later than six months after this Act be- 
comes effective, and such officer shall give the owner thereof an 
appropriate receipt for the same. 

Such warrants and certificates shall be held by such officer for 
the purpose of surrender to the proper authority, and shall be sur- 
rendered in exchange for cash or for refunding certificates of in- 
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debtedness contemplated by this Act, in the discretion of said 
Board. Such officer shall then make prompt settlement with the 
owners of the warrants, or turn over to such owners refunding 
warrants. 

It is the purpose of this Act to provide that said old warrants 
or certificates shall be refunded and settlement made with the 
owner in cash if practicable, and if not then in refunding warrants, 
as early after the expiration of said six months after the Act be- 
comes effective as may be reasonably and fairly done. 

Section 11—TEMPORARY LOANS. All temporary loans 
hereafter procured for the purpose of enabling counties to meet 
their current obligations shall mature during the fiscal year in 
which they are made and shall be payable out of the income of the 
county for the same fiscal year. 

Section 12—DOES NOT APPLY TO BONDS. The provi- 
sions of this Act shall not apply to county bonds now outstanding 
or that may be hereafter issued under authority of law. 

Section 13—DOES NOT APPLY TO SCHOOL FUNDS. 
The provisions of this Act shall not apply to public school funds 
administered by county Boards of Education, by whatever name 
they may bear. 

Section 14——-OFFICE SUPPLIES AND EX-OFFICIO FEES. 
It shall be the duty of every County official who is authorized by 
law to purchase supplies for the use of his office, and every County 
official who is entitled under the law to receive from the county 
what is known as Ex-Officio fees, to prepare and submit to the 
Board of Revenue, County Commissioners, or other like governing 
body, at or before the meeting of such Board at which the county 
Budget is adopted, an estimate of the amount necessary to be 
spent by him for office supplies, and the amount estimated by 
such official as will be due such officer as Ex-Officio fees, during 
the following fiscal year. And such Board of Revenue, County 
Commissioners or other like governing body shall examine into 
such estimates and pass upon them, allowing therefor such 
amounts as to such board may seem to be proper for the purpose, 
or purposes mentioned herein. 

And no obligation incurred by such officer over and above the 
amount or amounts approved by such Board and appropriated 
therefor shall be an obligation of the County. 

Section 15—OTHER OFFICERS AND EMPLOYEES. Noth- 
ing herein shall be construed to limit the authority of Boards of 
Revenue, County Commissioners and other like governing bodies 
to appoint any other officers or employees they may be author- 
ized by law to appoint or employ. 

Section 16—INTERPRETATION. If any section, clause or 
sentence of this Act should be held to be unconstitutional it shall 
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not affect the validity of any of the remainder of the Act. 

Section 17—EMERGENCIES. In the event of any situation 
over which the Board of Revenue, County Commissioners or other 
like governing body has no control results in an appreciable obliga- 
tion against the county over and above that what said Board has 
reason to anticipate, and for which no moneys from the current 
year’s income are available to pay, such board may issue its inter- 
est bearing warrants, as now authorized by law, in an amount 
sufficient to pay such emergency obligation. And the interest 
and maturities or principal of such loans shall constitute a part 
of the budget for the year in which they mature. 

But before such warrants shall be authorized or sold under this 
Section, such Board shall inquire into and find that such emer- 
gency obligation has accrued, and such finding spread upon the 
minutes of its proceedings. 

SECTION 18—FISCAL YEAR. For the purpose of this Act 
the fiscal year shall begin October first, and shall end on September 
thirtieth following. 

Section 19_-REPEALS CONFLICTING LAWS. All laws 
and parts of laws, except local acts applying to single counties, 
conflicting with any of the provisions of this Act be and they 
hereby are repealed. 

Section 20—EFFECTIVE DATE OF ACT. This Act shall 
be effective on and after the first day of October, 1935. 

Section 21—COUNTIES EXCLUDED. The provisions of this 
Act shall not apply to any counties having a population of more 
than 95,000 and less than 300,000, according to the last and any 
subsequent Federal Census.

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to be paid by patients who are able to pay; all monies received 
from fees and charges for such patients to be applied toward de- 
fraying the expenses of operation of the said hospital. 

Section 4. That said County Commission or other like gov- 
erning body of said county are hereby authorized and they may 
delegate the power to make rules and regulations for admission 
to and fees and charges to be paid by patients, to a Board of not 
more than seven members three of whom shall be licensed physi- 
cians, and members of the Walker County Medical Society to be 
created and selected by said County Commission or other govern- 
ing body, and members of said Board to serve without pay for the 
term of their office to be fixed by the said governing body. 

Section 5. That said hospital board, with the consent and con- 
currence of the County. Commission or other governing body, 
shall employ a suitable person to serve both as superintendent 
and as secretary of the hospital for said board, and who shall keep 
a record of all transactions of said hospital, and shall maintain an 
office in said hospital, and said superintendent to perform such 
duties as are required of him by said board, and shall make re- 
ports to said board as may be required and said board shall fix 
the salary of such superintendent not to exceed $160.00 per month. 

Section 6. That the County Commission, Board of Revenue, or 
other governing body of the County of Walker, shall appropriate 
from the County Treasury of said county for the maintenance and 
operation of said hospital, such sums of money as are necessary 
for the successful operation of said hospital, not to exceed $1500.00 
per month. Provided that $500.00 additional may be appropriated 
as an emergency fund monthly. 

Section 7. That the superintendent, as herein provided, shall 
also act as treasurer for all funds appropriated to the hospital and 
collected by said hospital for treatment of its patients, or other- 
wise, and shall be required to give bond, conditioned as provided 
by law, such bond to be fixed at $5,000.00, and to pay and defray 
the expenses as herein provided upon warrants drawn by said 
superintendent, which warrants shall be countersigned and ap- 
proved by the chairman of the County Commission or other gov- 
erning body. 

Section 8. .That after said hospital board is appointed, as 
herein provided, it shall elect one of its members chairman of said

terior Harbor Line on the east side of Mobile River.

To set aside, pledge and appropriate one-half of all monies to be 
paid to Chilton County, Alabama out of gasoline tax funds, by the State 
of Alabama, on and after the final passage and approval of this act, for 
the purpose of paying one-third of the cost of grading, constructing and 
paving of the Cianton and Selma highway in Chilton County, Alabama, 
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where the pavement on said highway ends to a point of said highway where 
the boundary line of Dallas County, Alabama, intersects said highway and toa 
direct the way and manner of ascertaining one-third of the cost of grading, 
constructing and paving said highway between said points in said Chilton 
ee and also the payment of the money herein appropriated, set aside and 
pledged. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Alabama, as follows: 

Section 1: That one-half of all monies which shall after the passage of 
this Act, be due and payable to Chilton County, Alabama, out of gasoline tax 
funds by the State of Alabama, be and the same hereby is pledged, set aside, 
and appropriated for the purpose of paying one-third of the cost of grading, 
constructing and paving of the Clanton and Selma highway in Chilton Coun- 
ty, Alabama, from a point where the pavement on said highway ends, which 
is approximately four miles west of the town of Clanton, Chilton County, 
Alabama, to a point where the boundary line of Dallas County, Alabama in- 
tersects said highway.

his appointment in the event the Court of County Commissioners fai! to

That before enter- 
ing upon the discharge of duties of such office said Road Supervisor shall 
furnish good and sufficient bond executed by some Surety Company au-

tioned upon the faithful performance of his duties as required by law, and 
the premium on said bond to be paid by Chilton County, Alabama. 

Section 3. That said Road Supervisor may be removed by the Commis- 
sioners Court of Chilton County, Alabama, for neglect of duty or for any 
other cause which is sufficient grounds of impeachment of public officers in 
Alabama and said removal may be effected by said Court after giving ten 
days notice to said Road Supervisor who shall be entitled to a copy of the 
charges filed against him and to a hearing thereof. Said Road Supervisor 
shall have the right within five days after any decision removing him from 
said office to appeal to the Circuit Court in Equity in which Court any such 
appeal shall be a preferred case. 

Section 4. That the salary of said Road Supervisor shall be fixed and 
determined by the Commissioners Court of Chilton County, Alabama, at 
the time of his election or appointment and shall be not less than Two 
Thousand Four Hundred & No/100 ($2,400.00) Dollars per annum nor more 
than $3,000.00 per annum. That in the event said Commissioners Court fails 
to fix and determine the amount of said salary, as above provided same is 
hereby fixed at the sum of Two Thousand Four Hundred ($2,400.00) Dollars 
per annum. 

Section 5. That the duty and authority as to the building, maintenance 
or repairing of public roads and bridges in Chilton County, Alabama, be and 
the same is hereby vested in said Road Supervisor, subject only to the con- 
trol by said Commissioners Court of Chilton County, Alabama, as herein 
set forth. And to that end said Road Supervisor is given the duty, power 
and authority to employ all necessary employees, laborers or helpers to 
properly construct, maintain and repair the roads and bridges of said County. 
That said Supervisor shall not employ as an employee, laborer or helper 
under this Act any person related either to him or any official of Chilton 
County, Alabama, by blood or marriage within the fourth degree. All 
materials, machinery, equipment and necessary supplies needed for the con- 
struction, maintainence or repair of the public roads and bridges of Chilton 
. County, Alabama, shail be purchased only after written requisition therefor, 
which requisition shall be in writing, and stating the amount, quality and 
nature thereof and shall be filed with the Commissioners Court by said 
Road Supervisor and approved by the Judge of Probate of said County. 
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That upon the filing and approval cf such requisition it shall be the duty of 
said Commissioners Court within the limits as provided by this act to make 
purchase of such materials, machinery, equipment and necessary supplies 
and same shall be paid for by said Commissioners Court out of any funds 
available for that purpose, other than the general funds of said County but 
only upon proper claim tiled and approved by said Road Supervisor. 

It shall be the duty of said Road Supervisor to inspect all material, 
machinery, equipment and supplies purchased by Chilton County for use on 
public roads and bridges when the same is delivered in Chilton County, 
and same shal! not be accepted without first having been approved by him. 

Section 6. That said Road Supervisor shall be the custodian of all 
machinery, equipment, supplies or materials owned by the County under 
this act and shall be required and liable to account therefor to the Com- 
missioners Court of Chilton County, Alabama, upon demand by them, 
and shall render an account therefor at the expiration of his term of office. 

Section 7. That it shall be the duty of said Road Supervisor, as soon 
as possible after his election or appointment to make a map of the road sys- 
tem of Chilton County and divide said County into road districts. That 
the same shall be divided so that at least each beat in said County is a 
separate district and may be divided into a larger number of road districts 
if deemed advisable by said Road Supervisor. That such Road Supervisor 
shall classify and number each of the roads in said County and it shall be 
the duty of said road supervisor to see that as equitability as possible an 
equal amount of funds of said County is expended in each of said districts 
having regard to the area and population served thereby. That within ten 
days after the end of each calendar month said Road Supervisor shall file 
with the Commissioners Court of Chilton County, Alabama, an itemized 
statement showing the amount of funds expended on the roads of each of 
said district for the preceeding month, showing the amount expended for 
labor and the amounts expended for material and the nature and quantity 
thereof. 

Section 8. That the authority of said Road Supervisor shall be limited 
to the expenditure of such funds for the purpose of construction, main- 
tainance or repairs of the public highways and bridges of Chilton County as 
may be set aside and appropriated by the Commissioners Court of Chilton 
County, Alabama, as hereinatter provided. That within one month preceed 
ing the first Monday in February, May and August and November the Com-

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize and empower the Board of Revenue of Montgomery Coun- 
ty, Alabama, to levy, in addition to all other taxes, a privilege or excise tax of 
lc per gallon upon every distributor, refiner, retail dealer or storer of gaso- 
line, as herein defined, for distributing, storing or withdrawing from storage 
in Montgomery County for any use; said taxes to be devoted exclusively 
for the maintenance and operation of the public schools in said county; and 
to provide for the method and expenses of collection of said taxes when 
levied, and penalties for the failure to pay same. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Board of Revenue of Montgomery County, Ala- 
bama is hereby authorized and empowered to levy, in addition to all other 
taxes, a privilege or excise tax of lc per gallon upon every distributor, refin- 
er, retail dealer or storer of gasoline, as herein defined, for distributing, stor- 
ing or withdrawing from storage in Montgomery County for any use; said 
taxes to be devoted exclusively for the maintenace and operation of the pub- 
lic schools in said county. 

Section 2. As used in this Act, the term “Gasoline” shall include gaso- 
line, naphtha and other liquid motor fuels or any device or substitute there- 
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for, commonly used in internal combustion engines; provided, however, that 
nothing in this Act shall be held to apply to those products known com- 
mercially as “Kerosene oil,” “Fuel oil,” or “Crude oil” used for lighting or 
heating purposes. The word “Person” means and includes persons, corpora- 
tions, co-partnerships, companies, or other agencies, associations, incor- 
porated or otherwise, singular or plural. The term “Distributor” shall in- 
clude any person who engages in the selling of gasoline in this State by 
wholesale domestic trade, but shall not apply to any tranaction of such dis- 
tributor in interstate commerce. The word “Refiner” shall include any per- 
son who manufactures, distills, blends, compounds or mixes any one of more 
products in the production of a liquid motor fuel as herein defined. The term 
“Retail dealer” shall include any person herein defined as distributor who is 
also engaged in the selling of gasoline in this State at any place in this 
State in broken quantities. The term “Storer” as herein used shal] include 
any person who ships or causes to be shipped or receives, gasoline into this 
County in any quantities, and stores the same in any manner and withdraws 
or uses the same for any purpose. 

Section 3. Every person, distributor, refiner, retail dealer or storer of 
gasoline as herein defined shall pay an excise tax of lc per gailon upon the 
selling, distributing, storing or withdrawing from storage in this County for 
any use, gasoline as herein defined, provided, however, that this excise tax 
shall not be levied on the sale of gasoline in interstate commerce, and pro- 
vided further that where the excise tax of Ic per gallon upon the sale, dis- 
tribution, storage or withdrawal from storage of such gasoline shall have 
been paid by a person, distributor, refiner, or by retail dealer or starer, such 
payment shall be sufficient, the intention being that the tax shall be paid but 
once. 

Section 4. The excise tax imposed under this Act shall apply to per- 
sons as defined in this Act, storing gasoline and distributing the same or 
allowing the same to be withdrawn from storage whether such withdrawals 
be for sale or other use; provided that “Sellers” of gasoline and its substitute 
paying the tax herein provided may pay the same computed and paid on the 
basis of their sales as hereinafter required and refiners, storers and distribu- 
tors shall compute and pay this tax on the basis of their withdrawals or 
distributions. 

Section 5. On or before the twentieth day of each month after this 
act shall have taken effect, every person, distributor, refiner, retail dealer or 
storer of gasoline upon whom this excise tax is levied, shall render to the 
Board of Revenue on forms prescribed by such Board, a true and correct 
statement of all sales and withdrawals of gasoline made by him or them 
during the next preceding calendar month, and shall furnish the said Board 
such other information as such bcard may demand and or require, upon 
blanks to be formulated and furnished by said Board, and at the time of 
making such monthly report shall pay to the Board of Revenue an amount 
of money equal to the excise tax herein levied. 

Section 6. The monthly statement herein required to be made by the 
distributor, refiner, storer or retail dealer shall be sworn to before some of- 
ficer authorized to administer oaths and any false or fraudulent statement 
sworn to shall constitute perjury and upon conviction thereof, the person so 
convicted shall be punished as provide by Section 5161 of the Code of 1923. 

Section 7. All distributors, refiners, storers or retail dealers shall 
keep, for not less than two years, within the County of Montgfomery at 
some certain place or office, such books, documents or other papers as will 
clearly show the amount of sales, distributions or withdrawals of gasoline 
made in said county covered by this Act. 

Section 8. Within thirty days after the passage of this Act, every dis- 
tributor, refiner, storer or retail dealer engaged in the sale or withdrawal of 
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gasoline shall make a report or blanks furnished by the Board of Revenue to 
the Board of Revenue showing the place and post office address at which he 
is engaged in the business of distributor, refiner, or storer or retail dealer in 
gasoline, which information shall be entered by the Board of Revenue on a 
bock kept for that purpose, and should such distributor, refiner, storer or 
retail dealer move his place of business and or his post office and address, to 
another such distributor, refiner, storer or retail dealer shall, without delay 
and or within twenty days thereafter, notify the Board of Revenue of such 
removal, giving the former place and post office address and also the place 
and post office address to which the business has been removed. After this 
Act becomes effective no person shall become a distributor, refiner, storer 
or seller of gasoline in this County until he shall have made such reports to 
the Board of Revenue. 


Section 9. If any distributor, refiner, storer or retail dealer in gasoline 
in this County, covered by the provisions of this Act, shall fail to make the 
reports or any of them, to the Board of Revenue as herein required, or shall 
fail to keep the records as herein required, such distributor, refiner, storer 
or retail dealer shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined not less than Fifty Dollars ($50.00) nor more than Three 
Hundred Dollars ($300.00), for such offense. Each month of such failure 
shall constitute a separate offense. 

Section 10. It shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue to enforce the 
provision of this Act and the Board of Revenue shall have the right itself 
or by any of its members or its agents to examine the books, records and 
accounts of every such distributor, refiner, storer or retail dealer in gaso- 
line covered by the provisions of this Act, and any distributor, refiner, storer, 
or retail dealer who refuses to permit the examination of such records, ac- 
counts or books shali be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction fined 
not less than Fifty Dollars ($50.00) nor more than three Hundred Dollars 
($300.00). The Board of Revenue shall have the right itself by any of its 
members, or its agents to examine the records, accounts, books and invoices 
of any retail dealer or storer who makes purchases of gasoline from an Alg- 
bama distributor, or other retail dealer or from any other source on a basis 
of “tax paid,” when, in the opinion of the Board such examination is neces- 
sary to determine if such gasoline sold in this county has been reported to 
the gasoline tax departnemt of the Board of Revenue and the tax thereon 
paid. Any dealer making purchases on the basis of “tax paid” from any 
licensed dealer or otherwise, who fails to keep the records as herein required, 
or refuses to permit the duly authorized agents of the Board of Revenue to 
examine such records shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
therefor, shall be fined not less than Fifty Dollars ($50.00) nor more than 
Three Hundred Dollars for each such offense. 

Section 11. It shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue of said Coun- 
ty to enforce the provisions of this act, and the Board of Revenue shall have 
the right by any of its members or agents to examine the books of any dealer 
covered by this Act. 


Section 12. The proceeds oft he Excise Tax prescribed in this act less 
the cost of collection of said tax shall be used for the maintenance and sup- 
port of the Public School System of such county, and when collected by the 
Board of Revenue as above prescribed, shall be by them paid over to the 
Treasury of County School Funds for such County, to be by him disbursed 
on the order of the County Board of Education of such county. The costs 
of the collection of said tax shall be paid by the Board of Revenue of such 
County, from the proceeds of said excise tax, and the amount of such ex- 
pense including necessary clerical help, shall be deducted from the amount 
executed before remitting to the Treasurer of County Schools funds. 
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Section 13. Should any section or clause of this act be held unconstitu- 
tional or invalid, same shall not invalidate any other section or clause of this 
Act which is not in itself invalid. 

This Act shall be in full force and effect upon its passage 
and approval.

To provide for the revision, codification, digesting and 
promulgation of the public statutes of this State, both Civil and 
Criminal. 

Was taken up. The question was on the adoption of the sub- 
stitute reported by the Standing Committee on Judiciary, said 
Substitute being as follows: 
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Amendment to House Bill No. 179: 
Amend House Bill No. 179 so as to read as follows: 


A BILL 


To be entitled An Act to provide for the revision, codification, 
digesting and promulgation of the public statutes of this State. 

WHEREAS, Section 85 of the Constitution of the State of Ala- 
bama provides that it shall be the duty of the Legislature at its 
first session after the ratification of the Constitution and within 
every subsequent period of twelve years to make provisions by law 
for revising, digesting and promulgating the public statutes of the 
state, of a general nature, and 

WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama at its session in 1919 
did make appropriate provisions by law for revising, digesting and 
promulgating the public statutes oft he state of a general nature, 
and which provision was effected by the adoption and promulga- 
tion of the Code of Alabama of 1923; therefore 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Justices of the Supreme Court of the 
State, be and they are hereby authorized, empowered and directed 
to employ a code commissioner (resident or non resident, individual 
or corporation) whose duty it shall be, under the supervision and 
direction of the Justices of the Supreme Court, from time to time, 
to revise, digest and codify all the statutes of the state, of a general 
and public nature, including such acts as may be passed by this 
Legislature. 

Section 2. Such commissioner shall revise and prepare, under 
the supervision and direction of the Justice of the Supreme Court, 
a systematic code of the whole body of the public statutes of the 
state, such code to be divided into separate volumes, each properly 
bound and the whole indexed. The manuscript of the code shall 
be prepared and submitted as herein provided and may be in either 
printed or typewritten form, or partly printed or partly type- 
written, 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the commissioner at least 
two months before the convening of the next Legislature to deliver 
the code to the Justices of the Supreme Court of the state, to- 
gether with a statement showing each and all changes he shall have 
made, and the phraseology thereof, together with all additions 
thereto and omissions therefrom, with accurate reference to the 
acts and laws so altered, changed or omitted. It shall be the duty 
of the Justices of the Supreme Court carefully and painstakingly 
to examine the same and specifically report upon the same to any 
subsequent session of this Legislature or to the Legislature of 
1939, recommending such alterations, changes, omissions, and 
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modifications, if any, as to them seem proper, and they shall at- 
tach to their report the statement of the commissioner herein pro- 
vided for. 

Section 4. The commissioner shall prepare appropriate chap- 
ters, titles and subdivisions of titles for each chapter, clearly, brief- 
ly, and succinctly expressive of the subjects treated, which shall be 
arranged alphabetically, bringing into appropriate order and place 
all public laws appertaining to the subject treated. The commis- 
sioner shall not simply transfer or transcribe the laws enacted by 
the Legislature, but shall without changing the sense, so alter the 
phraseology as to eliminate and exclude all redundancy, prolixity 
and obscurity of expression, and when there shall be several acts 
relating to or embracing the same subject, they shall be gathered 
together and condensed into one and so worded as clearly and fully 
to set forth the substance and meaning of the whole, having re- 
gard to the judicial exposition thereof. Whenever it shall be ap- 
parent that there are legislative omissions or mistakes in any 
statute, the commissioner shall supply and rectify the same so as 
to correct and perfect such statute and render its meaning clear 
and its operation complete, and shall add such original notes and 
references as may be proper for the clear elucidation thereof and 
for easy and ready reference to the several laws from which they 
may be compiled, showing as far as may be when such acts and 
statutes and laws became operative and when amended, to which 
shall be appended in appropriate arrangement a citation and digest 
or decisions of the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals, con- 
struing, explaining or discussing such sections or acts. 

Section 5. The commissioner shall prepare and submit an ac- 
cruate, full, complete and comprehensive index of the code, which 
shall contain an alphabetical arrangement of all the various sub- 
jects contained in such code. 

Section 6. The commissioner shall number each section of 
the code and immediately following the number of each section, 
shall set out the numbers of the section of the Codes of 1923, 1907, 
1896, 1886, 1876, 1967, and 1852, in the order herein set forth; 
designating by a (————_) any intermediate code which does not 
contain such sections or subject-matter. 

Section 7. The commissioner shall prepare an appendix to the 
code which shall contain a table or tables of the numbers of the 
sections of all the codes of this state which refers to or embrace 
the same or like subject-matter. 

Section 8. The commissioner shall prefix the code with the 
Constitution of 1875, and the Constitution of 1901 with all amend- 
ments, and shall make a brief and concise statement of the rulings 
and decisions of the Supreme Court with reference to each section 
of the Constitution of 1901 where the same has been construed; 
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such statement to follow-immediately after the section so con- 
strued or passed on. 

Section 9. The commissioner shall receive for his services 
from the State of Alabama, the sum of not exceeding Twenty 
Thousand Dollars ($20,000.00), as may be determined by the Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court, this sum to include allowance for 
clerical assistance, and to be payable at the times and in such 
amounts as may be prescribed and approved by the Justices of the 
Supreme Court. And said sum of Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) 
Dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby ap- 
propriated out of funds in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
and shall be paid by the Treasurer upon certificate of the Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court. 

Section 10. In case the commissioner shall die, resign or be- 
come unable to execute the duties herein required of him, the 
Justice of the Supreme Court shall employ a suitable person in his 
place and such person, when so employed, shall have all the rights 
and powers of such commissioner and shall perform all the duties 
herein required of him. 

Section 11. The commissioner shall prepare and submit to 
the Justices of the Supreme Court, when he submits the Code as 
hereinabove provided, such bills as he may deem necessary or 
proper for perfecting, harmonizing, or improving the system of 
laws of Alabama, which he cannot embrace in the code, as herein- 
above provided, which bills the Justices of the Supreme Court 
shall carefully examine and report to the Legislature of 1939 with 
such suggestions in regard to the passage or amendment of such 
bills as they may deem proper. 

Section 12. The Secretary of State shall supply the commis- 
sioner with stationery and supplies necessary to the preparation 
of the code, and with one volume each of the Codes of 1852, 1867,

To abolish the office of County Treasurer for St. Clair County, Alabama, 
and to establish a County Depository in lieu of County Treasurer for St. 
Clair County, Alabama, to provide for security of County funds in such de- 
pository, and to prescribe the duties of such depository; to provide for pay- 
ment of all County funds to the depository and the method thereof; to pro- 
vide for the designation of a County Treasurer and his duties and compensa- 
tion, if the Court of County Commissions of St. Clair County, Alabama, shall 
be unable to secure a depository as herein provided. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That on or after the passage and approval of this Act the 
office of County Treasurer for St. Clair County be and the same is here- 
by abolished. : 

Section 2. That on or after the passage and approval of this Act it 
shall be the duty of the Court of County Commissioners of St. Clair County 
to select by order spread upon its minutes, a bank incorporated under the 
laws of this State, or a National Bank, as a depository for all County funds. 
Such Bank shall secure all deposits of County funds by adequare bond to 
be fixed and approved by the Court of County Commissioners, or by the de- 
posit of solvent bonds belonging to such bank, such security to be not less 
than Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, or such other sum as the Court 
of County Commissioners shall fix having due regard te the safety of the 
County funds. 

Section 3. The depository herein provided is charged with the follow- 
ing duties: 

A—To receive and keep the money of the County and disburse the same 
as herein provided, or as maybe provided by law. 

B—Such depository shall pay out no money of the County except on 
warrants drawn upon it in the name of the Court of County Commissioners 
of St. Clair County, Alabama, signed by the presiding Judge of said Court 
and countersigned by one of the members of the Court of County Commis- 
sioners of said Court. 

C—To number and register in the order in which they are presented all 
warrants which have been drawn upon the several funds of the County, such 
registration showing the number, date and amount of each warrant, to whom 
payable, the date presented and the fund upon which drawn, and except it 
is otherwise provided by law to pay the same in the order of registration. 

D—Upon the registration of a warrant the depository shall endorse 
thereon the number and date of registration. 

E—To keep a correct amount of the receipts and disbursements of all 
money received by it for the County, charging itself with all monies so re- 
ceived of whom, on what account, and the amount, and crediting itself with 
all payments. 

F—To submit to the Court of County Commissioners at the first term or 
each year, and on such other occasions as requested by the Board, the 
registered claims against the several funds, its accounts balanced since the 
last previous statement, and vouchers for payment. 

Section 4. After the selection and qualification of such depository all 
funds belonging to the County shall be paid by the officers collecting the 
same to said depository, and such officers shall file depository receipts 
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with the Court of County Commissioners for such deposits. Such deposi- 
tory shall not be paid any compensation for its service as such, but the Court 
of County Commissioners may pay the premium on any bond that may be 
required to secure the safe keeping of the County funds. 

Section 5. If said Court of County Commissioners shall be unable to 
secure a depository as herein provided, then said Court may designate some 
individual +o act as County Treasurer, as provided by the general law relat- 
ing to Couaty Treasurers, except as the same may be modified by local laws 
relating to St. Clair County, at a salary not to exceed $360.00 per annum. 

Section 6. All laws and parts of laws, general and special, in conflict 
with tnis Act are hereby repealed. 

section 7. This Act shall take effect upon its passage and approval by 
th. Governor, the public good requiring it.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That an amendment to the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama to be known as Article XXIV is hereby proposed, the 
proposed amendment being as follows: 

ARTICLE XXIV. Public education is hereby declared to be 
an essential and primary function of government in this State. 
The legislature shall from time to time, in addition to funds spe- 
cifically set aside for educational purposes, and in such a manner 
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as in its opinion will encourage local initiative and support, appro- 
priate monies out of the State treasury for educational purposes 
which shall be paid on the same basis, or proportionately as, all 
other appropriations made by the legislature are paid, except ap- 
propriaticas for the payment of principal and interest of the public 
debt. 

Section 2. An election by the qualified electors of the State 
upon such proposed amendment is hereby ordered by the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama, and the day hereby appointed for 
such election is the first Tuesday next after the expiration of 
ninety days from and after the final adjournment of the session of 
the Legislature at which this amendment is proposed. Notice of 
the election hereby ordered, together with the Amendment here- 
by proposed shall be given proclamation by the Governor which 
shall be published in one newspaper once a week in every County 
in the State for four successive weeks next preceding the day ap- 
pointed for such election. 

Séction 3. At the election hereby ordered to be held the quali- 
fied electors shall vote on said proposed amendment; and on the 
official ballot printed for such election there shall be printed the 
following, viz: “Shall the following be adopted as Article XXIV 
of the Constitution of Alabama?’

The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross-mark made 
by him or under his direction expressing his desire. 

Section 4. Officers to hold such election shall be the same 
and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same of- 
ficials as now provided by the election laws of the State for the 
appointment of officers to hold elections in this State, and the elec- 
tion shall be held in all things in accordance with this Act, the law 
governing general elections, and the Constitutional provisions con- 
cerning amendments to the Constitution. 

Section 5. The votes cast at such election shall be canvassed, 
tabulated and returns thereof made to the Secretary of State in 
the same manner as in elections of representatives to the Legisla- 
ture; and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the quali- 
fied electors who voted at said election upon the proposed amend- 
ment voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be valid to 
all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama.

His Excellency, the Governor, appeared and delivered the fol- 
lowing Message to the joint session: 
Gentlemen of the Legislature: 

I thank you for this opportunity that you give me to come before you 
to draw to your attention matters that seem of major concern to our State 
for such consideration and action as to you seems best. 

I am devoutly grateful for the spirit of cooperation and good will that 
holds steadfast between our departments, and I pledge to you that, so far 
as in me lies, this spirit will live and grow to the end of our journey. 

In this composite mind of us all rest the fate of Alabama. The fate of 
the absent millions whose faith in us put their fate in our keeping. These 
absent, without watching or prompting, trust us to see and to do the things 
needful for them. Let us not fail them, but do for them those things that 
need to be done. 

The general condition of our State is much improved, and is growing 
better steadily, surely, and I believe permanently. The New Deal is a go 
and is well under way throughout the State. Let us realize our obligation 
to our President for this program, backed as he has caused it to be by the 
might of America. I shudder to think of the despair if not chaos that 
would have been our lot but for his leadership. Alabama is getting her 
full part in this new deal—let her “Keep on keeping on,” play the game and 
do her full part. 


HOMESTEAD EXEMPTIONS AND FUNCTIONING 
GOVERNMENTS 


Our greatest privilege and foremost duty is to give to our people home- 
stead exemptions, together with functioning governments, State, County and 
City. Home is the basis of our social being. Let us provide that every 
worthy Alabama family may soon have a home—not just a place to rest 
or to “roost” but a home “to have and to hold” and to own—in which to 
ve and die—a home that shall not be sold for any taxes or government 
charges. 

Together with homestead exemptions we must give to our people 
functioning governments. ‘These two should be linked together which 
makes it necessary for us to find the means—the money—with which these 
things can be done. 

The planks upon this subject, in the platform upon which I was nomi- 
nated for Governor are in the following words: 

“T favor the exemption from taxation of as much as two thousand 

Dollars on homesteads. 

The Income Tax is in our Constitution and Laws by the will of ‘the 
people. I will enforce it. and oppose its repeal. 
I will oppose the Sales Tax. 

“Experience and familiarity with our State’s business on the one hand, 

and knowledge of the financial condition of our people on the other hand, 
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are the efficient instruments whereby, when I am Governor, I will be able 
to balance the budget, pay the State’s debts, run our schools, and operate 
an efficient Government by economy without further taxation. 

Should conditions make this impossible, I still promise to “pay the 
debts, run the schools and provide an efficient Government,’ and do so 
with the least possible burden on our people.” 

The Administration is exerting its every effort to pay the debts, to run 
the schools and provide an efficient Government without a sales tax. The 
State’s tax agencies are functioning more effectively than I had hoped, but 
I now expect a decrease instead of an increase in the income of the State, 
counties. and cities from ad valorem taxes, and it seems that we must face 
the fundamental promise in the last paragraph of that plenk, wherein it is 
stated that if conditions make it impossible to operate without additional 
taxes, “I still promise to pay the debts, run the schools and provide an ef- 
ficient Government, and do so with the least possible burden on our people.” 

Because of these committals on my part and of similar committals on 
the part of many of you, I can not approve the levying of a Sales Tax 
unless the people themselves assent thereto. 

I know that our human agencies must function efficiently. That they 
may do so, I believe it necessary that those agencies that are supported 
from the General Fund receive the same appropriations now on the books, 
the same that they are receiving this year. We know that the public schools 
must receive the amount submitted by the Educational Department for a 
minimum program of 7 months for common schools and 9 months for high 
schools. All of these will require much more money than is now in sight. 
Just how much more we do not now know and can not know with anything 
like definiteness until ad valorem assessments are known and until the effect 
of the new Revenue Bill is known. We can know all of this by the end 
of this calendar year not long before that time. 

Therefore, I submit for your consideration the following program: 

That you make the appropriations indicated (the Budget Act will not 
permit a deficit), That Homestead Exemptions and a Sales Tax be de- 
ferred until a special session that I will call in early January next, at which 
special session a Sales Tax Act be passed effective if and when the people 
shall have ratified a Homestead Exemption Amendment to our Constitu- 
tion, which amendment you may have submitted in that January session 
to be voted upon about the last of April. We will in January have all facts 
before us, and will have ample time to put the amendment into effect before 
the first of October, the beginning of the next tax year. 

I further recommend for your consideration that before this regular 
session ends you pass a reapportionment bill, as provided in the Constitu- 
tion. It is my judgment that any extreme or radical bill is foredoomed 
to defeat, therefore, I commend moderation. 

I further recommend for your consideration that before this regular 
session ends you submit a Poll Tax Amendment to our Constitution that 
will relieve those who have become registered voters more than three years 
before the submission of the Amendment upon paymnt of the three years 
poll tax. This will relieve those of limited means who have gotten so far 
behind as to make it. impracticable for them to restore themselves to the 
voting list and by limiting the operation of the Amendment to those that 
have heretofore registered it will close the door against any possible up-set 
of our franchise provisions. 

I further recommend that you submit amendments providing for referen- 
dum on laws that have been enacted laws less than ninety days. This limi- 
tation will give ample time for the people to protect themselves and will at 
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the same time prevent the resurrection of old issues. J suggest a majority 
petition be required. 

I also recommend that an Amendment be submitted providing for the 
recall of all elective officers, including Probate Judges, save Judicial officers, 
upon a similar petition. 

All of the above mentioned proposed Constitutional Amendments have 
heretofore been introduced and are now before you. 

To the end that we adjust ourselves to the new Social Security Act 
just passed by Congress, bills have been introduced creating a Department 
of Public Welfare and in connection therewith bills for the benefit of the 
crippled children and for the blind. 

A bill will be introduced today creating a Department of Labor, and in 
connection therewith bills on unemployment insurance and old age pensions. 

I further commend to your favorable consideration the bill conforming 
to the Wagner-Peyser Act of Congress and the resolution excepting the 
agricultural bills which have heretofore been accepted by the Governor inso- 
far as in his power lay. 

I further urge the passing of Workmens Compensation Bill, now on the 
calendar, which will supplant our long antiquated law upon this matter. 

I further commend to your favorable consideration the commissary bill 
which will be offered today, and I urge the passage of the bill before you 
providing a driver’s license that will enable us to give more protection to 
life and property on our highways. 

I further commend to your favorable consideration the ratification of 
the Child Labor Amendment to the Federal Constitution.

A BILL 


To be entitled An Act to amend Section 3 of an Act entitled an 
Act allowing boxing, sparing, and wrestling matches and ex- 
hibitions under the regulation and supervision of the Alabama 
Athletic Commission herein established, and relating to the pow-

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama, that Section 3 of 
An Act entitled An Act “Allowing boxing, sparring and wrestling 
matches and exhibitions under the regulation and supervision of the 
Alabama Athletic Commission herein established, and relating to 
the powers, duties, compensation and authority of said commission, 
and prescribing penalties for the violation of the provisions of this 
Act, or rules of said commission, “be amended so as to read as 
follows: 

Section 8. The Commission shall adopt a seal and shall have 
and hereby is vested with the sole direction, management, control 
and jurisdiction over all boxing, sparring and wrestling matches 
or exhibitions to be conducted, held or given within the State of 
Alabama, and no such boxing sparring or wrestling match or ex- 
hibition shall be conducted, held or given within the State except 
in accordance with the provisions of this Act. The Commission 
shall have full power and authority and it shall be its duty: (a) 
to make and publish boxing rules and regulations governing the 
conduct of boxing, sparring and wrestling matches and exhibitions, 
the time and place thereof, and the prices charged for admission 
thereto: (b) to accept application for and in its discretion order a 
license or permit issued to any patriotic organization chartered by 
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authority of a special Act of the Congress of the United States, or 
local unit thereof, desiring to promote or conduct a boxing, spar- 
ring or wrestling match or exhibition, and to revoke such license 
or permit when in their discretion they deem it just and proper, 
provided, however, that no license or permit shall be issued to any 
organization, or local unit thereof, which has not been in existence 
and held meetings at regular intervals for one year immediately 
preceding the granting of the permit; provided, further, that no 
local unit of a patriotic organization entitled to apply for a license 
or permit under the provisions of this Act shall be denied the 
right to promote or conduct a boxing, sparring or wrestling match 
or exhibition except for cause specified in writing; (c) to collect 
through the Recorder of Permits and licenses a fee of one dollar 
for every permit or license to hold a boxing, sparring or wrestling 
match or exhibition, and ten per centum of the gross receipts of 
every boxing, sparring or wrestling match or exhibition, and a rea- 
sonable fee, to be fixed by the Commission, not to exceed $10.00 
for each annual license or permit issued to a boxer, wrestler, match- 
maker, promoter, or manager, and $1.00 for each annual license or 
permit issued to referee, judge, ticket seller, announcer, trainer, 
second, medical examiner, ticker taker, director or timekeeper; 
(d) to revoke any license or permit when, in its sound discretion, 
the public welfare requires it; provided, however, that nothing in 
this Act shall be construed as permitting, authorizing, or enjoining 
the Commission to collect any license, permit, fee, or tax for any 
amateur boxing, sparring, or wrestling matches or exhibitions held 
under the auspices of educational institutions when the proceeds 
of affairs of this nature are to be used to foster, aid or abet pro- 
grams of education in the State of Alabama. But no exemptions 
from license, permit, fee, tax or charges will be granted to any per- 
son, group of persons, or organization when the proceeds or any 
part thereof of such amateur boxing, sparring, or wrestling matches 
or exhibitions are for personal or private gain. Reports of all such 
matches shall be made to the Boxing Commission within ten days 
thereafter, and upon such form and with such information as may 
be required by the Commission.

To be Entitled An Act To provide for the public safety ; to regu- 
late the operation of motor vehicles on the public highways; to 
provide for the registration and licensing of drivers or operators 
of motor vehicles and to fix the fees therefor. To authorize the 
State Highway Commission, with the approval of the Governor, to 
establish and promulgate reasonable rules and regulations con- 
cerning the operation of motor vehicles; to provide punishment 
and penalties for the violations of the provisions of this Act and of 
the rules and regulations authorized hereby; to provide for the 
suspension and revocation of drivers’ licenses issued; to authorize 
the appointment or employment of the necessary officers and 
agents, and the purchase of the necessary equipment to make the 
provisions hereof effective; and to provide for the compensation of 
the officers and agents so employed. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That every person, except those hereinbelow ex- 
empted, before operating or driving any motor vehicle upon a 
public highway in this State, shall procure a driver’s license. The 
first license for each automobile and shall be obtained between 
October 1, 1935 and November 15, 1935, and shall expire Septem- 
ber 30, 1936, and a like license or renewal thereof shall be obtained 
annually thereafter. . 


Section 2. Such person shall apply under oath to the Probate 
Judge of the county of his residence for said driver’s license or a 
renewal thereof, upon a form to be provided by the State High- 
way Department. Such applicant shall state thereon whether or 
not he is the owner of a motor vehicle for the operation of which 
the license is applied for, and if so, give a full description thereof; 
and shall state his race, age, height, weight, physical defects, if 
any, and such other information as may be required. 

If the owner of the vehicle, the applicant, shall pay to the Pro- 
bate Judge, at the time of filing his application, a fee of 50 cents 
which shall license each member of one family to drive his car.. 
If not the owner of a motor vehicle, for the operation of which the 
license is sought, the applicant shall pay to the Probate Judge at 
the time of filing his application a fee of fifty cents if the applica- 
tion is for a license to drive a motor truck, motor bus or like motor 
vehicle; or a fee of twenty-five cents if the application is for a 
license to drive a motor vehicle commonly designated as a private 
passenger vehicle. 
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Section 3. Every person licensed as a driver or operator of a 
motor vehicle shall be able to write his usual signature, with pen 
and ink, in the space provided for that purpose on the driver’s 
license card issued to him, immediately upon receipt of such card. 
The licensee shall have such driver’s license card in his im- 
mediate possession at all times when operating a motor vehicle 
upon the public highways of this State. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this section. shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof before 
any Justice of Peace Court or court of like jurisdiction, may be 
punished as provided for herein. 

Provided further, that no operator or driver of a motor vehicle

Section 4. A driver’s license card shall not be issued to any 
person under the following conditions: 

1. When less than sixteen (16) years of age unless ac- 

companied by an adult. 


2. When operating privilege is suspended. 

3. When operating privilege is revoked. 

4. To an habitual drunkard or addict to the use of narcotic 
drugs. 

5. When adjudged insane, or an idiot, imbecile, epileptic, or 


feeble-minded, until restored to competency by judicial de- 
cree, or released from a hospital for the insane, or feeble- 
minded, upon certification by the superintendent or medical 
director that such person is competent, nor then, unless the 
Probate Judge is satisfied such person is competent to 
operate a motor vehicle with safety to persons and property. 
6. When afflicted with, or suffering from, a physical or mental 
disabilty which, in the opinion of the Probate Judge, will 
prevent such person from exercising reasonable and ordi- 
nary control over a motor vehicle. 

Section 5. The following persons shall be exempt from the 
payment of the fee provided hereby, but said persons shall apply 
to the Probate Judge for issuance of a driver’s license card before 
operating any motor vehicle upon the public highways; namely: 

1. Every person in the service of the Federal Government, 

when furnished with a driver’s permit, and when operating 
an official motor vehicle in such service, shall be exempt 
from license under this act. 

2. A non-resident who has been duly licensed as an operator 

under a law requiring the licensing of operators in his home 
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state or country, and who has in his immediate possession 
a valid operator’s license issued to him in his home state 
or country, shall be permitted, without examination or 
operator’s license under this act, to operate a motor vehicle 
upon the highways of this State, for the same time and to 
the same extent as like exemptions are granted residents of 
this State under laws of the foreign state or country. 

8. It shall be unlawful for any non-resident, except as herein

Provided, That unlicensed nonresident operators not the 
owners of motor vehicles registered in states or countries 
not requiring an operator’s license may operate any motor 
vehicle properly registered in their home state or country 
or any highway within this State, without making applica- 
tion for or obtaining an operator’s license under this act, 
upon condition that they may be required at any time or 
place to prove lawful possession of such motor vehicle and 
proper identify. 

Section 6. The Chief of the State Highway Patrol shall forth- 
with revoke, for a period of ninety days from date of revocation, 
the operating privilege of any person, upon receiving a certified 
record from the clerk of the court of proceedings in which such 
person pleaded guilty, entered a plea of nolo contendere, or was 
found guilty by a court or jury, of any of the following crimes: 

1. Operating a motor vehicle while under the influence of in- 
toxicating liquor, or any narcotic or habit producing drug, 
or permitting any person who may be under the influence 
of intoxicating liquor or narcotic or habit producing drug 
to operate any motor vehicle owned by him or in his custody 

' or control, 
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2. Using a false or fictitious name, or giving a false or fictitious 
address, in any application or form required under the pro- 
visions of this act, or knowingly making a false statement, 
or knowingly concealing a material fact, or otherwise com- 
mitting a fraud in any application. 

8. Any crime punishable as a felony under the motor vehicle 
laws of this State, or any other felony in the commission of 
which a motor vehicle is used. 

4, Conviction of an operator of a motor vehicle involved in 
an accident, resulting in injury or death to any person or 
damage to property, upon the charge of failing to stop and 
render assistance or disclose his identity at the scene of the 
accident. 

(a) The Chief of the State Highway Patrol, upon revok- 

ing any operator’s license, shall require that such li- 

cense of any operator whose license or permit is so re- 

voked shall immediately be surrendered to and retained 
by the department. 

(b) The Chief of the State Highway Patrol may suspend 
the operating privilege of any person, with or without 

a hearing, upon receiving a record of proceedings, if 

any, in which such person pleaded guilty, entered a 

plea of nolo contendre, or was found guilty by a court 

or jury, whenever the Chief of the State Highway 

Patrol finds upon sufficient evidence. 

(1) That such person has been convicted of a misde- 
meanor, or has forfeited bail upon such a charge, 
in the commission of which a motor vehicle was 
used. 

(2) That such person has been convicted of man- 
slaughter resulting from the operation of a motor 
vehicle. 

Section %. On the first day of every month, the Probate Judges 
of the several counties of this State shall prepare a report, upon 
a form to be provided by the State Highway Department, of the 
collections made from the licenses hereby required. One copy of 
said report shall be forwarded to the Chief of the State Highway 
Patrol, one copy shall be forwarded to the State Comptroller and 
one copy shall be retained in the files of the Probate Office. 

The license fees collected shall be remitted to the State Treas- 
urer on the first day of each month. The said monies shall be 
kept in a separate fund in the State Treasury to be known as 
the “Highway Patrol Fund”. Fines & Forfeitures imposed upon 
persons violating the provisions of this Act shall be rendered into 
the said Highway Patrol Fund by the officers of the several courts. 
Said Highway Patrol fund shall be expended as follows ¥% for 
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the purpose of maintaining and equipping a State Highway Patrol 
to promote the public safety, as aforesaid, and the remainder shall 
revert to the County in which license originated. 

Section 9. The State Highway Commission, with the approval 
of the Governor, shall establish and promulgate reasonable rules 
and regulations concerning the operation of motor vehicles upon 
the highways of this State; and concerning the enforcement of the 
provisions of this Act. 

Section 10. (a) Any person of whom a driver’s license is re- 
quired, who operates a motor vehicle on a public highway in this 
State without first obtaining such license shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and, upon conviction thereof before a Justice of Peace 
Court or court of like jurisdiction, shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than $10.00. 

(b) Any person who willfully makes a false statement in an 
application for driver’s license or for a renewal thereof or willfully 
conceals or withholds a material fact called for in such application 
with intent to obtain such license by such fraud, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof, shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than $10.00 and not more than $100.00, and 
may be imprisoned at hard labor for the county for not exceeding 
twelve (12) months, to be fixed in the discretion of the Judge or 
court trying the case. 

(c) Any person who violates any provision of this Act for 
or which no specific punishment is prescribed or who violates any 
rule or regulation established or promulgated by the State High- 
way Commission, with the approval of the Governor, as_ herein 
authorized, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction 
thereof, before a Justice of Peace Court or court of like jurisdic- 
tion may be punishable by a fine of not less than $10.00 

Section 11. For the enforcement of the provisions of this 
Act, to promote the public safety and generally to perform the 
duties imposed upon him concerning the enforcement of all of 
the laws, the Governor is hereby authorized to establish a State 
Highway Patrol to consist of a “Chief of State Highway Patrol’ 
and such agents, clerical assistants, stenographers, etc. as may by 
him be deemed necessary. Such officers and agents, when so au- 
thorized in writing by the Governor, shall have the power of 
Peace Officers in this State and may exercise said powers any- 
where within the State. All persons so appointed shall hold 
office at the pelasure of the Governor and may be removed or 
discharged by him, with or without cause, at any time. The 
compensation of such officers, agents and employees shall be fixed 
by the Governor and shall be paid by warrants drawn by the 
Comptroller on the Highway Patrol Funds of the State Treasury. 
And the Chief of the State Highway Patrol, with the approval 
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of the Governor, is hereby authorized to purchase the necessary 
equipment to make effective the provisions of this Act. Said 
officers, agents and employees shall perform such duties as the 
Governor may direct. 

Section 12. ‘That all laws and parts of laws in conflict here- 
with be, and the same are hereby repealed. Provided, however, 
that this Act shall be construed to repeal any law requiring li- 
cense to be obtained by chauffeurs.

S. J. R. 96. WHEREAS, one of the last battles of the War 
between the States, an organized, important battle, in which there 
were engaged a large number of both Confederate and Federal sol- 
diers, was fought on the hills overlooking the Chatahoochee River 
in Phenix City, Russell County, Alabama, April 16th, 1865, seven 
days after the surrender of General Robert E. Lee at Appomattox, 
and 

WHEREAS, the said battlefield is still marked by breastworks 
and trenches, used at that time, and is a place of great natural 
beauty and is suitable for a National Park, and 

WHEREAS, it is a policy of the government of the United 
States to mark and preserve places of interest and historical im- 
portance, and 

WHEREAS, it would be fitting and proper to build on said 
battlefield a suitable memorial to the perpetual peace of the Ameri- 
can Union, and 

WHEREAS, Phenix City, Alabama is located on Road 80, near 
Fort Benning, Georgia, and Road 80 or Dixie Overland Highway, 
being one of the important national highways, reaching from coast 
to coast, and being open to traffic both winter and summer, and 
the creation of such a park and the erection of such a memorial 
would be of interest to all people of the United States. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate of 
the State of Alabama, the House of Representatives of the State of 
Alabama, concurring herein, that the Congress of the United States 
be and it is hereby requested to appropriate sufficient funds to ac- 
quire said site in Phenix City, Russell County, Alabama, or such 
part thereof as deemed sufficient or needful, and provide or create 
on such site a National Park and build thereon a fit and proper 
memorial. 

That. the members of the House of Representatives from the 
State of Alabama and members of the United States Senate from 
the State of Alabama be and they are hereby requested to actively 
support such legislation as is necessary to establish, provide and 
create such National Park and build thereon such a memorial.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS 


The House proceeded to the consideration of the unfinished 
business, which was the bill: 

H. 8. A bill to be entitled An Act to provide for and submit 
to the qualified electors of the State of Alabama at an c'ection to be 
held the second Tuesday next after the expiration of nine days after 
the final adjournment of the present session of the Legislature, an 
amendment to the constitution of Alabama as follows: “That any 
person eligible to vote except that they are more than two years 
delinquent in the payment of their poll tax, may, by the payment 
of the last two years of poll tax then due, become a qualified voter 
the same as though he had paid all of the delinquent poll tax;” to 
provide for notice of said election; to prescribe the form of ballot; 
and to prescribe for the expenses of said election. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of. Alabama is hereby proposed, and an election by the qualified 
electors of Alabama is hereby ordered upon such proposed amend- 
ment, and the day hereby appointed for such election is the second 
Tuesday next after the expiration of ninety days from the final 
adjournment of the present session of the Legislature at which this 
Amendment is proposed. The proposed amendment is to add a new 
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section as follows: “Article VIII. Section 194-A. That any per- 
son eligible to vote except that they are more than two years de- 
linquent in the payment of their poll tax, may, by the payment of 
the last two years poll tax then due, become a qualified voter the 
same as though he had paid all of the delinquent tax.” This sec- 
tion shall be self-operative without additional legislation. 

Section 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together 
with the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by proclama- 
tion of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper 
in each county of the State once a week for four consecutive weeks 
next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 3. That at said election on the amendment proposed 
by this Act to be submitted to the qualified electors of the State of 
Alabama, for their consideration, the qualified electors shall vote 
upon said amendment, and on the official ballots printed for such 
election, there shall be printed the following: “Shall the following 
be adopted as an amendment to the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama;” Article VIII. Section 194-A. That any person eligible 
to vote except that they are more than two years delinquent in the 
payment of their poll tax, may, by the payment of the last two 
years of poll tax then due, become a qualified voter the same as 
though he had paid all of the delinquent tax.” Following the pro- 
posed amendment on the ballot shall be printed the word “yes” 
and immediately under that shall be printed the word “no”. The 
choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross mark made by 
him or under his direction, opposite the word expressing his desire. 

Section 4. That the votes cast at said election shall be count- 
ed, canvassed and tabulated and return made to the Secretary of 
State in the manner as in elections of representatives to the Legis- 
lature; and if it thereupon appears that a majority of the qualified 
electors who voted at such election upon the proposed amendment, 
voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall become a part 
of the Constitution of Alabama, and shall be in all of its intents 
and purposes valid as such part of the constitution of Alabama. 

Section 5. The result of such election shall be made known by 
proclamation of the Governor. 

Section 6. The expenses of the election herein provided for 
and the cost of the publication of the notices, shall be paid out of 
the State Treasury in the same manner that the expenses of gen- 
eral elections are paid. 

Mr. Harrison offered the following amendment to the bill:

The officers to hold such election shall be the same 
as the officers to hold the general election in November 1936, and 
shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same officials 
as now provided by the election laws of the State of Alabama for

That the votes cast at said election shall be count- 
ed, canvassed and tabulated and return made to the Secretary of 
State in the same manner as in elections of representatives to the 
legislature ; and if it thereupon appears that a majority of the quali- 
fied electors who voted at such election upon the proposed amend- 
ment, voted in favor of same, such amendment shall become a part 
of the Constitution of Alabama, and shall be in all its intents and

Notice is hereby given that there will be introduced and proposed for 
passage by the Legislature of Alabama at its regular session of 1935 a local 
Bill for Monroe County, to be known as the Monroe County Financial Con- 
trol Act. 

The primary purposes of said Act shall be to vest in the Board of Reve- 
nue of Monroe County more efficient power and control over all public 
funds that may now or hereafter be under their management and control; 
and to limit the authority of said Board of Revenue to approve and pay 
claims against said County for cusgrent operating expenses in any fiscal year 
to the income of such year available for such purposes. 

In order to make more effective such handling and control of the funds 
of said County, said Board of Revenue shall be authorized by the terms of 
said Act to refund all outstanding claims, warrants and other general obli- 
gations outstanding at the time the proposed Act becomes effective, other 
than bonded indebtedness, and to provide for the payment of such refunding 
warrants or certificates of indebtedness, together with interest thereon as 
specified in said Act, over a period not exceeding twenty years. 

Incident to the management and control of the finances of said County 
as proposed by said Act said Board of Revenue shall be required at some meet- 
ing in September of each calendar year, or not later than its first meeting 
in October following, to prepare and adopt an estimate of the income of 
the county for the fiscal year beginning on October first of the current 
calendar year, for the general fund of said county, and for the various spe- 
cial funds under its supervision and control; and to estimate for the same 
fiscal year the expenses of operations, and to make appropriations for the 
various purposes the respective amount that are to be used during said year 
for each of such purposes; but the appropriations so made shall not exceed 
the estimated total income available for such appropriation. 

The Bill shall also require that all officers of said county who handle 
any income, or who issue any kind of warrant or order payable out of the 
county treasury without the approval of said Board of Revenue, to furnish 
the Board of Revenue in writing an estimate of such income and of the 
probable amount of warrants or orders they will be called upon to issue dur- 
ing such fiscal year. 

Said Act shall provide that warrants issued for the purpose of refund- 
ing obligations outstanding on the effective date of said Act may be made 
to mature annually over a period not exceeding twenty years, the interest 
thereon also to be paid annually; and the annual maturities of such principal 
and interest shall be deemed and considered the current obligation of the 
county for the year in which they mature, and payment thereof shall be 
provided for and made out of the income for such fiscal year.. 

Said Act shall also provide that the Board of Revenue shall have au- 
thority to make special levies of ad valorem taxes out of the Constitutional 
allowance for general purposes, such levies to be made for such purposes 
as said Board of Revenue may specify, and the proceeds of such levies to be 
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used only for the specified purposes; provided, however, that when it has 
been found that the proceeds of any such special levy is more than required 
for the purpose for which it was levied, then said Board of Revenue may 
transfer such excess amount to the general fund available for payment of 
general obligations of said county. 

Said Act shall provide that any unexpended balances to the credit of 
any fund set up or provided under the authority of this Act at the end of 
any fiscal year may be transferred to any other fund set up by the Board 
hereunder, and expended under the direction of said Board, or may go for- 
ward to the following year as a part of the general income available for ap- 
propriation and expenditure during said year. 

Said Act shall provide that no warrant or order for money shall be is- 
sued in pursuance of the authority of the Board of Revenue until the cash 
is available for its payment upon presentation to the Treasurer or de- 
positary. 

It shall also provide that the Board of Revenue shall provide by appro- 
priation funds for paying warrants or orders drawn by other county officials 
in pursuance of law, which said warrants or orders are not required by law 
to be approved and authorized by the Board of Revenue. 

Said Act shall provide that the Board of Revenue shail keep a record of 
the financial status of the county, which said record shall be available to the 
public at all reasonable times for examination and information. This record 
shall be kept up to date at all times and reflect the true status of all out- 
standing obligations of the county and the estimated income for the current 
fiscal year; also the record of warrants issued during the current year 
against such estimated income. Provided that warrants or orders issued by 
officers authorized to issue them without the approval and authority of the 
Board of Revenue shall report to the Probate Judge or other officer keeping 
said record at least once each month all warrants or orders issued by such 
officers; and the said county record shall then be written up, including the 
warrants or orders so issued. 

Said Act shall provide that the Board of Revenue shall issue refunding 
warrants in an amount sufficient to cover all warrants outstanding at the 
time the Act goes into effect, except those payable out of some special 
fund, and for which there is no money available at that time to pay. Such 
refunding warrants may be sold at not less than par and the money used to 
pay the owners of old warrants, or they may be exchanged for old warrants 
upon any practicable plan such Board of Revenue may provide; but such 
refunding warrants shall not be issued for an amount greater than the out- 
standing warrants, plus any interest that may have legally accrued on such old 
warrants as bear interest themselves. 

Such refunding warrants shall be issued under the provisions of law now 
in force, except that they may be made to mature annually over a period 
not exceeding twenty years. 

In the issuance of such refunding warrants care shall be exercised to 
avoid any favoritism in the matter of maturities. 

The Board of Revenue shall by notice published in some newspaper 
published in Monroe County call in for registration for this particular re- 
funding purpose all warrants and certificates of indebtedness payable out 
of the general fund, or special funds subject to the provisions of this Act, 
other than bonds and special obligations for which funds have been provided, 
which remain unpaid at the time this Act becomes effective. Such warrants 
and certificates shall be filed with the County Treasurer, or with such other 
bonded officer as the Board of Revenue may designate in said notice; the 
notice to be published for eight consecutive weeks. “The Act shall provide 
that all such warrants or certificates shall be deposited within three months 
after the Act becomes effective. 
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Such warrants and certificates shall be held by such officer for the pur- 
pose of surrender to the proper authority, and shall be surrendered in ex- 
change for cash or for refunding warrants as contemplated by this Act, ac- 
cording to the provisions made therefor by the Board of Revenue. Such of- 
ficer shall then make prompt settlement with the owners of the warrants 
in cash, or by surrendering new refunding warrants, according to what- 
ever method is fixed by the Board of Revenue. 

This Act shall not apply to county bonds now outstanding or that may 
be hereafter issued under authority of law; and the provisions of the Act 
shall not apply to public school funds administered by the County Board ot 
Education; said Act shall also make ample provision for the Board of Reve- 
nue to provide funds for the payment of obligations that may accrue in the 
future on account of any emergency conditions which could not reasonably 
anticipated by the Board of Revenue and over which said Board of Revenue 
has no control; permission for borrowing funds for such purpose and the re- 
payment thereof over a period of years to be specially provided for by said 
Act.

To require fifteen percent of the total funds received 
by Cherokee County from the levy and collection by the State of 
gasolirie taxes, or taxes on other motor fuels, to be used for the 
purpose of paying interest on and establishing a sinking fund for 
the retirement of the $95,000.00 in bonds of said county, issued for 
the purpose of constructing public roads in said county, authorized 
by an election held on April 2, 1923, requiring the county treasurer 
of said county to set aside said funds for said purpose; authorizing 
the commissioners court of said county to purchase and retire be-

ment, duties and compensation of clerks of said Board, for the qualifications 
of jurors, for the preparation of jury rolls and the emptying, filling and re- 
filling of jury boxes; and to provide for the payment of the necessary ex- 
penses ot we said Board. 
E IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. That a Board of Jury Supervisors be and the same is here- 
by established in Jefferson County, Alabama. 

Section 2. That the said Board of Jury Supervisors shall be composed 
of three members who shall be qualified electors of the county, and shall be 
men reputed for their fairness, impartiality, integrity and good judgment. 
Members of the Board of Jury Supervisors shall not during the term for 
which they are appointed, and during their tenure in said office hold any 
other: cffice by appointment or election, or perform any other public duty 
under the federal, state, county or municipal government, which carries with 
it any compensation whatsoever. 

Section 3. That within ten days after the passage and approval of this 
Act, the Election Commission of Jefferson County, Alabama, shall appoint 
the members of this Board of Jury Supervisors, whose term of office shall 
be as follows and until their successors are appointed and qualified. The 
Chairman of said Board of Jury Supervisors shall be appointed for a term 
of six years and he shall be a resident of the City of Birmingham, in addition 
to the other qualifications herein required. One of the Associate members 
shall be appointed from one of the following precincts in Jefferson County, 
viz: Williams Precinct No. 1, Jonesboro Precinct No. 2, Parsons Precinct 
No. 3, Aarons Precinct No. 4, Short Creek Precinct No. 5, Bethlehem Pre- 
cinct No. 7, Meeks Precinct No. 24, Toadvine Precinct No. 27, Bessemer 
Precinct No. 33, Gwin Precinct No. 35, Hueys Precinct No. 40, Parkwood 
Precinct No. 41, Mulga Precinct No. 49, Virginia Mines Precinct No. 51, 
‘Fairfield Precinct No. 53 and Brighton Precinct No. 55, and Precinct No. 57. 
The member appointed from the above precincts shall hold office for a peri- 
od of two years. At the expiration of his term his successor shall be ap- 
pointed for a term of six years. The third member of the said Board of Jury 
Supervisors shall be appointed from that part of Jefferson County lying out- 
side of the city limits of Birmingham, and outside of the precincts set out 
above. His term of office shall be for four years and his successor shall be 
appointed for a term of six years. The Election Commission shall certify 
to the Clerk of the Circuit Court the names of the members of this Board 
as soon as they are appointed. 

Section 4. The Chairman of the said Board of Jury Supervisors shall 
receive a salary of two hundred fifty ($250.00) dollars per month, payable 
out of the county treasury of Jefferson County. The Associate members of 
the Board of Jury Supervisors shall receive the sum of five ($5.00) dollars 
per day for the time actually engaged in the discharge of their duties as 
such members to be paid out of the county treasury of Jefferson Coun- 
ty. The said compensation to be paid to the Associate member not to ex- 
ceed two hundred ($200.00) dollars for any calendar year. 

Section 5. Any two members of the Board of Jury Supervisors shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. Every member of the 
said Board of Jury Supervisors before entering upon the discharge of his 
duties must take the oath of office prescribed by Section 279 of the Consti- 
tution. In the event that two of the members of the said Board of Jury 
Supervisors are absent from the state, sick, or for any reason cannot dis- 
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charge the duties imposed upon them by this article, then the other mem- 
ber of the said Board of Jury Supervisors shall notify any judge of a court 
of record residing in the County to appear and take the place of the absent 
members, and in such case one judge and one member shall constitute a 
quorum. If no such judge is present or able to serve, the other members 
must immediately notify the Election Commission, who shall appoint com- 
petent persons to act as members of the Board of Jury Supervisors until the 
regular members are present and able to discharge their duties. 

Section 6. Should any member of the Board of Jury Supervisors be- 
come disqualified under the provisions of this Act, the fact of such disquali- 
fication and the ground of reason therefor shall be certified to the Election 
Commission by the judge of the circuit court of the county, and when so 
certified, his office shall become vacant, and the Election Commission shall 
appoint his successor to fill out the unexpired term. In case of any vacancy 
from any other cause in the office of a member of the Board of Jury Super- 
visors the Election Commission shall appoint a member to fill such vacancy 
who shall hold office for the unexpired term. 

Section 7. The said Board of Jury Supervisors shall appoint a Chief 
Clerk, who shall be paid a salary of one hundred fifty ($150.00) dollars per 
month out of the county treasury, as other county employes are paid. The 
said Board of Jury Supervisors shall appoint a Secretary, who shall be paid 
one hundred ($100.00) dollars per month out of the county treasury, as other 
county employes are paid. Both of the above mentioned employes shall hold 
office at the pleasure of the said Board of Jury Supervisors. 

Section 8. Every clerk of the said Board of Jury Supervisors before en- 
tering upon the discharge of his duties under this Act, must take and sub- 
scribe the oath of office prescribed by Section 279 of the Constitution and 
file the same for record in the probate office of the county. 

Section 9, Any member of the said Board of Jury Supervisors or clerk 
thereof who neglects to perfom any duty imposed upon him by this Act, 
or any person who being duly summoned to attend before the Board of Jury 
Supervisors willfully fails to do so, or attending refuses to testify, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 

Section 10. The Chairman of the Board of Jury Supervisors and the 
clerk of the said Board of Jury Supervisors shall visit every precinct in the 
county at least once each year and obtain the name of every male citizen of 
the county over twenty-one and under sixty-five years of age and their occu- 
pation, place of residence and place of business, and shall perform all such 
other duties required of him by law under the provisions of this Act. 

Section 11. The Board of Jury Supervisors shall meet in the Court 
House of Jefferson County and make in a well bound book a roll, carrying 
so far as is practicable, the name of every male citizen living in the county 
who possesses the qualifications prescribed by law for jurors, and who is not 
exempted by law from serving on juries. The roll shall be arranged al- 
phabetically and by precinct in their numerical order. The Board of 
Jury Supervisors shall have the power and authority to take the testimony 
of witnesses, to require the production of any books, papers, or docu- 
ments and generally to do and perform whatever acts necessary to estab- 
lish to their satisfaction that the said jury roll conforms to all legal require- 
ments. The said Board of Jury Supervisors shall have performed the duties 
required of it by law when they shall have prepared a jury roll otherwise 
in compliance with law consisting of the names of qualified jurors in num- 
ber equal to at least six per cent of the population of said county in accord- 
ance with the last Federal census. 

Section 12. The Board of Jury Supervisors is charged with the duty of 
seeing that the name of every person possessing the qualifications prescribed 
by law to serve as a juror and not exempted by law from jury duty, is 
placed on the jury roll and in the jury box and they may summon and cause 
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to attend before them any person within the county and examine him on 
oath touching such name, residence, occupation and qualifications of any per- 
son residing in the county. The Board of Jury Supervisors must not allow 
initials only to be used for the juror’s name, but one full Christian name or 
given name shall in every case be used and in case there are two or more 
persons of the same or similar name the name by which he is commonly 
distinguished from the other person of the same or similar name shall also 
be entered as well as his true name. The Board of Jury Supervisors shall 
require the clerk of the Board of Jury Supervisors to scan the registration 
list, the lists returned to the Tax Assessor, any city directory, telephone di- 
rectory and any and every other source of information from which he may 
obtain information, and to visit every precinct at least once a year to enable 
the Board of Jury Supervisors to properly perform the duties required of it 
by this Act. 

Section 13, The said Board of Jury Supervisors shall meet at the Court 
House during the last week of December in each year and proceed to empty 
the jury box and then to refill the box as herein provided. 

Section 14. That all notice of the requirement of the attendance of jury 
service shall be served by registered mail and it shall be the duty of the 
Sheriff of Jefferson County to enclose the summons in an envelope addressed 
to the person to be served and place all necessary postage thereon and de- 
mand a return receipt. ‘That when a return receipt signed by the addressee is 
returned to the Sheriff by the Post Office Department of the United States 
the Sheriff shall thereupon mark the process executed and it shall be con- 
sidered for all purposes as sufficient personal and legal service. In the 
event said jury summons so mailed should be returned to the Sheriff by the 
Post Office Department of the United States without delivery to the ad- 
dressee then the Sheriff shall immediately make every effort to personally 
serve said summons. This Section, however, shall not apply to Jury Sum- 
mons returnable before the Court instanter but such summons shall be per- 
sonally served by the Sheriff or his deputy. 

Section 15. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act are here- 
by expressly repealed. 

Section 16. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its passage 
and approval of the Governor.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to Article IX of the 
Constitution of Alabama, to be known and designated as Article 
Seas thereof, is hereby proposed and an election is hereby ordered 
by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama, and the day ap- 
pointed for such election is the second Tuesday next after the ex- 
piration of three months after the final adjournment of the pres- 
ent session of the Legislature at which this amendment i is proposed. 
The proposed amendment is as follows: 

“Section 197. The whole number of Sendice shall be not less 
than one-fourth of the whole number of Representatives. 

“Section 198. The House of Representatives shall consist of 
not more than seventy-one members, unless new counties shall be 
created, in which event each new county shall be entitled to one 
representative. 

“Section 199. The County of Jefferson shall have three Rep- 
resentatives, the County of Mobile shall have two Representatives, 
the County of Montgomery shall have two Representatives, and 
other county in the State shall have one Representative. 

“Section 200. The State shall be divided into senatorial dis- 
tricts. A Senator shall be elected from each district. The sena- 
torial districts shall be as follows: First district, Lauderdale and 
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Limestore; Second district, Lawrence and Morgan, Third district, 
Blount, Cullman and Winston; Fourth district, Madison; Fifty 
district, Jackson and Marshall; Sixth district, Etowah and St. 
Clair; Seventh district, Calhoun; Eighth district, Talladega; Ninth 
district, Chambers and Randolph; Tenth district, Tallapoosa and 
Elmore; Eleventh district, Tuscaloosa; Twelfth district, Fayette, 
Lamar and Walker; Thirteenth district, Jefferson; Fourteenth 
district, Pickens and Sumter; Fifteenth district, Autauga, Chilton 
and Shelby; Sixteenth district, Lowndes; Seventeenth district, 
Butler, Conecuh and Covington; Eighteenth district, Bibb and 
Perry; Nineteenth district, Choctaw, Clarke and Washington; 
Twentieth district, Marengo; Twenty-first district, Baldwin, Es- 
cambia and Monroe; Twenty-second district, Wilcox; Twenty- 
third district, Dale and Geneva; Twenty-fourth district, Barbour;

After the taking of the next decennial census of 
the United States and after each subsequent decennial census 
the Legislature may reapportion the number of Representatives 
and re-arrange or diminish the number of Senatorial Districts; 
provided, that each county shall be entitled to at least one Repre- 
sentative, and provided further that the Senatorial Districts shall 
never exceed thirty-five in number. 

The Legislature may from time to time diminish 
the number of Representatives and the number of Senators and 
increase the number of votes that the remaining Senators and 
Representatives are entitled to cast; provided, however, that the 
membership in the House of Representatives shall never be re- 
ducd below fifty and the membership of the Senate shall never 
be reduced below twenty.

Section 4. Officers to hold such election shall be the same 
and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same 
officials as now provided by the election laws of the State for the 
appointment of officers to hold elections in this State and the 
election shall be held in all things in accordance with this Act, the 
law governing elections and the constitutional provisions con- 
cerning the amendments to the Constitution. 

Section 5. ‘The votes cast at such election shall be canvassed, 
tabulated .and return thereof made to the Secretary of State,

‘The Legislature 
may hereafter, from time to time, by general or local laws, fix, 
regulate and alter the fees, commissions, allowances and salaries, 
including the method or basis of their compensation, to be charged 
or received by the Tax Assessors, Tax Collectors, Probate Judges, 
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Circuit Clerks, Sheriffs, and Registers of the Chancery Courts, and 
including the right to place any one or all of said officers on a 
salary and provide for the fees charged and collected by said of- 
ficers to be paid into the treasury from which his salary is paid, and 
provide the method and basis of their compensation or consolidate 
any of said offices in the following named counties: Calhoun, 
Elmore and Tuscaloosa. All Acts of the Regular Session of the 
Legislature of 1935, heretofore passed and applicable, or purporting 
to be applicable, to any or all of said counties, and fixing, or pur- 
porting to fix, the compensation of said named county officers, on 
a salary basis, are hereby validated and confirmed.’ Yes —.._.. 
No__.-.--. ” ‘The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross- 
mark by him or her opposite the word expressing his or her de- 
sire. 

Section 4. The officers of such election shall open a poll ior 
the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amendment. 
The election shall be held in all things in accordance with the law 
governing general elections. In the election upon the proposed 
amendment the votes cast thereat shall be canvassed, tabulated 
and the returns thereof be made to the Secretary of State and 
counted in the same manner as in elections for Representatives 
to the Legislature of Alabama, and if it shall thereupon appear that 
a majority of the qualified electors who voted upon the proposed 
amendment voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be 
valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of 
Alabama.

That the: following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed, and an election by the qualified 
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electors of the State, is hereby authorized upon such proposed 
amendment and the day appointed for such election is the second 
Tuesday next after the expiration of three months from the date 
of the final adjournment of the present session of the Legislature at 
which this amendment is proposed. ‘The amendment proposed is 
as follows: 

(a) That the Municipality of Attalla, Alabama, through its 
governing body, may levy and collect from and after the date of 
this amendment the present rate of one per cent ad valorem tax per 
annum, and said amount to be devoted to the payment of out- 
standing bonds, provide for schools, and such other purposes as 
may be designated by the governing body of said Municipality, 
but before any additional tax now authorized by law can be levied, 
it must be voted by a majority of qualified electors of the Munici- 
pality voting on such propositions at an election called by the gov- 
erning body of said Municipality for such purposes; providing 
that the total tax levied for all purposes by the said Municipality 
of Attalla shall not exceed one per centum in any one year on the 
property situated therein, based on the valuation of such property 
as assessed for State taxation. 

(b) That the adoption of this amendment shall in no wise ef- 
fect, limit, modify, abridge or impair the power, authority or right 
of such Municipality to levy and collect the special school taxes. 
now or hereafter vested in or conferred upon it under the Con- 
stitution or any amendment thereto. 

(c) Each election held under the provisions of this amendment 
shall be ordered, held, canvassed and may be contested in the 
same manner as is or may be provided by the law applicable to 
Municipal Corporations, for elections to order the issuance of 
municipal bonds. The ballots used at such election shall contain 
the following words: 

“For authorization of a continuation of taxation at a rate not 
to exceed one per cent per annum for the purpose of the payment 
of outstanding bonds, provide for schools, and such other purposes 
as may be designated by the governing body of said Municipality.” 

“Against authorization of a continuance of taxation at a rate 
not to exceed one per cent per annum for the purpose of the pay- 
ment of outstanding bonds, provide for schools, and such other 
purposes as may be designated by the governing body of said — 
Municipality.” 

The rate of taxation proposed shall be printed upon the ballot 
in the space indicated therefor and for the year or years in which 
the proposed rate is to apply, and the purpose or purposes for 
which said tax is to be used shall likewise be placed in the re- 
spective places therefor. The voter shall record his choice either 
for or against authorization of the proposed rate for the proposed 
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purpose or purposes by placing a cross mark before or after the 
words expressing his choice. Nothing herein contained shall in 
any wise change or affect the rights of any holder of bonds of said 
Municipal Corporations heretofore issued. Elections in said Mu- 
nicipality to order the levy of such tax may be held as often as 
ordered by the governing body thereof, but when a proposition is 
submitted to the said municipality hereunder and such proposition 
is defeated, no second election shall be held in such municipality 
for one year thereafter. This amendment shall be self-operative 
without any additional legislation. j 

Section 2. That notice of the election hereby ordered together 
with the amendment hereby proposed shall be given by a proclama- 
tion of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper 
once a week in each county of the State for at least four successive 
weeks next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Sction 8. The expense of the election herein provided for and 
the cost of the publication of the notices shall be paid out of the 
State Treasury in the same manner as the expenses of other elec- 
tions are paid.

To be entitled An Act declaring a state and national emergency 
to exist affecting the service trades within the state of Alabama, 
declaring the necessity for ordinances providing for fair competi-

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. A state and national emergency productive of wide 
spread unemployment and disorganization of trade which burdens 
commerce and affects the public welfare, is hereby declared to 
exist, causing an emergency which injuriously affects the morale 
and standard of living and threatens to affect the industrial peace 
and safety and health of the people of the State of Alabama. 
Among the trade particularly affected of those which services are 
rendered upon a person or persons or their clothing or apparels 
without necessarily involving the sale of merchandise. In such 
trades there is ruinous price-cutting, widespread unemployment 
and economic distress, and for the purpose of emeliorating such 
conditions, it is necessary and desirable to authorize the adoption 
of ordinances providing for fair competition applicable to such 
trades in various cities and towns of this state, as provided by this 
. Act. 

Section 2. This Act applies only to those trades where per- 
sonel services are rendered upon a person or persons or their 
clothing or apparels without the sale of merchandise as such, which 
are herein referred to as services trade. The fact that title to per- 
sonal property may pass as an incident to rendering such service 
or services, does not prevent the trade in which this happens from 
being a service trade provided however that no provision of this 
Act shall apply to any trade school.

Section 3. In all cities of this state whose population is not 
less than 35,000 nor more than 68,000 according to the last or any 
subsequent Federal Census, the owners, operations, or managers 
of not less than 60 per cent of the business establishment in any 
such service trade in any such city or town may apply to the gov- 
erning body of such city or town for the enactment of an ordinance 
providing for fair competition for such trade within such city or 
town. The councils or city commission or like governing body of 
such cities and towns shall have jurisdiction within such cities and 
towns to carry out within their respective jurisdiction the pro- 
visions of this Act. 

Section 4. The violation of any provision of any ordinance 
adopted under the provision of this Act shall constitute a mis- 
demeanor. Each and every day’s continuance of such violation 
shall constitute a separate offense, and each offense is punishable 
by a fine of not more than one hundred dollars or imprisonment 
for not more than thirty days. 

Section 5. The application for an ordinance providing for fair 
competition shall state the number of business establishments in 
such city or town engaged in the trade petitioning for such ordi- 
nance, and signature of only one person respectively signing on 
behalf of a business establishment, shall be counted in determining 
the percentage of establishments making application.

Section 6. At any meeting after receiving such application, 
the governing body of such city or town may reject or approve, 
in whole or in part, the application for such ordinance.

A BILL 


To be entitled An Act to Revise and Amend “An Act to Revise 
and Amend Chapter 224 of the Code of 1907”, approved September 
29, 19238. 

« Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

That “An Act to Revise and Amend Chapter 224 of the Code 
of 190%” be revised and amended to read as follows: 

SECTION 1. The title and ownership to all wild birds, wild 
animals and fish in the State of Alabama or within the territorial 

jurisdiction of the State are vested in the State for the purpose of 
ras atMene the use and diespasion of same in accordance with the 
laws of the State. 

SECTION 2. Any person, firm, association or corporation 
who or that which takes, catches, kills or has in possession at any 
time, living or dead, any protected wild bird not a game bird or . 
who sells or offers for sale, buys, purchases or offers to buy or 
purchase any such bird or exchange same for anything of value, 
or who shall sell or expose for sale or buy any part of the plumage, 
skin or body of any bird protected by the laws of this State, or 
who shall take or wilfully destroy the nests of any wild bird or 
who shall have such nests or eggs of such birds in his, her or its 
possession, except as otherwise provided by law, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than Ten ($10.00) Dollars nor more than Twenty-five 
($25.00) Dollars for each offense. 

SECTION 3. No person shall at any time collect any pro- 
tected wild animal or bird, or egg of any bird, in this State for 
propagation or scientific purposes except under the direction super- 
vision and regulation of the Commissioner, who, on the payment 
of One ($1.00) Dollar, may issue such propagation or scientific per- 
mits annually to properly accredited persons or institutions. Any 
person, firm, association or corporation being or having in pos- 
session at any time such animal or bird, or the eggs of such bird, 
without a permit as provided in this section shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction therefor shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than Ten ($10.00) Dollars nor more than Twenty- 
five ($25.00) Dollars for each offense. 

SECTION 4. English sparrows, Cooper’s hawks, chicken 
hawks, sharpshinned hawks, blue darters, the great horned owl, 
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crows, starlings and buzzards are not protected by the game laws 
of this State and may be killed at any time. 

SECTION 5. Any person who shall take, catch or kill or 
attempt to take, catch or kill any bird or animal protected by the 
laws of this State with or without a headlight or other artificial 
light or with or without a shogun, rifle, air-rife, pistol or revolver 
between sunset and daylight the following day shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and on conviction shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars nor more than Fifty 
($50.00) Dollars for each offense; provided that animals classed 
as fur bearers by the laws of this State or regulations based 
thereunder may be hunted, pursued, taken, captured or killed 
between sunset and daylight the following day, but in no case 
shall such fur bearing animals be hunted taken, caught, captured 
or killed by means of or with any shotgun, rifle, air-rifle, pistol 
or revolver between sunset and daylight the following day, and 
any vielation of the provisions of this section relating to fur bear- 
ing animals shall subject the person so violating to the penalty 
provided in this section. 

SECTION 6. Any person who hunts, takes, catches, kills or 
who attempts to take, catch or kill any wild bird or animal except 
during the open season when same may be taken, captured or 
killed, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall 
be punished by a fine of not less than Twenty ($20.00) Dollars nor 
more than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars for each offense. 

SECTION %. Any person, firm or corporation who or that 
which sells, offers or exposes for sale, buys, purchases, barters 
or exchanges anything of value for any game bird or game animal, 
or any part thereof, at any time, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars nor more than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars 
for each offense; provided, however, duly licensed catchers of fur 
bearing animals may sell to regularly licensed buyers or dealers 
only the furs, skins or pelts of fur bearing animals which they 
lawfully take, capture or kill; provided further that such licensed 
eatcher of fur bearing animals may sell or offer for sale for food 
the dressed carcass of edible fur bearing animals named by law 
or regulations based thereunder. 

SECTION 8. Any person who hunts, pursues, ¢aptures or 
kills a wild turkey in this State with the aid of a dog, at any time 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars 
nor more than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars for each offense. 

SECTION 9. Any person who hunts, pursues, kills or who 
attempts to pursue, capture or kill any wild turkey hen or any 
doe or female deer or who kills an unantlered male deer at any 
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time shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall 
be punished by a fine of not less than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dol- 
lars nor more than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars for each offence. 

SECTION 10. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to take, capture or kill by any means or device any of 
the fur bearing animals protected by the laws of this State, with- 
out first procuring a license therefor to be issued in the same man- 
ner as is provided for hunting and fishing licenses and after paying 
therefor the sum of Two and 50/100 ($2.50) Dollars, which license 
when issued shall be good only during the season when fur bearing 
animals may be legally taken. In addition to the license provided 
in this section, the holder thereof shall be required to procure from 
the probate judge or other person authorized to issue hunting 
licenses, stamps or tags to be furnished by the Commissioner to 
those issuing hunting, fishing and fur licenses, which stamp or 
tag shall be securely attached to each fur, skin, or pelt sold or of- 
fered for sale. Said stamp or tag shall be issued in deplicate, 
upon the payment of the following fees:—for o’possum, skunk, 
muskrat, weasel, civet cat, two (2¢) cents; for racoon and mink, 
fifteen (15¢) cents; for bear, beaver, fox, otter, One ($1.00) Dollar. 
A violation of the provisions of this section or failure of full com- 
pliance therewith shall constitute a misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction the person, firm or corporation violating same or failing to 
comply therewith shall be punished by a fine of not less than Ten 
($10.00) Dollars nor more than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars for 
each offense. 

SECTION 11. It shall be a violation of this Act, subject to 
the same penalties as are provided for other offenses in Section 
5 of this Act, for any person, firm or corporation or association to 
ship or carry from this State any skin or hide of any fur bearing 
animal on which the State tax is due without the State tax first 
being paid; provided further that any non-resident dealer or his 
or their agent operating in this State shall be required to pose a 
cash deposit or bond of One Thousand ($1000.00) Dollars, and 
that any resident dealer shall be required to pose a cash deposit or 
a bond of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars to guarantee payment 
of all taxes due by such dealer under the provisions of this Act. 

SECTION 12. Only such persons as have been residents con- 
tinuously in this State for one year preceding the opening of the 
fur catching season shall be permitted to take, catch or kill or at- 
tempt to take, catch or kill fur bearing animals in this State or 
shall be permitted to receive a licetise therefor. A violation of the 
provisions of this section shall be a misdemeanor and the per- 
son so violating shall be punished by a fine of not less than Ten 
($10.00) Dollars nor more than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars for 
each offense. 
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SECTION 13. No person using traps for the purpose of tak- 
ing or catching fur bearing animals shall be permitted to set or 
have set in any one day more than one hundred and fifty traps. 
A violation of the provisions of this section shall be a misdemeanor 
and the person so violating shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than Ten ($10.00) Dollars nor more than Twenty-five ($25.00) 
Dollars for each offense. 

SECTION 14. Judges of Probate and other persons authorized 
and designated to issue licenses, stamps or tage provided in the 
preceding section shall retain out of the license fee the sum of fifty 
(50¢) cents, which shall cover the services required for issuing 
and reporting the sale of said licenses, stamps or tags, and shall 
remit the balance to the Commissioner on the first of each month, 
‘which balance shall be deposited with the State Treasury to the 
credit of the Game and Fish Fund; provided, however, that Judges 
of Probate, License Commissioners or other persons authorized to 
issue hunting, fishing and fur licenses who are paid a salary for 
their services as a public official, shall remit to the Commissioner 
the entire amount of revenue derived each month from the sale of 
fur licenses, stamps or tags. Each person authorized to issue fur 
licenses, stamps or tags shall make a full and complete report on 
the first day of each month to the Commissioner of the number of 
licenses and the number of stamps or tags of each class issued and 
the name and post office address of the person or persons to whom 
isued, giving opposite each name the serial number of the license 
issued and the number of each kind of stamp or tag issued to each 
licensee, so issued, and the amount of money remitted therefor. 

SECTION 15. Any person, firm or corporation who sells, 
ships by mail, express or otherwise transports within or without 
this State raw fyrs, skins or pelts of fur bearing animals for which 
the taking, capturing, killing or the catching of which has been 
done without first procuring a fur license and on which fur, skin 
or pelt a stamp or tag as herein provided is not securely attached 
or in consequence of which a fur license has not been issued, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars nor more 
than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars for each offense. 

SECTION 16.. Any person, firm, corporation, association or 
common carrier, or any agent of such person, firm, corporation, 
association or common carrier, who receives or accepts any raw 
fur, skin or pelt for storage, purchase, shipment or transportation 
on which or in consequence of which a license to take, capture or 
kill has not been issued or on which a stamp or tag has not been 
securely attached, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction therefor shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
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Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars nor more than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars 
for each offense. 

SECTION 17%. Any person, other than a furcatcher shipping 
his own catch, who ships or carries skins and hides of fur-bearing 
animals out of this State shall be considered a dealer. Provided 
that any non-resident who accompanies, consults, advises, finances, 
or associates any resident dealer, or trapper or furcatcher in the 
examination, grading or purchase of furs offered for sale within 
or without the State, shall be presumed to be a dealer and shall be 
required to obtain a nonresident’s license. Provided further that 
any resident of this State who accompanies, consults, advises, fi- 
nances or associates any non-resident, or whose operations under 
this act are financed in whole or in part by such non-resident, in 
the examination, grading or purchase of furs offered for sale within 
or without this State, shall be presumed to be a dealer and shall 
be required to obtain a resident dealer’s license. 

SECTION 18 .Any person, firm, association or corporation 
who or that which engages in the business of buying, trading, sell- 
ing or otherwise deals in raw furs, skins or pelts of fur bearing 
animals (for which a business license is not otherwise provided 
herein) shall be required, before engaging in or transacting any 
such business, to first procure a license, in the same manner and 
place as provided for procuring hunting, fishing and fur licenses, 
and upon the following schedule:—A minimum license fee of 
Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars when the gross sales during the next 
preceding year amounted to $15,000.00 or less; a license fee of Fifty 
($50.00) Dollars when such gross sales amounted to more than 
$15,000.00 and less than $30,000.00; a license fee of One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars when such gross sales amounted to $30,000.00 
or more. Any non-resident dealer, trader or buyer of furs, skins 
or pelts or fur bearing animals who or which maintains a place 
of business in this State or who in person or through his or its 
agent buys, trades or deals in furs, skins or pelts of fur bearing 
animals in this State shall first procure a license and pay a fee 
of Three Hundred ($3.00) Dollars therefor. A non-resident as 
herein mentioned is defined as any person, firm, association or cor- 
poration who or that which has not been continuously domiciled in 
this State for one year prior to October the first of the year for 
which such license is required. Any person, firm, association or 
corporation who or that which violates any of the provisions of this 
Act for which a penalty is not otherwise provided shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction therefor shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than Fifty ($50.00) Dolars nor more than 
Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars for each offense, and in addi- 
tion thereto shall have his license cancelled by the Commissioner, 
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and he or it shall not be permitted to renew the license so can- 
celled nor shall a new license be issued ta such person, firm, as- 
sociation or corporation for a period of two years thereafter; 
provided that amounts required to be paid to the State by Schedule 
%3 of the General Revenue Act approved July 10, 1935, shall be de- 
ducted from the amounts required to be paid to the Department of 
Conservation of Game, Fish and Seafoods by firms, associations 
or corporations as set out in this Section. 

SECTION 19. The Commissioner, his wardens, or any other 
persons appointed and designated by him for such purpose, shall 
have power and authority at any and all reasonable hours to in- 
spect or examine the books and records of any person, firm, associa- 
tion or corporation, in order to determine the amount of license 
fees due under the provisions of the preceding section, and to 
further require such persons or any member or agents or em- 
ployees of such firm, association or corporation, to answer under 
oath any questions that may be propounded, to determine the 
facts desired. The Commissioner and his said wardens and agents 
shall further have authority to administer an oath to any such 
person. 

SECTION 20. Any person, firm, association or corporation 
who or that which takes, ships, or transports, without or within 
this State, any of the birds or game protected by the laws of this 
State, unless the same be in the personal possession of, or be 
carried openly by the owner thereof, or person killing the same, 
who has in his or her possession a non-resident’s license, if the 
game is to be carried without this State, or a resident’s license if 
the game is to be transported wholly within this State, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and, on conviction shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than T'wenty-five ($25.00) Dollars nor more than 
Fifty ($50.00) Dollars; provided, however, that under proper regu- 
lations by the Board issued by the Commissioner, any person may 
transport as baggage, or by express, not more than two days’ bag 
limit of any game birds or animals taken legally; and provided 
further that such baggage or express be marked or tagged with 
the shipping tag procured from the Department of Conservation 
of Game, Fish and Seafoods, and a fee of twenty-five cents paid 
therefor. Failure or refusal on the part of any person to comply 
with the provisions of this section shall be deemed a misde- 
meanor and upon their conviction shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars nor more than Fifty 
($50.00) Dollars for each offense. 

SECTION 21. Any person, company, corporation or common 
carrier, who or which shall ship or transport any game birds or 
game animals or parts thereof without first ascertaining that the 
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person, firm or corporation offering same for shipment or trans- 
portation has in his or her or its possession a license authorizing his, 
her or its possession of same, and covering the period when such 
shipment is offered and the license tax required in this Act shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars 
nor more than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars.

All game, birds, animals or fish, taken or killed 
in this State must at all times be carried or transported openly, 
and failure to do shall constitute a misdemeanor punishable by a 
fine of not less than Ten ($10.00) Dollars nor more than Twenty- 
five ($25.00) Dollars. All game, birds, animals and fish, carried 
or transported in an illegal manner or taken or killed illegally shall 
be confiscated and disposed or under regulations by the Commis- 
sioner. 

SECTION 25. Any official of any court, officer or warden, 
who shall fail to perform any act, duty or obligation enjoined upon 
him by the provisions of this Act, or who fails or refuses to make 
proper remittance of all fines, forfeitures or other moneys due to 
be remitted to the Department under the game and fish laws of this 
State which may be now or hereafter enacted, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and, on conviction, shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars nor more than One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars. 

SECTION 26. Any person who wilfully opposes or resists the 
warden or other agent of the Commission in the discharge of his 
or their duty under the provisions of the game and fish laws of 
this State which are now or may he hereafter enacted, must on 
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conviction be fined not less than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars nor more 
than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, and may also be imprisoned 
in the county jail, or sentenced to hard labor for the county for 
not more than three months. 

SECTION 27. Any person who violates any of the provisions 
of this Act, the penalty for which is not otherwise expressly pro- 
vided, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall 
be fined not less than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars and not more 
than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars for each such offense. 

SECTION 28. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act are hereby expressly repealed. 

SECTION 29. If any provisions of this Act, or the application 
thereof to any person or circumstances, shall be held by the Su- 
preme Court of this State to be unconstitutional, such holding 
shall not affect any other provision or the application of same to 
any other person or circumstances, it being the intent and purpose 
hereof that each provision and section of this Act shall stand or 
fall on its own merits, and that the judicial annulment of any such 
provision or section shall not in any wise affect any other pro- 
vision or section not so annulled.

The voter shall record his choice, whether for or against 
the excess rate shown by placing a cross mark before the words 
expressing his choice. Nothing herein contained shall in any wise 
change or affect the rights of any holder of bonds of said munici- 
pal corporation heretofore issued. Elections to authorize the levy 
of such special tax may be held as often as ordered by the govern- 
ing body of the municipality, but when a proposition is submitted 
to the electors of said municipality to levy a special tax for a speci- 
fic purpose, and such proposition is defeated, no second election

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the governor to give notice 
by proclamation, to be published in one newspaper in each County 
in the State at least eight consecutive weeks next preceding the 
said election on the amendment proposed by this act to be sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of the State for their consideration 
together with the proposed amendment. 

Section 3. That at the said election on the amendment pro- 
posed by this act to be submitted to the qualified electors of the 
State for their consideration, to be held as herein provided for, the 
qualified electors shall vote upon said amendment, and on the of- 
ficial ballots printed for such election there shall be printed the 
following, viz: Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to

_ therein, based on the valuation of such property as assessed for 
state taxation for the tax year ending on the 30th day of Septem- 
ber next succeeding the levy ; provided that for the purpose of pay- 
ing bonds issued and outstanding at the time of the adoption of 
this amendment and the interest thereon, and for the purpose of 
paying bonds which may be issued after the adoption of this 
amendment and the interest thereon, an additional tax of-one half 
of one per centum may be levied and collected by said municipality, 
provided, further, that a majority of the qualified electors of said 
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municipal corporation voting at an election called for the purpose 
may vote a special tax not to exceed one half of one per centum 
in any one year for any special purpose or purposes, which tax shall 
be used only for the purpose or purposes for which the same was 
levied and collected; provided, however, that the total tax to be 
levied by any municipal corporation shall not exceed one and one 
half (1%) per centum in any one year.

taxation proposed in excess of the rate of one per centum to be 
shown in the blank space provided therefor and the year or years 
in which the proposed rate is to apply to be shown in the blank 
space provided therefor and in the event different excess rates are 
proposed for different years the words mentioned shall be repeated 
as often as may be necessary to show separately the different ex- 
cess rates proposed to be applied to the respective years. And the 
voter shall record his choice, whether for or against the excess 
rate or rates shown, by placing a cross mark before the words ex- 
pressing his choice. Nothing herein contained shall in any wise 
change or affect the rights of any holder of bonds of said munici- 
pal corporation heretofore issued. Elections to authorize the levy 
of such special tax may be held as often as ordered by the govern- 
ing body of the municipality, but when a proposition is submitted 
to the electors to levy a special tax for a specific purpose, and such 
proposition is defeated no second election for the same purpose 
shall be held in one year thereafter.

of such power of eminent domain and for the taking of property 
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for all such purposes and for the procedure thereof; providing for 
the payment and recovery of awards made for property taken, in- 
jured or destroyed; and for other purposes. 

The above and foregoing bills were severally read a second 
time and placed on the Calendar. 


SECOND READING OF PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENTS

tion and Constitutional Amendments, reported that said Commit- 
tee in session had acted on the following bill and ordered same re- 
turned to the House with a favorable report: 

By Mr. Douglass: 

H. 961. A Bill to be entitled An Act to provide for and submit 
to the qualified electors of the State of Alabama at an election to 
be held on the. day of. , 1935, an amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama, as follows: “The courts of Alabama, 
having original jurisdiction in criminal cases, may suspend the exe- 
cution or imposition of sentences upon persons convicted of crime, 
other than capital offenses, and place such persons on probation, 
and may thereafter impose sentence or order sentence executed, or 
remit such punishment as may seem to the court right and just 
and to the best interest of society;” to provide for notice of said 
election; to provide the form of ballot; for the canvassing of re- 
turns and to prescribe the method whereby the result of said 
election shall be known and to further provide for the expense of . 
said election. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
electors of this state for their consideration at an election to be held 
on the day of. _., 1985, to-wit: “The courts of Ala- 
bama, having original jurisdiction in criminal cases, may suspend 
the execution or imposition of sentences upon persons convicted 
of crime other than capital offenses and place such persons on pro- 
bation, and may thereafter impose sentence or to order sentence ex- 
ecuted, or remit such punishment as may seem to the court right 
and just and to th best interest of society.” 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor of the 
State of Alabama, to give notice, by proclamation, of the fact that 
such election will be held on the day hereby appointed for action 
by the electorate upon the amendment hereby proposed by this 
act to be submitted to the qualified electors of the State for their 
consideration; and such proclamation shall also set out the pro- 
posed amendment. The said proclamation shall be published 
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in one newspaper in each county in the State for at least eight suc- 
cessive weeks next preceding the day hereby appointed for the 
said election. 

Section 3. That at said election on the amendment proposed by 
this act to be submitted to the qualified electors of the State of Ala- 
bama, for their consideration, the qualified electors shall vote upon 
said amendment, and on the official ballots printed for such elec- 
tion, there shall be printed the following: “Shall the following be 
adopted as an amendment to the constitution of the State of Ala- 
bama:” “The courts of Alabama, having original jurisdiction in 
criminal cases, may suspend the execution or imposition of sen- 
tences upon persons convicted of crime other than capital offenses, 
and place such persons on probation, and may thereafter impose 
sentence or order sentence executed, or remit such punishment 
as may seem to the court right and just and to the best interest 
of society.” Following the proposed amendment on the ballot 
shall be printed the word “yes” and immediately under that shall 
be printed the word “no”. The choice of the elector shall be indi- 
cated by a cross-mark made by him, or under his direction opposite 
the word expressing his desire. 

Section 4. That the officers who hold such election shall be 
the same and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the 
same officials as provided by the general election laws of the State 
of Alabama for the appointment of officers and the holding of gen- 
eral elections in this state, and the election shall be held under and 
in all things governed by and had in accordance with the constitu- 
tional provisions touching amendments to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama, and the general election laws of the State of Alabama. 

Section 5. That the votes cast at said election shall be counted, 
canvassed and tabulated and return made to the Secretary of State 
in the same manner as in elections of representatives to the legis- 
lature; and if it thereupon appear that a majority of the qualified 
electors who voted at such election upon the proposed amendment, 
voted in favor of same, such amendment shall become a part of the 
Constitution of Alabama, and shall be in all its intents and purposes 
valid as such part of the Constitution. 

Section 6. The result of such election shall be made known by 
proclamation of the Governor. 

Section 7. The expenses of the election herein provided for 
and the costs of the publication of the notices, shall be paid out of 
the State Treasury in the same manner that the expenses of general 
elections are paid. 

The above and foregoing bill, H. 961, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution was read the second time at length and placed 
on the Calendar. 
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Mr. Walker, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Rules, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable re- 
port: 

By Mr. Miller: 

H. 939. A Bill to be entitled An Act to propose an amendment 
to the Constitution of the State of Alabama of 1901 reserving to 
the people the right to reject or approve any legislative enactment, 
municipal ordinance, and/or rule, regulations or ordinance of the 
Court of County Commissioners, or other like governing body of 
the county, by petition filed within ninety days of the enactment 
of such statute, ordinance, rule, regulation or ordinance, to be 
designated as Article XXV; and to order an election by the quali- 
fied electors of the State of Alabama upon such proposed amend- 
ment, the election to be held at the general election for State and 
County officers in November 1936. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama is hereby proposed, to be known as Article 
XXV, and an election is hereby ordered by the Qualified electors 
of the State of Alabama upon the proposed amendment and the day 
hereby appointed for such election is the next general election to 
be held for State and County officers in November 1936. The 
proposed amendment is as follows: 

ARTICLE XXV.—The Legislature is authorized and directed 
to enact such statutes as will enable the people of the State or any 
county or municipality thereof, to have referred to them for ap- 
proval or rejection any legislative enactment, municipal ordinance, 
rule, regulation or ordinance of the Court of County Commission- 
ers, or other like governing body of any county, upon petition of a 
majority of the qualified electors of the State or any county or 
municipality thereof to be filed with the officer designated in said 
legislative enactment, if said petition is filed within ninety days 
of the date of the passage and approval of such legislative enact- 
ments, municipal ordinances, or rules, regulations or ordinances of 
the Court of County Commissioners or other like governing body 
of any county. 

Section 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by proclamation 
of the Governor and shall be published in one newspaper once a 
week for at least four successive weeks next preceding the day 
hereby appointed for said election in each county in the State. 

Section 8. At the election hereby ordered to be held, as here- 
in provided, the qualified electors shall vote on said proposed 
amendment; and on the official ballot printed for such election 
there shall be printed the following, namely: 
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Shall the following be adopted as Article XXV of the Consti- 
tution of Alabama? 

ARTICLE XXV.—The Legislature is authorized and directed 
to enact such statutes as will enable the people of the State or any 
county or municipality thereof, to have referred to them for ap- 
proval or rejection any legislative enactment, municipal ordinance, 
rule, regulation or ordinance of the Court of County Commission- 
ers, or other like governing body of any county, upon petition of a 
majority of the qualified electors of the State or any county or 
municipality thereof to be filed with the officer designated in said 
legislative enactment, if said petition is filed within ninety days of 
the date of the passage and approval of such legislative enactments, 
municipal ordinances, or rules, regulations or ordinances of the 
Court of County Commissioners, or other like governing body of 
any county. Yes... NO:s2 5.2 23, 

The choice of the electors shall be indicated by a cross mark 
made by him, or under his direction, to the right of the word ex- 
pressing his desire. 

Section 4. The officers to hold such election shall be the same 
as the officers to hold the general election in November 1936, and 
shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same officials as 
now provided by the election laws of the State of Alabama for the 
appointment of officers to hold the election, and the election shall 
be held in all things in accordance with the provisions of this Act, 
the law governing general elections and the constitutional provi- 
sion concerning amendments to the Constitution. 

Section 5. The votes cast at such election shall be, by the elec- 
tion officials, canvassed, tabulated and the returns made to the Sec- 
retary of State and shall be counted in the same manner as in elec- 
tions for representatives to the legislature, and if it shall appear 
that a majority of the qualified electors who voted at such election 
on this constitutional amendment voted in favor of the same such 
amendment shall be valid to all intents and purposes as a part of 
the Constitution of the State of Alabama. The result of said elec- 
tion shall be made known by proclamation of the Governor. 

The above and foregoing bill, H. 939, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution, was read a second time at length and placed on 
the Calendar. 


BILL REPORTED ADVERSELY 


Mr. Glover, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Local 
Legislation No. One, reported that said committee, in session, had 
acted on the following bill and ordered same returned to the House 
with an adverse report: 
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By Mr. Owen (Etowah): 

H. 774. To prohibit all cities and towns within the State of 
Alabama which now have or which may have a population of as 
much as twenty-four thousand and less than forty thousand peo- 
ple according to the last Federal census or any such census which 
may hereafter be taken.

institutions and in the liquidation of same; to make loans to same 
and to its receiver and liquidators and the State Superintendent of 
Banks therefor; to provide for the subrogation of said Corporation 
to the rights against said closed institutions of all insured deposi- 
tors, whose deposits have been paid, or for the payment of which 
funds have been made available; to recognize the right of said Cor- 
poration to make examinations of and to require reports from such 
institution, and the State Superintendent of Banks to accept same 
in lieu of any examination or report authorized to be made to said 
official; to provide for disclosure by said State Superintendent of 
Banks to said Corporation and to the Federal Reserve Board and 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation, or either or any of them, 
of the condition and affairs of such insured institution and access 
to information regarding same; to provide for the vesting of title 
in said Corporation of assets of such closed institutions. To ex- 
empt banking institutions from furnishing security for any de- 
posits to the extent such deposits are insured under Section 12B 
of the Federal Reserve Act, as amended”. 

.House Bill 827, “For the further promotion of the vocational 
rehabilitation, physical restoration, and care and treatment of crip- 
pled individuals, and for the promotion of the vocational rehabili- 
tation of persons physically disabled in industry or otherwise and 
for their return to civil employment, and to make an appropriation 
therefor”. 

House Bill 828, “For the promotion of the state program of 
vocational education in agriculture, home economics, and trades 
and industries, and the training of teachers of vocational subjects 
under rules and regulations proposed by the State Board of Educa-

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 


To the House of Representatives, 
Gentlemen: 

I am returning herewith to you, the body in which it originated, House

Substitute for House Bill No. 515: 


A BILL 


To be entitled An Act to provide that any and all salaries, fees, 
commissions, compensation, funds or money heretofore received, 
or hereafter received, now, or hereafter in the hands or possession 
of any Executive, Legislative or Judicial Officer or any public of- 
ficer, or of any officer holding any civil office of profit under this 
State or any County or Municapility thereof, whether elected or 
appointed, or his succesor in office, or their successors in office, or 
his respective representative or agent, personal representative or 
successor in interest, affected by or within the operation of the 
Amendment to the Constitution of Alabama, and known as Article 
24 of the Constitution of Alabama, and duly ratified the 18th day 
of July, 1933, and proclaimed ratified on August 2, 1933, by the 
Governor, after deducting the reasonable expenses of conducting 
the office of such officer or person be paid to the county and to

Section 3. That any officer who neglects or fails to pay over 
to his County or to the State of Alabama any sums due to his 
County or to the State of Alabama within the time provided in this 
Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and any officer who neglects 
or fails to make a full and detailed accounting of such reasonable 
expense of conducting his said office within the time provided in 
this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and in either of such 
events such officer shall be punished accordingly. 

Section 4. Any officer or deputy or clerk who fails to promptly 
make the payments herein provided for, and any officer, deputy, or 
clerk who fails to promptly make the reports herein provided for, 
shall be liable to his County or to the State of Alabama for the 
money due or to become due his County or State of Alabama, 
together with a penalty of one per cent per month on the amount 
of money on hand which should be included in the remittance; 
this penalty to attach for failure to make the remittance or for 
failure to make the report required by this Act, and it shall be the 
duty of the officers, deputies and clerks receiving or handling such 
funds, and also their successors in office, representatives, agents,

The Senate has passed the following House bills and returns 
same herewith to the House: 

H. 73%. To create and establish in each County of the State 
of Alabama which has a population of 200,000 or more people, ac- 
cording to the last Federal Census, or which may hereafter have 
a population of 200,000 or more people, according to any subse- 
quent Federal Census, a County wide Civil Service System, af-

Amend House Bill No. 545 by adding at the end of Section 11 
thereof the words and figures as follows: “Provided the com- 
pensation or salary of the Chief of said State Highway Patrol shall 
not exceed the sum of $2000.00 per year, and that the compensa- 
tion or salary of each member of said State Highway Patrol shall 
not exceed the sum of $100.00 per month.

For the enforcement of the provisions of this Act, 
to promote the public safety and generally to perform the duties 
imposed upon him concerning the enforcement of all of the laws, 
the Governor is hereby authorized to establish a State Highway 
Patrol to consist of a “Chief of State Highway Patrol” and as many 
agents shall be appointed as in the opinion of the Governor it is 
necessary to properly enforce the provisions of this Act, said 
Agents when selected shall be placed on duty in any county in this 
State regardless of their residence, clerical assistants, stenograph- 
ers, etc. as may by him be deemed necessary. Such officers and 
agents, when so authorized in writing by the Governor, shall have 
the power of Peace Officers in this State and may exercise said 
powers anywhere within the State. All persons so appointed shall 
hold office at the pleasure of the Governor and may be removed 
or discharged by him, with or without cause, at any time. The 
Compensation of such officers, agents and employees shall be fixed 
by the Governor and shall be paid by warrants drawn by the 
comptroller on the Highway Patrol Funds of the State Treasury. 
And the Chief of the State Highway Patrol, with the approval of 
the Governor, is hereby authorized to purchase the necessary equip- 
ment to make effective the provisions of this Act.

Allowance for officers 
attending and prosecuting condemnation proceedings; how taxed 
and paid.—There shall be allowed the officer making the seizure 
under a search warrant the sum of three dollars, and also the sum 
of two dollars additional for every day that such officer shall nec- 
essarily be employed in attending court for the purpose of causing 
liquors seized to be condemned, and the sum of ten cents per mile 
for each mile he shall travel in executing the writ, together with 
such reasonable sum as the court may deem just for necessary 
expenses incurred in transporting and providing storage for liquors 
and vessels seized; provided, however, that where a warrant is is- 
sued to any peace officer acting under the laws of the State of 
Alabama to search a designated place for prohibited liquors and 
beverages, and such officer executes such warrant and seizes such 
liquors or beverages, but fails to arrest any person or persons for 
having such prohibited liquors or beverages in his or their posses- 
sion, then no fees, mileage or allowances shall be paid to any one 
for any service under this article; provided, further, that where a 
watrant is issued to any peace officer acting under the lavrs of the 
State of Alabama to search a designated place for prohibited liq- 
uors or beverages, and such officer executes said warrant, seizes 
such prohibited liquors or beverages, arrests one or more persons 
alleged to have had the possession of such liquors or beverages at

That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed, and an election by the qualified 
electors of the State, is hereby authorized upon such proposed 
amendment and the day appointed for such election is the second 
Tuesday next after the expiration of three months from the date of 
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the final adjournment of the present session of the Legislature at 
which this amendment is proposed. The amendment proposed is 
as follows: 

(a) That the Municipality of Attalla, Alabama, through its 
governing body, may levy and collect from and after the date of this 
amendment the present rate of one per cent ad valorem tax per an- 
num, and said amount to be devoted to the payment of outstanding 
bonds, provide for schools, and such other purposes as may be 
designated by the governing body of said Municipality, but before 
any additional tax now authorized by law can be levied, it must 
be voted by a majority of qualified electors of the Municipality vot- 
ing on such propositions at an election called by the governing body 
of said Municipality for such purposes; providing that the total tax 
levied for all purposes by the said Municipality of Attalla shall not 
exceed one per centum in any one year on the property situated 
therein, based on the valuation of such property as assessed for 
State taxation. 

(b) That the adoption of this amendment shall in no wise ef- 
fect, limit, modify, abridge or impair the power, authority or right 
of such Municipality to levy and collect the special school taxes 
now hereafter vested in or conferred upon it under the Constitu- 
tion or any amendment thereto.

“Against authorization of a continuance of taxation at a rate not 
to exceed one per cent annum for the purpose of the payment of 
outstanding bonds, provide for schools, and such other purposes 
as may be designated by the governing body of said Municipality.” 

The rate of taxation proposed shall be printed upon the ballot 
in the space indicated therefor and for the year or years in which 
the proposed rate is to apply, and the purpose or purposes for which 
said tax is to be used shall likewise be placed in the respective 
places therefor. The voter shall record his choice either for or 
against authorization of the proposed rate for the proposed purpose 
or purposes by placing a cross mark before or after the words ex- 
pressing his choice.

“(1) The School District in Jefferson County known as Shades 
Cahaba District No. 1. the School District in Jefferson County 
known as Jefferson District No. 2, and the School District in Jef- 
ferson County composed of the City of Tarrant City, shall each 
have the right and power to levy and collect for Public School 
purposes a Special District Tax not exceeding Thirty Cents an- 
nually on each One Hundred Dollars’ worth of taxable property

claims that any court may theretofore or thereafter deter- 
mine to be valid claims aginst said County as of said date;

cess of such revenues shall be void. The governing body of Mo- 
bile County may, during any such fiscal year, borrow additional 
money to the extent of twenty-five per cent (25%) of the general 
revenues of such County for the preceding fiscal year, and pledge 
to secure the payment thereof the general revenues of the County 
for such current fiscal year only, such loans to be paid within that 
fiscal year or from the pledged general revenues of the County 
subsequently collected for that year, and any loan so made and 
not paid out of the general revenues of the County pledges to se- 
cure the same shall be void as to any amount remaining unpaid.

SECTION 1. That the following amendment to section 49, 
Article 4 of the Constitution of Alabama, of 1901 is hereby pro- 
posed to be submitted to the qualified electors of the State of Ala- 
bama for their consideration and adoption as hereinafter set forth. 

SECTION 2. That Section 49 of Article 4 of the Constitution 
of 1901 be amended so as to read as follows: 

SECTION 49. The pay of the members of the Legislature 
shall be one hundred dollars per month, payable in equal monthly . 
installments of $100.00 each on the first day of each month—and 
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ten cents per mile in going to and returning from the seat of Gov- 
ernment, mileage to be computed by the nearest usual route trav- 
eled, and no additional expense, compensation or allowance shall 
be provided by law. 

SECTION 3. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 
notice by proclamation to be published in one News-paper in each 
County of the State for four consecutive weeks next preceeding 
the date of the election fix herein for the amendment proposed by 
this Act to be submitted to the people for their consideration and 
adoption. 

Section 4. That an election shall be held on the —.. day of 
ee tle SSE _, 1935, under the Constitution of Alabama and with 
the same conditions and penalties as general elections for the vote 
of qualified electors in the several precincts in the several Counties 
of the State on the proposed amendment, and on the official ballot 
shall be printed for such election the following: 

Shall Section 49 of Article 4 of the Constitution of Alabama be 
amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 49. The pay of members of the Legislature shall be 
one hundred dollars per month, payable in equal monthly install- 
ments on the first day of each month and ten cents per miles in 
going to and returning from the seat of Government, Mileage to 
be computed by the shortes usual route traveled, and no additional 
expense ,compensation or allowance shall be provided by law.

The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross mark made 
by him or her under his or her direction, opposite the word ex- 
pressing his or her choice. 

SECTION. 5. The officers to hold such election shall be the 
same and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same 
officials as provided by Law for the general elections of the State, 
and the election shall be held in all things in accordance with this 
Act, and the Laws governing elections and Constitutional provi- 
sions concerning amendments to the Constitution. The votes cast 
at such election shall be canvassed, tabulated and returns thereof 
made to the Secretary of State and counted in the same manner as 
an election for Representatives to the Legislature; And if it shall 
appear that a majority qualified electors who voted at such election 
upon the proposed amendment voted in favor of the same such 
amendment shall be valid to all intents and purposes as a part of 
the Constitution of the State of Alabama. The results of such 
election shall be made known by proclamation of the Governor. 

Section 6. The cost of the proclamation calling such election, 
the cost of printing the ballots and election supplies, and the cost

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS 


Mr. Speaker: 

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills reports that it has. 
examined the following House Bills, and finds same correctly 
enrolled, to-wit: . ; 

To permit the use of voting machines for recording 
and computing the vote at all elections, including primaries in any

of wards of cities and towns into election districts and the consoli- 
dation of election districts; providing for the payment of expenses 
incident to the purchase and use of voting machines by the coun- 
ties, cities and towns in which they are used; and providing penal- 
ties for violation of the provisions of this act.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 


Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has passed the following House bills and returns 
same herewith to the House: 
' H. 812. To relieve or exempt the Central Alabama Hospital, 
Inc., a corporation, of or from the payment of all Ad Valorem taxes 
assessed against it or its property in Chilton County, Alabama, for 
the State of Alabama and for Chilton County for the tax year 1982, 
and/or which was due on said property at said time, and to annul, 
set aside and avoid the sale of said property for such taxes, which 
sale was made by W. G. Culp, as Tax Collector of Chilton County, 
Alabama, on the 19th day of November, 1934, and sold to the State 
of Alabama for $288.96, said sale being made under a decree of the 
Probate Court of Chilton County, Alabama, dated October 15th, 
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1934, and to declare such property exempt from such taxes, it ap- 
pearing that the property so sold was exempt from taxation during 
said tax year, but that such exemption was not claimed or allowed.

To be entitled an-act to amend Section 7547, 7551, 7552, 7554, 
7556, 7557, 7558, 7560, 7563, 7567, and 7596 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1923, and to repeal Section 7562 of said Code. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Section 7547 of the Code of Alabama be 
amended to read as follows: “Y547. Presumption as to acceptance 
of provisions of Article 2.—All contracts of employment made on 
or after the first day of January, 1936, shall be presumed to have 
been made with reference to and subject to the provisions of Article 
2 of this chapter unless otherwise expressly stated in the contract 
in writing, or unless written or printed notice has been given by’ 
either party to the other, prior to the accident, as hereinafter pro- 
vided, that he does not accept the provisions of said Article 2. 

“All contracts of employment made priod to, and existing on, 
the first day of January, 1936, shall be presumed to continue from 
and after the first day of January, 1936, subject to and under the 
provisions of Article 2 of this chapter, unless on or prior to the 
first day of January, 1936, the parties have expressly agreed in 
writing to the contrary, or unless written or printed notice has 
been given by either party to the other, prior to the accident, as 
hereinafter provided, that he does not accept the provisions of said 
Article 2. 

“Every employer and every employe shall be presumed to have 
accepted and come under Article 2 of this chapter and the pro- 
visions thereof relating to the payment and acceptance of com- 
pensation, unless, prior to the accident resulting in personal injury 
or death, he shall have given notice, as hereinafter provided, of his 
election not to accept or be bound by the provisions of said Article 
2 of this chapter. 

“Employer’s Notice——The employer shall post and keep posted 
in a conspicuous place in his factory, shop or place of business, 
where the employe is employed, a written or printed notice of his 
election not to accept or be bound by the provisions of Article 2 
of this chapter, or he shall personally serve a copy of such notice 
on the employe; and he shall file a duplicate or copy of such 
notice with the Probate Judge of the county in which the em- 
ploye is performing service under such employment. 

Employe’s Notice——The employe shall give written or printed 
notice to the employer of his election not to accept or be bound 
by the provisions of said Article 2 of this, chapter and he shall 
file a duplicate or copy thereof, with an affidavit of service on the 
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employer attached thereto, with the Probate Judge of a county 
in which he does business. 

“The said notices shall be recorded by the Probate Judge, 
for which he shall receive the usual fee for recording conveyances 
and a certified copy of any such recorded notice shall be presump- 
tiev evidence in any court in this State that such employer or such 
employe, as the case may be, has elected not to accept or come 
under Article 2 of this chapter.” 

“Section 2. That Section 7551 of the Code of Alabama be 
amended to read as follows: “7551. Schedule of Compensation.— 
Following is the schedule of compensation: 

“(a) For injury producing temporary total disability, fifty- 
five per cent. of the average weekly earnings received at the time 
of injury, subject to a maximum compensation of eighteen dollars 
per week, and a minimum of five dollars per week; but if at the 

-time of injury the employe received average weekly earnings of 
less than five dollars per week, then he shall receive the full 
amount of such average weekly earnings per week. This com- 
pensation shall be paid during the time of such disability, not, 
however, beyond three hundred weeks. Payments are to be made 
at intervals when the earnings were payable, as nearly as may be. 

“(c) In all cases of temporary partial disability the compen- 
sation shall be fifty-five per cent. of the difference between the 
average weekly earnings of the workman at the time of the injury 
and the average weekly earnings he is able to earn in his partially 
disabled condition. This compensation shall be paid during the 
period of such disability, not, however, beyond three hundred weeks, 
payments to be made at the intervals when the earnings were pay- 
able, or as nearly as may be, and subject to the same maximum 
as Stated in sub-section (a). If the injured employe who is re- 
ceiving such compensation for temporary partial disability should 
leave the employment of the employer by whom he was employed 
at the time of the accident for which such compensation is being 
paid, he shall, upon securing employment elsewhere, give to such 
former employer an affidavit in writing containing the name of his 
new employer, the place of employment, and the amount of wages 
being received at such new employment, and until he gives such 
affidavit, the compensation for temporary partial disability shall 
cease. The employer by whom such employe was. employed at 
the time of the accident for which such compensation is being 
paid may also at any time demand of such employe additional 
affidavit in writing, containing the name of his employer, the place 
of his employment, and the amount of wages he is receiving, and 
if the employe, upon such demand, fails or refuses to make and 
furnish such affidavit, his right to compensation for temporary 
partial disability shall cease until such affidavit is made and furn- 
ished. 
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“(c) For permanent partial disability the compensation shall 
be based upon the extent of such disability. In cases included 
in the following schedule the compensation shall be fifty-five per 
cent. of the average weekly earnings, during the number of weeks 
set out in the schedule, to-wit: For the loss of a thumb, sixty 
weeks. For the loss of a first finger, commonly called index finger, 
forty-five weeks. For the loss of a second finger, thirty weeks. 
For the loss of a third finger, twenty weeks. For the loss of a 
fourth finger, commonly called little finger, fifteen weeks. The 
loss of the first phalange of the thumb, or of any finger, shall be 
considered as equal to the loss of one-half of such thumb, or 
finger, and compensation shall be paid at the prescribed rate 
during one-half of the time specified above for such thumb or 
finger. The loss of two or more phalanges shall be considered 
as the loss of the entire finger or thumb; but in no case shall 
the amount received for more than one finger exceed the amount 
provided in this schedule for the loss of a hand. For the loss of a 
great toe, thirty weeks. For the loss of any of the toes other than 
the great toe, ten weeks. The loss of the first phalange of any 
toe shall be considered to be equal to the loss of one-half of such 
toe, and compensation shall be paid at the prescribed rate during 
one-half the time prescribed above for such toe. The loss of two or 
more phalanges shall be considered as the loss of entire toe. For 
the loss of a hand. one hundred and fifty weeks. For the loss of 
an arm, two hundred weeks. For the loss of a foot, one hundred 
and twenty-five weeks. For the loss of a leg, one hundred and 
seventy-five weeks. For the loss of an eye, one hundred weeks. 
For the complete and permanent loss of hearing in both ears, one 
hundred and fifty weeks. For the loss of an eye and a leg, three 
hundred and fifty weeks. For the loss of an eye and one arm, 
three hundred and fifty weeks. For the loss of an eye and a hand, 
three hundred and twenty-five weeks. For the loss of an eye and 
a foot, three hundred weeks. For the loss of two arms, other 
than at the shoulder, four hundred weeks. For the loss of two 
hands, four hundred weeks. For the loss of two legs, four hun- 
dred weeks. For the loss of two feet, four hundred weeks. For 
the loss of one arm and the other hand, four hundred weeks. 
For the loss of one hand and one foot, four hundred weeks. For 
the loss of one leg and the other foot. four hundred weeks. For 
the loss of one hand and one leg, four hundred weeks. For the 
loss of one arm and one foot, four hundred weeks. For the loss 
of one arm and one leg, four hundred weeks. For serious dis- 
figurement, not resulting from the loss of a member or other in- 
jury specifically compensated, materially affecting the employ- 
ability of the injured person in the employment in which he was 
injured or other employment for which he is then qualified, fifty- 
five per cent of the average weekly earnings for such period as 
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the court may determine, not exceeding one hundred weeks. Where 
an employe sustains concurrent injuries resulting in concurrent 
disabilities, he shall receive compensation only for the injury which 
entitles him to the largest amount of compensation, but this sec- 
tion shall not affect liability for the concurrent loss of more than 
one member for which members compensation is provided in the 
specific schedule and in subsection (d) below. In all cases the 
permanent and total loss of the use of a member shall be con- 
sidered as equivalent to the loss of that member, but in such 
cases the compensation in and by said schedule shall be in lieu of 
all other compensations. In cases of permanent disability, due to 
any injury to a member resulting in less than total loss of use 
of such member, not otherwise compensated in this schedule, com- 
pensation shall be paid at the prescribed rate during that part of 
the time specified in the schedule for the total loss or total loss 
of use of the respective member, which the extent of the injury to 
the member bears to its total loss. If an injured employe refuses 
employment suitable to his capacity, offered to or procured for him, 
he shall not be entitled to any compensation at any time during 
the continuance of such refusal unless at any time in the opinion 
of the judge of the circuit court of the county of his residence, 
such refusal is justifiable. All compensation provided in clause 
(c) of this section for loss of members, or loss of use of mem- 
bers, are subject to the same limitations as to maximum and mini- 
mum as stated in sub-section (a). In all other cases of permanent 
partial disability not above enumerated, the compensation shall be 
fifty-five per cent. of the difference between the average weekly 
earnings of the workman at the time of the injury and the average week- 
ly earnings he is able to earn in his partially disabled condition, subject 
to the same maximum as stated in sub-section (a). Compensation 
shall continue during disability, not, however, beyond three hundred 
weeks. In case the injured employe leaves the services of the em- 
ployer for whom he was working at the time of the accident and 
accepts employment elsewhere, he shall make and furnish affidavit 
as to his new employment in the manner as required in sub-section 
(b) hereof. 

“(d) For permanent total disability as defined in sub-section 
(e) fifty-five per cent. of the average weekly earnings received 
at the time of the injury, subject to a maximum compensation of 
eighteen dollars per week, and a minimum compensation of five 
dollars per week; provided that if at the time of injury the em- 
ploye was receiving earnings of less than five dollars per week, 
then he shall receive the full amount of his earnings per week. 
This compensation shall be paid during such permanent total 
disability, not excecding five hundred and fifty weeks; but in all 
such cases drawing more compensation than five dollars per week; 
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the payment after the first four hundred weeks shall be reduced 
to five dollars per week for the remainder of the five hundred and 
fifty weeks, while the permanent total disability continues; pay- 
ment to be made at the intervals when the earnings were payable, 
as nearly as may be. Such payments, with the approval of the 
circuit judge, may be made monthly or quarterly. In case an 
employe, who is permanently and totally disabled becomes an 
inmate of a public institution, then no compensation shall be pay- 
able unless he has wholly dependent on him for support a person 
or persons named in Sections 7552 and 7553, whose dependency 
shall be determined as if the employe where deceased, in which 
case the compensation provided for in this sub-section shall be paid 
for the benefit of such person so dependent, during dependency, 
in the manner ordered by the court, while the employe is an in- 
mate of such institution. 

“(e) The total and permanent loss of the sight of both eyes or 
the loss of both arms at the shoulder, or complete and permanent 
paralysis or total and permanent loss of mental faculties, which 
totally incapacitates the employe from working at an accupation 
which brings him an income, shall constitute permanent total 
disability. 

“(e) 1. If an employe has a permanent disability or has pre- 
viously sustained another injury than that in which he received a 
subsequent permanent injury by accident such as is specified in 
the sections defining permanent injury, he shall be entitled to com- 
pensation only for the degree of injury that would have resulted 
from the latter accident if the earlier disability or injury had not 
existed. 

“(e) 14%. If any employe has previously lost the sight of one 
eye or lost one leg or lost one arm, and thereafter in the same em- 
ployment or in the employment of another he should by accident 
receive additional injuries so as to proximately cause the loss of 
sight of both eyes or the loss of both legs or the loss of both arms, 
said employe shall receive three-fourths of the amount provided 
hereunder for one who has received a permanent total disability 
and there shall be credited on said three-fourths amount any pay- 
ments which said employe had received or may receive for his first 
disability. 

“(e) 2. For permanent total disability other than as defined in 
sub-section (e) fifty-five per cent. of the average weekly earnings 
received at the time of the injury subject to a maximum compensa- 
tion of eighteen dollars per week, and a minimum compensation of 
five dollars per week; but if at the time of the injury the em- 
ploye was receiving earnings of less than five dollars per week, 
then he shall receive the full amount of his earnings per week. This 
compensation shall be paid during the period of such permanent 
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disability not exceeding four hundred weeks; payments to be made 
at the intervals when the earnings were payable as nearly as may 
be. Such payments, with the consent of the circuit judge, may be 
made monthly or quarterly. 

“(e) 3. If an employe received an injury for which compensa- 
tion is payable while he is still receiving or entitled to compensa- 
tion for a previous injury in the same employment, he shall not at 
the same time be entitled to compensation for both injuries, unless 
the later injury be a permanent in jury, such as specified in this 
section; but he shall be entitled to compensation for that injury 
and from the time of that injury which will cover the longest period 
and the largest amount payable under Articles 1 and 2 of this 
chapter, 

“(e) 4. Ifan employe receives a permanent injury as specified 
in this section, after having sustained another permanent injury 
in the same employment, he shall be entitled to compensation for 
both injuries, but the total compensation shall be paid by extending 
the period and not by increasing the amount of weekly compensa- 
tion, and in no case exceeding five hundred weeks. When the 
previous and subsequent injuries received in the same employment 
result in total disability, but payments made for the previous in- 
jury shall be deducted from the total payment of compensation due. 

“(f) In case a workman sustained an injury occasioned by an 
accident arising out of and in the course of his employment and 
during the period of disability caused thereby death results proxi- 
mately therefrom, all payments previously made as compensation 
for such injury shall be deducted from the compensation, if any, due 
on account of death. 

“(f) 1. In all claims for compensation for hernia resulting from 
injury by an accident arising out of and in the course of his em- 
ployment, it must be definitely proved to the satisfaction of the 
court: 

“1. That there was an injury resulting in hernia. 

“2. ‘That the hernia appeared suddenly. 

“3. That it was accompanied by pain. 

“4, That the hernia immediately followed an accident. 

“5. That the hernia did not exist prior to the accident for which 
compensation is claimed. 

“All hernia, inguinal, femoral, or otherwise, so proved to be 
the result of an injury by accident arising out of and in the course 
of the employment shall be treated in a surgical manner by radical 
operation. In case the injured employe refuses to undergo the 
radical operation for the cure of said hernia, no compensation will 
be allowed during the time such refusal continues. If, however, 
it is shown that the employe has some chronic disease, or is other- 
wise in such physical condition that the court considers it unsafe 
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for the employe to undergo said operation, the employe shall be paid 
as otherwise provided in this chapter. 

“(g) Compensation hereunder shall be computed on the basis 
of the average weekly earnings. Average weekly earnings shall 
mean the earnings of the injured employe in the employment in 
which he was working at the time of the injury during the period 
of fifty-two weeks immediately preceding the date of the injury 
divided by fifty-two; but if the injured employe lost more than 
seven consecutive calendar days during such period although not 
in the same week, then the earnings for the remainder of such fifty- 
two weeks shall be divided by the number of weeks remaining 
after the time so lost has been deducted. Where the employment 
prior to the injury extended over a period of less than fifty-two 
weeks, the method of dividing the earnings during that period by 
the number of weeks and parts thereof which the employe earned 
wages shall be followed, provided results just and fair to both 
parties will thereby obtain. Where by reason of the shortness 
of the time during which the employe has been in the employ- 
ment of his employer, or the casual nature or terms of the 
employment, it is impracticable to compute the average weekly 
earnings as above defined, regard shall be had to the average week- 
ly amount which during the fifty-two weeks prior to the injury was 
being earned by a person in the same grade, employed at the same 
work by the same employer, and if there is no such person so em- 
ployed, by a person in the same grade employed in the same class 
of employment in the same district. Wherever allowance of any 
character made to an employe in lieu of wages are specified as part 
of the wage contract, they shall be deemed a part of his earnings. 

“(h) Wherever in this'section there is a provision for fifty-five 
per cent., such per cent, shall be increased five per cent. for a de- 
pendent wife and five per cent, for each dependent child of'the em- 
ploye under the age of eighteen years at the time of the injury to 
the employe until such per cent. shall reach a maximum of sixty- 
five per cent. The increase in the above per cent. shall be paid 
only during the dependency of the dependent upon whom such in- 
crease is based.” 

Section 3. That Section 7552 of the Code of Alabama be 
amended to read as follows: “%552. Dependents and allowances. 
—For the purposes of Article 2 of this chapter, the following de- 
scribed persons shall be conclusively presumed to be wholly de- 
pendent: 

“(a) Wife, unless it be shown that she was volutarily living 
apart from her husband at the time of his injury or death, or unless 
it be shown that the husband was not in any way contributing to 
her support and had not:in any way contributed to her support for 
more than twelve months next preceding the occurrence of the in- 
jury causing his death. 
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“(b) Minor children under the age of eighteen years, and those 
over eighteen, if physicially or mentally incapacitated from earn- 
ings.” 

Section 4. That Section 7554 of the Code of Alabama be 
amended to read as follows: “7554. Partial dependents—(1) Any 
member of a class named in the preceding section who regularly de- 
rived part of his support from the earnings of the deceased work- 
man at the time of his death and for a reasonable period of time 
immediately prior thereto, shall be considered his partial depen- 
dents and payment of compensation shall be made to such partial 
dependents in the order named. 

“Death Compensation. (a) In death cases, where the death re- 
sults proximately from the accident within three years, compensa- 
tion payable to dependents shall be computed on the following basis 
and shall be paid to the persons entitled thereto without admin- 
istration, or to a guardian or such other person as the court may 
direct, for the use and benefit of the person entitled thereto. 

“(b) If the deceased employe leaves dependent widow and no 
dependent child, there shall be paid to the widow thirty-five per 
cent, of the average weekly earnings of the deceased. 

“(c) If the deceased employe leaves a dependent widow or de- 
pendent husband and one dependent child, there shall be paid to 
the widow or husband for the benefit of herself or himself and such 
child, forty-five per cent, of the average weekly earnings of the 
deceased. 

“(d) Ifthe deceased employe leaves a dependent widow or de- 
pendent husband and two dependent children, there shall be paid 
to the widow or husband for the benefit of herself or himself and 
such children, fifty-five per cent, of the average weekly earnings of 
the deceased. 

“(e) If the deceased employe leaves a dependent widow or 
dependent husband and three or more dependent children, there 
shall be paid to the widow or husband for the benefit of herself 
or himself and such children sixty-five per cent, of the average 
weekly earnings of the deceased. 

“(f) In all cases where compensation is payable to a widow 
or husband for the benefit of herself or himself and dependent child 
or children, the court shall at any time have the power to determine, 
in its discretion, what portion of the compensation shall be applied 
for the benefit of any such child or children and may order the 
same paid to a guardian.” 

Section 5. That Section 7556 of the Code of Alabama be 
amended to read as follows: ‘7556. Death Compensation (con- 
tinued). (a) If the deceased employe leaves a dependent child or 
dependent children and no dependent widow or dependent husband, 
there shall be paid, if only one child, thirty-five per cent, of the 
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average weekly earnings of the deceased, and if more than one 
child, an additional ten per cent, of such average weekly earnings 
for each additional child, but not exceeding sixty-five per cent, 
of the average weekly earnings of the deceased. 

“(b) If the deceased employe leaves a dependent husband and 
no dependent child, there shall be paid to the husband twenty-five 
per cent, of the average weekly earnings of the deceased. 

“(c) If the deceased employe leaves no widow or child or 
husband entitled to any payment hereunder, but leaves a parent 
or parents, either or both, of whom are wholly dependent on the 
deceased, there shall be paid, if only one parent, thirty-five per 
cent, of the average weekly earnings of the deceased, and if both 
parents, forty-five per cent, of the average weekly earnings of the 
deceased, to such parent or parents. 

“(d) If the deceased employe leaves no widow or child or hus- 
band or parent entitled to any payment hereunder, but leaves a 
grand parent, brother, sister, mother-in-law or father-in-law, wholly 
dependent on him for support, there shall be paid to such depen- 
dent, if but one, twenty-five per cent, of the average weekly earn- 
ings of the deceased, or if more than one, thirty-five per cent. of the 
average weekly earnings of the deceased, divided between or among 
them, share and share alike. 

“(e) Partial dependents shall be entitled to receive only that 
portion of the benefits provided for total dependents, which the 
average amount of the earnings regularly contributed by the de- 
ceased employe to such partial dependent, at and for a reasonable 
time immediately prior to the injury, bore to the total income of 
the dependent during the same time. 

“(f) If the deceased employe leaves a dependent widow, or 
dependent husband, or dependent child, or dependent children, or 
two or more of such dependents entitled to compensation, and the 
total compensation payable to all of such dependents is less than 
sixty-five per cent. of the average weekly earnings of the deceased 
employe and less than eighteen dollars a week, and the deceased em- 
ploye also leaves a parent or parents wholly dependent on him for sup- 
port, then such parent or such parents if more than one, shall, in 
the manner provided in sub-section (c) hereof, be paid such a per 
centage of the average weekly earnings of the deceased as is equal 
to the difference between sixty-five per cent of the average weekly 
earnings of the deceased and the per centage of such earnings pay- 
able to such widow or husband and such child or children as is or 
are left by such deceased employe; provided that the maximum 
weekly compensation payable to such parent or parents under this 
sub-section shall not exceed the difference between eighteen dol- 
lars and the weekly compensation payable to such widow, or hus- 
band and child or children, as is or are left by the deceased em- 


ploye. 
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“(g) If compensation is being paid under Article 2 of this 
chapter to any dependent, such compensation shall cease upon the 
death or marriage of such dependent, unless otherwise provided in 
this Article. 

“Upon the cessation of compensation to or for any dependent, 
for any cause, the compensation of the remaining dependents en- 
titled to compensation shall, for the unexpired period during which 
their compensation is payable, be that which would have been pay- 
able to them had they been the only persons entitled to compensa- 
tion at the time of the death of the deceased employe.” 

Section 6. That Section 7557 of the Code of Alabama be 
amended to read as follows: “755%. Expenses of last sickness and 
burial. In all cases where death results to an employe caused by an 
accident arising out of and in the course of his employment, the 
employer shall pay, in addition to the medical and hospital ex- 
penses provided for in section 756%, the expenses of burial, not ex- 
ceeding in amount one hundred and twenty-five dollars except in 
case where an insurer of the deceased or a benefit association is 
lable therefor, or for a part thereof, in such case the employer 
shall not be required to pay any part of such expense for which 
such insurer or benefit association is liable, unless such non-pay- 
ment by the employer would diminish the benefits received by the 
dependent of the deceased from any such insurer or benefit associa- 
tion. In case dispute arises as to the reasonable value of the serv-- 
ices rendered in connection with the burial, the same shall be ap- 
proved by the court before payment after such reasonable notice 
to interested parties as the court may require. If the deceased. 
leaves no dependents, no compensation shall be payable, except 
as provided by this section. 

Section 7. That Section 7558 of the Code of Alabama to read 
as follows: “558. Death Compensation. The compensation pay- 
able in case of death to persons wholly dependent shall be subject 
to a maximum compensation of eighteen dollars per week and a 
minimum of five dollars per week; but if at the time of injury the 
employe receives earnings of less than five dollars per week, then 
the compensation shall be the full amount of such earnings per 
week. The compensation payable to partial dependents shall be: 
subject to a maximum of eighteen dollars per week and a minimum 
of five dollars per week; but if the income loss of said partial de- 
pendent by such death is less than five dollars per week, then the 
dependents shall receive the full amount of their income loss. This. 
compensation shall be paid during dependency, not exceeding 
three hundred weeks, payments to be made at the interval when 
the earnings were payable, as nearly as may be.” 

Section 8. That Section 7560 of the Code of Alabama be. 
amended to read as follows: “%560. Order in which total de-. 
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pendents take.-Total dependents shall be entitled to take com- 
pensation in the order named in Section 7553 above until the per 
cent. of the average weekly earnings of the deceased during the 
time and as specified in Section 7558 shall have been exhausted; 
but the total compensation to be paid to all total dependents of a 
deceased employe shall not exceed in the aggregate eighteen dol- 
lars per week, except as otherwise provided herein. 

Section 9. That Section 7563 of the Code of Alabama be 
amended to read as follows: ‘“%563. Limitations on compensation. 
—In no case hereunder, except as otherwise provided herein, shall 
the compensation paid hereunder be more than eighteen dollars 
per week, nor less than five dollars per week.” 

Section 10. That Section 7567 of the Code of Alabama be 
amended to read as follows. “7567. Medical, surgical and hospital 
service.—In addition to the compensation herein provided, the em- 
ployer shall pay the actual cost of reasonable necessary medical and 
surgical treatment and attention, medicine, medical and surgical 
supplies, crutches and appartus, as may be obtained by the in- 
jured employe during the first ninety days of disability, or in case 
of death within said ninety days, obtained during the period oc- 
curring between the time of the injury and his death therefrom. 
The total liability of the employer under this section shall not ex- 
ceed the aggregate of two hundred dollars, and the pecuniary lia- 
bility of the employer for such services rendered the employe shall 
be limited to such charges as prevail for similar treatment in the 
community where the injured employe resides. All cases of dis- 
pute as to the value of such services shall be determined by the 
tribunal having jurisdiction of the claim of the injured employe 
for compensation. Except in an emergency it is necessary, or in 
the event medical and surgical service and attention is not readily 
obtainable, under contract for same; or the employer does not 
promptly furnish the same, as hereinafter provided, if the employer 
shall furnish free of charge to the injured employe such medical 
and surgical treatment and attention, medical and surgical sup- 
plies, crutches and apparatus, he shall not be liable under this sec- 
tion, except for that he may fail to furnish, and in the event the in- 
jured employe obtains the same under a contract between him and 
another, or the employer, existing at the time of the injury, the 
employer shall be liable to pay, or repay, as the case may be, only 
the cost of the same under the terms of said contract, but in no 
event to exceed the aggregate of two hundred dollars as herein- 
above provided. The employer may, if he so elects, furnish proper 
and efficient medical and surgical treatment, and attention and 
services herein provided for, free of charge to the injured employee 
during such ninety days or such time thereafter as he desires to 
furnish the same, and such employe shall accept the same. The 
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injured employe must submit himself to the examination by the 
employer’s physician at all reasonable times, if requested to do so 
by the employe, but the employe shall have the right to have a 
physician of his own selection present at such examination, in 
which case the employe shall be liable to such physician for his 
services. The employer shall pay for the services of the physician 
making the examination at the instance of the employer. And in 
case of dispute as to the injury, the court may, at the instance of 
either party, or of its own motion, appoint a neutral physician of 
good standing and ability to make an examination of the injured 
person and report his findings to the court, the expense of which 
examination shall be borne equally by the parties. If the injured 
employe refuses to comply with any reasonable request for ex- 
amination, or refuses to submit to medical and surgical treatment 
and attention, or refuses to accept the medical service which the 
employer elects to furnish under the provisions of this chapter his 
right to compensation shall be suspended, and no compensation 
shall be payable for the period of such refusal. Any physician 
whose services are furnished or paid for by the employer, or any 
physician of the injured employe, and who treats or makes or is 
present at any examination of an injured employe may be required 
to testify as to any knowledge by him in the course of such treat- 
ment or examination as same relates to the injury or disability aris- 
ing therefrom. In all death claims where the cause of death is 
obscure or is disputed, any interested party may require an autopsy, 
the cost of which is to be borne by the party demanding the same.” 

Section 11. That Section 7596 of the Code of Alabama be 
amended to read as follows: “7596. Words and phrases defined. 
—Throughout Articles 1 and 2 of this chapter the following words 
and phrases as used therein shall be considered to have the follow- 
ing meaning, respectively, unless the context shall clearly indicate 
a different meaning in the connection used. (a) The word ‘com- 
pensation’ has been used both in Article 1 and Article 2 of this 
chapter to indicate the money benefits to be paid on account of 
injury or death. Strictly speaking, the benefit which an employe 
may receive by action at law under Article 1 of this chapter is 
damages, and this is indicated in Section 7534. ‘To avoid confusion, 
the word ‘compensation’ has been used in Articles 1 and 2 of this 
chapter, but it should be understood that under Article 1 the com- 
pensation by way of damages is determined by an action at law. 
(b) ‘Child’ or ‘children’ include posthumous children and all other 
children entitled by law to inherit as children of the deceased, also 
step-children who were members of the family of the deceased at 
the time of the accident, and dependent upon him for support, also 
a grandchild of the deceased employe, whose father is dead or is an 
invalid, and who was supported by, and a member of the family of, 
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such deceased grandparent at the time of the accident. (c) A de- 
pendent child or orphan shall be considered to mean an unmarried 
child under the age of eighteen years, or one over that age who is 
physically of mentally incapacitated from earning. (d) The term 
‘employer’ as used herein shall mean every person not excluded by 
Section 7543 who employs another to perform a service for hire 
and to whom the ‘employer’ directly pays wages, and shall include 
any person or corporation, co-partnership, or association, or group 
thereof, and shall, if the employer is insured, include his insurer 
as far as applicable and shall not include one who employs a num- 
ber less than sixteen in any one business, unless such one has ac- 
cepted the provisions of Articles 1 and 2 of this chapter. (e) The 
term ‘physician’ shall include ‘surgeon’, and in either case shall 
mean one authorized by law to practice his profession within one 
of the United States and in good standing in his profession at the 
time. (f) The term ‘workman’ shall include the plural and all ages 
of both sexes. (g) The terms ‘employe’ and ‘workman’ are used in- 
terchangeably and have the same meaning throughout Articles 1 
and 2 of this chapter and shall be construed to mean every per- 
son, not excluded by Section 7543, in the service of another, under 
any contract of hire, oral or written, express or implied. (h) The 
terms ‘wages’ and ‘weekly wages’, and such expressions shall, in 
all cases, unless the context clearly indicates a different meaning, 
be construed to mean ‘average weekly earnings’. Every person, not 
excluded by Section 7543, in the service of another under any con- 
tract of hire, express or implied, oral or written, includes aliens, and 
also includes minors who are legally permitted to work under the 
laws of the State. Any reference herein to a workman or employe 
shall, where the employe is dead, include a reference to his depen- 
dents, as herein defined if the context so require. (i) The word 
‘accident’ as used in the phrases ‘personal injuries due to accident’ 
or ‘injuries or death caused by accident’ in Articles 1 and 2 of this 
chapter shall, unless a different meaning is clearly indicated by 
the context, be construed to mean an unexpected or unforeseen 
event, happening suddenly and violently, with or without human 
fault, and producing at the time injury to the physical structure of 
the body, by accidental means. (j) Personal injuries, ete——With- 
out otherwise affecting either the meaning or interpretation of the 
abridged clause, injuries by an accident arising out of and in the 
course of his employment, it is hereby declared: Not to cover 
workmen except while engaged in, on, or about the premises where 
their services are being performed, or where their service requires 
their presence as a part of such service at the time of the accident, 
and during the hours of service as such workmen, and shall not 
include an injury caused by the act of a third person or fellow 
employe intended to injure the employe because of reasons per- 
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sonal to him, and not directed against him as an employe, or be- 
cause of his employment, and it shall not include a disease unless 
the disease results proximately from the accident. (k) Wherever in 
Articles 1 and 2 of this chapter, the singular is used, the plural 
shall be included; where the masculine gender is used, the feminine 
and nueter shall be included.

2. DEALERS AND SALESMEN, BONDS OF:-—Before any 
dealer or salesman shall sell or offer for sale any security required 
to be registered under the provisions of this Act, such dealer or 
salesman shall enter into a bond for not less than five thousand 
dollars, ($5,000.00) in the case of such dealer, and not less than 
five hundred dollars ($500.00) in the case of such salesman, which 
said bond shall be payable to the State of Alabama and which shail 
be executed by a surety or sureties acceptable to the Commission. 
Said bond shall be in such form as the Commission shall, from 
time to time designate and shall be conditioned for the faithful ac- 
counting for all moneys and/or securities of another and for the 
payment of any judgment rendered by a court of competent juris- 
diction against any such dealer and/or salesman, one or both, in 
any action at law or suit in equity in Alabama based upon fraud or 
misrepresentation in the sale in Alabama of any such security. 
Any original purchaser of securities from or through any such 
registered dealer or saleman or other person damaged by any breach 
in the conditions of said bond shall have a right of action upon 
said bond for the damages suffered thereby. Any such cause of ac- 
tion shall be commenced within one year after such cause of 
action arose or within one year from the discovery of the fraud, but 
in no case to extend beyond one year from the cancellation of the 
registration, the revocation thereof or the discharge of such dealer 
or salesman from further supervision under this Act, and any 
such cause of action not commenced within such time as herein 
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limited shall be forever barred. One or more recoveries upon such 
bond shall not vitiate the same, but the aggregate amount of such 
recoveries thereon shall not exceed the amount of such bond. Any 
recovery on such bond shall be sufficient cause for cancelling or re- 
voking such dealer’s or salesman’s registration. Any person and/or 
issuer, employing salesmen, is hereby given the right, in lieu of the 
bonds herein provided for, to enter into a blanket bond, for not 
more than five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) conditioned and in the 
form herein provided for all salesmen then or thereafter employed, 
such blanket bond to be subject to all of the terms, provisions and 
actions herein provided, and in such form as the Commission shall, 
from time to time, designate. Any recovery on such blanket bond 
shall be sufficient cause for cancelling or revoking the registration 
of any salesman upon whose conduct the recover is based. Upon 
any recovery on such blanket bond, the Commission shall have the 
tight to require such person, and/or issuer, to execute a new 
and/or additional blanket bond as herein provided, in the amount of 
such recovery, so that the blanket bond or bonds shall be in the 
amount of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) over and above any re- 
coveries. Subject to the approval of the Commission, any person 
and/or issuer, may, in lieu of a surety or sureties on such blanket 
bond, deposit, as directed by the Commission, collateral of the 
value of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00), the value of such col- 
lateral to be maintained at not less than five thousand dollars 
($5,000.00) over and above any recoveries. 

Section 2—Be It Further Enacted by the Legislature of Ala- 
bama, that if the Supreme Court of the State shall hold any clause, 
or provision of this act unconstitutional, or otherwise invalid or in- 
effective, such holding by the Supreme Court shall not effect any 
other clause or provision of this Act, and all other clauses and pro- 
visions shall remain in full force and effect.

AMENDMENTS 


Mr. Taylor, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Constitu- 
tion and Constitutional Amendments, reported that said committee, 
in session, had acted on the following bills and ordered same re- 
turned to the House with a favorable report: 
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By Mr. Coleman (by request) : 

H. 996. A bill to be entitled An Act to submit to the quali- 
fied voters of Alabama at a special election to be held therefor for 
their consideration and action an amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama providing for the exemptions of payment of accrued or 
past due poll tax by persons who served honorably ninety days or 
more in the armed forces of the United States during the war 
with Spain, the Phillipine Insurrection or the China Relief Expedi- 
tion between April 21, 1898 and July 4, 1902, inclusive, and to pro- 
vide for election thereon. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That it is proposed to amend the Constitution of 
Alabama by adding thereto a new section to be numbered Section 
19414-A; and such section shall be in words and figures as follows: 


“Section 1941%4-A. Persons who served honorably, ninety days. 
or more in the armed forces of the United States during the war 
with Spain, the Phillipine Insurrection or the China Relief Expedi- 
tion between April 21, 1898 and July 4, 1902, inclusive, shall be 
exempt from the payment of accrued or past due poll tax, that is 
poll tax which should have been paid prior to February 1, 1935; 
certificates of exemption from payment of such poll taxes shall be 
issued to persons entitled thereto under regulations prescribed by 
the Governor. , 

Section 2. That an election by the qualified voters of the State 
upon such amendment be held on the first Tuesday after the ex- 
piration of three months after the final adjournment of this regular 
session of the Legislature ; the Governor shall give notice by procla- 
mation published in one newspaper in each county at least eight 
successive weeks next preceding said election. 

Section 3. At said election to be held as herein provided the 
qualified voters of the State shall vote upon said amendment; on 
the official ballot prepared for such election there shall be printed 
the substance of said amendment or its subject matter which shall 
be in substantially the following words: 

“Shall there be adopted the following proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama? An amendment numbered and 
worded as follows: 

“Section 194%4-A. Persons who served honorably, ninety days 
or more in the armed forces of the United States during the war 
with Spain, the Phillipine Insurrection or the China Relief Expedi- 
tion between April 21, 1898 and July 4, 1902, inclusive, shall be 
exempt from the payment of accrued or past due poll tax, that is 
poll tax which should have been paid prior to February 1, 1935; 
certificates of exemption from. payment of such poll taxes shall be 
issued to persons entitled thereto under regulations prescribed by 
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the Governor.” Following such words on such ballot shall be 
printed the words: “The choice of the voter shall be indicated by a 
cross mark made by him, or under his direction, opposite the word 
expressing his desire, below: “Yes,” in a line with voting space 
opposite it; and “No,” in a line below with voting space opposite it. 

Section 4. That the officers holding the said election shall be 
the same and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the 
same officials as provided by the election laws of the State, and 
the election shall be held in all respects in accordance with the law 
governing general elections and with the constitutional provisions 
concerning amendments to the Constitution; and the votes cast at 
said election shall be counted, canvassed and returns made thereof 
to the Secretary of the State in the same manner as in elections for 
Representatives to the Legislature. The result of said election shall 
be made known by proclamation of the Governor, and if a majority 
of all the qualified electors who voted at said election upon the 
proposed amendment shall have voted Yes, said amendment, from 
date of said proclamation, shall be valid to all intents and purposes 
as a part of the Constitution of Alabama and as a section thereof. 

The above and foregoing bill, H. 996, proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution, was read a second time at length and placed 
on the Calendar. 

By Mr. Hamner: 

H. 54. A bill to be entitled An Act to propose an amendment 
to Article IX of the Constitution of Alabama, to be known and 
designated as Article XXVI thereof, and to order an election in 
the State of Alabama on such proposed amendment to be held on 
the first Tuesday after the expiration of three months from and 
after the final adjournment of the present session of the Legisla- 
ture at which this amendment is proposed. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to Article IX of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama, to be known and designated as Article XX VI 
thereof, is hereby proposed and an election is hereby ordered by 
the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the proposed 
amendment, and the day hereby appointed for said election is the 
first Tuesday after the expiration of three months from and after 
the final adjournment of the present session of the Legislature. 
The proposed amendment is as follows: 


“ARTICLE IX. 
“REPRESENTATION. 


_ “Section 197. For the purpose of representation, each congres- 
sional district in the State shall be considered a senatorial district 
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and the whole number of senators shall be two senators from each 
senatorial district, elected as members of Congress are elected. 


“Section 198. The House of Representatives shall consist of 
five members from each Congressional district in the State, elected 
as members of Congress are elected, provided, however, in districts 
composed of five or more counties, not more than one representa- 
tive shall be elected from any one county. 


“Section 199. Each senator and each representative shall be 
paid the sum of twelve hundred dollars per annum in equal monthly 
installments as the salaries of other state officers are now paid, 
and they shall not receive, directly or indirectly, any other fees, 
compensation or emoluments. The compensation here provided 
shall be in lieu of and supersede the compensation provided by 
Section 49 of the Constitution of Alabama.” 

Section 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed shall be given by proclamation of 
the Governor, which shall be published in one newspaper once a 
week in every County in the State, for at least four successive 
weeks, next preceding the day hereby appointed for such elction. 


Section 3. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on such proposed amend- 
ment; and on the official ballot provided for such election, there 
shall be printed the following, viz: 

“Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to Article IX 
of the Constitution of Alabama?

“Section 199. Each senator and each representative shall be 
paid the sum of twelve hundred dollars per annum in equal monthly 
installments as the salaries of other state officers are now paid, and 
they shali not receive, directly or indirectly, any other fees, com- 
pensation or emoluments. 
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The compensation here provided shall be in lieu of and super- 
sede the compensation provided by Section 49 of the Constitution of 
Alabama.”

A bill to be entitled An Act to propose an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama to be known and designated as 
Article XXIV thereof, to declare public education to be an essen- 
tial and primary function of government, and to provide that the 
Legislature shall from time to time, in addition to funds specifically 
set aside for educational purposes, and in such a manner as in its 
opinion will encourage local initiative and support, appropriate 
monies out of the State treasury for educational purposes which 
shall be paid on the same basis, or proportionately as, all other 
appropriations made by the legislature are paid, except appropria- 
tions for the payment of principal and interest of the public debt. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That an amendment to the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama to be known as Article XXIV is hereby proposed, the 
proposed amendment being as follows: 

ARTICLE XXIV. Public education is hereby declared to be 
an essential and primary function of government in this State. 
The legislature shall from time to time, in addition to funds specif- 
ically set aside for educational purposes, and in such manner as in 
its opinion will encourage local initiative and support, appropriate 
monies out of the State treasury for educational purposes which 
shall be paid on the same basis, or proportionately as, all other 
appropriations made by the legislature are paid, except appropria- 
tions for the payment of principal and interest of the public debt. 

Section 2. An election by the qualified electors of the State 
upon such proposed amendment is hereby ordered by the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama, and the day hereby appointed for 
such election is the first Tuesday next after the expiration of ninety 
days from and after the final adjournment of the session of the 
Legislature at which this amendment is proposed.

Section 4. Officers to hold such election shall be the same and

now or hereafter enacted pursuant to the Constitution; provided 
that the total rate of taxation levied by such municipal corporation

The Town of Montevallo, Alabama, shall have the power and 
right to levy and collect a tax of one half of one per centum in any 
one year on property situated therein based on the valuation of 
such property as assessed for State taxation for the tax year ending 
on the 30th day of September next succeeding the levy; provided. 
that for the purpose of paying bonds issued and outstanding at the 
time of the adoption of this amendment and the interest thereon, 
and for the purpose of paying bonds which may be issued after the 
adoption of this amendment and the interest thereon, an additional

ing his choice. Nothing herein contained shall in any wise change 
or affect the rights of any holder of bonds of said municipal corpor- 
ation heretofore issued. Elections to authorize the levy of such 
special tax may be held as often as ordered by the governing body 
of the municipality, but when a proposition is submitted to the 
electors to levy a special tax for a specific purpose, and such propo- 
sition is defeated no second election for the same purpose shall be 
held in one year thereafter. This amendment shall be self-execu- 
ting and no act of the legislature shall be required to put the same, 
or any part thereof, in force.

That the votes cast at said election shall be counted, 
canvassed and tabulated and return made to the Secretary of State 
in the same manner as in elections of representatives, to the legis- 
lature, and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the quali- 
fied electors who voted at such election upon the proposed amend- 
ment voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be valid 
in all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of Ala- 
bama.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 


Mr. Speaker: 

The President and Presiding Officer of the Senate having sianed 
the following Senate bills, your signature thereto is requested: 

S. 325. To provide for the extension of the county three mill 
and county one mill school taxes by the legally qualified voters 
of a county where such taxes have already expired or will expire 
before October 1, 1950, to enable the superintendent and board of 
education to be in better position to take advantage of Federal 
funds which have been or may be made available for the con- 
struction, addition to, alteration, repair, or renovation of needed 
school buildings, and to provide the term of extension of such 
taxes as have not expired, and to legalize taxes already voted. 

S. 327. In the interest of economy in the operation of the pub- 
lic schools of the State of Alabama, to authorize county and city 
boards of education to take steps to re-finance warrants or other 
obligations outstanding for school purposes carrying an interest rate 
in excess of four and one-half (414) per cent. 

S. 336. To amend the caption and Section 1, Section 2, Para- 
graph (d), Section 3, Section 6, Section 9, Section 11 and Section 
16 of an Act entitled, “An Act to authorize the creation of the 
Rural Electrification Authority of Alabama for the purpose of pro- 
moting and encouraging the fullest possible use of electric energy 
in the State by making electric energy available to certain inhabi- 
tants of the State at the lowest cost consistent with sound economy 
and prudent management; authorizing the Authority to sell and dis- 
tribute electric energy and to construct or otherwise acquire a 
system or systems for the generation, transmission and distribution 
of electric energy to carry out the purposes of this Act; providing 
for the rights, powers and duties of the Authority; authorizing and 
regulating the issuance of bonds by the Authority; and providing 
for the payment of such bonds and the rights of the holders there- 
of, approved February 7, 1935.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF CONFERENCE 


To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

Your Committee of Conference on the differences between the Senate and 
House of Representatives on Senate Amendment to House Bill 545 report 
as follows: 

1. We recommend that Section 8 of said Bill be amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

Section 8. For each driver’s license issued to the head of the family, for 
which 50c is charged, the Probate Judge shall be allowed a fee of 10c which 
shall be paid by applicant, and for each license issued for which 25c is 
charged the Probate Judge shall be allowed a fee of 5c which shall be paid 
by applicant, which said fee shall include all compensation to the Probate 
Judge for performing all the duties herein prescribed. The license fees 
collected shall be remitted to the State Treasurer on or before the fifth day 
of each month. The said monies shall be kept in a separate fund in the 
State Treasury to be known as the “Highway Patrol Fund.” Fines and 
Forfeitures imposed upon persons violating the provisions of this Act shall 
be rendered into the said Highway Patrol Fund by the officers of the 
several courts. Said Highway Patrol Fund shall be expended only for the 
purposes of maintaining and equipping a State Highway Patrol to promote 
the public safety, as aforesaid. The Probate Judge or any clerk in said 
Probate Office shall have the authority to administer oaths required on 
said applications and no charge shall be made for such services. 

2. We recommend that Section 11 of said Bill be amended so as to read as 
follows: 

Section 11. For the enforcement of the provisions of this Act, to promote 
the public safety and generally to perform the duties imposed upon the 
Governor concerning the enforcement of all the laws, the Governor is here- 
by authorized to establish a State Highway Patrol to consist of a Chief of 
State Highway Patrol, whose salary shall not exceed $2750.00 per annum, 
two Captains of State Highway Patrol, whose salaries shall not exceed 
$2250.00 per annum, four sergeants of State Highway Patrol, whose 
salaries shall not exceed $1800.00 per annum, and such number of 
patrolmen as in his judgment is necessary, at a salary not to exceed $1500.00 
per annum, each and such clerical assistance, stenographers, etc., as may 
be deemed necessary, together with the expenses incident to the performance 
of the duties herein prescribed, to be approved by the Governor; provided, 
however, that no State Highway Patrol officer shall be entitled to any 
costs for attending any courts, but instead the proper authorities shall collect 
such fees and mileage that are due such officers for attendance on any court 
or for any official act and to promptly turn same into the Highway Patrol 
Fund, and it shall become a part thereof, such fees and mileage to be ex- 
pended as other moneys in said fund and are authorized to be expended. 
Such officers and agents, when so authorized in writing by the Governor, 
shall have the power of Peace Officers in this State and may exercise such 
powers anywhere within the State. All persons so appointed shall hold 
office at the pleasure of the Governor and may be removed or discharged 
by him with or without cause. The compensation of such officers, agents 
and employees shall be fixed by the Governor within the limits prescribed 
by this section and shall be paid by warrant drawn by the Comptroller on 
the State Highway Patrol Funds in the State Treasury, as also shall the 
necessary expenses of said Patrol, when approved by the Governor, and the 
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Chief of said State Highway Patrol, with the approval of the Governor, is 
hereby authorized to purchase the necessary equipment to make effective 
the provisions of this act, payment for which shall be made out of the State 
Highway Patrol Fund as herein set out. Said officers, agents and em- 
ployees shall perform all duties required of them by the Governor.” 
And we recommend that the Bill when so amended be passed by the Senate 
and by the House of Representatives.

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills reports that it has 
examined the following House bills and House Joint Resolution, 
and finds same correctly enrolled, to-wit:

A BILL 


To be entitled An Act to create a Board to be known as the 
“State Board of Adjustment”; to name its personnel, to define its 
duties and powers and to authorize said Board to certify its find- 
ings to the Comptroller for the payment of its awards, decrees 
and findings out of the fund herein provided for; to provide the 
basis of awards and decrees and to make appropriation therefor. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

SECTION 1. That there is hereby created a Board to be known 
as “The State Board of Adjustment” to be composed of any one 
of the Judges of the Court of Appeals of Alabama (such Judge to 
be designated from time to time by the majority vote of the Judges 
of said Court of Appeals of Alabama) ; such Judge to act as Chair- 
man, the Comptroller of the State of Alabama and the Secretary 
of State of Alabama; the Secretary of State of Alabama to act as 
Secretary of the Board, but with full authority to vote and partici- 
pate in all activities of the Board. 
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SECTION 2. The said Board of Adjustment shall have power 
and it shall be its duty to hear and consider all claims for dam- 
ages to the persons or property growing out of any injury done to 
either persons or property by any of the agencies of the State of 
Alabama; also, to hear and consider any claim for personal in- 
juries or death of any employee of the State of Alabama, or its com- 
missions, boards, agencies or institutions arising out of the course 
of his employment, or sustained while engaged in the business of 
the State of Alabama or any of its boards, institutions, agencies or 
commissions, and also any claim for personal injuries or death of 
any convict. The jurisdiction here granted shall include claims. 
for past and future claims to persons or property, or death. Said 
Board of adjustment is also empowered and it shall be its duty to. 
hear and consider all claims against the State of Alabama arising 
out of any contract, express or implied, to which the State or any 
of its agencies, commissions, boards or institutions are parties, 
where there is claimed a legal or moral obligation resting on the 
State to make payment; also claims for money over paid on obliga- 
tions due the State; and claims for under payment by the State 
to parties having dealings with the State; also claims for money or 
property alleged to have wrongfully escheated to the State; also 
claims for money voluntarily paid to the State where no legal 
liability existed to make such payment. When claims are proper- 
ly prepared and presented to the Board, and after ascertaining the 
facts in the case, the Board is directed to determine the amount of 
the injury, death or disability, or other injury arising from contract 
or business, and to fix the damages, using as its guide the ordinary 
rules of negligence and workmen’s compensation laid down by the 
Courts and the moral obligation of the State of Alabama and to. 
decree and find the person entitled to payment and the amount, 
if any, which should be paid and any other facts necessary for a 
proper adjustment of claims. 

SECTION 3. The State Board of Adjustment in its findings. 
of facts and its findings and decrees as to the amount of payment 
may also find the agency or agencies of the State of Alabama which 
inflicted the injury or damage complained of, if the Board finds. 
there is injury or damage done to persons or property, and may 
adjudge and find that said damages shall be made out of the appro- 
priation made to the agency or department of the State of Alabama, 
whose employees, servants, agents or instrumentalities inflicting 
the damages and injuries complained of. Provided, however, that 
said Board may order the payment of any claim out of any fund 
or funds herein appropriated. 

SECTION 4. The Secretary of the State Board of Adjustment 
shall make a record of the file in the office of the Secretary of State. 
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a history of the case, together with the findings and decrees of the 

State Board of Adjustment and shall deliver to the Comptroller of 
the State of Alabama a certified copy of the same, and upon receipt 
of such a copy of the findings of the State Board of Adjustment 
with the Comptroller, the Comptroller of the State of Alabama is 
authorized and directed to draw his warrant in favor of the persons 
or persons, association or corporation, found by said State Board 
of Adjustment to be entitled to the damages in the amount of the 
damages so certified and shall charge the same to the appropria- 
tion as directed in said order or finding. 

SECTION 5. The Treasurer of the State of Alabama is au- 
thorized and directed to pay out of any money in the Treasury as 
directed by such order and as herein appropriated the warrant of 
the Comptroller issued as provided by Section 4 hereof. 

SECTION 6. The State Board of Adjustment shall have the 
power, and it shall be its duty, when any claim or claims for dam- 
ages herein provided for are presented to said Board, to require 
any employee, Board, Department, Commission, Agency or Insti- 
tution of the State of Alabama, to furnish any documents or infor- 
mation deemed necessary by the Board and to require the presence 
of any person or the production of any documents in the same man- 
ner as in Circuit Court trials with the same right as the Circuit 
Courts of this State to punish for contempt. With the approval 
of the Governor, the Board may employ such necessary clerical of 
other help in ascertaining the facts incident or growing out of 
claims presented to said Board and to make such investigation 
and to interview such witness as in the opinion of the State Board 
of Adjustment is essential to ascertain the true facts upon which 
to base their findings and decree and to fix the compensation of 
such employes or help as the Board may find necessary in carry- 
ing out the purposes of this Act. The employment and amount 
of compensation of any employee to be approved by the Gover- 
nor. 

SECTION 7. There is hereby appropriated out of the General 
Fund in the State Treasury, not otherwise appropriated, such sum 
or sums as may be necassary to meet the compensation and ex- 
penses of such employees of the State Board of Adjustment, payable 
upon the certificate of the State Board of Adjustment on warrant 
drawn by the State Comptroller. 

SECTION 8. All the provisions of this Act shall apply to 
claims for damages to persons or property which have accrued or 
which are now pending or which may hereafter arise. 

SECTION 9. The Board shall not fix a greater amount to be 
paid on any claim for death or personal injuries than the limits fixed 
in the Alabama Workmen’s Compensation Act for injuries, loss of 
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time, medical attendance or death; provided that convicts shall 
be considered as receiving the minimum wages mentioned in such 
Alabama Workmen’s Compensation Act. 

SECTION 10. There is hereby appropriated out of the general 
fund of the State of Alabama and the State Insurance Fund, the 
Confederate Veteran Fund (after payment of all Confederate Pen- 
sions) the Convict Fund or the highway fund, or any other fund 
of the State, to be determined by such Board, a sufficient amount, 
not exceeding $200,000.00 for the next fiscal year and not exceeding 
$50,000.00 for any subsequent year, as may be necessary to pay 
the claims ordered by the Board. 

SCETION 11. Said Board may prescribe such forms and adopt 
such rules of evidence and procedure as it may deem necessary or 
proper, not inconsistent with this Act. The Board shall be fur- 
nished with necessary quarters, stationery and postage as other 
State officers, boards of commissions are furnished. 

SECTION 12. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions hereof are hereby expressly repealed. 

SECTION 13. The Act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor. 

SECTION 14. If any provision of this Act is unconstitutional, 
it shall not affect the remaining part here. The purpose of the 
Act is to provide a method of payment to persons for injuries to per- 
son or property or for death, where in law, justice or good morals, 
the claim should be paid. Claims for death shall be made by the 
personal representative, who shall distribute the proceeds of the 
claim in the same manner as is provided by law with respect to 
damages awarded for death by wrongful act. Whenever the pro- 
visions of this Act authorize ascertainment of the amount of dam- 
ages and provide for payment of the judgment, finding or award of 
the Board, they shall be construed to include also claims arising 
from contract or business dealings, as well as for personal injury, 
property damage, death and disability.

BILL ON THIRD READING 


H. 769. To authorize, provide for and regulate a non-profit 
corporation for the establishment, maintenance and operation of a 
plan for hospitalization of citizens of Alabama in hospitals ap- 
proved by the Alabama Hospital Association and the State Board 
of Censors of the Alabama Medical Association. 

Was taken up. The question was on the amendment reported 
by the Standing Committee on Public Health, said committee 
amendment being as follows: 

Amend House Bill No. 769 by striking therefrom Sections 8 and 
12 (a). 

Mr. Lusk offered the following Substitute for the bill and pend- 
ing amendment: 


AMENDMENT TO HOUSE BILL NO. 769, BY MR. LUSK 
Amend House Bill No. 769 so the same shall read as follows: 


A BILL 


To be entitled An Act to authorize, provide for and regulate a 
non-profit corporation for the establishment, maintenance and oper- 
ation of a plan for hospitalization of citizens of Alabama in hospitals 
approved by the Alabama Hospital Association and The State Board 
of Censors of the Alabama Medical Association. , 
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Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the duly designated representatives of two 
or more hospitals organized for hospital purposes under the laws 
of the State of Alabama, or any hospitals engaged in a bona fide 
hospital business and which shall have been approved by the trus- 
tees of the Alabama Hospital Association and the State Board of 
Censors of the Medical Association of the State of Alabama as. 
properly manned and equipped hospitals to render first class serv- 
ice as herein provided for, may constitute themselves a board of 
trustees for the purpose of incorporating a non-profit corporation 
to establish, maintain and operate a hospital service plan under 
which hospital care is to be furnished to such of the public who 
become subscribers to such plan under a contract which entitles 
each subscriber to hospital care. 

Section 2. When two or more hosnitals have designated repre- 
sentatives to join with each other in the incorporation of such cor- 
poration, such representatives acting as trustees shall prepare and 
file in the office of the Probate Judge of the County in which said 
corporation is to have its principal place of business, a certificate 
of their intention to become such a corporation, which certificate 
shall be signed by each of said trustees and shall set forth: 

(a) The name of the proposed corporation. 

(b) The objects and purposes for which the Corporation is or- 

ganized. 

(c) The location of the principal office of the corporation in 
this State. 

(d) The names and Post Office addresses of each trustee and 
the hospital which designated him as a trustee. 

(e) The certificate may also contain any other provisions which 
the incorporators may desire to insert for the regulation of 
the business and affairs of the Corporation, not inconsis- 
tent with the provisions of this Act. 

(f) Attached to the certificate of incorporation must be a cer- 
tificate signed by the president and secretary of the Ala- 
bama State Hospital Association and a certificate signed 
by the secretary of the State Board of Censors of the Medi- 
cal Association of the State of Alabama that each of said 
bodies has approved the hospitals forming said corporation 
as proper hospitals to render hospital service under the 
plan herein provided. 

Section 3. Upon the filing in the said Probate Office of such a 
certificate, the trustees therein named and their successors, shall 
become a body corporate for the purpose of establishing, maintain- 
ing and operating the hospital service plan as herein provided. 
Such certificates of incorporation may be amended at any time for 
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the purpose of taking in or adding to its trustees the representa- 
tives of other hospitals provided such other hospitals are approved 
by the officers and trustees of the Alabama Hospital Association 
and the State Board of Censors of the Medical Association of Ala- 
bama as, herein provided. In order to so amend the said certi- 
ficate of incorporation the trustees of said corporation shall file in 
said Probate Office a certificate setting forth the names of the ad- 
ded hospitals and the names of the representatives of such hos- 
pitals accompanied by the certificates of the approval of said hos- 
pitals in like manner as provided or required in the original certi- 
ficate of incorporation. It shall be the duty of the corporation so 
organized to furnish the Superintendent of Insurance a copy of its 
certificate of incorporation and a copy of each amendment thereto 
immediately after the same is filed. 

Section 4. Not more than one-such corporation shall be or- 
ganized in the State. Any hospital doing business in the State of 
Alabama shall have the right to participate as a member of said 
corporation provided such hospital shall have been approved in 
writing as a proper hospital to render the service herein provided 
by the trustees of the Alabama Hospital Association and the State 
Board of Censors of the Medical Association of the State of Ala- 
bama. 

Section 5. The corporation organized under the provisions of 
this Act shall procure from the Superintendent of Insurance a certi- 
ficate of authority to do business for which the corporation shall 
pay the sum of Twenty-Five ($25.00) Dollars, and such certificates 
of authority shall be renewed thereafter on or before the first day 
of March of each year. The corporation may then enter into con- 
tracts with the public, subject to the restrictions herein contained, 
for the rendering of hospital service. It shall be the duty of such 
corporation to issue certificates to those of the public who shali de- 
sire to avail themselves of the hospital service plan herein provided 
for, which certificates shall specify as nearly as possible the hos- 
pital service which is proposed to be rendered, and such certifi- 
cates may provide for more than one class of service. Such cer- 
tificates must also specify the charge or premium which is required 
to be paid for the services therein called for, and the purchaser of 
a certificate for Group Hospitalization will not be entitled to any 
of the benefits and privileges named in his certificate, until a period 
of sixty days after purchase date has elapsed. Each certificate 
shall carry a service date covering the full period of time paid for, 
and shall designate the person or persons, or class of persons, who 
shall be entitled to hospital service under said certificate and shall 
also designate the hospitals which are to render the services pro- 
vided for in said certificate. Said certificate shall stipulate that 
the service therein provided shall not include any medical or surgi- 
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cal services. It shall also provide that any doctor may be selected 
by the certificate holder to treat him while a patient in the hospital 
provided the doctor selected is a reputable doctor and eligible for 
membership in his County Medical Society. 

Section 6. Any holder in good standing of a certificate for such 
hospital service may select any hospital named in said certificate to 
render the necessary hospital service thereunder. The corporation 
issuing such certificate shall pay the hospital for the services ren- 
dered thereunder, in accordance with a schedule of rates uniform in 
all its phases throughout the State, which schedule of rates shall be 
established in the following manner: The trustees of the Alabama 
Hospital Association in conjunction with the State Board of Cen- 
sors of the Medical Association of the State shall establish and 
certify in writing a schedule of rates to be charged for every phase 
of hospital service to be rendered under said hospital service plan 
and said rates when so established shall be the rate for which the 
corporation organized under this Act shall pay its hospital members 
for the services rendered or furnished by said Hospitals throughout 
the whole state. 

Section 7. The corporation organized under the provisions of 
this Act shall obtain from the Superintendent of Insurance a certi- 
ficate of authority for every individual agent writing or soliciting 
hospital certificates for said corporation and only agents holding 
such certificates shall be authorized to solicit certificates for said 
corporation. For each certificate so issued the corporation shall 
pay to the Superintendent of Insurance the sum of Four ($4.00) 
Dollars and such certificate shall be renewable in January of each 
year. It shall also be the duty of the Corporation organized under 
the provisions of this Act to file with the Superintendent of In- 
surance two copies of all certificates which the said corporation 
proposes to issue or sell in this State. 

Section 8. The rates, charges and premiums to be charged the 
public for the hospital service and for the certificates therefor, and 
the certificates and benefits thereunder, herein provided for shall 
at all times be subject to the approval of the Superintendent of In- 
surance. The Trustees of the Alabama Hospital Association in 
conjunction with the State Board of Censors of the Medical Asso- 
ciation of the State shall have the right, subject to the approval of 
the Superintendent of Insurance to prescribe reasonable rules and 
regulations under and by which all certificate holders can procure 
the services herein provided for. The Superintendent of Insurance 
or any of his designated deputies or examiners shall have the pow- 
er of visitation and examination into the affairs of any such cor- 
poration and.shall have free access to all the books, papers and 
documents that relate to the business of said corporation and may 
summon and qualify witnesses under oath, to examine them in re- 
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Jation to the affairs, transactions and conditions of the corporation. 
Such examination shall be made at the expense of the corporation. 
The acquisition cost in connection with the solicitation of subscrib- 
ers to said hospital plan shall be subject to the approval of the Su- 
perintendent of Insurance. 

Section 9. Such corporation shall be required to deposit with 
the Superintendent of Insurance a reserve or guaranty fund in the 
sum of three thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars to guarantee its per- 
formance of the contracts of said corporation, but it is hereby pro- 
vided that any subscriber to the hospital plan of said corporation 
shall be entitled to receive from one of the hospitals designated in 
the certificate issued to such subscriber, the hospital services here- 
in called for, and the hospital so elected or designated by said sub- 
scriber to furnish said hospital service is liable to said subscriber 
for said hospital care, but the liability of said hospital shall extend 
no further. In the event of the refusal of any hospital to render 
the service, the corporation issuing such certificate shall be liable 
to the holder thereof for the reasonable value of the hospital service 
provided in said certificate as fixed therein, provided the holder of 
said certificate is in good standing according to its terms. 

Section 10. All decisions and findings of the Superintendent of 
Insurance, State Board of Censors of the Medical Association of 
the State of Alabama and of the Alabama State Hospital Associa- 
tion made under the proviisons of this Act shall be subject to re- 
vision by proper proceedings in a court of competent jurisdiction. 

Section 11. The corporation organized under the provision and 
pursuant to this Act is hereby declared to be a charitable and bene- 
volent institution, and all of its funds shall be exempt from every 
State, County, District and Municipal and School tax other than 
taxes on real estate and office equipment, and shall not be used for 
any other purpose other than to pay the reasonable operating ex- 
penses of the corporation, maintain a reasonable reserve or surplus 
and the payment of bills for the hospitalization of its certificate 
holders. Each person designated to handle funds of the corpora- 
tion shall be bonded sufficiently to protect the funds of the corpora- 
tion that they handle, said bond must be approved by the State Su- 
perintendent of Insurance. 

Section 11. (a) All certificates issued must contain a provi- 
sion to the effect that in the event the holder in good standing, be- 
comes an emergency case in territory other than in the State of Ala- 
tbama in which he resides and requires hospitalization as an emer- 
gency case, the corporation will pay to the hospital in such terri- 
tory the same sum that it would have paid a hospital selected by 
the certificate holder and located in the State of Alabama, his resi- 
dence, had he been treated in such hospital in the State of Alabama. 
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Section 12. The corporation shall annually on or before the 
first day of March file in the office of the Superintnedent of In- 
surance a statement verified by at least two of the principal offi- 
cers of said corporation showing its conditions on the 31st day of 
December then next preceding, which shall be in such form and 
shall contain such matters as the Superintendent of Insurance shall 
prescribe. 

Section 13. This Act shall be liberally construed in order to 
accomplish the beneficial purposes sought, by making it possible 
for persons of limited means to obtain adequate hospital care when 
the same is required. Should any part of this Act be declared un- 
constitutional by any Court, such decision shall not affect the re- 
mainder thereof. 

Section 14. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with this 
Act are, for the purpose of giving effect to this Act, hereby repealed. 

Section 15. This Act shall take effect immediately. 

And the substitute was adopted.

Provided, also that any and all orders for groceries is- 
sued by said Department of Public Welfare, or any agency thereof, be 
tradeable at any licensed store and that no discrimination be made as to 
where the said orders must be filled, thereby giving every licensed concern 
the same opportunity to benefit from funds and orders paid to workers 
employed by any agency or department of the said Department of Public 
Welfare.” 

3. We recommend that the Senate pass the following amendments 
adopted by the House: 

“Amend Senate Bill No. 365 by adding after the word “Created” on line 
eight, page four the following: Provided, however, the State Board shall 
not disqualify those Child Welfare Workers from holding office, if they have 
had at least four years experience as a Child Welfare Worker in Alabama 
for the past four years prior to the passage of this Act, on account of edu- 
cation requirement, training, previous experience and general efficiency.”

“Amend Senate Bill 365 by adding at the end of line 22, page 3, Sec- 
tion 4 of said Bill, after the word “Board,” the following words: “With the 
approval of the Governor, not to exceed thirty-six hundred dollars.” 

Further amend said Bill by striking out the first paragraph of Section 
11 of said Bill and insert in lieu thereof the following: “Section 11. The 
County Board of Public Welfare shall ‘consist of seven members, not less 
than two of whom shall be women, selected by the County Court of Com- 
missioners or County Board of Revenue or other governing body of the 
County from the citizenship of the county on the basis of their recognized

The President and Presiding Officer of the Senate having signed 
the following Senate bill your signature thereto is requested: 

S. 865. To create a State Department of Public Welfare; to

upon written requisition setting forth the articles needed and signed by the 
officer for whose office said articles are requested, and thereupon said Pur- 
chasing Agent shall make inquiry and ascertain whether the articles are nec- 
essary before purchasing the same, and all invoices of such purchases, with 
said requisition attached, shall be kept on file in the office of the President 
of the Board of Revenue of said county in alphabetical order as a permanent 
record subject to inspection by the public at all reasonable times. 

Section 3. That the term of office of the President of the Board of 
Revenue, as a member of said Purchasing Agency, shall be the same as his 
term of office as President of the Board of Revenue of said county.

pons for such interest as it may agree with the person purchasing the same, 
and must keep a register of all such warrants in its office showing the amount 
of each such warrant, its date, due date, to whom issued and for what issued 
and when so issued such Board of Revenue shall set up a Sinking Fund out 
of any monies or funds belonging to or to accrue to said County for the re- 
tirement of such warrants and at least 5% of the amount of such warrants

Said engineer shall have the authority to hire and fire such employees as 
may be necessary in carrying out the work of building and repairing public 
roads, bridges, buildings, or works in said County and shall hire or employ 
such number of persons at such compensation as may first be determined by 
the Board of Revenue but no person so hired to perform any service shall 
be related within the third degree by affinity to said engineer or to any mem- 
ber of the Board of Revenue and if so hired any warrant drawn by the Board 
of Revenue for payment for such services shall be null and void, and the 
members of the Board of Revenue and the sureties on their official bond shall 
be held liable for any such warrant so drawn to such person so employed 
and who is related within the third degree by affinity to any of the members 
of said Board or to such engineer. 

Section 12. Said engineer and the Board of Revenue and the individual 
members thereof are also prohibited from hiring any member of said Board 
to do any road work or any other work or perform any other service for said 
County except in his official capacity for which his salary is provided and 
from using the teams, trucks, machinery or property of any member of said 
Board or hiring for labor on roads or bridges any person in the employ of any 
member of said Board or anyone renting or cultivating lands of any member 
of said board, or hiring the teams of any such person or making any contract 
for the purchase of goods or materials or for any construction, maintenance 
or repair work, with any such person or with any such member of said board 
or with any person who is related by affinity within the third degree to any 
member of said board or such engineer nor any such contract with any firm 
or corporation of which such member or a relative of a member may be a 
partner or stockholder. ; 

Section 13. That on and after the passage and approval of this bill the 
Chairman of said Board of Revenue shall be the purchasing agent to purchase 
all materials and supplies required to be purchased or paid for by the Board 
of Revenue under this act or under the Laws of the State of Alabama. Requi- 
sition shall be submitted for such supplies and materia! by the engineer and 
by other officers of said County to the Board of Revenue and shall be passed 
upon and approved by the Board at either a general or special session before 
any purchases shall be made by said purchasing agent, except for letterheads, 
stamps and blanks for the officers of the County and if the amount of such 
purchase of such supplies on such requisition amounts in value to One Hun- 
dred ($100.00) Dollars, the same shall be let by competitive bidding by the 
Chairman of the Board of Revenue, the person making the best and lowest bid 
on the same quantity of product, article or supplies shall be awarded the 
contract of purchase. In awarding contracts for the purchase of material 
and supplies or either, the purchasing agent shall award the contract to Ala- 
bama made goods if the bid submitted therefor is equal to or lower than other 
bids submitted for the same article of the same grade and character. The 
Chairman of the Board of Revenue shall not receive any additional compen- 
sation for such services. All requisitions for material and supplies, bids and 
correspondence and other papers relating to the purchases made by said pur- 
chasing agent under the provisions of this Act shall be kept and preserved in 
the office of the Board of Revenue, and the same shall be public records and 
subject to inspection by any person at all reasonable times. Provided, how- 
ever, that the Board of Revenue may make provision for emergency purchase 
to be made by the purchasing agent where such emergency exists as shall re- 
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quire immediate action to preserve and protect the interests of the County, 
but under no condition shall any purchase ever be made where the total 
amount of the value of the goods purchased exceeds One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars without competitive bids.

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS 


Mr. Speaker: 

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills reports that it 
has examined the following House bills, and finds same correctly 
enrolled, to-wit: 

H. 540. To require that twenty-five per cent of the total funds, 
received by Lawrence County, Alabama, from the levy and col- 
lection by the State of gasoline taxes or taxes on or other motor 
fuels, be used for the purpose of paying the principal of all county 
road debts contracted prior to October 1, 1935, including bonds 
of said county issued for the purpose of building public roads in 
said county; to provide that the Board of Revenue shall ascertain 
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during the month of October, 1935, and register in a book of per- 
manent record and publish in the county paper, or cause such to be 
done, the various amounts of all the road debis of the county, speci- 
fying particularly the amounts owed, to whom such amounts are 
owed, when such amounts are due and the interest rate, if any, 
thereon; to provide for the permanent continuation of this record 
and to provide the method for the retirement of such indebtedness.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 


To the House of Representatives, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: 

I am returning herewith to you, the House in which it originated, House 
Bill No. 840 without my approval. 

A number of blanks occur therein by an oversight and in order that the 
bill may be enacted in proper shape I offer the following executive amend- 
ment to House Bill No. 840, which if adopted will meet with my approval: 


A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To provide for an election to submit to the qualified electors of Law- 
rence County for their approval or rejection a proposal to issue bonds in an 
amount not exceeding $130,000 for the purpose of constructing and equipping 
a courthouse and jail building for said county; and to levy and collect taxes 
on all taxable property in said county at a rate not exceeding three mills, to 
provide a fund for the payment of said indebtedness and the interest thereon; 
and to provide for the issuance of said bonds and the levy of said tax over 
a period not exceeding twenty-five (25) years, in the event the said proposal 
is approved by the majority voting in said election; and to provide for the 
construction and equipping of said courthouse and jail building. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. That the Governing Body of Lawrence County be and it is 
hereby empowered, authorized and directed to order an election, as herein- 
after provided, to submit to the qualified electors of said county a proposal 
to authorize said county to issue bonds in a sum not exceeding $130,000 for 
the purpose of constructing and equipping a courthouse and jail building, and 
to levy and collect over a period not exceeding twenty-five (25) years, a tax 
on all taxable property in said county at a rate not exceeding three mills, to 
provide a fund for the payment of the principal and interest of said indebted- 
ness. 

Section 2. Said election shall be ordered by the County Governing Body 
_ not less than sixty (60) nor more than One Hundred Twenty (120) days after 
the adoption by a majority of the qualified electors of Alabama, participating 
in an election held for said purpose, of a proposed amendment to the Consti- 
tution of Alabama authorizing Lawrence County to increase its indebtedness 
and to issue bonds to construct a courthouse and jail building, submitted by 
the peat of Alabama at the Regular Session of 1935, if the same be 
adopted. 
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Section 3. That within (Thirty (30) days next succeeding the adoption 
of said amendment to the Constitution, if adopted, said county governing 
body shall in regular or special session authorize and direct estimates of the 
cost of said proposed construction and equipping of a courthouse and jail 
building to be made by competent architects or engineers and submitted to 
said governing body within Sixty (60) days thereafter. Within Thirty (30) 
of submission of said estimates, said county governing body shall be called 
into regular or special session to consider the same, and shall, as soon as 
practicable thereafter, order an election to be held in said county to submit 
a proposal to construct and equip said courthouse and jail building, and to 
levy a tax for the payment of the costs thereof. Notice of the time of hold- 
ing said election and the terms of the proposal to be voted on therein shall 
be given by publication in a newspaper published in the county once a week 
for four consecutive weeks, the first publication shall be not less than Thirty 
(30) days prior to the date fixed for said election. 

Section 4. Said election shall be held on the day specified in said order 
of the County Governing Body and notice hereinabove provided for. The 
officers to conduct said election shall be selected, the result declared, and the 
same may be contested, as is provided for in Sections 10209-10213 of the 
Code of Alabama, 1923, insofar as said sections are applicable. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the county governing body to prepare 
the ballots for use in said election, which shall have printed thereon substan- 
tially the following: 

“Proposal: Shall the indebetdness of Lawrence County be increased by 
issuance and sale of bonds in the amount of not more than $130,000.00, and 
said sum expended upon the construction and equipping of a courthouse and 
jail building; said bonds to bear interest at a rate not exceeding 6% per an- 
num, payable annually (or payable semi-annually) and to mature not later 
than Twenty-five (25) years from issue date (or to mature not less than 1/25 
portion thereof annually on the anniversary of issue over a period of Twenty- 
five (25) years). The said indebtedness of not more than $130,000.00 to be 
paid by the levy of a tax in addition to all of the taxes now levied and col- 
lected, on all taxable property situated in Lawrence County, of not exceed- 
ing three mills; the said tax to be levied and collected annually over a period 
of not exceeding Twenty-five (25) years. The said courthouse and jail build- 
ing to be completed within Twenty-four (24) months of the date of the ap- 
proval of its construction by a majority of the qualified electors participating 
in this election”, And underneath said proposal shall be the phrases: “For 
the proposal” and “Against the proposal”, and sufficient space shall be pro- 
vided on said ballot for the elector to indicate by an X mark in front of said 
phrase his choice by making an X mark in front of the phrase “For the 
proposal”, if in favor thereof, and by making an X mark in front of the 
phrase “Against the proposal’, if he opposes the same. 

Section 6. If upon a canvass of the returns of said election, it shall be 
determined that a majority of the qualified electors of the county participat- 
ing therein have voted for the proposal, the county governing body shall pro- 
ceed to the construction and equipping of said court house and jail building 
by advertising for bids therefor, as in such cases made and provided; and 
shall proceed to levy a tax authorized by said election, and shall continue the 
same for the period of years specified upon said ballot. And the said Gov- 
erning Body shall proceed to issue and sell bonds for not more than the 
amount authorized by said election to finance the construction and equipping 
of said courthouse and jail building. In the advertising for bids for construc- 
tion, contracting therefor, issuing said bonds and marketing the same, the 
county governing body shall be governed by the general laws and rules per- 
taining to said functions of such county governing body; provided, however, 
that in no event shall said bonds be sold for less than par value. But nothing 
contained herein shall be taken to prohibit the county governing body from 
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paying the said bonds so issued to a contractor for any of the work or ma- 
terials authorized hereby, as a part payment upon said contract, at. not less’ 
than par value or at not less than the highest and best bid for said bonds, 
which ever sum is the greater. 

Section 7. That all laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act be

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 


Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has passed the following House bills and returns 
same herewith to the House: 

H. 541. To limit the power and authority of the Board of 
Revenue, or other like governing body, of Lawrence County, Ala- 
bama, to incur obligations and to approve and pay claims for cur- 
rent operating expenses in any fiscal year to the income of the 
county available for such purposes for that particular year; to pro- 
vide that no warrants or orders for money shall be issued under 
the authority of such boards until the cash is available for their 
payment; to provide for a record of the financial status of the 
county, that such record be kept up-to-date and open to inspection 
by the taxpayers; to provide for refunding all outstanding war- 
rants and debts and to pledge the general and special funds for 
their payment; to provide that violations of this act be punishable 
by removal from office and fines not exceeding $1,000.00, and im- 
prisonment not exceeding one year or both for each offense. 


H. 595. To authorize and empower the County Board of Edu- 
cation, or other like body by whatsoever name it may be called, in 
all counties in this State having a population according to the last 
or any subsequent federal census in excess of 300,000 to employ 
from time to time a certified public accountant to audit the books 
of said body, and the books of the County Treasurer of School 
Funds or other custodian of school funds, and to pay for the serv- 
ices of such accountant out of public school funds, and to repeal all 
laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith.

A bill to be entitled an Act to provide and submit to 
the qualified electors of the State of Alabama, at an election to be 
held on the second Tuesday next after the expiration of three 
months from the date of the final adjournment of the present ses- 
sion of the Legislature an amendment to the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama, continuing the amount of taxes which may be 
levied by the Governing Body of the Municipality of Attalla, Ala- 
bama. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed, and an election by the qualified 
electors of the State, is hereby authorized upon such proposed 
amendment and the day appointed for such election is the second 
Tuesday next after the expiration of three months from the date 
of the final adjournment of the present session of the Legislature 
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at which this amendment is proposed. The amendment proposed 
is as follows: 

(a) That the Municipality of Attalla, Alabama, through its 
governing body, may levy and collect from and after the date of 
this amendment the present rate of one per cent ad valorem tax per 
annum, and said amount to be devoted to the payment of outstand- 
ing bonds, provide for schools, and such other purposes as may be 
designated by the governing body of said Municipality, but before 
any additional tax now authorized by law can be levied, it must be 
voted by a majority of qualified electors of the Municipality voting 
on such proposition at an election called by the governing body of 
said Municipality for such purposes; providing that the total tax 
levied for all purposes by the said Municipality at Attalla shall 
not exceed one per centum in any one year on the property situat- 
ed therein, based on the valuation of such property as assessed for 
State taxation. 

(b) ‘That the adoption of this amendment shall in no wise ef- 
fect, limit, modify, abridge or impair the power, authority or right 
of such Municipality to levy and collect the special school taxes 
now or hereafter vested in or conferred upon it under the Consti- 
tution or any amendment thereto. 

(c) Each election held under the provisions of this Amend- 
ment shall be ordered, held, canvassed and may be contested in the 
same manner as is or may be provided by the law applicable to 
Municipal Corporations, for elections to order the issuance of mu- 
nicipal bonds. The ballots used at such election shall contain the 
following words: 

“For authorization of a continuation of taxation at a rate not 
to exceed one per cent per annum for the purpose of the payment 
of outstanding bonds, provide for schools, and such other purposes 
as may be designated by the governing body of said Municipality.” 

“Against authorization of a continuation of taxation at a rate 
not to exceed one per cent per annum for the purpose of the pay- 
ment of outstanding bonds, provide for schools, and such other 
purposes as may be designated by the governing body of said 
Municipality.” 

The rate of taxation proposed shall be printed upon the ballot. 
in the space indicated therefor and for the year or years in which 
the proposed rate is to apply, and the purpose or purposes for 
which said tax is to be used shall likewise be placed in the respec- 
tive places therefor. The voter shall record his choice either for or 
against authorization of the proposed rate for the proposed pur- 
pose or purposes by placing a cross mark before or after the words 
expressing his choice. Nothing herein contained shall in any wise 
change or effect the rights of any holder of bonds of said Municipal 
Corporations heretofore issued. Elections in said. Municipality to 
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order the levy of such tax may be held as often as ordered by the 
governing body thereof, but when a proposition is submitted to 
the said Municipality hereunder and such proposition is defeated, 
no second election shall be held in such municipality for one year 
thereafter. This amendment shall be self-operative without any 
additional legislation. 

Section 2. That notice of the election hereby ordered together 
with the amendment hereby proposed shall be given by a proclama- 
tion of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper 
once a week in each county of the State for at least four successive 
weeks next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 3. The expenses of the election herein provided for 
and the cost of the publication of the notices shall be paid out of 
the State Treasury in the same manner as the expenses of other 
elections are paid.

In accordance with Section 106 of the Constitution of Alabama, notice 
is hereby given that the following proposed Local Act, pertaining to Bullock 
County will be introduced in the Legislature of Alabama, during the present 
session thereof: 


A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To authorize the Court of County Commissioners of Bullock County, 
Alabama, to replace in the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of said county, by 
transfer from the General Fund of said county to the Fine and Forfeiture 
Fund of said county, such sums of money as have. been heretofore trans- 
ferred from said Fine and Forfeiture Fund to the General Fund of said county. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section I. The Court of County Commissioners of Bullock County, 
Alabama, shall, from time to time, whenever in the discretion of said Court, 
the condition of the General Fund will permit, replace in the Fine and For- 
feiture Fund of said county, by transfer from the General Fund of said 
county to the Fine and Forfeiture Fund, such sums of money as have here- 
tofore been transferred, under authority of Section 304 of the Code of 1923, 
from said Fine and Forfeiture Fund to the General Fund. Provided that the 
sums so replaced in the Fine and Forfeiture Fund shall not exceed one thou- 
sand dollars during the first twelve months after the passage of this act, or 
five hundred dollars during any subsequent twelve months.

S. 885. To provide for the publication of a Code of Alabama 
and to provide for the appointing of a committee to contract for 
the compilation, codification, annotating, indexing, printing, bind- 
ing, and distributing of the public statutes of the State of Alabama 
of a general and permanent nature, and to provde for necessary 
appropriations therefor. 

Was taken up. The question was on the substitute reported 
by the Standing Committee on Judiciary, said Committee substitute 
being as follows: 


AMENDMENT TO SENATE BILL NO. 385 
Amend Senate Bill No. 385 so as to read as follows: 


A BILL 


To be entitled An Act to provide for the revision, codification, 
digesting and promulgation of the public statutes of this State. 

WHEREAS, Section 85 of the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama provides that it shall be the duty of the Legislature at 
its first session after the ratification of the Constitution and within 
every subsequent period of twelve years to make provision by law 
for revising, digesting and promulgating the public statutes of the 
state, of a general nature, and 

WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama at its session in 1919 
did make appropriate provision by law for revising, digesting and 
promulgating the public statutes of the state of a general nature, 
and which provision was effected by the adoption and promulga- 
tion of the Code of Alabama of 1923; therefore 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Justices of the Supereme Court of the 
state, be and they are hereby authorized, empowered and directed 
to employ a code commissioner (resident or non resident, individual 
or corporation) whose duty it shall be, under the supervision and 
direction of the Justices of the Supreme Court, from time to time, 
to revise, digest and codify all the statutes of the state, of a general 
and public nature, including such acts as may be passed by this 
Legislature. 

Section 2. Such commissioner shall revise and prepare, under 
the supervision and direction of the Justices of the Supreme Court, 
a systematic code of the whole body of the public statutes of the 
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state, such code to be divided into separate volumes, each properly 
bound and the whole indexed. The manuscript of the code shall be 
prepared and submitted as herein provided and may be in either 
printed or typewritten form, or partly printed or partly typewrit- 
ten. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the commissioner at least 
two months before the convening of the next Legislature to deliver 
the code to the Justices of the Supreme Court of the state, to- 
gether with a statement showing each and all changes he shall have 
made, and the phraseology thereof, together with all additions 
thereto and omissions therefrom, with accurate reference to the 
acts and laws so altered, changed or omitted. It shall be the duty 
of the Justices of the Supreme Court carefully and painstakingly 
to examine the same and specifically report upon the same to any 
subsequent session of this Legislature or to the Legislature of 1939, 
recommending such alterations, changes, omissions, and modifica- 
tions, if any, as to them seem proper, and they shall attach to their 
report the statement of the commissioner herein provided for. 

Section 4. The commissioner shall prepare appropriate chap- 
ters, titles and subdivisions of titles for each chapter, clearly, 
briefly, and succinctly expressive of the subjects treated, which 
shall be arranged alphabetically, bringing into appropriate order 
and place all public laws appertaining to the subject treated. The 
commissioner shall not simply transfer or transcribe the laws en- 
acted by the Legislature, but shall without changing the sense, 
so alter the phraseology as to eliminate and exclude all redundancy, 
prolixity and obscurity of expression, and when there shall be 
several acts relating to or embracing the same subject, they shall 
be gathered together and condensed into one and so worded as 
clearly and fully to set forth the substance and meaning of the 
whole, having regard to the judicial exposition thereof. When- 
-ever it shall be apparent that there are legislative omissions or 
mistakes in any statute, the commissioner shall supply and rectify 
the same so as to correct and perfect such statute and render its 
meaning clear and its operation complete, and shall add such origi- 
nal notes and references as may be proper for the clear elucidation 
thereof and for easy and ready reference to the several laws from 
which they may be compiled, showing as far as may be when such 
acts and statutes and laws become operative and when amended, to 
which shall be appended in appropriate arrangement a citation and 
digest of decisions of the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals, con- 
struing, explaining or discussing such sections or acts. 

Section 5. The commissioner shall prepare and submit an ac- 
curate, full, complete and comprehensive index of the code, which 
shall contain an alphabetical arrangement of all the various subjects 
contairied in such code. 
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Section 6. The commissioner shall number each section of the 
code and immediately following the number of each section, shall 
set out the numbers of the section of the Codes of 1923, 1907, 1896, 
1886, 1876, 1867, and 1852, in the order herein set forth; designat- 
ing by a (-.- ) any intermediate code which does not contain 
such sections of subject-matter. 

Section 7. The commissioner shall prepare an appendix to the 
code which shall contain a table or tables of the numbers of the 
sections of all the codes of this state which refer to or embrace the 
same or like subject-matter. 

Section 8. The commissioner shall prefix the code with the 
Constitution of 1875, and the Constitution of 1901 with all amend- 
ments, and shall make a brief and concise statement of the rulings 
and decisions of the Supreme Court with reference to each section 
of the Constitution of 1901 where the same has been construed; 
such statement to follow immediately after the section so con- 
strued or passed on. 

Section 9. The commissioner shall receive for his services from 
the State of Alabama, the sum of not exceeding Twenty Thousand 
Dollars ($20,000.00), as may be determined by the Justices of the 
Supreme Court, this sum to include allowance fcr clerical assis- 
tance, and to be payable at the times and in such amounts as may 
be prescribed and approved by the Justices of the Supreme Court. 
And said sum of Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of 
funds in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, and shall be paid 
by the Treasurer upon certificate of the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court. 

Section 10. In case the commissioner shall die, resign or be- 
come unable to execute the duties herein required of him, the 
Justices of the Supreme Court shall employ a suitable person in 
his place and such person, when so employed, shall have all the 
rights and powers of such commissioner and shall perform all the 
duties herein required of him. 

Section 11. The commissioner shall prepare and submit to 
the Justices of the Supreme Court, when he submits the Code as 
hereinabove provided, such bills as he may deem necessary or 
proper for perfecting, harmonizing, or improving the system of 
laws of Alabama, which he cannot embrace in the code, as herein- 
above provided, which bills the Justices of the Supreme Court shall 
carefully examine and report to the Legislature of 1939 which such 
suggestions in regard to the passage or amendment of such bills as 
they may deem proper. 

Section 12. The Secretary of State shall supply the commis- 
sioner with stationery and supplies necessary to the preparation of 
the code, and with one volume each of the Codes of 1852, 1867, 
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1876, 1886, and 1896, and with two volumes of the Codes of 1907 
and 1928, and two copies each of all acts of the Legislature of 
Alabama, beginning with the regular session of the Legislature of 
1923. 

Section 13. In case the commissioner shall die or become un- 
able to execute the duties herein required of him, without having re- 
ceived compensation for the work performed by him, reasonable 
compensation for the work performed, to be determined by the 
Justices of the Supreme Court, shall be paid to his personal repre- 
sentative in event of his death, or to him in event he become unable 
to further prosecute the work. 

Section 14. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict here- 
with be and are hereby repealed.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR - 


To the House of Representatives, 

Montgomery, Alabama. 

Gentlemen: 

I am herewith returning to you, the House in which it originated, with- 
out my approval House Bill No. 745, commonly known as the “Revised Ster- 
ilization Bill.” 

In a message to you on the 25th of June, returning without approval the 
original Sterilization Bill, I said in part: 

“I am convinved that the social benefits expected to result from this 
bill are dependent largely upon theories, upon theories on which the ex- 
perts are far from agreement. The hoped for good results are not sure 
enough or great enough to compensate for the hazards to personal rights 
that would be involved in the execution of the provisions of the bill. 

As to females, it entails a major operation artd I am informed that 
experience shows that in all major operations there is an appreciable per- 
centage of fatalities.” 

This revised bill attempts to supply that necessary due process of law 
which was omitted from the original bill, but this is supplied in form only. 

- This is not made really available under the present bill because, notwith- 
standing there is recited therein that “The State of Alabama shall pay 
all expenses and costs incident to an appeal from the decision of the 
Medical Board of Sterilization, etc”, there is no appropriatoin whatso- 
ever contained in the bill to defray this or any other expenses which the 
bill recites shall be paid by the State. The due process attempted to be 
secured is in form only. 

Without an appropriation this recited due process can not be available to 
those unable to pay for it, and there is no appropriation whatsoever in this 
bill. 

We know that the enforcement of the provisions of this bill as to girls 
and young women will entail major operations upon many thousands. We 
know that an operation within the abdomen upon the sexual organs is one of 
the most serious of all major operations and that of necessity there will be 
a great number of deaths. Those who will die are innocent and pure, have 
committed no offense against God or man, save that in the opinion of experts 
they should never have been born. 

If it were necessary for the protection of society to sacrifice some for 
the benefit of many, we might be forced to consider this vicarious sacrifice 
for the public good as justifiable, but we are not forced to take either horn 
of this dilemma. 

In our State society is now, and can continue to be, amply protected in 
this respect. We are now, in our feeble minded institutions and other insti- 
tutions, confining these unfortunates where they are kept safe and harmless, 
both as to themselves and as to society. We can continue to protect society 
in this way if we so elect and can continue to segregate these unfortunates 
in these institutions. Simply because it may be cheaper to operate on all and 
kill some than it is to segregate all, still I insist that we haven’t the right to 
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kill a single one of these innocents. We know that is what this bili will do. 
We haven’t the right to kill because it is the cheapest way to solve this 
problem. 

True we will not know what particular individuals will be called upon to 
make the vicarious sacrifice but we do know that some individuals will be, 
and I can not find it possible for me, in the exercise of the power placed in 
my hand by the people of Alabama, to cause the death of these innocent un- 
fortunates simply as the easiest way, in the opinion of experts, to protect 
society. 

I, therefore, veto this bill and, pursuant to the provisions of our Consti- 
tuition, return it to you for such action as you may see fit to take.

($100.00) Dollars out of such funds, upon the death of an active or 
retired member of such fire department, to the beneficiary of such 
deceased member ; to provide for fixing the status of paid members 
of the fire department of any City, Town, Suburb, or Settlement 
which may be annexed or become a part of Cities which shall come 
under and be governed by the provisions of this Act, relative to the 
retention of such paid members, and the granting of pensions and re- 
lief privileges to them; to provide for the retirement and reinstate- 
ment of members of such fire department; to prescribe the duties 
of the City Attorney and City Physician in connection with the said 
Board of Trustees and the said fund; to provide for medical ex- 
amination and diagnosis of the physical or mental condition of sick 
or disabled members of such fire department; to designate the 
treasurer of such fund and his duties; to provide for the repeal of 
all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith; to provide for the 
exemption of benefits of said fund from levy ; to provide the time of 
taking effect of this Act. 

Also: 

H. 578. To amend sections 2, 3 and 5 of an Act, entitled an 
Act, to create the office of County Road Supervisor for Henry 
County, Alabama, (H. 536) approved November 4th, 1932, so as 
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to further regulate and prescribe the powers, authority and duties 
of said Road Supervisor; to further prescribe the manner or mode 
of his election and/or appointment; and the election and/or ap- 
pointment of his successor; to further prescribe and fix his term 
of office and to fix his salary; and to fix penalties for the violation 
of this Act. 

Also: 

H. 7%8. To allow the Register in Chancery of the Circuit Court

SENATE MESSAGE 


On motion of Mr. Todd the House concurred in and adopted 
the amendment proposed by the Senate to the bill, H. 491, said 
Senate amendment being as follows: 


A BILL 


To be entitled An Act to amend Section II, III, V and VI of 
an Act entitled “An Act to define, regulate and license barbers and 
barber colleges, and other like business in counties of the State 
of Alabama having a population of three hundred thousand or over, 
according to the last or any subsequent Federal Census; to create 
a barbers’ Commission for said Counties; and to provide a penalty 
for the violation of the provisions hereof,’ which became a law 
July 24, 1931, under Section 125 of the Constitution. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Sections II, III, V, and VI, of an Act entitled 
“An Act to define, regulate and license barbers and barber colleges, 
and other like businesses in counties of the State of Alabama hav- 
ing a population of three hundred thousand or over, according to 
the last or any subsequent Federal Census; to create a barbers’ 
Commission for said Counties; and to provide a penalty for the vio- 
lation of the provisions hereof”, which became a law on July 24th, 
1931, be and the same is amended so that the same shall read as 
follows: 

Section II. A barber, barber shop, barber college or other like 
business within the meaning of this Act is any person, firm part- 
nership, co-partnership, association or corporation, who, for a val- 
uable consideration, shaves or trims the beard; gives facial or scalp 
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massages, or treats the same with oils or other preparations, singes, 
shampoos, cuts or dyes the hair of a human being, or applies hair 
tonic or other cosmetic preparations, clays, or lotions to the scalp, 
neck or face, or engages in the teaching of any person or persons in 
the art of barbering as in this paragraph defined. Provided, How- 
ever, the provisions of this Act shall not apply to (1) persons en- 
gaged in the practice of medicine, surgery or beauty culture, (2) 
persons actively engaged in the military service of the United 
States Government while acting in line of duty, (3) registered 
nurses in the course of their employment as such, (4) persons who 
render any of said services to members of their immediate families. 

Section III. There is hereby created a Barbers’ Commission 
for each county in the State of Alabama affected by this Act. The 
County Commission or like governing body of the counties affected 
shall appoint three persons, each of whom immediately prior to the 
date of his appointment has been a resident of the State for three 
years, and of the counties affected hereby for at least one year, 
and who has had at least five years’ experience as a barber, one 
member to be appointed for a term of one year, one member to be 
appointed for a term of two years, and one member to be appointed 
for a term of three years, and until their successors are appointed 
and qualify, thereafter the term of the members of said Commission 
shall be for three years and until their successors are appointed and 
qualify, provided, however, that the member appointed during the 
calendar year 1936 shall be appointed for a term of two years; the 
member appointed during the calendar year 1937 shall be appointed 
for a term of one year, and when the terms of all three expire in 
1938, their successor shall each be appointed for a period of two 
years, and thereafter all the members of said Commission shall be 
appointed for concurrent terms of two years each and until their 
successors are appointed and qualify. There shall be at no time 
more than two Commissioners residing or doing business in any 
one city, town or village, of counties affected hereby. Members 
to fill vacancies shall be appointed and vacancies caused by the 
expiration of the term shall by said person be appointed from time 
to time as required. The Commission immediately upon the quali- 
fication of the member appointed each year, or immediately upon 
the qualification of the three commissioners appointed together, 
after the year 193%, shall organize by selecting from its members 
a chairman, and may do all things necessary or convenient for 
carrying into effect the provisions of this Act. Each member of 
the Commission shall receive as full compensation for each day 
actually spent in the work of said Commission the sum of seven 
dollars per day and his actual and necessary expenses thereby in- 
curred. The members of said Commission shall not be paid for 
their attendance for more than one meeting of not over one days 
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duration during each calendar week. The Commission shall ap- 
point, and at its pleasure, discharge, a secretary-examiner and an 
inspector and such assistants as may be deemed necessary to dis- 
charge the duties imposed by the provisions of this Act; said Com- 
mission shall outline their duties and fix their compensation subject 
to the general laws of this State. The Commission shall obtain 
such office space, furnishings, and other conveniences as shall be 
reasonably necessary for carrying out the provisions of this Act. 
The inspector shall have the power and authority to arrest persons 
guilty of a violation of any of the provisions of this Act. The prin- 
cipal office of said Commission to be located at the county seat of 
the counties hereby affected. The Commission shall adopt a seal 
with such design as it may prescribe engraved thereon, by which 
it shall authenticate its proceedings. Copies of all records and 
papers in the office of the Commission duly certified and authenti- 
cated by its seal shall be received in evidence in all courts with 
like effect as the original. All records kept in the office of the 
Commission under authority of this act shall be opened to public 
inspection under such rules and regulations as shall be prescribed 
by the Commission. All fees and charges collected by the Com- 
mission under the provisions of this Act shall be paid into the treas- 
ury of the counties hereby affected and shall constitute a separate 
fund to be disbursed by the county treasurer on order of the 
Board of Commissioners and with the approval of the chairman 
of the Board of County Commissioners or Board of Revenue. All 
expenses incurred by the Commission, including the compensation 
of members and their employee, shall be paid out of such separate 
fund upon checks signed by the chairman of said Commission and 
approved by the Chairman of the Boards of County Commissioners 
or Boards of Revenue by the County Treasurer, provided the total 
expenses for every purpose incurred shall not exceed the total fees 
and charges collected and paid into the county treasury by said 
Commission and all moneys remaining in said separate fund at the 
end of the fiscal year not expended as herein provided shall become 
a part of the general fund of the county. 
Section V. Whenever the masculine gender is used in this 
Act it is to include the feminine gender. Every applicant for a 
arber’s’ license, apprentice-barber’s license, or for a license to 
operate a barber shop or barber’s college, or other like business, 
shall therefor in writing on blanks prepared or furnished by said 
barber’s Commission. It shall be accompanied by the recommen- 
dation of at least two barbers doing business in said County, not 
related to applicant, certifying that the applicant is of good reputa- 
tion, is qualified to practice the trade of barbering, and recommend- 
ing that a license be granted. Said application shall be accom- 
panied by the application fee hereinafter provided, and a reputable 
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doctor’s certificate certifying that said applicant has no communi- 
cable or contagious or infectious disease. Should said application 
not be approved, one-half the fee filed therewith shall be refunded 
to the applicant and one-half thereof shall be retained by the Com- 
mission for the expense of_conducting the investigation and exam- 
ination by this act required. The Commission, after applications 
in proper form have been filed, shall set the application down for 
a hearing (before refusing to issue a license), and determination 
as hereinafter provided. The Commission shall issue a license in 
such form as it may prescribe, which shall show the name and 
address of the licensee and the barber shop and college, in which 
he is employed. The seal of the Commission shall be imprinted 
on the license, and such other additional matter placed thereon 
as the Commission may designate. It shall be the duty of each 
person, co-partnership, association or corporation to conspicuously 
display his license in his place of business. The Commission shall 
issue to each licensee a pocket card, on which shall be an imprint 
of the seal of the Commission certifying that the person whose 
name appears thereon is a licensed barber or operator of one of the 
businesses herein named as the case may be. The original fee for 
each barber’s license shall be twenty-five dollars and the annual 
renewal fee shall be seven dollars and fifty cents. The original 
fee for each person to operate a barber shop, or other like business 
shall, in addition to the fee hereinbefore provided, pay two dollars 
and fifty cents for each chair maintained and an annual renewal 
fee of one dollar for each chair maintained in said business. The 
original fee for each person to operate a barber college shall in 
addition to the fee hereinbefore provided be one hundred dollars. 
Every license shall expire on the 31st day of December of each year. 
The Commission shall issue a new license for the ensuing year in 
the absence of any reason or condition that might warrant the 
refusal of granting of the license upon the receipt of the written 
request of the applicant accompanied by the annual fee, therefor, 
as herein required, and accompanied also by a certificate of a 
reputable physician asserting that the applicant then has no con- 
tagious, communicable, or infectious disease. ‘The Commission 
may upon its own motion, and shall upon the verified complaint in 
writing of any three persons making out a prima facie case, investi- 
gate the actions of any person hereby affected, and shall have the 
power to suspend or to revoke any license issued under the pro- 
visions of this Act at any time where the licensee has fraudulently 
obtained a license, or where the licensee in performing or attempt- 
ing to perform any of the acts mentioned herein is deemed to be 
guilty of (a) the violation of any state, county or city statute or 
ordinance pertaining to the operation of the business hereby af- 
fected, (b) the violation of any rule or regulation established by 
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the Commission, (c) or who has failed upon the request of the 
secretary-examiner to give evidence and/or proof of the compliance 
with the same. The Commission shall, before denying an appli- 
cation for a license, or before suspending or revoking any license, 
set the matter down for a hearing, and at least twenty days prior to 
the date set for the hearing, notify the applicant or licensee in 
writing, which notice shall contain an exact statement of the 
charges made and the date and place of hearing. The applicant or 
licensee at all such hearings shall have the opportunity to be heard 
in person and by counsel. Such notice may be served by delivery 
of the same personally to the applicant or licensee, or by mailing 
the same by registered mail to the last known business address 
of such applicant or licensee. In preparation and conduct of hear- 
ings, the Commission shall have power to require by subpoena 
the appearance and testimony of witnesses and the production of 
papers, and any member of the Commission may sign subpoenas, 
administer oaths, and examine witnesses. The fees and mileage 
shall be the same as prescribed by law in judicial procedure in the 
courts of this state in civil cases. Any party to a hearing shall have 
the right to the attendance of witnesses in his behalf. In case of 
disobedience to a subpoena, any member of the Commission may 
invoke the aid of any court of competent jurisdiction in requiring 
the attendance and testimony of witnesses and the production of 
papers and such court may issue an order requiring the persons 
to appear before the Commissioner, and give evidence or produce 
papers, as the case may be, and any failure to obey such order of 
,the court may be punished by the court as a contempt thereof. Any 
person so refusing to appear and give testimony required by such 
Commission shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof by a court of competent jurisdiction, as provided by this 
Act. If the Commission shall determine that any applicant is not 
qualified to receive a license, or that any licensee is guilty of a 
violation of any of the provisions of this Act, a license shall not be 
granted, or the same suspended or revoked, as the case may re- 
quire. Upon request of the applicant or licensee in writing, the 
Commission shall furnish said party with a definite statement oi 
its findings of facts and its reason or reasons for refusing to grant 
the license or for its suspension or revocation of same. The find- 
ings of the Commission may be appealed to the Circuit Court of 
the County in which the principal office of the Commission is lo- 
cated, provided an appeal is taken within thirty days after such 
final determination of the Commission. Any person desiring to 
appeal, under this section shall file with the Commission or some 
member thereof, a notice in writing that he appeals to the Circuit 
Court, with at least one solvent surety payable to the County 
wherein the case will be tried, conditioned to prosecute such appeal 
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to effect, and upon failure so to do, to pay all costs and damages 
which may be taxed against him by the Circuit Court on such 
appeal. Such bond to be approved by the Circuit Clerk of the 
County and any cause so appealed shall be tried de novo in said 
Circuit Court. The Commission shall at least every three months 
hold an examination for the purpose of determining the qualifica- 
tions of any applicants to become barbers or barber apprentices, 
and shall conduct said examination in accordance with the provi- 
sions hereof and in accordance with the rules and regulations pro- 
mulgated by said Commission not inconsistent with this Act. 
Said examinations to be conducted in the city, town, or village, 
where the principal office of the Commission is located. 

Section VI. Any person violating the provisions of this Act 
shall upon conviction be punished by a fine of not more than one 
hundred dollars, or by imprisonment for a term not to exceed six 
months, or by both fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the 
court. This provision shall have application to any officer or agent 
of a corporation, co-partnership, or association operated in viola- 
tion of this Act. Any court of competent jurisdiction in said 
County shall have full power to try any violation of this act, and 
upon conviction the court may at its discretion revoke the license 
of the person, co-partnership, association, or corporation violating 
the terms hereof. Before the Commissioners herein provided for 
shall receive a commission and enter upon the discharge of their 
duties, each shall take and subscribe the oath provided by law to 
be taken by elective officers of the State of Alabama. 

Section 2. The provisions of this Act having the effect of re-. 
ducing the annual renewal license fee for barbers from the previous 
sum of fifteen dollars to seven dollars and fifty cents shall not 
become effective until January 1st, 1936.

On motion of Mr. Glover the House concurred in and adopted the 
Senate amendment to the bill, H. 578, said Senate amendment 
being as follows: 


A BILL 


To be entitled An Act to amend sections 2, 3 and 5 of an Act, 
entitled an Act To Create the Office of County Road Supervisor 
for Henry County, Alabama, (H-536) approved November 4, 19382, 
so as to further regulate and prescribe the powers, authority and 
duties of said Road Supervisor; to further prescribe the manner or 
mode of his election and/or appointment; and the election and/or 
appointment of his successor; to further prescribe and fix his term 
of office and to fix his salary; and to fix penalties for the volation 
of this Act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That said section 2 of said Act be and the same 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows: Section 2. That in 
the general election to be held throughout the County in 1934 the 
qualified electors of Henry County, Alabama, shall elect a County 
Road Supervisor, who shall be a competent road builder and who 
shall be a qualified elector and a resident of the County, and who 
shall hold office for a term of two years and until his successor is 
elected and qualified; and in the general election to be held 
throughout the County in 1936 and every four years thereafter there 
shall be elected for the County a County Road Supervisor, possess- 
ing all the qualifications hereinabove set out, and who shall hold 
office for a term of four years and until his successor is elected 
and qualified, and nomination for which office may be made in 
primary elections as other County officers under the General Pri- 
mary Election Laws of Alabama. 

Section 2. That said section 3 of said Act be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: Section 3. That said 
County Road Supervisor shall have the general supervision and 
care of maintaining, repairing, and improving the public roads and 
bridges of the County, and the building of new roads and bridges 
when such roads and brides are established by the Court of County 
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Commissioners of said County. Said Road Supervisor shall em- 
ploy, and with the approval of the Court of County Commissioners 
fix the compensation of all overseers, workmen and laborers re- 
quired for said work and shall with the counsel, assistance and ap- 
:proval of said Court of County Commissioners, purchase all neces- 
sary road machinery, materials, teams, tools, supplies and equip- 
ment, as hereinafter provided, used in and about the work of the 
public roads and bridges of the County, and he shall perform all 
such other duties relating to the maintenance, improvement or 
construction of highways and bridges as may be required of him 
by the general laws of the State of Alabama, or by the local laws 
of the County, or by the Court of County Commissioners of said 
County. Beginning on the first Monday after the second Tuesday 
in January, 1937, said County Road Supervisor shall receive for his 
services the sum of Fifteen Hundred ($1500.00) Dollars per annum, 
to be paid in equal monthly installments out of the gasoline tax 
fund or any other available funds of the County, upon warrants 
-drawn by the Probate Judge of the County, and in addition thereto 
shall be provided by the said Court of County Commissioners 
with necessary means of transportation to enable him to discharge 
the duties of his office. 

Section 3. That said Section 5 of said Act be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: Section 5. That where 
purchase of road-building equipment, materals or tools involves an 
amount less than Ten ($10.) Dollars, such purchase shall be made 
in the open market by said Road Supervisor, who shall attach to 
the succeeding monthly pay roll a sworn itemized statement of such 
purchase or purchases from the seller. “That when any purchase 
to be made by the Road Supervisor exceeds $10.00 and is less than 
$50.00, he shall procure a requisition for each purchase from the 
Probate Judge and he, the Road Supervisor, shall secure as many 
written signed bids from merchants or dealers in the articles or 
article to be purchased, in no case less than two, as the requisition 
indicates, and the Probate Judge must, when said requisition is is- 
sued by him, indorse on each requisition the number of bids re- 
quired, and the purchase must be made from the lowest bidder as 
indicated by the bids, and each of said bids must be attached to the 
succeeding monthly pay roll along with the sworn itemized state- 
ment of the seller of each purchase as hereinabove provided for 
with reference to purchases of ten dollars or less.” That where 
any purchase by the Road Supervisor is more than $50.00 and less 
than $250.00 two weeks’ written notice shall be given that bids will 
be received for such purchases or contracts by posting same on the 
bulletin board at the County Court House. That where the amount 
involved is more than $250.00 notice by advertisement in some 
County paper for two consecutive weeks with 20 days’ notice 
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must be given that bids will be received for such purchases or 
contracts; also by posting notice thereof on the bulletin board at 
the Court House of Henry County for a period of 20 days; also by 
written notice, by registered mail, with return receipt requested, to 
at least three merchants or dealers in the goods or materials to 
be purchased. And like notice of any contract to be let to at least 
three contractors engaged in the work contemplated. Such notice 
or notices in all cases to be given by the County Road Supervisor. 
Such notice or notices, together with return receipts, the said Road 
Supervisor shall file with the Court of County Commissioners. 
Any and all contracts made and entered into, or purchases made by 
the County Road Supervisor, with the approval of the Court of 
County Commissioners, including all contracts of rental of road 
machinery or other materials or supplies, in violation of the terms 
of this section, shall be null and void. Provided that the foregoing 
provisions do not apply to the purchase of services or machine 
or implement parts.of specifically made machines not handled gen- 
erally by merchants or supply houses. And provided further that 
where the County, the State and/or the Alabama Relief Admin- 
istration are engaged in any two or three way project bids for 
road materials or machinery hire which have been accepted by 
either the State or the Alabama Relief Adiministration, including 
the Works Progress Administration, shall be accepted as legal 
and binding on Henry County. And it shall also be the duty of the 
Road Supervisor to make a report monthly to the Court of County 
Commissioners in which he shall state the date of purchase, the 
name of the seller and the amount of purchase of all outstanding 
and unpaid bills chargeable against the gasoline fund, in order that 
the sum total of obligations outstanding against said fund may be 
accruately ascertained from month to month. And it shall also be 
the duty of the Road Supervisor to devote his entire time to the 
work of supervising roads and bridges of the County and to the 
performance of all duties now required of him by existing laws, 
in connection with the work of constructing, repairing and main- 
taining the public roads and bridges of the County and as re- 
quired of him by the provisions of this Act. 

Section 4, That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. That if any clause, sentence, paragraph, section or 
provision of this Act be declared unconstitutional by a Court of 
competent jurisdiction, the same shall not affect any other clause, 
sentence, paragraph, section or provision of this Act. 

Section 6. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

On motion of Mr. Owen (Etowah) the House concurred in and 
adopted the Senate amendment to the bill, H. 773, said Senate 
amendment being as follows:

The Senate has amended as therein shown and, as amended has 
passed the following House bills and returns same herewith to the 
Huse: 

To provide that all cities in Alabama that now have, 
or may hereafter have a population of as much as 15,000 and less 
than 24,000, according to the last Federal Census, or any such 
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census, which may hereafter be taken, shall be known and desig- 
nated as “Class “D” Cities”; to provide and create a Commission

“and less than 300,000.”

Amend House Bill No. 191 by striking from the caption there- 
of the following: “To provide that all temporary loans procured 
for enabling counties to meet their current obligations shall mature 
during the fiscal year in which they are made and shall be payable 
out of the income for such year”; and inserting in lieu thereof: 
“To provide that temporary loans made under the general laws 
of the State of Alabama for the purpose of enabling counties to 
meet their current obligations shall not exceed 95% of such tempo- 
rary loans made the preceding year, except for the purpose of 
meeting emergencies and to provide that in making up a budget 
the amount borrowed on such temporary loan to be made during 
each fiscal year shall be included as a part of the operating revenue 
of the county for such year, and the amount of such temprorary 
loan, principal and interest, payable in each fiscal year shall con- 
stitute a part of the operating expenses to be included in the budget 
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of the county for the fiscal year in which such loans are payable, 
and shall be paid out of the funds pledged therefor.” 

Also by striking from Section 9 the following: “Provided, how- 
ever, that if there is outstanding at the time this Act goes into ef- 
fect what is known as temporary loans which are secured by a 
pledge of a portion of the income for a specific year, the said Board 
shall be authorized, in its discretion, to refund such loans from 
year to year, and pledge taxes therefor from year to year; but such 
loans shall be reduced by the payment each year of not less than 
five per centum of the original amount of such loan.” And in lieu 
thereof add the following: ‘With the consent of the holders there- 
of, any county may refund, under the provisions of this Act, tempo- 
rary loans outstanding when this Act goes into effect made in 
anticipation of the collection of taxes for the time and under the 
conditions and terms provided herein for the refunding of out- 
standing warrants.” 

Also by adding thereto Section 11 as follows: 

“Section 11. TEMPORARY LOANS. Nothing in this Act 
shall be construed to repeal the general laws of the State of Ala- 
bama authorizing counties to make temporary loans in anticipation 
of collection of taxes; provided, however, that hereafter no tem- 
porary loan or loans in anticipation of the collection of taxes made 
for the purpose of enabling counties to meet their current obliga- 
tions shall exceed 95% of the amount of such temporary loans made 
during the preceding fiscal year, except that to meet emergencies 
provided for in Section 17 hereof, temporary loans in anticipation 
of collection of taxes may be made up to the full amount provided 
for under the general laws of the State of Alabama; and in making 
up the budget provided for under this Act the amount borrowed on 
temporary loans in anticipation of the collection of taxes to be made 
during each fiscal year shall be included as a part of the operating 
revenue of the county for such year; and the amount of such tempo-

The Senate has amended as therein shown and, as amended, has 
passed the following House bills and returns same herewith to the 
House: 

H. 331: 


A BILL 


To be entitled An Act “To submit to the qualified voters of this 
state, at an election to be held on the first Tuesday after the expira- 
tion of three months after the final adjournment of the present 
session of the Legislature of Alabama, for their consideration an 
amendment to the constitution of the state empowering the Legis- 
lature to authorize Mobile County to issue bonds from time to 
time, not exceeding in the aggregate $1,600,000.00, which bonds, 
or the proceeds thereof, shall be used exclusively for paying valid 
and enforceable unbonded obligations of Mobile County, and Un- 
bonded obligations of Mobile County which would be valid and 
enforceable but for the provision or provisions of the constitution of 
Alabama of 1901 fixing the debt limit of said County, and all past 
due interest and principal on any valid and enforceable bonded 
obligations of said County, existing at the time of the ratification 
of such amendment to the Constitution: Providing for the adoption 
of an annual budget for Mobile County; providing that the ex- 
penses of such county for any fiscal year shall not exceed the 
Revenues of the county for that year, and providing that all debts 
contracted or liabilities incurred by the said County in excess of 
such revenues shall be void; providing that the governing body of 
Mobile County may, during any such fiscal year, borrow additional 
money to the extent of twenty-five per cent (25%) of the general 
revenues of such county for the preceding fiscal year, and pledge 
to secure the payment thereof the general revenues of the county 
for such current fiscal year only, such loans to be paid within that 
fiscal year or from the pledged general revenues of the county 
subsequently collected for that year, and that any loan so made and 
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not paid out of the general revenues of the county pledged to secure 
the same shall be void as to any amount remaining unpaid; pro- 
viding that the Legislature shall not, after the adoption of such 
amendment, pass any law making any claim a preferred claim 
against said county, and annulling as to any future claim all laws, 
or parts of laws, now in force and effect, making a claim a preferred 
claim against said county: And providing penalties for the viola- 
tion of any of the provisions of such amendment.” 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified vo- 
ters of Alabama for their consideration as hereinafter set forth, 
namely: “The Legislature of Alabama may authorize Mobile Coun- 
ty to issue bonds from time to time, not exceeding in the aggregate 
$1,600,000.00 which bonds, or the proceeds thereof, shall be used 
exclusively for paying valid and enforceable unbonded obligations 
of Mobile County, and unbonded obligations of Mobile County 
which would be valid and enforceable but for the provision or 
provisions of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 fixing the debt 
limit of said County, and all past due interest and principal on 
any valid and enforceable bonded obligations of said County, ex- 
isting at the time of the ratification of this amendment to the Con- 
stitution. In September 1936, after the adoption of his amend- 
men to the Constitution, the governing body and the County 
Treasurer of Mobile County shall.adopt a budget based on 95% 
of the gross receipts of the general fund of the county for the pre- 
ceding year and said budget must cover current expenses for the 
year for which the budget is adopted for the fiscal year beginning 
October ist. 1936, and the expenses of such fiscal year shall not 
exceed the revenues of the county for that year. Thereafter, and 
in September of each year after the adoption of this amendment to 
the Constitution, the governing body of Mobile County shall adopt 
a budget based on 95% of the gross receipts of the general fund of 
said county for the preceding year, for the succeeding fiscal year 
beginning October ist. and the expenses of such county for any 
- such fiscal year shall not exceed the Budget of the county for that 
year. All debts contracted or liabilities incurred by the said Coun- 
ty in excess of such Budget shall be void. The governing body of 
Mobile County may, during any such fiscal year, borrow additional 
money to the extent of twenty-five (25%) percent of the general 
revenue of such County for the preceding fiscal year, and pledge to 
secure the payment thereof the general revenues of the County for 
such current fiscal year only, such loans to be paid within that 
fiscal year or from the pledged general revenues of the County 
subsequently collected for that year, and any loan so made and not 
paid out of the general revenues of the County pledged to secure 
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the same shall be void as to any amount remaining unpaid. The 
legislature shall not, after the adoption of this amendment, pass 
any law making any claim a preferred claim against said County, 
and all laws, or parts of laws, now in force and effect, making a 
claim a preferred claim against said County, are hereby annulled 
as to any future claim. The words ‘governing body of Mobile 
County, as herein used shall include any board or officer which 
is now or which may hereafter be vested with the powers and du- 
ties now or formerly exercised by the Board of Revenue and Road 
Commissioners of Mobile County, Alabama. Any person violating 
any of the provisions of this amendment shall, upon conviction, be 
punished by a fine not exceeding $5,000.00, or by imprisonment in 
the penitentiary for not more than two years, one or both, at the 
discretion of the jury trying the same, and the violation of any of 
the provisions of this amendment shall also be ground for impeach- 
ment. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 
notice by proclamation to be published in one newspaper in each 
County in the State at least four successive weeks next preceding 
the date of the section hereinafter fixed of the election on the 
amendment proposed by this act to be submitted to the qualified 
voters of the State for their consideration, together with the pro- 
posed amendment. 

Section 3. That on the first Tuesday after the expiration of 
three months after the final adjournment of the present session of 
the Legislature of Alabama, an election shall be held for the vote 
of the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the proposed 
amendment. Upon the official ballot printed for such election 
shall be printed the following, namely, “Shall the following be 
adopted as an Amendment to the Constitution of Alabama.” ‘The 
Legislature of Alabama may authorize Mobile County to issue bonds 
from time to time, not exceeding in the aggregate $1,600,000.00, 
which bonds, or the proceeds thereof, shall be used exclusively for 
paying valid and enforceable unbonded obligations of Mobile Coun- 
ty, and unbonded obligations of Mobile County which would be 
valid and enforceable but for the provision or provisions of the 
Constitution of Alabama of 1901 fixing the debt limit of said County, 
and all past due interest and principal on any valid and enforceable 
bonded obligations of said County, existing at the time of the rati- 
fication of this amendment to the Constitution. In September of 
each year afer the adoption of this amendment to the Constitution, 
the governing body of Mobile County shall adopt a budget based on 
95% of the gross receipts of the general fund of the preceding year 
for the succeeding fiscal year beginning October 1st and the ex- 
penses of such County for any such fiscal year shall not exceed the 
revenues of the County for that year. All debts contracted or liabili- 
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ties incurred by the said County in excess of such revenues shall be 
void. The governing body of Mobile County may, during any 
such fiscal year, borrow additional money to the extent of twenty- 
five per cent (25%) of the general revenues of such County for the 
preceding fiscal year, and pledge to secure the payment thereof the 
general revenues of the County for such current fiscal year only, 
such loans to be paid within that fiscal year or from the pledged 
general revenues of the County subsequently collected for that 
year, and any loan so made and not paid out of the general revenues 
of the County pledges to secure the same shall be void as to any 
amount remaining unpaid. The Legislature shall not, after the 
adoption of this amendment, pass any law making any claim a 
preferred claim against said County, and all laws, or parts of laws, 
now in force and effect, making a claim a preferred claim against 
said County, are hereby annulled as to any future claim. The 
words “governing body of Mobile County” as herein used shall in- 
clude any board or officer which is now or which may hereafter be 
vested with the powers and duties now or formerly exercised by 
the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mobile County, 
Alabama. Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
amendment shall, upon conviction, be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $5,000.00, or by imprisonment in the penitentiary for not 
more than two years, one or both, at the discretion of the jury try- 
ing the same, and the violation of any of the provisions of this 
amendment shall also be ground for impeachment.’ ” Following 
the proposed amendment on the ballot shall be printed the word 
“Yes” and immediately under that shall be printed the word “No”. 
The choice of the voter shall be indicated by a cross-mark by him 
or her opposite the word expressing his or her desire. 

Section 4. The officers for said election shall open the polls 
for a vote of the qualified electors of the State upon the proposed 
amendment. The election shall be held in all things in accordance 
with the law governing general elections. In the election upon 
such proposed amendment the votes cast there at shall be can- 
vassed, tabulated and the returns thereof be made to the Secretary 
of State, and counted in the same manned as in elections for Gov- 
ernor, and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the quali- 
fied electors who voted upon the proposed amendment voted in 
favor of the same, such amendment shall be valid to all intents and 
purposes as a part of the Constitution of Alabama. The result of 
such election shall be made known by proclamation of the Governor.

Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has passed the following House bills and returns 
same herewith to the House: 

H. 651. To authorize any bank, trust company, bank and 
trust company, banking association, stock savings bank or mutual 
savings bank now or hereafter organized under the laws of this 
State or the conservator, receiver or liquidator thereof, to enter into 
such contracts, incur such obligations and generally to do such acts 
as may be appropriate or necessary to take advantage of any and. 
all memberships, loans, subscriptions, contracts, grants, rights or 
privileges which may, at any time, be available or enure to said 
banking institutions or their depositors or stockholders, or their 
conservators, liquidators, or receivers, by virtue of any Act or 
Resolution of the Congress of the United States to aid, regulate or 
safeguard banking institutions and depositors, including the Act 
creating the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation; to empower 
any such banking institution to subscribe to and acquire any stock 
or debentures or bonds or other types of securities of said Corpora- 
tion and to comply with its regulations and requirements; to au- 
thorize the appointment of the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 
poration as receiver or liquidator of any such insured closed bank- 
ing institution, and to authorize said Corporation to do any and 
all things appropriate in the sale or acquirement of the assets of 
such institutions and in the liquidation of same; to make loans to 
same and to its receivers and liquidators and the State Superinten- 
dent of Banks therefor; to provide for the subrogation of said Cor- 
poration to the rights against said closed institutions of all insured 
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depositors, whose deposits have been paid, or for the payment of 
which funds have been made available; to recognize the right of 
said Corporation to make examinations of and to require reports

Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed shall be given by proclamation of 
the Governor, which shall be published in one newspaper once a 
week in every county in the State, for at least four successive weeks, 
next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 8. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on such proposed amend- 
ment; and on the official ballot provided for such election, there 
shall be printed the following, viz: “Shall the following be adopted 
as an amendment to Section 229 of the Constitution of Alabama? 
‘Section 229. The Legislature shall pass no special Act conferring 
corporate powers, but it shall pass general laws under which cor- 
porations may be organized and corporate powers obtained, sub- 
ject, nevertheless, to repeal at the will of the Legislature; and shall 
pass general laws under which charters may be altered or amended. 
The Legislature shall, by general laws, provide for the payment to 
the State of Alabama of a franchise tax by corporations organized 
under the Laws of this State, which shall be in proportion to the

ary and provide for the fees charged and collected by said officers 
to be paid into the treasury from which his salary is paid, and pro- 
vide the method and basis of their compensation or consolidate any 
- of said offices in the following named counties: Calhoun, and Tus- 
caloosa. All Acts of the Regular Session of the Legislature of 
1935, heretofore passed and applicable or purporting to be appli- 
cable, to nay or all of said counties, and fixing, or purporting to fix, 
the compensation of said named county officers, on a salary basis, 
are hereby validated and confirmed.’ Yes______.. No_____..” 
The choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross-mark by him 
or her opposite the word expressing his or her desire. 

Section 4. The officers of such election shall open a poll for 
the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amendment. 
The election shall be held in all things in accordance with the law 
governing general elections. In the election upon the proposed 
amendment the votes cast thereat shall be canvassed, tabulated and 
the returns thereof be made to the Secretary of State and counted 
in the same manner as in elections for Representatives to the Lgis- 
lature of Alabama, and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority 
of the qualified electors who voted upon the proposed amendment 
voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be valid to all in- 
tents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of Alabama. The 
result of such election shall be made known by the proclamation of 
the Governor of Alabama.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 


Mr. Speaker: 
The Senate has amended therein shown and, as amended has 
aaa the following House Bills and returns same herewith to the 
ouse: 


H. 432. To amend Section 7 of an Act entitled, ‘An Act to 
give effect to the amendment to Section 93 of the Constitution 
of Alabama adopted at the November election, 1922, enabling 
the State “when authorized by appropriate laws passed by the 
Legislature, to engage in the work of internal improvement, of 
promoting, developing, constructing, maintaining and operating 
all harbors or seaports within the State or its jurisdiction at a 
cost not exceeding ten million dollars”; continuing the authority 
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granted the State of Alabama in Chapter 44, Article 4, of the 
Code of 1928, to engage in the work of internal improvement of 
promoting, developing, constructing, maintaining and operating 
all harbors or seaports within the State or its jurisdiction, in- 
cluding all kinds of terminal facilities at seaports, and therein and 
thereafter to borrow money through the issue and sale of its bonds, 
or otherwise therefor, but not to exceed in the aggregate ten mil- 
lion dollars; to prescribe the powers and authority of the State in 
respect to said development; continuing an agency of the State 
known as the State Docks Commission, preserving the terms of of- 
fice of the existing members of the State Docks Commission, pro- 
viding for the election, subject to confirmation by the Senate, 
and/or the Governor, of members of the State Docks Commission, 
including the participation by the Governor in the election of 
members of the Commission under certain circumstances pro- 
vided; to provide for the management and control of all of said 
operations by said agency; to prescribe and define the powers, du- 
ties and jurisdiction of such agency, including, among other things, 
the leasing of real estate within the boundaries of the State 
Docks area and exempting from State, County and municipal 
taxation structures and improvements as well as all permanent 
facilities erected, installed or located, within said boundaries, by 
lessees, their successors or assigns, for the period stipulated in 
such leases, and including the exercise of the power of eminent 
domain, and, among other things, to make rules and regulations 
concerning the licensing and disciplining of pilots, fixing pilotage 
fees, promulgating rules and regulations for the operation and’ 
maintenance of any seaport or harbor within the State, prevent- 
ing and penalizing obstruction of any harbor or seaport, pro- 
viding suitable penalties for the violation of any rule or regula- 
tion established by said Commission under the authority of this 
Act; to confer upon said agency the power and authority to fix 
reasonable charges for services rendered pursuant to this Act by 
the State, or under its authority, and for the use of its facilities ac- 
quired or constructed under authority of this Act, to require all 
_ persons and corporations rendering like services or furnishing 
similar facilities, to make charges therefor at least as great as 
the reasonable charges fixed by such agency; to establish harbor 
lines and to grant licenses to riparian owners to erect aids to 
navigation; to regulate generally the acquisition, construction, 
development and operation by the State of harbor improvements; 
including, among other things, all kinds of terminal facilities at 
seaports; to repeal all laws in conflict with this Act, and ex- 
pressly repealing the following sections of the Code of 1923, viz: 
Sections 2427 to 2517, both inclusive. Approved January 17, 1927. 
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Also: 

H. 373. To Revise and Amend “An Act to Revise and Amend 
Chapter 224 of the Code of 1907”, approved September 29, 1923. 

Also: 

H. 515. To provide that any and all salaries, fees, commis- 
sions, compensation, funds or money heretofore received, or here- 
after received, now, or hereafter in the hands or possession of any 
executive, Legislative-or Judicial officer or any public officer or of any 
officer holding any civil office of profit under this State or in any Coun- 
ty, whether elected or appointed, or his successor in office, or their’ suc- 
cessors in office, or his respective representative or agent, personal 
representative or successor in interest, affected by or within the 
operation of the amendment to the Constitution of Alabama, and 
known as Article 24 of the Constitution of Alabama, and duly 
ratified the 18th day of July, 1938, and proclaimed ratified on 
August 2, 1933, by the Governor, after deducting the reasonable 
expenses of conducting the office of such officer or person be paid 
to the County and to the credit of the general funds of the county 
in which such officer or person is now or has been performing or 
discharging his official duties, or be paid into the general funds of 
the State of Alabama in case such officer or person is now or has 
been performing or discharging his official duties for the State of 
Alabama and for no particular county; to make a full and detailed 
accounting of such reasonable expense of conducting such office; to 
provide for a penalty for failure to make such payments and such 
accountings of the reasonable expense of conducting such office, 
and to make the sureties on the official bonds liable for said funds 
and for all of the penalties, and to provide for the procedure of col- 
lecting such funds from such officers; and to declare any officer 
who neglects or fails to pay such sums of money due to the state 
or to his county within the time provided in this Act, and who 
neglects or fails to make the full and detailed accounting of such 
reasonable expense of conducting his said office, to be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and to provide for the punishment thereof.

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS 
Mr. Speaker: 
Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills reports that it has 
examined the following House bills, and finds same correctly en- 
rolled, to-wit: 
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H. 814. To provide and submit to the qualified electors of 
the State of Alabama, at an election to be held on the second 
Tuesday next after the expiration of three months from the date 
of the final adjournment of the present session of the Legislature 
an amendment to the Constitution of the State of Alabama, con- 
tinuing the amount of taxes which may be levied by the Govern- 
ing Body of the Municipality of Attalla, Alabama. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed, and an election by the qualified 
electors of the State, is hereby authorized upon such proposed 
amendment and the day appointed for such election is the second 
Tuesday next after the expiration of three months from the date 
of the final adjournment of the present session of the Legislature at 
which this amendment is proposed. The amendment proposed is 
as follows: 

(a) That the Municipality of Attala, Alabama, through its gov- 
erning body, may levy and collect from and after the date of this 
amendment the present rate of one per cent ad valorem tax per an- 
num, and said amount to be devoted to the payment of outstanding 
bonds, provide for schools, and such other purposes as may be desig- 
nated by the governing body of said Municipality, but before any 
additional tax now authorized by law can be levied, it must be voted 
by a majority of qualified electors of the Municipality voting on 
such proposition at an election called by the governing body of 
said Municipality for such purposes; providing that the total tax 
levied for all purposes by the said Municipality of Attalla shall not 
exceed one per centum in any one year on the property situated 
therein, based on the valuation of such property as assessed for 
State taxation. 

(b) That the adoption of this amendment shall in no wise effect, 
limit, modify, abridge or impair the power, authority or right of 
such Municipality to levy and collect the special school taxes now 
or hereafter vested in or conferred upon it under the Constitution 
or any amendment thereto. 

(c) Each election held under the provisions of this amendment 
shall be ordered, held, canvassed and may be contested in the same 
manner as is or may be provided by the law a applicable to Muni- 
cipal Corporations, for elections to order the issuance of municipal 
bonds. The ballots used at such election shall contain the follow- 
ing words: 

“For authorization of a continuation of taxation at a rate not to 
exceed one per cent per annum for the purpose of the payment of 
outstanding bonds, provide for schools, and such other purposes as 
may be designated by the governing body of said Municipality.” 
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“Against authorization of a continuation of taxation at a rate 
not to exceed one per cent per annum for the purpose of the pay- 
ment of outstanding bonds, provide for schools, and such other pur- 
poses as may be designated by the governing body of said Muni- 
cipality.” 

The rate of taxation proposed shall be printed upon the ballot 
in the space indicated therefor and for the years or years in which 
the proposed rate is to apply, and the purpose or purposes for which 
said tax is to be used shall likewise be placed in the respective places 
therefor. The voter shall record his choice either for or against 
authorization of the proposed rate for the proposed purpose or pur- 
poses by placing a cross mark before or after the words expressing 
his choice. Nothing herein contained shall in any wise change or 
effect the rights of any holder of bonds of said Municipal Corpora- 
tions heretofore issued. Elections in said Municipality to order 
the levy of such tax may be held as often as ordered by the govern- 
ing body thereof, but when a proposition is submitted to the said 
municipality hereunder and such proposition is defeated, no second 
election shall be held in such municipality for one year thereafter. 
This amendment shall be self-operative without any additional legis- 
lation. 

Section 2. That notice of the election hereby ordered together 
with the amendment hereby proposed shall be given by a procla- 
mation of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper 
once a week in each county of the State for at least four successive 
weeks next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 3. The expenses of the election herein provided for and 
the cost of the publication of the notices shall be paid out of the 
State Treasury in the same manner as the expenses of other elec- 
tions are paid.

all other laws, and 

WHEREAS, conditions as herein recited are illegal, repulsive, 
inexcusible and intolerable amongst respectors of law and order 
and reflect with shame upon such moral and religious institutions 
as the Anti-Saloon League and the religious forces of the State as 
well as the law abiding and law respecting citizenship who believe 
prohibition to be a success, therefore, 

Be it resolved by the House of Representatives: 

The Speaker of the House shall appoint a committee of five 
members of the House to inform the Anti-Saloon League of Ala- 
bama, the Church organizations of Alabama and the public press 
of the State that Liquor Law violations are openly and flagrantly 
practised within the State, and that said institutions be requested 
to lend their aid and assistance as far as possible in bringing law 
violations to the attention of duly constituted law enforcement 
authorities; and to aid the Courts in enforcing the prohibition laws. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that each and every consti- 
tuted authority having to do with law enforcement be informed of 
the contents of this resolution and we and each of us, separately 
and severally pledge our support to the governor of the State of 
Alabama in his every effort to make effective the mandate of sec- 
tion 120 of the constitution of the State.

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS 


Mr. Speaker: 

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills reports that it has 
examined the following House bills, and finds same correctly en- 
rolled, to-wit: 

H. 76. To make a conditional appropriation for the acquisi- 
tion of lands to be developed as forests and parks to enable the 
State to cooperate effectively with the United States Government 
in its recovery program in Alabama, and to make provision for re- 
Pa of said appropriation into the general fund. 

so: 

H. 100. To amend Sections 3886, 3887, 3888 and 3889 of 

Chapter 122 of the Code of Alabama of 1923. 
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Also: 

H. 191. To better secure the administration of the financial 
affairs of the Counties of Alabama, and for that purpose and to that 
end to vest in County Boards of Revenue, County Commissioners, 
and other like governing bodies by whatever name known, more 
efficient power and control over all public funds that may now or 
hereafter be under their management and control; to limit their 
power and authority to approve and pay claims for current operat- 
ing expenses in any fiscal year to the income of the county avail- 
able for such purposes; to prescribe the fiscal year for the purpose 
of this Act; to provide for the registration of all outstanding gen- 
eral obligations; to more effectively provide for the preparation 
and adoption of annual budgets; to provide that no warrants or 
orders for money shall be issued under the authority of such boards 
until the cash is available for their payment; to provide for a record 
of the financial status of counties; to provide that temporary loans 
made under the general laws of the State of Alabama for the pur- 
pose of enabling counties to meet their current obligations shall not 
exceed 95% of such temporary loans made the preceding year, ex- 
cept for the purpose of meeting emergencies and to provide that in 
making up a budget the amount borrowed on such temporary loan 
to be made during each fiscal year shall be included as a part of 
the operating revenue of the county for such year, and the amount 
of such temporary loan, principal and interest, payable in each 
fiscal year shall constitute a part of the operating expenses to be 
included in the budget of the County for the fiscal year in which 
such loans are payable, and shall be paid out of the funds 
pledged therefor; to provide that this Act shall be effective on and 
after the first day of October, 1935; and to repeal all laws except 
local laws, in conflict with the Act. Provided, the Act shall not 
app, to counties having more than 95,000 population. 

so: 

H. 241. To apropriate the monies now in the Treasury to the 
credit of the Royalties and Rentals Federal Mining Leases Fund, 
and to provide for the disposition of future receipts from the Fed- 
eral Government. 

Also: 

H. 268. To authorize and provide for the payment of the sum 
of Two Hundred Ten Dollars ($210.00) for the relief of Mrs. Mary 
McG. Kelly of Wilcox County, Alabama who was entitled to an 
increase in pension for the April 1st 1933 quarter, had she filed 
her reclassification pension application when she reached the age 
of Eighty years.

H. 373. To Revise and Amend “An Act to Revise and Amend 
Chapter 224 of the Code of 1907”, approved September 29, 1923.

H. 432. To amend Section 7 of an Act entitled: An Act To 
give effect to the amendment to Section 93 of the Constitution of 
Alabama adopted at the November election, 1922, enabling the 
State “when authorized by appropriate laws passed by the Legisla- 
ture, to engage in the work of internal improvement, of promoting, 
developing, constructing, maintaining and operating all harbors or 
seaports within the State or its jurisdiction at a cost not exceed- 
ing ten million dollars”; continuing the authority granted the State 
of Alabama in Chapter 44, Article 4, of the Code of 1923, to engage 
in the work of internal improvement of promoting, developing, con- 
structing, maintaining and operating all harbors or seaports within 
the State or its jurisdiction, including all kinds of terminal facilities 
at seaports, and therein and thereafter to borrow money through 
the issue and sale of its bonds, or otherwise therefor, but not to ex- 
ceed in the aggregate ten million dollars; to prescribe the powers 
and authority of the State in respect to said development; continu- 
ing an agency of the State known as the State Docks Commission, 
preserving the terms of office of the existing members of the State 
Docks Commission, providing for the election, subject to confirma- 
tion by the Senate, and/or the Governor, of members of the State 
Docks Commission, including the participation by the Governor in 
the election of members of the Commission under certain circum- 
stances provided; to provide for the management and control of all 
of said operations by said agency; to prescribe and define the pow- 
ers, duties and jurisdiction of such agency, including, among other 
things, the leasing of real estate within the boundaries of the State 
Docks area and exempting from State, County and municipal taxa- 
tion structures and improvements as well as all permanent facilities 
erected, installed or located, within said boundaries, by lessees, 
their successors or assigns, for the period stipulated in such leases, 
and including the exercise of the power of eminent domain, and, 
among other things, to make rules and regulations concerning the 
licensing and disciplining of pilots, fixing pilotage fees, promulgat- 
ing rules and regulations for the operation and maintenance of any 
seaport or harbor within the State, preventing and penalizing ob- 
struction of any harbor or seaport, providing suitable penalties for 
the violation of any rule or regulation established by said Commis- 
sion under the authority of this Act; to confer upon said agency 
the power and authority to fix reasonable charges for services 
rendered pursuant to this Act by the State, or under its authority, - 
and for the use of its facilities acquired or constructed under au- 
thority of this Act, to require all persons and corporations render- 
ing like services or furnishing similar facilities, to make charges 
therefor at least as great as the reasonable charges fixed by such 
agency; to establish harbor lines and to grant licenses to riparian 
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owners to erect aids to navigation; to regulate generally the acquisi- 
tion, construction, development and operation by the State of 
harbor improvements; including, among other things, all kinds of 
terminal facilities at seaports; to repeal all laws in conflict with 
this Act, and expressly repealing the following sections of the Code 
of 1928, viz: Section 2427 to 2517, both inclusive. Approved 
January 17, 1927. 

Also: 

H. 491. To amend Sections II, III, V, and VI of an Act en- 
titled “An Act to define, regulate and license barbers and barber 
colleges, and other like businesses in counties of the State of Ala- 
bama having a population of three hundred thousand or over, ac- 
cording to the last or any subsequent Federal Census; to create 
a barbers’ Commission for said Counties; and to provide a penalty 
for the violation of the provisions hereof, “which became a law 
July 24, 1981, under Section 125 of the Constitution. 

Also: 

H. 496. To amend Sections 7547, 7551, 7552, 7554, 7556, 7557, 
7558, 7560, 7563, 7567, and 7596 of the Code of Alabama of 1923, 
and to repeal Section 7562 of said Code. 

Also: 

H. 515. To provide that any and all salaries, fees, commis- 
sions, compensation, funds or money heretofore received, or here- 
after received, now, or hereafter in the hands or possession of any 
executive, legislative or judicial officer or any public officer, or of 
any officer holding any civil office of profit under this State or in 
any county, whether elected or appointed, or his successor in of- 
fice, or their successors in office, or his respective representative or 
agent, personal representative or successor in interest, affected by 
or within the operation of the Amendment to The Constitution 
of Alabama, and known as Article 24 of the Constitution of Ala- 
bama, and duly ratified the 18th day of July, 1933, and proclaimed 
ratified on August 2, 1933, by the Governor, after deducting the 
reasonable expenses of conducting the office of such officer or per- 
son be paid to the county and to the credit of the general funds of 
the county in which such officer or person is now or has been per- 
forming or discharging his official duties, or be paid into the gen- 
eral funds of the State of Alabama, in case such officer or person is 
now or has been performing or discharging his official duties for 
the State of Alabama and for no particular County; to make a full 
and detailed accounting of such reasonable expenses of conducting 
such office; to provide for a penalty for failure to make such ac- 
countings of the reasonable expense of conducting such office, and 
to make the sureties on the official bonds liable for said funds and 
for all of the penalties, and to provide for the procedure of collect- 
ing such funds from such officers; and to declare any officer who 
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neglects or fails to make the full and detailed accounting of such 
reasonable expense of conducting his said office, to be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and to provide for the punishment thereof; to de- 
fine the annual term or year for or during which the limitation of 
$6,000.00 provided for in said constitutional amendment, and the 
remaining portion of the terms thereof. , 

Also: 

H. 518. To create in all cities of the State of Alabama, which 
have a population of as much as two hundred thousand people 
according to the last Federal Census, or which shall have such 
population according to any such census that may be taken here- 
after, a board of trustees of the firemen’s pension and relief fund 
in connection with the regularly organized and paid fire depart- 
ments of such cities; to provide for the organization of such board 
of trustees; to designate certain members of the said board and 
provide the method and time of electing the remaining members 
thereof; to designate and provide for the selection of officers and 
agents of said board; to prescribe the powers and duties of said 
board and its officers and agents; to continue as trustees the 
members of such board as now exist under existing laws during 
the terms for which they have been elected, same to be trustees 
under this act in their respective cities which are governed by 
this act and where this law applies; to create in all such cities 
a firemen’s pension and relief fund for the benefit and relief of 
disabled, sick, retired and other members of such fire depart- 
-ment and the widows, minor children and dependent widowed 
mothers of such disabled and retired members; and to continue 
benefits and relief under this law to such as are receiving same 
under existing laws in such cities as are governed by this law; 
to declare the said Board of Trustees the trustees of such fund, 
to provide for the use, management and control of such fund; 
to provide for the raising of such fund and the sources thereof; 
to provide for the payment into such funds of the fines prescribed 
and imposed for the violation of certain ordinances of such cities; 
to provide for the payment into such fund of a certain percentage 
of the gross premiums, less returned premiums, received by fire 
insurance companies doing business within such cities, and for the 
making of a sworn report by such fire insurance companies of 
such premiums to the said board of trustees, and to prescribe 
the penalty for failure to make such payment and report, and for 
enforcing such penalty; to provide for sworn statements to be 
made to the Treasurer or Comptroller of such cities by all per- 
sons, firms or corporations which conduct a fire insurance agency 
or brokerage business within such cities, and to prescribe the 
penalty for failure to make and file such statements, and for en- 
forcing such penalty; to provide for the payment into such fund 
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dues to be-collected from property owners who carry no fire in- 
surance but who carry or set aside a reserve fund against loss 
or damage by fire or who carry insurance in or with fire insurance 
companies not authorized to do business in the State of Alabama, 
to provide for verified statements to be made by such property 
owners to the Commissioner of Insurance, to provide for the col- 
lection of such dues, and to prescribe the penalty for failure to 
make such payment and/or verified statement, and for enforcing 
such penalty; to provide for the payment into such fund of a 
portion of the monthly salary of each member of such fire depart- 
ment; to authorize, and empower such cities to pay into such 
fund a part of the revenue received from licenses issued by such 
cities; to transfer and convert into the respective Firemen’s Pen- 
sion and Relief funds as created and provide in this Act the 
respective funds and moneys and properties constituting Fire- 
men’s Pension and Relief funds as are existing respectively under 
existing laws in Alabama in the cities which shall come under 
and be governed by the provisions of this Act; and to provide 
for the administration and use of same; to provide for the pension- 
ing and relief of disabled, sick, retired and other members of such 
fire departments, and the widows, minor children and dependent 
widowed mothers of such disabled and retired members; to pro- 
vide for the payment of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars out of 
such funds, upon the death of an active or retired member of 
such fire department, to the beneficiary of such deceased mem- 
ber; to provide for fixing the status of paid members of the 
fire department of any City, Town, Suburb, or Settlement which 
may be annexed or become a part of Cities which shall come un- 
der and be governed by the provisions of this Act, relative to the 
retention of such paid members, and the granting of pensions and 
relief privileges to them; to provide for the retirement and rein- 
statement of members of such fire department; to prescribe the 
duties of the City Attorney and City Physician in connection with 
the said Board of Trustees and the said fund; to provide for 
medical examination and diagnosis of the physical or mental 
condition of sick or disabled members of such fire department; 
to designate the treasurer of such fund and his duties; to provide 
for the repeal of all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith; 
to provide for the exemption of benefits of said fund from levy; 
to eth the time of taking effect of this Act. 
so: 

H. 542. To amend subdivision 2 of Section 9896 of the Code 
of Alabama, 1923, as amended by an act entitled, “An Act to amend 
paragraphs (f) and (g) of Section 9879 and Section 9880 of the 
Code of Alabama, 1923, as amended by an Act entitled, ‘An Act to 
amend Section 9879 and 9880 of the Code of Alabama, 1923’ ap- 
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proved by the Governor, September 9th, 1927; also to amend Sec- 
tions 9878, 9885, 9887, 9890, 9891, 9892, 9896, 9899, and 5402 of the 
Code of Alabama, 1923; and to provide for the registration of securi- 
ties, dealers in and salesmen of securities and the regulation, super-

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Of Any Or All Interests Owned In Real Estate As If Single,” ap- 
proved April 19, 1933, so as to read as follows: “An Act To Vest 
The Circuit Court or Court Of Like Jurisdiction, With Power To 
Authorize A Married Person Whose Spouse Is Insane, To Sell, 
‘Convey, Mortgage, Or Otherwise Dispose Of Any Or All Interests 
Owned In Real Estate, Not Including A Homestead, As If Single.”

H. 651. To authorize any bank, trust company, bank and trust 
company, banking association, stock savings bank or mutual sav- 
ings bank now or hereafter organized under the laws of this State 
or the conservator, receiver or liquidator thereof, to enter into such 
contracts, incur such obligations and generally to do such acts as 
may be appropriate or necessary to take advantage of any and all 
memberships, loans, subscriptions, contracts, grants, rights or privi-

SIGNING OF HOUSE BILLS 


The Speaker of the House, in the presence of the House, immedi- 
ately after the titles had been publicly read by the Clerk, the read- 
ing at length having been dispensed with by a two-thirds vote of a 
quorum present, signed the bills, the titles to which are set out in 
the above and foregoing report of the Standing Committee on En- 
rolled Bills. 


REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS 


Mr. Speaker: 

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills reports that it has 
examined the following House bills, and finds same correctly en- 
rolled, to-wit: 

H. 331. An Act to submit to the qualified voters of this State, 
at an election to be held on the first Tuesday after the expiration 
of three months after the final adjournment of the present session 
of the Legislature of Alabama, for their consideration an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the State empowering the Legislature 
to authorize Mobile County to issue bonds from time to time, not 
exceeding in the aggregate $1,600,000.00, which bonds, or the pro- 
ceeds thereof, shall be used exclusively for paying valid and en- 
forceable unbonded obligations of Mobile County, and unbonded 
obligations of Mobile County which would be valid and enforce- 
able but for the provision or provisions of the Constitution of Ala- 
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bama of 1901 fixing the debt limit of said county, and all past due 
interest and principal on any valid and enforceable bonded obliga- 
tions of said county, existing on September 30th, 1936; providing 
for the adoption of an annual budget for Mobile County; providing 
that the expenses of such county for any fiscal year shall not ex- 
ceed the revenues of the county for that year, and providing that 
all debts contracted or liabilities incurred by the said county in 
excess of such revenues shall be void; providing that the governing 
body of Mobile County may, during any such fiscal year, borrow 
additional money to the extent of twenty-five per cent (25%) of 
the General Revenues of such county for the preceding fiscal year, 
and pledge to secure the payment thereof the General Revenues of 
the county for such current fiscal year only, such loans to be paid 
within that fiscal year or from the pledged General Revenues of the 
county subsequently collected for that year, and that any loan so 
made and not paid out of the General Revenues of the county 
pledged to secure the same shall be void as to any amount remain- 
ing unpaid; providing that the Legislature shall not, after the 
adoption of such amendment, pass any law making any claim a 
preferred claim against said county, and annulling as to any future 
claim all laws, or parts of laws, now in force and effect, making a 
claim a preferred claim against said county: and providing penal- 
ties for the violation of any of the provisions of such amendment. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
voters of Alabama for their consideration as hereinafter set forth, 
namely: “The Legislature of Alabama may authorize Mobile 
County to issue bonds from time to time, not exceeding in the ag- 
gregate $1,600,000.00 which bonds, or the proceeds thereof, shall 
be used exclusively for paying valid and enforceable unbonded ob- 
ligations of Mobile County, and unbonded obligations of Mobile 
County which would be valid and enforceable but for the provision 
or provisions of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 fixing the 
debt limit of said County, and all past due interest and principal 
on any valid and enforceable bonded obligations of said County, 
existing on September 30th, 1936. In September 1936, after the 
adoption of this amendment to the Constitution, the governing 
body and the County Treasurer of Mobile County shall adopt a 
budget based on 95% of the gross receipts of the general fund of 
the county for the preceding year and said budget must cover cur- 
rent expenses for the year for which the Budget is adopted for 
the fiscal year beginning October 1st, 1936, and the expenses of 
such fiscal year shall not exceed the revenues of the county for that 
year. Thereafter, and in September of each year after the adoption 
of this amendment to the Constitution, the governing body of Mo- 
bile County shall adopt a budget based on 95% of the gross receipts 
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of the general fund of said county for the preceding year, for the 
succeeding fiscal year beginning October 1st and the expenses of 
such county for any such fiscal year shall not exceed the budget 
of the county for that year. 

All debts contracted or liabilities incurred by the said county 
in excess of such budget shall be void. The governing body of 
Mobile County may, during any such fiscal year, borrow additional 
money to the extent of twenty-five (25%) percent of the general 
revenues of such county for the preceding fiscal year, and pledge 
to secure the payment thereof the general revenues of the county 
for such current fiscal year only, such loans to be paid within that 
fiscal year or from the pledged general revenues of the county sub- 
sequently collected for that year, and any loan so made and not 
paid out of the general revenues of the county pledged to secure 
the same shall be void as to any amount remaining unpaid. The 
Legislature shall not, after the adoption of this amendment, pass 
any law making any claim a preferred claim against said County, 
and all laws, or parts of laws, now in force and effect, making a 
claim a preferred claim against said county, are hereby annulled 
as to any future claim. The words ‘governing body of Mobile 
County’ as herein used shall include any board or officer which is 
now or which may hereafter be vested with the powers and duties 
now or formerly exercised by the Board of Revenue and Road 
Commissioners of Mobile County, Alabama. Any person violating 
any of the provisions of this amendment shall, upon conviction, be 
punished by a fine not exceeding $5,000.00, or by imprisonment in 
the penitentiary for not more than two years, one or both, at the 
discretion of the jury trying the same, and the violation of any of 
the provisions of this amendment shall also be ground for impeach- 
ment. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 
notice by proclamation to be published in one newspaper in each 
County in the State at least four successive weeks next preceding 
the date of the election hereinatfer fixed, of the election on the 
amendment proposed by this act to be submitted to the qualified 
voters of the State for their consideration, together with the pro- 
posed amendment. 

Section 8. That on the first Tuesday after the expiration of 
three months after the final adjournment of the present session of 
the Legislature of Alabama, an election shall be held for the vote 
of the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the proposed 
amendment. Upon the official ballot printed for such election shall 
be printed the following, namely, “Shall the following be adopted 
as an Amendment to the Constitution of Alabama.” The Legis- 
lature of Alabama may authorize Mobile County to issue bonds 
from time to time, not exceeding in the aggregate $1,600,000.00, 
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which bonds, or the proceeds thereof, shall be used exclusively for 
paying valid and enforceable unbonded obligations of Mobile Coun- 
ty, and unbonded obligations of Mobile County which would be 
valid and enforceable but for the provision or provisions of the 
Constitution of Alabama of 1901 fixing the debt limit of said Coun- 
ty, and all past due interest and principal on any valid and enforce- 
able bonded obligations of said County, existing on September 
30th, 1936. In September of each year after the adoption of this 
amendment to the Constitution, the governing body of Mobile 
County shall adopt a budget based of 95% of the gross receipts of 
the general fund of the preceding year for the succeeding fiscal 
year beginning October 1st and the expenses of such County for 
any such fiscal year shall not exceed the revenues of the County 
for that year. All debts contracted or liabilities incurred by the 
said County in excess of such revenues shall be void. The govern- 
ing body of Mobile County may, during any such fiscal year, bor- 
row additional money to the extent of twenty-five per cent (25%) 
of the general revenues of such County for the preceding fiscal 
year, and pledge to secure the payment thereof the general reve- 
nues of the County for such current fiscal year only, such loans to 
be paid within that fiscal year or from the pledged general reve- 
nues of the County subsequently collected for that year, and any 
loan so made and not paid out of the general revenues of the Coun- 
ty pledged to secure the same shall be void as to any amount re- 
maining unpaid. The Legislature shall not, after the adoption of 
this amendment, pass any law making any claim a preferred claim 
against said County, and all laws, or parts of laws, now in force 
and effect, making a claim a preferred claim against said County, 
are hereby annulled as to any future claim. The words “governing 
body of Mobile County” as herein used shall include any board or 
officer which is now or which may hereafter be vested with the 
powers and duties now or formerly exercised by the Board of Reve- 
nue and Road Commissioners of Mobile County, Alabama. Any 
person violating any of the provisions of this amendment shall, 
upon conviction, be punished by a fine not exceeding $5,000.00, or 
by imprisonment in the penitentiary for not more than two years, 
one or both, at the discretion of the jury trying the same, and the 
violation of any of the provisions of this amendment shall also be 
ground for impeachment.” Following the proposed amendment on 
the ballot shall be printed the word “Yes” and immediately under 
that shall be printed the word “No”. The choice of the voter shall 
be indicated by a cross-mark by him or her opposite the word ex- 
pressing his or her desire. 

Section 4. The officers for said election shall open the polls 
for a vote of the qualified electors of the State upon the proposed 
amendment. The election shall be held in all things in accordance 
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with the law governing general elections. In the election upon 
such proposed amendment the votes cast there at shall be can- 
vased, tabulated and the returns thereof be made to the Secretary 
of State, and counted in the same manner as in elections for Gov- 
ernor, and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the quali- 
fied electors who voted upon the proposed amendment voted in 
favor of the same, such amendment shall be valid to all intents and 
purposes as a part of the Constitution of Alabama. The result of 
such election shall be made known by proclamation of the Gov- 
ernor. 

Also: 

H. 967. “An Act to submit to the qualified voters of the State 
of Alabama, at an election to be held when the first general elec- 
tion on any question is submitted to the legal voters of Alabama, 
but said election not to be held within three months from and after 
the final adjournment of the present regular session of the 1935 
Legislature, for their consideration, an amendment to the Consti- 
tution of Alabama, so as to authorize and empower the Legislature 
of Alabama, from time to time, by general or local laws to fix, reg- 
ulate and alter the fees, commisions, allowances and salaries, in- 
cluding the method or basis of their compensation, to be charged or 
received by Tax Assessors, Tax Collectors, Probate Judges, Cir- 
cuit Clerks, Sheriffs, and Registers of the Chancery Courts, and 
provide the method and basis of their compensation, or consolidate 
any of said offices in each of the following named counties: Cal- 
houn and Tuscaloosa; and, whereby all Acts of the Regular Ses- 
sion of the Legislature of 1935, heretofore passed and applicable 
or purporting to be applicable to any or all of said Counties, and 
fixing or purporting to fix the compensation of said named county 
officers on a salary basis, are validated and confirmed. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
voters of Alabama for their consideration, as hereinafter set forth, 
viz: “The Legislature of Alabama may hereafter, from time to 
time, by general or local laws, fix, regulate and alter the fees, com- 
missions, allowances and salaries, including the method or basis 
of their compensation, to be charged or received by the Tax As- 
sessors, Tax Collectors, Probate Judges, Circuit Clerks, Sheriffs, 
and Registers of the Chancery Courts, and including the right to 
place any one or all of said officers on a salary and provide for the 
fees charged and collected by said officers to be paid into the 
treasury from which their salaries are paid, and provide the method 
and basis of their compensation, or consolidate any of said offices 
in the following named counties: Calhoun and Tuscaloosa. All 
Acts of the Regular Session of the Legislature 1935, heretofore 
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passed and applicable, or purporting to be applicable, to any or all 
of said counties, and fixing, or purporting to fix the compensation 
of said named county officers, on a salary basis, are hereby vali- 
dated and confirmed.” 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor of Ala- 
bama to give notice by proclamation to be published in one news- 
paper in each County in the State of Alabama at least eight suc- 
cessive weeks next preceding the date of the election on the amend- 
ment proposed by this Act to be submitted to the qualified voters 
of the State of Alabama for their consideration together with the 
proposed amendment. 

Section 8. That, at an election to be held when the first gen- 
eral election on any question is submitted to the legal voters of Ala- 
bama, but said election not to be held within three months from 
and after the final adjournment of the present regular session of the 
1985 Legislature, an election shall be held for the vote of the quali- 
fied electors of the State of Alabama upon the proposed amend- 
ment. Upon the ballots used at such election shall be printed the 
following, viz: “Shall the following be adopted as an amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama? ‘The Legislature of Alabama may 
hereafter, from time to time, by general or local laws, fix, regulate 
and alter the fees, commissions, allowances and salaries, including 
the method or basis of their compensation, to be charged or re- 
ceived by the Tax Assessors, Tax Collectors, Probate Judges, Cir- 
cuit Clerks, Sheriffs, and Registers of the Chancery Courts, and in- 
cluding the right to place any one or all of said officers on a salary 
and provide for the fees charged and collected by said officers to 
be paid into the treasury from which his salary is paid, and provide 
the method and basis of their compensation or consolidate any of 
said offices in the following named counties: Calhoun and Tusca- 
loosa. All Acts of the Regular Session of the Legislature of 1935, 
heretofore passed and applicable, or purporting to be applicable, 
to any or all of said counties, and fixing, or purporting to fix, the 
compensation of said named county officers, on a salary basis, are 
hereby validated and confirmed.’

The officers of such election shall open a poll for 
the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amendment. 
The election shall be held in all things in accordance with the law 
governing general elections. In the election upon the proposed 
amendment the votes cast thereat shall be canvassed, tabulated 
and the returns thereof be made to the Secretary of State and 
counted in the same manner as in elections for Representatives to the 
Legislature of Alabama, and if it shall thereupon appear that a 
majority of the qualified electors who voted upon the proposed 
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amendment voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be 
valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of 
Alabama. The result of such election shall be made known by the 
proclamation of the Governor of Alabama. 

Also: 

H. 408. An Act to propose an amendment to Section 229 of 


of the State of Alabama upon such proposed amendment to be 
held on the first Tuesday after the expiration of three months from 
and after the final adjournment of the present session of the Leg- 
islature, at which this amendment is proposed. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to Section 229 of the 
Constitution of the State of Alabama to be known and designated 
as Article____thereof is hereby proposed, and an election is hereby 
ordered by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the 
proposed amendment and the day hereby appointed for the said 
election is the first Tuesday after the expiration of three months 
from and after the final adjournment of the present session of the 
Legislature. The proposed amendment is as follows: “Section 
229. The Legislature shall pass no special Act conferring corpo- 
rate powers, but it shall pass general laws under which corpora- 
tions may be organized and corporate powers obtained, subject, 
nevertheless, to repeal at the will of the Legislature; and shall pass 
general laws under which charters may be altered or amended. The 
Legislature shall, by general laws, provide for the payment to the 
State of Alabama of a Franchise Tax by corporations organized 
under the laws of this State which shall be in proportion to the 
amount of capital stock; but strictly benevolent, educational or re- 
ligious corporations, or Federal Savings and Loan Associations 
organized pursuant to an Act of Congress known as the Home 
Owners’ Loan Act of 1933, as amended, and as the same may here- 
after be amended, or building and loan associations organized under 
or authorized to do business by the laws of Alabama, shall not be 
required to pay such a tax on their withdrawable or repurchasable 
share. The charter of any corporation shall be subject to amend- 
ment, alteration, or repeal under general laws. Exemption of the 
shares of building and loan associations from franchise taxes here- 
tofore provided by statute is ratified.” 

Section 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed shall be given by proclamation 
of the Governor, which shall be published in one newspaper once 
a week in every county in the State, for at least four successive 
weeks, next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 3. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on such proposed amend- 
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ment; and on the official ballot provided for such election, there 
shall be printed the following, viz: “Shall the following be adopt- 
ed as an amendment to Section 229 of the Constitution of Ala- 
bama? ‘Section 229. The Legislature shall pass no special Act 
conferring corporate powers, but it shall pass general laws under 
which corporations may be organized and corporate powers ob- 
tained, subject, nevertheless, to repeal at the will of the Legis- 
lature; and shall pass general laws under which charters may be 
altered or amended. The Legislature shall, by general laws, pro- 
vide for the payment to the State of Alabama of a franchise tax 
by corporations organized under the Laws of this State, which shall 
be in proportion to the amount of capital stock; but strictly be- 
nevolent, educational or religious corporations, or Federal Savings 
and Loan Associations organized pursuant to an Act of Congress 
known as the Home Owners’ Loan Act of 1933, as amended, and 
as the same may hereafter be amended or building and loan as- 
sociations organized under or authorized to do business by the 
laws of Alabama, shall not be required to pay such a tax on their 
withdrawable or repurchasable share. The charter of any corpo- 
ration shall be subject to amendment, alteration, or repeal under 
general laws. Exemption of the shares of building and loan as- 
sociations from franchise taxes heretofore provided by statute is 
ratified.’ ” 

Section 4. Officers to hold such election shall be the same and 
shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same officials 
as now provided by the election laws of the State for the appoint- 
ment of officers to hold elections in this State and the election shall 
be held in all things in accordance with this Act, the law govern- 
ing elections and the constitutional provisions concerning amend- 
ments to the constitution. 

Section 5. The votes cast at such election shall be canvassed, 
tabulated, and return thereof made to the Secretary of State, and 
counted in the same manner as in elections for Representatives to 
the Legislature; and if it shall appear that a majority of the quali- 
fied electors who voted at such election upon the proposed amend- 
ment voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be valid 
to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama. The result of such election shall be made known by 
a proclamation of the Governor.

A BILL 


To be entitled An Act to provide for a public corporation for 
the purpose of constructing or causing to be constructed public 
roads and bridges in this State; to prescribe its powers and duties 
and to provide for the raising of necessary funds for such purpose 
and to provide for the payment of the cost of construction of such 
roads and bridges and to borrow money and match Federal funds 
for public work construction and to issue bonds, warrants, assign- 
ments, transfers or securities and to contract with the State High- 
way Commission of Alabama, the Public Works Administration 
and any other branch of Federal Government or other authorities 
necessary to carry out the purposes of this Act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the three members of the State Highway 
Commission of Alabama may become a corporation with the power 
and authority herein defined by proceeding according to the pro- 
visions of this Act. 

Section 2, To become a corporation, the said three persons and 
the Governor shall present to the Secretary of State of Alabama an 
application signed by them, which shall set forth: 

(a) The name, official designation and official residence of the 
applicants, together with a certified copy of the commission evi- 
dencing their right to office, the date and place of induction into 
and taking oath of office, and that they desire to become a corpora- 
tion under this article; 

(b) The term of office of the applicants, and the place where, 
if any, the official commission of applicants is kept of record; 

(c) The name which is proposed for the corporation; 
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(d) The location of the principal office of the proposed corpo- 
ration, (which shall be Montgomery, Alabama) ; : 

(e) Any other matter relating to the corporation which the 
applicants may chose to insert, not inconsistent with the Consti- 
tution and laws of the State of Alabama. The application shall be 
subscribed and sworn to by each of the applicants before an offi- 
cer authorized by the laws of the Staie of Alabama to take and 
certify oaths, who shall certify upon the application that he per- 
sonally knows the applicants and belives them to be the officers 
as asserted in the application, and that they each subscribed and 
sworn thereto in the officer’s presence. The Secretary of State 
shall examine the application and if he finds that the name pro- 
posed for the corporation is not identical with that of a person or 
of any other corporation in this State, or so nearly similar thereto 
as to lead to confusion and uncertainty, he shall receive and file 
it, and shall record it in an appropriate book of record in his office. 

Section 3. When the publication has been made, filed and 
recorded, as herein provided, the applicants shall constitute a cor- 
poration under the name proposed in the application; the Secretary 
of State shall make and issue to the applicants a certificate of in- 
corporation, pursuant to this act, under the seal of the State and 
shall record the same with the application. 

Section 4. The corporation under this Act shall have the fol- 
lowing powers: , 

(a) To have succession by its corporate name for twenty 
years. 

(b) To sue and be sued and defend, and to make and use a 
corporation seal and to alter the same at pleasure. 

(c) ‘To receive, take and hold by sale, gift, lease, devise or 
otherwise, real and personal estate of every description, and to 
manage and dispose of the same by any form of legal conveyance 
or transfer, with full power and authority to borrow money and to 
convey by mortgage or deed of trust; to acquire, hold, purchase, 
receive by bequest or devise, and to convey or otherwise dispose 
of all such real, personal and mixed property as may be necessary 
or convenient for the construction of roads and bridges and ap- 
proaches thereto in the State of Alabama, or for constructing roads 
and bridges in the State of Alabama; to borrow money, to issue 
notes, bonds, assignments, warrants, debentures or mortgage, 
pledge or otherwise convey its property or proceeds of appropria- 
tions to secure the payment of money received by such corporation. 

(d) To appoint and employ such officers and agents as the 
business of the corporation may require. 

(e) To wind up and dissolve itself, or be wound up and dis- 
solved in the manner in this Act provided. 
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Section 5. The main purpose of the corporation shall be to 
construct or participate in the construction or lend their aid in 
construction or contract for construction or finance the construc- 
tion of roads and bridges in the State of Alabama, as well as the 
approaches thereto. 

Section 6. One-twelfth of the excise tax on gasoline as levied 
in Schedule 156.1 and defined in Schedule 156 of Chapter Four, 
Article XIII of House bill 8324 (Act No. 194 of the Alabama Leg- . 
islature approved July 10, 1935) shall for a period of five years 
from the date of approval of this Act be paid over monthly by the 
State ‘Tax Commission to the State Treasurer of Alabama for the 
exclusive use of the corporation authorized by this Act. The said 
one-twelfth of such gasoline tax so appropriated to the use of said 
corporation shall be taken from the part allocated to the State of 
Alabama under Schedule 156.11 of said Act, and not from the part 
allocated under said Schedule to the several counties of this State. 

Section 7. The proceeds of all securities issued shall be turned 
into the State Treasury, and together with the said excise tax as 
collected shall be carried in a special road and bridge account to 
the credit of the corporation, and shall be subject to be drawn on 
by the corporation, upon the approval of the Governor, but solely 
for the purpose of building, and constructing the roads and bridges 
herein authorized. And contracts for the construction of such 
roads and bridges as the corporation may determine to build shall 
be let within twelve months from the final passage of this act, or 
as soon thereafter as is reasonable and consistent with safe con- 
struction. All contracts entered into by the corporation in connec- 
tion with the building of these roads and bridges shall be in writ- 
ing, prepared by the Attorney General of the State of Alabama, 
and in conformity with the requirements of the State Highway 
Commission, and all contracts shall be approved by the Governor. 
The corporation shall make and enforce all such reasonable rules 
and regulations not inconsistent with the terms of this Act, as may 
in its opinion be proper and suitable for the protection of said 
roads, bridges, approaches and appurtenances, and for the safety 
of the travelling public. 

Section 8. Any corporation under this Act may be dissolved 
by the applicants of their successors filing with the Secretary of 
State their application therefor, which shall be subscribed, sworn 
to and certified as in the case of an application for incorporation. 
Upon the filing of said certificate, the corporation shall cease, and 
all of its property rights shall pass to the State of Alabama, but 
no applicant shall be responsible for liabilities of the dissolved 
‘corporation in any greater sum than the value of the property of 
such corporation which may come into his possession under its 
dissolution. The Secretary of State shall record the application 
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for dissolution and shall make and issue under the seal of the State 
his certificate that the corporation is dissolved, and shall record 
the certificate with the application for dissolution. 

Section 9. Should any applicant die, or his term of office ex- 
pire before the dissolution of the corporation, his successors in of- 
fice shall take his place and official position as a member of said 
corporation. 

Section 10. There shall be no fees paid to the Secretary of 
State for any work in connection with the incorporation or dissolu- 
tion of the corporation. 

Section 11. Any record kept or certificates issued in pursuance 
of this Act, or a copy of any such record certified to be true by the 
legal custodian thereof, shall be received in evidence in all courts, 
and shall be prima facie evidence of the facts therein received, or 
thereby shown. 

Section 12. The President of said Corporation shall be the 
person filling the highest executive position in the State Highway 
Department of Alabama, and the Vice-President and the Secretary 
to be selected and designated by the members of the corporation. 

Section 138. No officer of the corporation shall draw any sal- 
ary in addition to that now authorized by law for his services, in 
connection with said corporation. 

Section 14. The Legislature of Alabama now elected, or here- 
after elected shall not be estopped on account of the passage of 
this bill or the authorizing of warrants or other securities to be 
issued by said corporation from at any time repealing the tax here- 
in appropriated to said corporation. No warrant or other security 
issued by said corporation shall be the debt of the State of Ala- 
bama, nor shall the State of Alabama or its general faith and 
credit, be pledged to the payment of said obligations and said obli- 
gations shall not in any event be deemed or considered a debt or 
obligation of the State of Alabama, but the purchaser or assignee 
or holder of any such securities, warrants or transfers issued by 
such corporation shall look solely to funds actually appropriated 
to and under the control of said corporation for the payment of 
said warrants, transfers or securities. No sale or transfer of any 
securities or taxes made by the corporation shall be valid unless 
the same is approved by the Governor of Alabama. 

Section 15. No part of the funds appropriated to said corpo- 
ration herein authorized shall be used for the maintenance of any 
road or bridge in the State of Alabama, nor shall the same be used 
for grading, but such funds shall be used solely in connection with 
funds of the Federal Government or its agencies or powers, in pav- 
ing with portland cement concrete, bituminous types, or other hard 
surface material, roads already graded and ready for pavement in 
the State of Alabama. Provided, however, that said funds may 
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also be used for bridges and culverts in connection with such sur- 
facing. 

Sectiba 16. Said corporation, when formed, may make such 
contracts or agreements with the State Highway Commission of 
Alabama as may be necessary to carry out the purpose of this Act; 
and it may turn over to the State Highway Commission any and 
all funds of this corporation from time to time as may be neces- 
sary or proper for the most economical construction of such roads 
and to comply with all Federal or other legislation relating to State 
Highway Departments, Federal Aid Roads or other Federal monies. 
The securities issued by said corporation shall be signed by the 
President, attested by the Secretary selected by said corporation 
and shall be countersigned by the Secretary of the State of Ala- 
bama, who shall affix to such instrumerts the official seal of the 
State of Alabama. 

Section 17. The members of said Commission shall receive no 
salary for their services, but the Governor of Alabama shall pay 
from his Contingent Fund, all necessary travelling and subsistence 
expense of the members of this Commission while actually engaged 
in going to, returning from or attending meetings of the Board. 

Section 18. Any vacancy in the membership of said Corpora- 
tion shall be filled from the membership of the State Highway 
Commission and if the State Highway Commission is reduced be- 
low three members then the second and third members of the 
Commission shall be appointed by the Governor. 

Section 19. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval. 

Section 20. Should any provision of this Act be declared un- 
constitutional, it shall not affect the remaining part of the Act.

A bill to be entitled An Act to propose an amendment 
to the Constitution of the State of Alabama of 1901 reserving to 
the people the right to reject or approve any legislative enactment, 
municipal ordinance, and/or rule, regulation or ordinance of the 
Court of County Commissioners, or other like governing body of 
the county, by petition filed within ninety days of ihe enactment

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama is hereby proposed, to be known as Article 
XXV, and an election is hereby ordered by the qualified electors 
of the State of Alabama upon the proposed amendment and the day 
hereby appointed for such election is the next general election to 
be held for State and County officers in November 1936. The pro- 
posed amendment is as follows: 

ARTICLE XXV—tThe Legislature is authorized and directed 
to enact such statutes as will enable the people of the State or any 
county or municipality thereof, to have referred to them for ap- 
proval or rejection any legislative enactment, municipal ordinance, 
rule, regulation or ordinance of the Court of County Commission- 
ers, or other like governing body of any county, upon petition of a 
majority of the qualified electors of the State or any county or 
municipality thereof to be filed with the officer designated in said 
legislative enactment, if said petition is filed within ninety days of 
the date of the passage and approval of such legislative enactments, 
municipal ordinances, or rules. regulations or ordinances of the 
Court or County Commissioners or other like governing body of 
any county. 

Section 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by proclamation 
of the Governor and shall be published in one newspaper once a 
week for at least four successive weeks next preceding the day 
hereby appointed for said election in each county in the State. 

Section 3. At the election hereby ordered to be held, as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on said proposed amend- 
ment; and on the official ballot printed for such election there shall 
be printed the following, namely:

ARTICLE XXV.—The Legislature is authorized and directed

ers, or other like governing body of any county, upon petition of a

The choice of the electors shall be indicated by a cross mark 
made by him, or under his direction, to the right of the word ex- 
pressing his desire. 

Section 4. The officers to hold such election shall be the same 
as the officers to hold the general election in November 1936, and 
shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same officials 
as now provided by the election laws of the State of Alabama for 
the appointment of officers to hold the election, and the election 
shall be held in all things in accordance with the provisions of this 
Act, the law governing general elections and the constitutional 
provision concerning amendments to the Constitution. 

Section 5. The votes cast at such election shall be, by the elec-

LEGAL NOTICES 
A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT 


To create the office of Supervisor of Roads and Bridges for Calhoun Coun- 
ty, Alabama, and to prescribe his qualifications and duties and fix his 
salary and provide for method of his election and appointment. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

SECTION ONE: That there is hereby created in and for the County 
of Calhoun, Alabama, the office of Supervisor of Roads and Bridges. 

SECTION TWO: That said Supervisor of Roads and Bridges of Cal- 
houn County, Alabama herein provided for shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor of Alabama, as soon after the passage and approval of this Act as 
convenient, and shall serve under said appointment through December 31st, 
1939. That upon the expiration of said terms filled by appointment of the 
Governor said office shall be filled by appointment by the Board of Reve- 
nue or other governing body of Calhoun County, Alabama, for a -period of 
four years, and likewise each four years thereafter said office shall be 
filled by appointment by the Board of Revenue or other governing body of 
said Calhoun County, Alabama. 

SECTION THREE: ‘That the said Supervisor of Roads and Bridges 
of Calhoun County, Alabama, shall be a practical engineer with executive 
and road building experience, and with sufficient mechanical ability and 
training to direct the construction of any type of road or bridge that might 
be needed in. Calhoun County, without the employment of additional expert 
supervisors or engineers by said county. 

SECTION FOUR: Said Supervisor of Roads and Bridges shall re- 
ceive as compensation the sum of $250.00 per month, and in addition thereto 
shall receive actual traveling expenses incurred by him in the performance 
of his duties herein prescribed, to be paid monthly out of any road or bridge 
funds or gasoline tax belonging to said Calhoun County, Alabama. 

SECTION FIVE: That said Supervisor of Roads and Bridges shall 
have full charge of the construction and maintenance of all public roads and 
bridges in Calhoun County, Alabama, and shall have the power to organize 
or to re-organize a system of construction and maintenance from time to 
time and to select such amount and types of road and bridge equipment as 
he may deem necessary for the purpose of efficiency and economy. He 
shall have administrative control of all personnel, employment and removal 
of the County road building and maintenance department and the employes 
thereof. It shall further. be: the duty of the said Supervisor to determine 
the amount of work and the time of work on the various public roads of the 
County, in such a way as to maintain the best possible system of roads and 
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bridges of the County as a whole. Said Supervisor shall meet with the 
Board of Revenue or other governing body of said County, at least once 
each month, and give a full detailed report of ali road and bridge work. 

SECTION SIX: That before the Supervisor of Roads and Bridges 
of Calhoun County, Alabama, prescribed for under the provisions of this 
Act, shall enter upon his duties or receive any compensation he shall execute 
a bond with good and sufficient surety to be approved by the Board of 
Revenue, or other governing body of said Calhoun County, Alabama, in the 
penal sum of $2,000.00 for the faithful performance of his duties as said 
Supervisor of Roads and Bridges, for the faithful accounting for of monies 
or property of said County which may come into his hands as such Super- 
visor. 

SECTION SEVEN: That the general road laws of this State and the 
general laws applicable to Boards of Revenue, and Courts of County Com- 
missioners, except those that conflict with the provisions of this Act shall 
remain in effect in Calhoun County, Alabama; that all laws or parts of law 
in conflict with the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed insofar as 
they apply to Calhoun County, Alabama. 

SECTION EIGHT: That if any clause, sentence, section or para- 
graph of this Act shall be declared invalid for any reason, it shall not render 
the remaining parts of the same invalid, but they shall remain in full force 
and effect. 

SECTION NINE: That this Act shall go into effect immediately 
upon its approval by the Governor.

A BILL 


To be entitled An Act to regulate the occupation and practice 
of Cosmetology in the State of Alabama; to establish a Board of 
Cosmetology in said State; to define the duties of such Board, the 
election of officers and their duties; provide for the salaries of such 
Board and employees of such Board; to define what shall constitute 
the practice of Cosmetology in Alabama; to set up qualifications 
for students; to set up rules for the admission to practice Cosmet- 
ology and licenses to operate shops and schools in the State; to 
provide for sanitary regulations for the protection of the public; 
to provide for the refusal or revocation of license in said State; to 
provide for the renewal of licenses in the State; to provide for the 
enforcement of the Act, and penalties for the violation of this Act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. After the approval of this Act it shal be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation, for pay or renumeration of any 
kind whatsoever, to practice or teach any branch of Cosmetology 
as hereinafter defined, by whatever name or designation called, 
unless such person, firm or corporation shall have first applied for 
and obtained license from the Board. 

Section II. DEFINITIONS: 

A. Board: Whenever the word “Board” shall be used in this 
Act it shall, refer to and mean the Board of Cosmetology. 

B. Cosmetologist: Any person practicing any branch of cos- 
metology as defined in this Act. 

C. Operator: Any person who practices any branch of Cos- 
metology as defined in this Act, unless a different meaning is 
expressly give to such term. 

D. Student: Any person attending a licensed school who has 
not completed the study, or who, having completed the study, has 
not satisfactorily passed the required examination. 

Itinerants: Any person going from house to house for 
practicing any branch of Cosmetology at any place other than a 
licensed shop. 

F. Instructor: A licensed Cosmetologist with at least five 
years experience in all branches of Cosmetology. The Instructor 
must be one who limits herself or himself to teaching and shall not 
practice for pay while teaching. 

School: An institution where Cosmetology is taught. 

H. Shop: Where Cosmetology is practiced and only licensed 
Cosmetologists are permitted to work. 

I. Combination School and Shop: Where there exists a school 
and shop so closely associated as to be misleading to the public; 
or where a school and shop are conducted as one business; or 
where a school and shop are conducted under one name with no 
separation designation, so as to be misleading to the public. 

J. Managing Cosmetologist or Shop Owner: Any person who 
owns or supervises the operation of a shop. 

K. Manicurist: Any person who practices no branch of Cos- 
metology except manicuring. 

Section III. Practice Defined: 

Any of the following practices, when compensation is received 
therefor, shall for the interpretation and enforcement of this Act, 
be deemed to constitute the practice of Cosmetology and are di- 
vided into groups as follows: 

(a) Arranging, curling, dressing, waiving, cleansing, cutting, 
singeing, bleaching, coloring, or similar work upon the hair of any 
person by any means. 

(b) The use of cosmetic preparations, antiseptics, tonics, lo- 
tions, or creams or by massaging, cleansing, stimulating, manipulat- 
ing, exercising, beautifying, or similar work on the scalp. 
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(c) The use of cosmetic preparations, antiseptics, tonics, lo- 
tions or creams; or massaging, cleansing, stimulation, manipulat- 
ing, exercising, beautifying or similar work upon the face, arms, 
bust or upper parts of the body. 


(d) With the hands or mechanical or electrical apparatus or 
appliances, placing permanent curls or waves in the hair. 

(e) Manicuring the Nails, consisting of cleaning, filing, remov- 
ing of cuticle and buffing, either by hand or by appliances. 

Section IV. EXCEPTIONS: 


Any place or premises or parts thereof wherein Cosmetology 
or any of its practices are followed or taught as set out in subdi- 
vision A to E, inclusive, of Section III of this Act, whether such 
place is known or designated as a Cosmetological or Beauty Shop 
or School or any other name or designation, shall be subject to the 
provisions and within the meaning of this Act; PROVIDED, how- 
ever, that nothing in this Act shall prevent any established college 
or university from offering, as part of its regular course, training 
in Cosmetology, or any branch thereof, nor persons engaged in the 
practice of medicine, surgery, barbering, or as a barber apprentice, 
or the personnel of the United States Army, Navy or Marine Corps 
or registered nurses from doirig any of the acts hereinabove defined 
as Cosmetology. , 

Section V. ESTABLISHMENT OF BOARD: APPOINT- 
MENT BY GOVERNOR: TERM OF OFFICE: POWER OF 
REMOVAL: 

A board to be known as the State Board of Cosmetology is 
hereby established, to consist of five members appointed by the 
Governor of the state. One of said members, who shall be ex- 
officio President, shall be the State Health Officer or some officer 
or employee of the State Health Department. The remaining four 
members shall be experiencd cosmtologists, who have followed 
the practice of cosmetology in this state for at least five years next 
preceding his or her appointment. No two of such four experienced 
cosmetological members of said Board shall be from the same 
Congressional District. The President of the Board shall receive 
compensation as other members of the Board only for the time he 
is actually employed on duties of the Board. The President of the 
first Board shall be appointed for three years, two members shall 
serve for two years and two members for one year, respectively, 
and members appointed thereafter shall serve for three years. The 
Governor, at his option, may remove any member for good cause 
shown and appoint members to fill unexpired terms. The wilful 
failure of the Board, or any member thereof, to carry out any of the 


provisions of this Act shall be deemed good cause for such mem- 
ber’s removal. 
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The Board shall maintain a suitable office in the City of Mont- 
gomery, Alabama, and shall adopt and use a common seal for the 
authentication of its orders and records. 

SECTION VI. DUTIES OF THE BOARD AND ITS OF- 
FICERS: 

The members of the first Board, after their appointment by the 
Governor, shall, within ten days after such appointment, meet and | 
elect a chief inspector, a vice-president and a secretary and treas- 
urer. The secretary and treasurer need not be a member of the 
Board and shall not be related to any member of the Board by con- 
sanguinity or affinity within less than the fourth degree. 

The President shall preside at all meetings of the Board but 
shall be entitled to vote only in case of a tie. The vice-president 
shall perform the duties of the president in the absence of disability 
of the President. 

The chief inspector shall devote his entire time to the duties 
of his office. He shall act under the direction and supervision of 
the Board and shall receive an annual salary of not exceeding Two 
Thousand Dollars ($2000.00), to be fixed by the Board. The 
other members of the Board shall make such inspections as may be 
directed by the Board and shall receive for their services a sum not 
in excess of Seven Dollars and Fifty Cents ($7.50) per day for the 
time actually spent upon such inspection. The chief inspector and 
the members of the Board shall also be reimbursed for their actual 
traveling expenses and for subsistence, all vouchers for traveling 
expenses and subsistence to be approved by the Board. The 
members of the Board shall receive a sum not to exceed Ten 
Dollars ($10.00) a day for the time actually spent by them for ex- 
aminations and meetings of the Board, together with their actual 
traveling expenses and subsistence, to be approved by the Board as 
aforesaid. 

The secretary and treasurer shall receive an annual salary not 
to exceed Two Thousand Dollars ($2000.00). All salaries, as well 
as all other expenses of the Board are to be paid only out of the 
revenue derived from fees collected under the provisions of this 
Act. Said secretary and treasurer shall keep and preserve all 
records of the Board, issue all necessary notices to the registered 
Cosmetologists of the State and perform such other duties, clerical 
or otherwise, as may be imposed upon him or her as the case may 
be, by said Board. Said secretary and treasurer is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to collect in the name and on behalf of the 
Board, the fees prescribed in this Act and shall turn over all money 
so collected into such State or National bank or trust company 
as shall be designated and selected by the Board as depository for 
such funds; and said secretary and treasurer shall make a full and 
complete report of all such collections from the records of his of- 
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fice as and when required by the president or a majority of the 
Board. Such secretary and treasurer shall, upon entering upon 
the duties of office, execute a bond unto the State of Alabama, 
with a duly licensed bonding company qualified to do business in 
this State as surety, such bond to be in the penal sum of Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5000.00) and to be conditioned upon the faith- 
ful performance of the duties of the office and faithful and correct 
accounting for the moneys received, the premium on such bond to 
be paid in like manner as other expenses of the Board. The funds 
thus collected under this Act shall be disbursed on vouchers or 
checks signed by the Secretary and Treasurer and countersigned 
by the President or vice-president and accounting rendered an- 
nually of receipts and disbursements as herein provided. 

The Board shall report annually to the Governor a full state- 
ment of its receipts and expenditures and also a full statement of 
its work during the year, together with such recommendations as 
it may deem expedient. 

A majority of the members of the Board shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business and shall prescribe rules 
for its government. 

Any member of said Board shall have authority to enter upon 
and inspect any school or shop at any time during business hours, 
for the purpose of enforcing the provisions of this Act. 

Said Board shall have power to adopt reasonable rules and 
regulations prescribing sanitary requirements of shops and schools 
in addition to, but not inconflict with, the laws pertaining to 
sanitary regulations for shops and schools conferred upon the State 
Board of Health, and all such sanitary rules or regulations shall 
be subject to the approval of the State Board of Health or of the 
State Health Officer. The Board shall have power and authority 
to cause such rules and regulations to be printed and sent to the 
proprietor of each shop and such proprietor shall keep such rules 
and regulations posted in a conspicuous place in such shop. 

Section VII. REQUIREMENT FOR REGISTRATION: 

No person shall practice or attempt to practice cosmetology 
without a certificate of registration as a registered cosmetologist 
issued pursuant to the provisions of this Act by the Board of Cos- 
metologists. 

It shall be unlawful to operate a shop unless it is at all times 
under the direct supervision and management of a registered cos- 
metologist, 

Section VIII. QUALIFICATION FOR CERTIFICATE OF 
REGISTRATION AS A REGISTERED COSMETOLOGIST: 

A person is qualified to receive a certificate of registration to 
practice cosmetology: 

(a) Who is at least eighteen years of age; 
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(b) Who is of good moral character and temperate habits; 
and has completed a scholastic course equal to the eighth grade of 
common school in Alabama; : 

(c) Who shall present a certificate from a regularly licensed 
physician of applicant’s health and freedom from social or com- 
municative diseases ; 

(d) Who has passed a satisfactory examination conducted by 
the Board to determine his or her fitness to practice that branch 
of cosmetology for which application for a license is made. 


SECTION IX. APPLICATION FOR EXAMINATION: 

Each applicant for examination shall make application to the 
Board on blank forms prepared and furnished by the Board, such 
application to contain proof under the applicant’s oath of the par- 
ticular qualifications of the applicant; furnish the Board two 
three inch by five inch signed photographs of the applicant, to be 
presented to the Board when the applicant appears for examina- 
tion; one to accompany the application and one to be returned to 
the applicant; and shall pay to the secretary the required fee. 

Section X. EXAMINATION: 

The Board shall conduct examinations of applicants for cer- 
tificates of registration to practice as a registered cosmetologist 
not less than four times each year, at such times and places as the 
Board may determine. The examination of applicants for certifi- 
cates of registration as registered cosmetologists shall include 
both practical demonstrations and written and oral tests and shall 
es the subjects usually taught in schools approval by the 
Board. 


Section XI. ISSUANCE OF CERTIFICATE: 

Whenever the provisions herein have been complied with, the 
Board shall issue a certificate of registration to the applicant. 

Section XII. NON-RESIDENTS: 

A person having practiced cosmetology in another state or 
‘country: 

(a) Who is not less than eighteen years of age; 

(b) Who shall present a certificate from a regularly licensed 
physician of applicant’s health and freedom from social or com- 
municative diseases; 

£ Who is of good moral character and temperate habits; 
an 

(d) Who has a license or certificate of registration as a prac- 
ticing cosmetologist from another state or country which has sub- 
stantially the same requirements for licensing or registering, or 

(e) Who can prove by affidavit that he or she has practiced as a 
cosmetologist in another state or country for not less than three 
_ years prior to making application in this state; shall 
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Upon payment of the required fee, be issued a permit to prac- 
tice as a cosmetologist until he or she is called by the Board for 
examination to determine his or her fitness to receive a certificate 
of registration to practice cosmetology. 

SECTION XIII. PRESENT PRACTITIONERS: 

Any person engaged in the practice of cosmetology as set out 
in Section (A) to (E), inclusive, of Section III of this Act, or in 
the practice of any one of its subdivisions, and who has been so 
engaged in practice for one year prior to the time this Act becomes 
effective, at one or more established places of business in this 
State, or who has graduated from an accredited school as herein de- 
fined, and who shall make sworn written application to the Board, 
setting out under what subdivision or subdivisions of Section ITI, 
he or she has been engaged in the practice within sixty days after 
this Act becomes effective, shall be issued a license without ex- 
amination for that particular subdivision or practice, or any or all 
of them which may be applied for, upon payment of one fee of 
not to exceed Five Dollars ($5.00) to be fixed by the Board, which 
shall accompany such application. Failure of a person practicing 
as a cosmetologist when this Act becomes effective, within a period 
of six months thereafter, to apply for said license shall make it 
necessary for such person to stand the regular examination for ad- 
mission to practice any branch of cosmetology in this State. 

Section XIV. REQUIRMENTS OF SCHOOL: 

It shall be competent for any person, firm or corporation to ap- 
ply to the Board for a certificate of registration as a school for any 
one or more of the practices of cosmetology as set out in subdi- 
visions (A) to (E), inclusive, of Section III of this Act, upon the 
payment of an annual registration fee as determined by said Board, 
but in no case to exceed the sum of Fifty Dollars ($50.00). No 
such school shall be granted a certificate of registration unless it 
shall attach to its staff a regularly licensed physician and employ a 
sufficient number of competent instructors, registered as such, but 
not less than one instructor to every twenty students, and shall 
require a course of training of not less than nine hundred hours, to 
be completed in six months of not more than seven hours a day, 
such course of instruction to include the following subjects: His- 
tology of the hair, skin, nails, muscles and nerves of the face and 
neck; elementary chemistry relating to sterilization and antiseptics ; 
diseases of the skin, hair, glands, massaging and manipulating the 
muscles of the upper body; hair-cutting, hair dressing, coloring, 
bleaching and tinting the hair and such other courses as scientific 
research and progress in the future may render desirable. 

The course for the occupation of manicurist shall be not less 
than one hundred hours, provided that when the occupation of 
manicurist is taken in conjunction with the occupation of cos- 
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metologist, there shall be no additional hours added to said classi- 
fication for the occupation of manicurist. 

No school as provided in this Act shall operate within this State 
unless a proper certificate of registration under this Act shall first 
have been obtained. Every such school shall have and employ 
therein apparatus and applicances reasonably sufficient for a proper 
and full teaching of all subjects under subdivision (A) to (E) in- 
elusive, of Section III of this Act, and said school shall keep a daily 
record of the attendance of each student, maintain regular classes 
and instruction hours of not more than seven hours per day and not 
less than five days per week. No such school shall charge any 
fee or receive any compensation for services rendered by students 
or for materials or supplies used by such students, and the instruc- 
tors employed in said school shall not charge any fee or receive 
any compensation from the public for their services, or for materials 
or supplies used by such instructors. 

Section XV. REQUIREMENT OF SHOP: 

Any person, firm or corporation may apply to the Board for a 
certificate for a shop within the meaning of this Act by making 
written application to the Board for a license. Said Board shall 
issue said shop a license to operate under this Act, upon receipt 
of a payment of a registration fee to be fixed by the Board but not 
to exceed Ten Dollars ($10.00). The teaching of any of the prac- 
tices defined in subdivisions (A) to (E) inclusive, of Section III 
above is prohibitde to any shop and shall be taught only in a 
regularly licensed school. 

Section XVI. RENEWAL AND RESTORATION OF CER- 
TIFICATES: 

Every license must be renewed annually on or before the 31st 
day of January of each year. The holder of license shall file 
with the Secretary and Treasurer of the Board a renewal applica- 
tion blank on forms furnished by the Board in which must be stated 
the physical fitness of the applicant and the said application must 
be accompanied by the prescribed fee. 

Licenses shall be issued on the basis of the calendar year; pro- 
vided, however, that in the case of an application made after July 
1st of any year, the fee required shall be one-half of the annual 
fee. Any registered cosmetologist who has retired from practice 
for not more than three years may renew his or her license upon 
the payment of the prescribed fee and by furnishing adequate proof 
as to physical fitness to the Board. 

Section XVII. DISPLAY OF LICENSE: 

The holder of a license issued under the provisions of this Act 
shall display same in a prominent place in the shop where such 
holder works, and in the schools licensed hereunder. 

Section XVITI. REFUSAL AND REVOCATION OF CER- 
TIFICATE: 
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The Board may either refuse or renew or may suspend or re- 
voke any certificate of registration for any one or combination of 
the following causes: 

(a) The conviction of a felony shown by a certified copy of the 
court of conviction; 

(b) Gross malpractice or gross incompetency ; 

(c) Continued practice by a person knowingly having an in- 
fectious or contagious disease; 

(d) Habitual drunkenness or habiutal addiction to morphine, 
cocaine or habit-forming drugs; 

(e) The violation of any of the provisions of this Act and the 
failure to enforce sanitary regulations prescribed by law or rules. 
and regulations of the Board approved by the State Board of Health 
or the State Health Officer. 

Section XIX. HEARING BY THE BOARD: 

The Board may neither refuse to issue nor refuse to renew nor 
suspend nor revoke any certificate of registration for any of said 
causes unless the person accused has been given at least twenty 
‘days’ notice in writing of the charge against him or her and a 
public hearing by the Board, if demanded by such accused person. 

Upon the hearing of such proceeding the Board may administer 
oaths and may procure by its subpoenas the attendance of witnesses. 
and the production of relevant books and papers. 

If applicant deems he or she is aggrieved by the decision of the 
Board, he or she may appeal to the Circuit Court of Montgomery 
County, Alabama, in Equity, by filing with the Register of said 
Court a certified copy of the written charge or charges as heard 
by the Board, said board being required to make certified copy of 
such charge or charges on demand of applicant; and when same is 
lodged with the Register of said Court within ten days after the 
Board’s findings, the appeal will have been perfected and same shall 
be docketed and will stand for trial. Either the applicant or the 
Board may appeal from the decree of the Circuit Court of Mont- 
gomery County, in Equity, to the Supreme Court of Alabama as. 
provided by law for other appeals to said Court. 

Section XX. FEES: 

In addition to the fees hereinabove provided for, the Board 
shall have authority to fix the following fees, not to exceed in any 
case, the amounts below set forth: 

(1) For an examination to determine the fitness of an appli- 
cant to receive a certificate of registration to practice as a cos- 
metologist, $5.00. 

(2) For the issuance of a certificate to practice as a cosmet- 
ologist, $5.00. 

(3) For an examination of an applicant to determine his or her 
fitness to receive a certificate of registration to practice as a mani- 
curist, $2.00. 
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(4) For the issuance of a certificate to a manicurist, $1.00. — 

(5) For the renewal of a certificate of registration to practice 
as a cosmetologist, $3.00. ; 

(6) For the restoration of an expired certificate to practice as 
a cosmetologist, $5.00. 

(7) For certificate for shop, $10.00. 

(8) For renewal of certificate for shop, $5.00. 

Section XXI. PROVISIONS FOR DEMONSTRATIONS 
OR ITINERANTS: 

No person shall be permitted to demonstrate in any branch of 
cosmetology for the purpose of promoting sale of any equipment, 
supplies or anything pertaining to the practice of cosmetology in 
the State of Alabama, unless such person so demonstrating shall 
qualify and obtain from the Board a license. The fee for such 
license shall be the regular fee for operators. 

Section XXII. NO SHOP OR SCHOOL TO BE USED FOR 
RESIDENTAL PURPOSES: 

It shall be unlawful for the owner or manager of any shop or 
school to permit any person to sleep in or use for residental pur- 
poses, any room used wholly or in part as a cosmetologist estab- 
lishment. Licensed operators may practice outside of such estab- 
lishment under such regulations as the Board may prescribe. 

Section XXIII. 

It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to 
operate a combination school and shop as hereinabove defined. 

Section XXIV. PENALTY PRESCRIBED FOR VIOLA- 
TION: 

Any person who shall practice cosmetology or any of the prac- 
tices thereof, or operate a shop or school or act in any capacity 
wherein a license is required by this Act without such license or 
shall in any way or manner violate any of the provisions of this 
Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be fined not to ex- 
ceed One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) and may be imprisoned in the 
county jail for not more than six months, either or both. Each and 
every day of violation shall be considered as a separate offense. 
All fines and penalties shall be paid as other fines and penalties 
under the laws of this State. 

Section XXV. Each section of this act and every part of each 
section is hereby declared to be independent of every other part 
and the holdings of any section or part hereof to be void or in- 
effective for any cause shall not be deemed to affect any other sec- 
tion or part thereof. 

Section XXVI. This Act shall be effective thirty days after 
the Governor’s approval and all Acts or parts of Acts in conflict 
herewith are hereby repealed.

The legislative body of 
such municipality shall provide for the manner in which such regu- 
lations and restrictions and the boundaries of such districts shall 
be determined, established and enforced, and from time to time 
amended, supplemented or changed, and may adopt such ordi- 
nances as may he necessary to carry into affect and make effective 
the provisions of this act. No ordinance shall be passed by any 
municipal corporation under the authority of this act unless and 
until the proposed ordinance has been published at least once a 
week for two consecutive weeks in advance of its passage in a 
newspaper of general circulation within the municipality, or, if 
there is no newspaper, then by posting the same in four conspicuous 
places within the municipality, together with a notice stating the 
time and place that the ordinance is to be considered by the 
municipal legislative authorities, and stating further that at such 
time and place all persons who desire shall have an apportunity 
of being heard in opposition to or in favor of such ordinance. No 
such ordinance shall become effective until after a public hearing in 
relation thereto, at which parties in interest and citizens shall have 
an opportunity to be heard. 

Section 5. Changes. Such regulations, restrictions and boun- 
daries, and ordinances passed under the authority of this act, may

from time to’ time be amended, supplemented, changed, modified 
or repealed. The provisions of Section 4 hereof relative to public 
hearings and official notices shall apply equally to all changes and 
amendments. 

Section 6. Zoning Commission. In availing itself of the pow- 
ers conferred by this act, the legislative body of any incorporated 
city or town may appoint a commission, to be known as the zoning 
commission, to recommend the boundaries of the various original 
districts and appropriate regulations to be enforced therein. Such 
commission shall make a preliminary report and hold public hear- 
ings thereon before submitting its final report.

or specific rules therein contained”. 

6. By striking therefrom Section 12 and substituting in lieu 
thereof the following: 

“Section 12. Precedent. That all laws or parts of laws in 
conflict with this act, be and the same are hereby, repealed, pro- 
vided, however, that nothing herein contained shall be held to 
repeal, modify, or change in any way, any regulations, restric- 
tions, boundaries, or ordinances now existing or in force in any 
incorporated city or town in this State, and provided further, that 
this act shall not be held to repeal Sections 1878 and 1879 of the 
Code of Alabama of 1923, but on the contrary said sections shall 
remain in full force and effect, the provisions of this act being 
cumulative and additional to said Code sections.

that the following Article is proposed as an amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States, which, when ratified by the 
Legislatures of three-fourths of the several States, shall be valid to 
all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution: 

Section 1. The Congress shall have power to limit, regulate 
and prohibit the labor of persons under eighteen years of age. 

Section 2. The power of the several States is unimpaired by 
the Article except that the operation of State laws shall be sus- 
pended to the extent necessary to give effect to Legislation enacted 
by the Congress.’

H. J. R. 418. WHEREAS, in accordance with the suggestion 
of the coordinator of Railroads, Mr. Joseph B. Eastman, a study is 
now being made by officials of railroads entering and doing busi- 
ness in Alabama, for the purpose of consolidating and jointly 
operating the terminal facilities and other properties of said rail- 
roads; and 

WHEREAS, said consolidation and combined operation of 
railroads doing business in Alabama will ultimately retire parallel 
lines, merge railroad facilities, stifle competition and seriously 
multiply unemployment throughout the whole State: and 

WHEREAS, thousands of faithful railroad employees through- 
out the State, who have devoted their lives to railroad services, 
will be thrown out of employment, lose their homes and be forced 
on charity or Governmental Relief, contrary to the Government 
policy of decreasing instead of increasing unemployment; and 

WHEREAS, the resulting decrease in wages of railroad em- 
ployees will deprive merchants, growers and other business in- 
terests throughout the State of several millions of dollars annually ; 
and 

WHEREAS, said elimination of railroad facilities will seriously. 
interfere with railroad services in local communities throughout the 
State; and, 

WHEREAS, It is a matter of common knowledge that the 
State of Alabama, particularly the Birmingham industrial district 
has suffered to a considerably greater degree during the recent 
economic depression than other sections of the Country, and realize 
that such a-consolidation of railroad facilities will materially af- 
fect the revenues of the State, Counties, Municipalities, and School 
Districts as to a general reduction in property values; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the House 
and Senate of the Alabama Legislature do hereby record them- 
selves as opposed to the elimination of railroad facilities in this 
State and do hereby urge the Senators and Congressmen from Ala- 
bama to use their influence with the Coordinator of Railroads, and 
with the President of the United States, to prevent the said con- 
solidation of railroad facilities in Alabama; 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that copies of this Resolu- 
tion be forwarded to both Senators and all Congressmen from Ala- 
bama, to Mr. Joseph B. Eastman, Coordinator of Railroads, and to 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, President of the United States.

On motion of Mr. Adams the House concurred in and adopted 
the Senate amendment to the bill, H. 755, said Senate amendment 
being as follows: 


Substitute for House Bill 755: 
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To be entitled an Act to provide for, regulate, control and pro- 
hibit the ownership, use, operation and maintenance of passenger 
automobiles by all counties in this State having a population of 
300,000 persons or more, according to the last or any subsequent 
federal census; to provide the terms and conditions under which 
officers, deputies, agents and employes of such counties may be 
provided with such automobiles by such counties, or may use the 
same and the storage thereof; to generally provide for the use, 
operation, maintenance, identification and general control of such 
automobiles so as to prevent fraud and imposition on such coun- 
ties by those using the same, as well as others, and to provide pun- 
ishment for the violation hereof. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. This Act shall be effective only in counties having 
a population of three hundred thousand persons or more, accord- 
ing to the last or any subsequent federal census, and when the 
word “County” is used herein, it shall be understood as applying 
only to a county in such population class. By the word “automo- 
bile” as used herein is meant passenger automobile. 

Section 2. No person who is a member of the governing board 
or body by whatever name it may be called of a County shall be 
provided at the expense of such County with a passenger automo- 
bile for either the public, private, or official use of such person. 
It shall be unlawful for such person to buy gasoline or other mo- 
tor fuel or motor oil or automotive accessories, including tires, 
from such County. It shall be unlawful for such person to receive 
from such County an allowance in money or other things of value 
in lieu of expenses incurred or to be incurred by such person for 
automobile transportation for himself or any other person whomso- 
ever. 

Section 3. It shall be unlawful for any member of such gov- 
erning body to buy, or receive as a gift or otherwise, from such 
County, either directly or indirectly, any gasoline, oil, grease, au- 
tomobile, or other article or commodity used or usable in connec- 
tion with automobiles owned or controlled by such County, or to 
use the same except in the performance of his official duty, or for 
any person connected with such County to vote for, or participate 
in, any such sale or disposition to such member. 

Section 4. [t shall be unlawful for any member of such gov- 
erning body to vote for any allowance to be made to, or for the 
benefit of, a member of such governing body, for or on account 
of the use of any automobile owned or controlled by a member of 
such governing body, or for or on account of gasoline, oil or grease 
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consumed or used by such automobile, or for or on account of any 
other cause connected with said automobile or the operation or 
maintenance thereof, and it shall also be unlawful for any member 
of such governing body to accept or receive any such allowance. 

Section 5. The governing body of each such County is hereby 
charged with the duty of causing the outward surface of each pas- 
senger automobile owned or controlled by such County, except 
those devoted exclusively to the use of the Sheriff or his depu- 
ties, to be maintained, at all times while so owned or controlled, a 
bright yellow color, and also with the further duty of causing to 
be maintained upon the outer surface of each such automobile, in 
a conspicuous place and of different color, the unobscured name of 
such County in plain letters and figures at least four inches high, 
and it shall be unlawful for any person to drive or operate any 
such automobile while any of the aforesaid duties remain unful- 
filled and unperformed.

When an automobile is designated or assigned or 
the custody thereof delivered to a given person or persons for use 
in and about the County’s business for a period longer than one 
calendar week, such assignment must be accomplished by formal 
resolution of the governing body of the County, which shall appear 
on its minutes, and no assignment shall be valid for more than one 
year from the date made. 

Section 7% Any officer, agent, servant or employee of any 
such County, who for his own private use or purpose, or for the 
use or purpose of any person, firm, or corporation other than such 
County, uses or authorizes any other person to use any automobile 
owned or controlled in whole or in part by such County, or any 
gasoline or other motor fuel, any motor oil, any tires, accessories,. 
or automotive equipment belonging to such County in whole or 
in part, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 8. Any passenger automobiles owned by such Coun- 
ty, except those devoted exclusively to the use of the Sheriff or 
his deputies, shall be placed in the County’s garage or barn at the 
close of each day’s service, and there remain until removed there- 
from for further use on the next business day. Such automobile 
shall also remain in such barn or garage during Sundays and Hol- 
idays and during any other period when not in use. It is provid- 
ed, however, that in the event an officer or employee of the Coun- 
ty to whom an automobile has been assigned, shall make and file 
an affidavit with the County’s governing body that it is necessary

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS 


Mr. Speaker: 

‘Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills reports that it has 
examined the following House bills and House Joint Resolution, 
and finds same correctly enrolled, to-wit: 


H. 175. To abolish the office of Deputy Circuit Clerk of the 
Criminal Division of the Circuit Court which was created by an 
Act entitled “An Act to create the office of Deputy Circuit Clerk 
of the Criminal Division of the Circuit Court in all counties of 
the State having a population of more than two hundred thousand, 
according to the last, or any subsequent Federal census ; to provide 
for the appointment of such officer and the election of his successor}; 
to prescribe the duties, authorities and to fix the compensation of 
such Deputy Circuit Clerk,” approved February 3rd, 1923; to re- 
quire that all duties, powers and acts pertaining to and required of 
such Deputy Circuit Clerk be performed by the Clerk of the Cir- 
cuit Court of such counties, and to provide for the transfer of all

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of such Deputy Circuit Clerk collected from, or pertaining to, cases 
pending or disposed of in the Criminal Division of the Circuit 
Court to the Clerk of the Circuit Court of such counties, and to

Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has amended as therein shown and, as amended, has 
passed the following House bill and returns same herewith to the 
House: 

H. 948. To amend Section 2 of an Act of the Legislature of 
Alabama approved October 28th, 1932, entitled an Act defining con- 
tract carriers and common carriers by motor vehicle not subject to 
the provisions of the Alabama Motor Carrier Act of 1932; to au- 
thorize, regulate and govern the transportation for hire of persons 
and property on public highways by motor vehicles operated by 
such contract carriers and common carriers; to authorize, regulate 
and govern the issuance of permits therefor; to regulate and govern 
the rates and practices of such carriers; to provide for the payment 
of fees, and for the payment of excise taxes for the use of the public 
highways by such contract carriers and common carriers, and to 
provide for the disposition thereof; to enlarge the powers and 
duties of the Alabama Public Service Commission and Probate 
Judges of the State with respect to permits issued to and the regu- 
lation and control of such carriers, and to provide for the payment

guilty of a misdemeanor and is entitled to no fee or reward for such service 
and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not less than $50.00 nor more 
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than $500.00 for each offense and shall be sentenced to hard labor for the 
county for a period of not less than thirty days nor more than sixty days”.

1938. (1218) JUDGMENTS ON APPEALS FROM RECORD-

ant fails to appear in the court to which an appeal was taken,

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS 

Mr. Speaker: 


Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills, reports that it 
has examined the following House bills, and finds same correctly 
enrolled, to-wit: 

H. 409. To regulate the business and trade of plumbing in 
all counties of this State having a population of 80,000 or more 
according to the last or any subsequent Federal Census, to create 
a board to be known as the board of plumbers examination and 
registration of Alabama; to provide for the appointment of the 
members of said Board of Plumbers Examination and Registra- 
tion of Alabama, and to provide for the appointment of successors 
of the members thereof and for the organization of said board and 
for the remuneration of the members and officers thereof; to 
specify the powers and duties of said Board of Plumbers Ex- 
amination and Registration and provide the ways and means of 
collecting funds for its maintenance and functioning; to define the 
terms “Plumbing” “Master Plumber” and “Journeyman Plumb- 
ers” for the purposes of this Act; provide for the examination, 
registration and licensing of master plumbers and journeyman 
plumbers engaged, engaging or desiring to engage in the business 
or handicraft of plumbing within such counties and fix the fees to 
be assessed of applicants for examination, registration and licens- 
ing of such master plumbers or journeyman plumbers and for the 
renewals of such registraton and licenses; to authorize and em- 
power said Board of Plumbers Examination and Registration of 
Alabama to conduct investigation and hearings of and concerning

and providing for the process and procedure of said Courts; for 
the equipment of said courts, for the Judge and officers of the 
courts; their term of office and their salaries, and defining their 
duties and the payment by the Board of Revenue and Road com-

Section 1. That Section 149 of Article 17 of the “Agricultural 
Code of Alabama”, of 1927, be and the same is hereby amended to 
read as follows: Section 149.

—It shall be the duty of persons shipping fertilizer or fertilizer 
material to notify the Commissioner in writing by mail or other- 
wise on the day of shipment, or within twenty-four hours there-

Pursuant to Senate Joint Resolution 127 heretofore adopted, 
the Senate has re-ccnsidered the vote by which it passed the bill: 
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By Mr. Staples: 

H. 331. A Bill to be entitled “An Act to submit to the qualified 
voters of this State, at election to be held on the first ‘Tuesday 
after the expiration of three months after the final adjournment 
of the present session of the Legislature of Alabama, for their con- 
sideration an amendment to the Constitution of the State empower- 
ing the Legislature to authorize Mobile County to issue bonds from 
time to time, not exceeding in the aggregate $1,600,000.00, which 
bonds, or the proceeds thereof, shall be used exclusively for paying 
valid and enforceable unbonded obligations of Mobile County, and 
unbonded obligations of Mobile County which would be valid and 
enforceable but for the provision or provisions of the Constitution 
of Alabama of 1901 fixing the debt limit of said county, and all past 
due interest and principal on any valid and enforceable bonded 
obligations of said county, existing on September 30th, 1936; pro- 
viding for the adoption of an annual budget for Mobile County; 
providing that the expenses of such county for any fiscal year shall 
not exceed the revenues of the county for that vear, and providing 
that all debts contracted or liabilities incurred by the said county in 
excess of such revenues shall be void; providing that the Govering 
body of Mobile County may, during any such fiscal year, borrow 
additional money to the extent of twenty-five per cent (25%) of 
the general revenues of such county for the preceding fiscal year, 
and pledge to secure the payment thereof the general revenues of 
the county for such current fiscal year only, such loans to be paid 
within that fiscal year or from the pledged general revenues of the 
county subsequently collected for that year, and that any loan so 
made and not paid out of the general revenues of the county 
pledged to secure the same shall be void as to any amount remain- 
ing unpaid; providing that the Legislature shall not, after the

ties for the violation of any of the provisions of such amendment.” 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
voters of Alabama for their consideration as hereinafter set forth, 
namely: “The Legislature of Alabama may authorize Mobile 
County to issue bonds from time to time, not exceeding in the 
aggregate $1,600,000.00, which bonds, or the proceeds thereof, 
shall be used exclusively for paying valid and enforceable unbonded 
obligations of Mobile County, and unbonded obligations of Mobile 
County which would be valid and enforceable but for the provision 
or provisions of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 fixing the debt 
limit of said County, and all past due interest and principal on any 
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valid and enforceable bonded obligations of said County, existing 
on September 30th, 1936. In September, 1936, after the adoption 
of this amendment to the Constitution, the governing body and 
the County Treasurer of Mobile County shall adopt a budget based 
on 95% of the gross receipts of the general fund of the county for 
the preceding year and said Budget must cover current expenses 
for the year for which the Budget is adopted, for the fiscal year be- 
ginning October 1st, 1936. and the expenses of such fiscal year 
shall not exceed the revenues of the county for that year. There- 
after, and in September of each year after the adoption of this 
amendment to the Constitution, the governing body of Mobile 
County shall adopt a budget based on 95% of the gross receipts of 
the general fund of said county for the preceding year, for the suc- 
ceeding fiscal year beginning October 1st, and the expenses of 
such county for any such fiscal year shall not exceed the Budget 
of the county for that year. All debts contracted or liabilities 
incurred by the said County in excess of such budget shall be void. 
The governing body of Mobile County may, during any such fiscai 
year, borrow additional money to the extent of twenty-five per cent 
(25%) of the general revenues of such County for the preceding 
fiscal year, and pledge to secure the payment thereof the general 
revenues of the County for such current fiscal year only, such loans 
to be paid within that fiscal year or from the pledged general reve- 
nues of the County subsequently collected for that year, and any 
loan so made and not paid out of the general revenues of the Coun- 
ty pledged to secure the same shall be void as to any amount re- 
maining unpaid. The Legislature shall not, after the adoption of 
this amendment, pass any law making any claim a preferred claim 
against said County, and all laws, or parts of laws, put in force 
and effect, making a claim a preferred claim against said County, 
are hereby annulled as to any future claim. The words ‘governing 
body of Mobile County’ as herein used shall include any board or 
officer which is now or which may hereafter be vested with the 
powers and duties now or formerly exercised by the Board of 
Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mobile County, Alabama‘ 
Any person violating any of the provisions of this amendment 
shall, upon conviction, be punished by a fine not exceeding $85,- 
000.00, or by imprisonment in the penitentiary for not more than 
two years, one or both, at the discretion of the jury trying the same, 
and the violation of any of the provisions of this amendment shall 
also be ground for impeachment.” 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 
notice by proclamation to be published in one newspaper in each 
County in the State at least four successive weeks next preceding 
the date of the election hereinafter fixed of the election on the 
amendment proposed by this act to be submitted to the qualified 
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voters of the State for their consideration, together with the pro- 
posed amendment. 

Section 3. That on the first Tuesday after the expiration of 
three months after the final adjournment of the present session of 
the Legislature of Alabama, an election shall be held for the vote 
of the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the proposed 
amendment. Upon the official ballot printed for such election shall 
be printed the following, namely: “Shall the following be adopted 
as an Amendment to the Constitution of Alabama? ‘The Legisla- 
.ture of Alabama may authorize Mobile County to issue bonds from 
time to time, not exceeding in the aggregate $1,600,000.00, which 
bonds, or the proceeds thereof, shall be used exclusively for paying 
valid and enforceable unbonded obligations of Mobile County, and 
unbonded obligations of Mobile County which would be valid 
and enforceable but for the provision or provisions of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama of 1901 fixing the debt limit of said County, 
and all past due interest and principal on any valid and enforce- 
able bonded obligations of said County, existing on September 30th, 
1936. In September of each year after the adoption of this amend- 
ment to the Constitution, the governing body of Mobile County

paid. The Legislature shall not, after the adoption of this amend- 
ment, pass any law making any claim a preferred claim against said 
County, and all laws, or parts of laws, now in force and effect, mak- 
ing a claim a preferred claim against said County, are hereby an- 
nulled as to any future claim. The words “governing body of 
Mobile County” as herein used shall include any board or officer 
which is now or which may hereafter be vested with the powers and 
duties now or formerly exercised by the Board of Revenue and 
Road Commissioners of Mobile County, Alabama. Any person 
violating any of the provisions of this amendment shall, upon con- 
viction, be punished by a fine not exceeding $5,000.00, or by im- 
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prisonment in the penitentiary for not more than two years, one or 
both, at the discretion of the jury trying the same, and the viola- 
tion of any of the provisions of this amendment shall also be ground 
for impeachment.’” Following the proposed amendment on the 
ballot shall be printed the word “Yes” and immediately under that 
shall be printed the word “No”. The choice of the voter shall be 
indicated by a cross-mark by him or her opposite the word ex- 
pressing his or her desire. 

Section 4. The officers of said election shall open the polls for 
a vote of the qualified electors of the State upon the proposed 
amendment. The election shall be held in all things in accordance 
with the law governing general elections. In the election upon such 
proposed amendment the votes cast thereat shall be canvassed, 
tabulated and the returns thereof be made to the Secretary of State. 
and counted in the same manner as in elections for Governor, and 
if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the qualified electors 
who voted upon the proposed amendment voted in favor of the 
same, such amendment shall be valid to all intents and purposes as 
a part of the Constitution of Alabama. The result of such election 
shall be made known by proclamation of the Governor. 

And has also reconsidered the vote by which said bill was 
ordered to an engrossment and third reading. 

And the Senate then amended as therein shown, and as amended, 
has again passed said bill.

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 


To the House of Representatives, 
Montgomery, Alabama. 
Gentlemen: 

I am returning herewith to you, the body in which it originated, House 
Bill No. 948 without my approval. 

I suggest the following executive amendments, which if adopted will 
meet my objection to the bill: 

Amend the title to House Bill No. 948 by adding after the words 
‘jitney bus” the following, “and to make provision for special license tags 
to be provided at the expense of the State for such motor vehicle”. 

Further amend the bill by making the present Section 3, Section 4, and 
inserting for Section 3 of the bill the following: 

Section 3. The State of Alabama shall provide at state expense a 
special license tag to be used on and to designate all motor vehicles used 
exclusively for the transportation of school children and school teachers to 
and from school, or while being used for any school purpose or any public 
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or community purpose at the direction of or by authority of the Super- 
intendent of Education having supervision over the school or schools regu- 
larly served by such motor vehicles. These tags shall be supplied annually 
upon requisition to the State Comptroller by the State Superintendent of 
Education, this requisition to be based upon applications for such license 
tags made by county and city superintendents of education and approved 
by county and city boards of education, the application made by each 
superintendent to give the name and address of the operator of the motor 
vehicle on which the license tag is to be placed and to contain a certifica- 
tion that said motor vehicle will be used for the purposes designated in this 
act.

ment*of resident agents (upon whom service of process may be 
had) of such contract carriers and common carriers who may be 
non-residents of the State, to authorize municipalities in this State 
to prescribe license taxes to be paid by such contract carriers and 
common carriers; to prescribe and regulate the practice and proce- 
dure before the Alabama Public Service Commission with respect 
to said carriers, and to authorize and prescribe appeals from rul- 
ings with respect to such carriers, and to regulate injunctions and 
like orders respecting the same; and to provide for the enforce- 
ment, and to prescribe punishment and penalties for the violation 
of this Act.

In accordance with House Joint Resolution No. 457, heretofore 
adopted, the President of the Senate, in the presence of the Senate, 
has erased his signature from the bill: 

H. 814. A bill to be entitled an Act to provide and submit to 
the qualified electors of the State of Alabama, at an election to be 
held on the second Tuesday next after the expiration of three 
months from the date of the final adjournment of the present ses- 
sion of the Legislature an amendment to the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama, continuing the amount of taxes which may be 
levied by the Governing Body of the Municipality of Attalla, Ala- 
bama. 

Be it enacted by the Legislautre of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed, and an election by the qualified 
electors of the State, is hereby authorized upon such proposed 
amendment and the day appointed for such election is the second 
Tuesday next after the expiration of three months from the date 
of the final adjournment of the present session of the Legislature 
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at which this amendment is proposed. The amendment proposed 
is as follows: ; 

(a) That the Municipality of Attalla, Alabama, through its 
governing body, may levy and collect from and after the date of 
this amendment the present rate of one per cent ad valorem tax 
per annum, and said amount to be devoted to the payment of out- 
standing bonds, provide for schools, and such other purposes as 
may be designated by the governing body of said Municipality, 
but before any additional tax now authorized by law can be levied, 
it must be voted by a majority of qualified electors of the Muni- 
cipality voting on such propositions at an election called by the 
governing body of said Municipality for such purposes; providing 
that the total tax levied for all purposes by the said Municipality 
of Attalla shall not exceed one per centum in any one year on the 
property situated therein, based on the valuation of such prop- 
erty as assessed for State taxation. 

(b) That the adoption of this amendment shall in no wise ef- 
fect, limit, modify, abridge or impair the power, authority or right 
of such Municipality to levy and collect the special school taxes 
now or hereafter vested in or conferred upon it under the Consti- 
tution or any amendment thereto. 

(c) Each election held under the provisions of this amendment 
shall be ordered, held, canvassed and may be contested in the 
same manner as is or may be provided by the law applicable to 
Municipal Corporations, for elections to order the issuance of 
munipical bonds. The ballots used at such election shall contain 
the following words: 

“For authorization of a continuation of taxation at a rate not 
to exceed one per cent per annum for the purpose of the payment 
of outstanding bonds, provide for schools, and such other purposes 
as may be designated by the governing body of said Municipality.” 

“Against authorization of a continuance of taxation at a rate 
not to exceed one per cent per annum for the purpose of the pay- 
ment of outstanding bonds, provide for schools, and such other 
purposes as may be designated by the governing body of said Mu- 
nicipality.” 

The rate of taxation proposed shall be printed upon the ballot 
in the space indicated therefor and for the year or years in which 
the proposed rate is to apply, and the purpose or purposes for 
which said tax is to be used shall likewise be placed in the respect- 
ive places therefor.

The Sheriff may maintain and feed prisoners of the 
United States by agreement with its agents at any rate that said 
parties may fix which money shall be paid to the Sheriff and he 
shali not pay to or be held accountable to Mobile County for the 
expenditure of such sums received either from the State, County, 
or United States. 
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The Legislature of Alabama may from time to time increase the 
salary of the Sheriff and the aggregate and collective amounts of 
salaries of his deputies, clerks, and other employees above the 
minimum herein set out, and may from time to time increase 
the number of deputies, clerks and employees to be appointed by 
the Sheriff and fix and provide for their compensation of such ad- 
ditional deputies, clerks and employees out of the Mobile County 
Treasury. 

Such expenses and salaries shall be paid out of the Treasury in 
equal monthly or semi-monthly installments, as directed by the 
Sheriff, out of the general funds of Mobile County upon warrants 
drawn by the Sheriff, if in funds, and if not in funds, then shall be 
registered for payment when in funds. 

All actions to interpret or enforce the provisions of this amend- 
ment shall be brought in the Circuit Court of Mobile County, or 
Court of like jurisdiction, and same shall be preferred cases. 

Any appeal from any decision shall go directly to the Supreme 
Court to be submitted for decision as a preferred case. Any ex- 
penses for legal advice or legal services upon the part of the Sheriff 
or deputies, clerks or employees herein provided for, for any action 
brought by him to enforce or interpret the provisions of this amend- 
ment shall be a charge against Mobile County in the same manner 
as provided for other legal advice and legal services elsewhere in 
this amendment. 

The adoption of this amendment shall not be construed to 
affect or abrogate the following Acts now in force relative to the 
Sheriff’s Department of Mobile County, viz: Local Acts, Extra 
Session 1932, pages 23, 32 and 33, and General Acts 1931, page 66, 
or any amendments thereto.” 

Section 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered together with 
the amendment hereby proposed shall be given by proclamation 
of the Governor, which shall be published in one newspaper in each 
county in this State once a week for four successive weeks next pre- 
ceeding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 3. At the election hereby ordered to be held the 
qualified electors shall vote upon such proposed amendment and 
upon the official ballot provided for such election there shall be 
printed the amendment as hereinabove set out and below the words 
WY 8.664005 No............ The choice of the electors shall be indi- 
oe by a crossmark placed opposite the word expressing his or her 

esire. 

Section 4. Officers of such election shall be appointed and 
the election shall be held in all things in accordance with the law 
governing general elections. ‘The votes cast thereat shall be can- 
vassed, tabulated and return thereof made to the Secretary of State 
and counted in the same manner as in elections for representa- 
tives to the Legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear that a 
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majority of the qualified electors who voted at such election voted 
in favor of the same, then such amendment shall be valid to all 
intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of Alabama. The 
result of such election shall be made known by proclamation of 
the Governor.

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REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS 


Mr. Speaker: 

Your Standing Committee on Enrolled Bills reports that it 
has examined the following House bills and House Joint Resolu- 
tion, and finds same correctly enrolled, to-wit: 

H. 331. “An Act to submit to the qualified voters of this 
State, at election to be held on the first Tuesday after the ex- 
piration of three months after the final adjournment of the pres- 
ent session of the Legislature of Alabama, for their consideration 
an amendment to the Constitution of the State empowering the 
Legislature to authorize Mobile County to issue bonds from time 
to time, not exceeding in the aggregate $1,600,000.00, which bonds, 
or the proceeds thereof, shall be used exclusively for paying valid 
and enforceable unbonded obligations of Mobile County, and un- 
bonded obligations of Mobile County which would be valid and 
enforceable but for the provision or provisions of the Constitution 
of Alabama of 1901 fixing the debt limit of said county, and all 
past due interest and principal on any valid and enforceable bond- 
ed obligations of said county, existing on September 30th, 1936; 
providing for the adoption of an annual budget for Mobile County; 
providing that the expenses of such county for any fiscal year 
shall not exceed the revenues of the county for that year, and pro- 
viding that all debts contracted or liabilities incurred by the said 
county in excess of such revenues shall be void; providing that 
the governing body of Mobile County may, during any such fiscal 
year, borrow additional money to the extent of twenty-five per 
cent (25%) of the general revenues of such county for the pre- 
ceding fiscal year, and pledge to secure the payment thereof the 
general revenues of the county for such current fiscal year only, 
such loans to be paid within that fiscal year or from the pledged 
general revenues of the county subsequently collected for that 
year, and that any loan so made and not paid out of the gen- 
eral revenues of the county pledged to secure the same shall 
be void as to any amount remaining unpaid; providing that the 
Legislature shall not, after the adoption of such amendment, 
pass any law making any claim a preferred claim against said 
county, and annulling as to any future claim all laws, or parts 
of laws, now in force and effect, making a claim a preferred 
claim against said county; and providing penalties for the vio- 
lation of any of the provisions of such amendment.” 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
voters of Alabama for their consideration as hereinafter set forth, 
namely: “The Legislature of Alabama may authorize Mobile 
County to issue bonds from time to time, not exceeding in the ag- 
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gregate $1,600,000.00, which bonds, or the proceeds thereof, shall 
be used exclusively for paying valid and enforceable unbonded 
obligations of Mobile County, and unbonded obligations of Mo- 
bile County which would be valid and enforceable but for the 
provision or provisions of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 
fixing the debt limit of said County, and all past due interest and 
principal on any valid and enforceable bonded obligations of said 
County, existing on September 30th, 1933. In September of each 
year after the adoption of this amendment to the Constitution, the 
governing body of Mobile County shall adopt a budget based on 
95 per cent of the gross receipts of the general fund of the pre- 
ceding year for the succeeding fiscal year beginning October Ist, 
and the expenses of such county for any such fiscal year shall 
not exceed the revenues of the county for that year. All debts 
contracted or liabilities incurred by the said county in excess of 
such revenues shall be void. The governing body of Mobile 
County may, during any such fiscal year, borrow additional money 
to the extent of twenty-five percent (25%) of the general revenues 
of such County for the preceding fiscal year, and pledge to se- 
cure the payment thereof the general revenues of the County 
for such current fiscal year only, such loans to be paid within 
that fiscal year or from the pledged general revenues of the County 
subsequently collected for that year, and any loan so made and 
not paid out of the general revenues of the County pledged to 
secure the same shall be void as to any amount remaining unpaid. 
The Legislature shall not, after the adoption of this amendment, 
pass any law making any claim a preferred claim against said 
County, and all laws, or parts of laws, now in force and effect, 
making a claim a preferred claim against said County, are hereby 
annulled as to any future claims. The words ‘governing body 
of Mobile County’ as herein used shall include any board or 
officer which is now or which may hereafter be vested with the 
powers and duties now or formerly exercised by the Board of 
Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mobile County, Alabama. 
Any person violating any of the provisions of this amendment 
shall, upon conviction, be punished by a fine not exceeding $5,- 
000.00, or by. imprisonment in the penitentiary for not more than 
two years, one or both, at the discretion of the jury trying the 
‘same, and the violation of any of the provisions of this amend- 
ment shall also be ground for impeachment.” 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 
notice by proclamation to be published in one newspaper in each 
County in the State at least four successive weeks next preceding 
the date of the election hereinafter fixed of the election on the 
amendment proposed by this act to be submitted to the quali- 
fied voters of the State for their consideration, together with the 
proposed amendment.

All debts 
contracted or liabilities incurred by the said County in excess 
of such revenues shall be void. The governing body of Mobile 
County may, during any such fiscal year, borrow additional money 
to the extent of twenty-five per cent (25%) of the general rev- 
enues of such County for the preceding fiscal year, and pledge 
to secure the payment thereof the general revenues of the County 
for such current fiscal year only, such loans to be paid within 
that fiscal year or from the pledged general revenues of the 
County subsequently collected for that year, and any loan so 
made and not paid out of the general revenues of the County 
pledged to secure the same shall be void as to any amount re- 
maining unpaid. The Legislature shall not, after the adoption 
of this amendment, pass any law making any claim a preferred 
claim against said County, and all laws, or parts of laws, now in 
force and effect, making a claim a preferred claim against said 
County, are hereby annulled as to any future claim. The words 
“governing body of Mobile County” as herein used shall include 
any board or officer which is now or which may hereafter be 
vested with the powers and duties now or formerly exercised 
by the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of Mobile 
County, Alabama. Any person violating any of the provisions 
of this amendment shall, upon conviction, be punished by a fine 
not exceeding $5,000.00, or by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for not more than two years, one or both, at the discretion of the 
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jury trying the same, and the violation of any of the provisions 
of this amendment shall also be ground for impeachment.’” Fol- 
lowing the proposed amendment on the ballot shall be printed the 
word “Yes” and immediately under that shall be printed the word 
“No”. The choice of the voter shall be indicated by a cross-mark 
by him or her opposite the word expressing his or her desire. 

Section 4. The officers for said election shall open the polls 
for a vote of the qualified electors of the State upon the proposed 
amendment. The election shall be held in all things in accordance 
with the law governing general elections. In the election upon 
such proposd amendment the votes cast thereat shall be can- 
vassed, tabulated and the returns thereof be made to the Secretary 
of State, and counted in the same manner as in elections for Gov- 
ernor, and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the quali- 
fied electors who voted upon the proposed amendment voted in 
favor of the same, such amendment shall be valid to all intents and 
purposes as a part of the Constitution of Alabama. ‘The result of 
such election shall be made known by proclamation of the Gov- 
ernor.

this amendment is proposed. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The following amendment to Section 229 of the 
Constitution of the State of Alabama to be known as Amendment 
Number 27 is hereby proposed, and an election is hereby ordered by 
the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the proposed 
amendment and the day hereby appointed for the said election is 
the first Tuesday after the expiration of three months from and 
after the final adjournment of the present session of the Legisla- 
ture. The proposed amendment is as follows: “Section 229. The 
Legislature shall pass no special Act conferring corporate powers, 
but it shall pass general laws under which corporations may be 
organized and corporate powers obtained, subject, nevertheless, to 
repeal at the will of the Legislature; and shall pass general laws 
under which charters may be altered or amended, The Legislaure 
shall, by general laws, provide for the payment to the State of 
Alabama of a Franchise Tax by corporations organized under the 
laws of this State which shall be in proportion to the amount of 
capital stock; but strictly benevolent, educational or religious cor- 
porations or Federal building and loan associations organized pur- 
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suant to an Act of Congress known as the Home Owners’ Loan 
Act of 1933, as amended, and as the same may hereafter be amend- 
ed, or building and loan associations organized under or authorized 
to do business by the laws of Alabama shall not be required to 
pay such tax on their withdrawable or repurchaseable shares. The 
charter of any corporation shall be subject to amendment, altera- 
tion, or repeal under general laws. Exemption of the shares of 
building and loan associations from franchise taxes heretofore 
provided by statute is ratified.” 

Section 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed shall be given by proclamation of 
the Governor, which shall be published in one newspaper once a 
week in every county in the State for at least eight successive 
weeks, next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 8. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on such proposed amend- 
ment; and on the official ballot provided for such election, there 
shall be printed the following, viz: “Shall the following be adopted 
as an amendment to Section 229 of the Constitution of Alabama? 
‘Section 229. The Legislature shail pass no special Act conferring 
corporate powers, but it shall pass general laws under which cor- 
porations may be organized and corporate powers obtained, subject, 
nevertheless, to repeal at the will of the Legislature; and shall pass 
general laws under which charters may be altered or amended.

Section 4. Officers to hold such election shall be the same and 
shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same officials as 
now provided by the election laws of the State for the appointment 
of officers to hold elections in this State and the election shall be 
held in all things in accordance with this Act, the law governing 
elections and the constitutional provisions concerning amendments 
to the Constitution. 
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Section 5. The votes cast at such election shall be canvassed, 
tabulated, and return thereof made to the Secretary of State, and 
counted in the same manner as in elections for Representatives to 
the Legislature; and if it shall appear that a majority of the 
qualified electors who voted at such election upon the proposed 
amendment voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be 
valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama.

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON REVISION OF JOURNAL 


Mr. Speaker: 

Your Standing Committee on the Revision of the Journal begs 
leave to report that said committee, in session, has carefully 
examined the Journal of the House for the Forty-Ninth Legislative 
Day and finds same correct.
